Department  at  about  9:45  PM.  SA  Phil  was  told  that  they  had  just  had  an  officer  involved 
shooting  during  a traffic  stop  in  the  City  of  Falcon  Heights,  which  is  a city  that  St. 
Anthony  contracts  with  for  police  services.  SA  Phil  was  given  an  initial  location  for  the 
traffic  stop  as  Larpenteur  Ave  & Fry  Street.  SA  Phil  was  told  that  he  subject  was 
currently  being  transported  from  the  scene  to  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center.  SA  Phil 
contacted  the  BCA  Crime  Scene  Team  (CST)  and  requested  their  response  to  the  scene. 

SA  Henning  was  contacted  by  SA  Phil  and  requested  to  respond  to  the  scene  of  the 
shooting.  SA  Henning  responded  to  the  scene  and  met  with  Officer  Tressa  Sunde  and 
Acting  Chief  John  Mangseth.  Officer  Sunde  provided  SA  Henning  initial  details.  Officer 
Sunde  said  that  Officer  Jeronimo  Yanez  had  stopped  a car  because  the  driver  fit  the 
description  of  a person  that  had  committed  an  armed  robbery  at  a convenience  store  a 
short  distance  from  the  location  of  the  traffic  stop  a couple  days  prior  to  this  shooting. 
During  the  stop  Officer  Yanez  had  fired  his  duty  gun  and  struck  the  male  driver.  SA 
Henning  was  advised  that  the  male  driver  was  in  possession  of  a pistol.  The  male  driver 
was  later  identified  Philando  Divall  Castile.  SA  Henning  was  shown  the  subjects  vehicle, 
a 1997  Oldsmobile  88  (MN  Lie  203TTM)  as  well  as  the  two  St.  Anthony  Police  squads 
involved  in  the  traffic  stop.  SA  Henning  noted  a black  pistol  laying  on  the  street  outside 
the  subjects  vehicle.  SA  Henning  was  told  that  Officer  Yanez  was  backed  up  during  the 
traffic  stop  by  Officer  Joseph  Kauser.

SA  Henning  was  told  thaUleynoId^tncUie^^^ 
daughter  had  been  transported  to  the  Roseville  Police  Department. 

SA  Henning  was  told  that  Diamond  Reynolds  had  Live  Streamed  video  using  her  cellular 
telephone  from  inside  the  vehicle  after  the  shooting.  Reynolds  telephone  battery  had 
become  low  on  power  at  some  point  and  Officer  Sunde  had  plugged  Reynold's  telephone 
into  a charging  cord  in  one  of  the  St.  Anthony  Police  squads.  SA  Henning  was  shown 
Reynolds  telephone  by  Officer  Sunde.  SA  Henning  looked  at  the  telephone  and  saw  that 
it  was  an  Apple  IPhone  and  attempted  to  put  the  telephone  in  Airplane  mode  to  prevent 
any  loss  of  evidence  but  noted  that  the  phone  was  locked  with  a code.  SA  Henning 
unplugged  the  telephone  and  left  it  on  the  seat  w'here  it  had  been  in  the  squad. 

SA  Henning  determined  that  SL  Anthony  Police  had  the  scene  secured  so  that  the  BCA 
CST  could  process  the  scene.  SA  Henning  cleared  the  scene  and  traveled  to  the  police 
department  with  Officer  Sunde  to  meet  with  SAIC  Mueller.

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On  July  7^  2016,  Special  Agent  (SA)  Phill  obtained  a search  warrant  in  the 

2n<3  District  Court  by  Ramsey  County  Judge  G.  Tony  Atwal.  The  warrant 
was  requested  to  allow  Bureau  of  Criminal  Apprehension  (BCA)  Crime 
Scene  Team  (CST)  members  to  collect  evidence  from,  and  forensically 
examine,  a 1997  Oldsmobile  88  with  Minnesota  License  203TTM. 

The  Olds  88  is  registered  to  Phiiando  Castile  who  was  fatally  shot  by  St 
Anthony  Police  Department  Officer  Yanez  during  a traffic  stop  on 
Larpenteur  Av  in  Falcon  Heights  at  about  9pm. 

The  search  warrant  also  allowed  for  the  forensic  examination  of  any  cell 
phones  found  in  the  vehicle.  A black  iPhone  6 presumably  belonging  to 
Phiiando  Castile  was  found  in  the  car  and  turned  over  to  SA  Phill.  In 
addition,  SA  Phill  was  given  Diamond  Reynolds’  iPhone5  confiscated  as 
evidence  at  the  scene  by  Roseville  Police  officers  and  turned  over  to  the 
BCA  at  the  crime  scene. 

After  two  days  of  examination,  CST  Leader  Garfield  collected  several  items 
of  evidence  and  submitted  them  for  laboratory  analysis.  Other  items  of 
interest  found  in  the  car  were  turned  over  to  SA  Phill,  who  then  gave  those 
items  ACISS  property  numbers  2.1  thru  2.5.  The  phones  became  items  2.6 
and  2.7.  Those  evidence  items  were  transferred  to  SA  Henning  and  the 
transfer  forms  have  been  attached  to  this  report. 

On  July  8th,  SA  Phill  accompanied  the  Olds  88  on  a flat-bed  tow  truck  to  a 
storage  facility  for  safekeeping.  SA  Phill  ensured  the  car  was  sealed  shut 
with  evidence  tape  and  then  wrapped  in  protective  tarps  for  evidence 
protection. 

Finally,  SA  Phill  attached  the  search  warrant  receipt  to  the  case  file  and 
provided  the  original  search  warrant  and  accompanying  documents  to  SA 
Henning  to  be  provided  to  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney  for  filing 
considerations.

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On  Wednesday,  July  6, 2016,  SA’s  Olson  and  Phil  I conducted  an  audio  taped  interview 
of  Diamond  Reynolds.  The  interview  began  at  about  2321  hours  and  concluded  at  about 
2348  hours.  The  interview  was  audio  recorded  by  SA  Olson.  The  recording  was  later 
transferred  to  CD  by  SA  Olson  and  assigned  / preserved  as  evidence  item  3.1 . The 
interview  occurred  at  the  Roseville  Police  Department  where  Diamond  Reynolds  and  her 
daughter,  taken  after  the  incident.  The  digital  video  related  to 

this  interview  was  later  obtained  by  SA  Phil]  (see  2016433/20) 

Prior  to  the  interview  SA  Olson  introduced  himself  to  Diamond  and 

who  were  waiting  together  in  a soft  interview.  SA  Olson  told  Diamon^eynold^te^ 

would  prefer  her  daughter  not  be  present  during  the  interview  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  ! 

further  trauma  to  her  daughter.  Diamond  Reynolds  did  not  object.  Diamond  Reynolds 

was  escorted  to  an  adjacent  interview  room  while  Roseville  Officer  H.  Vang  stayed  with  j 

Diamond  Reynolds  indicated  she  was  a passenger  in  a vehicle  being  driven  by  her 
boyfriend  Philando  Castile.  She  reported  they  were  traveling  west  on  Larpenteur  after 
dropping  of  her  sister  (later  identified  as  Ariel  Tqira  Doty).  She  indicated  her  daughter 
was  in  the  back  seat.

Diamond  Reynolds  said  she  observed  the  flashing  lights  from  the  squad  and  said  Castile 
pulled  over  immediately.  She  indicated  two  uniformed  officers  approached,  one  on  the 
driver’s  side  and  one  on  the  passenger  side.  Diamond  Reynolds  said  the  officer  on  the 
driver’s  side,  later  determined  to  be  Officer  Yanez,  told  Castile  he  was  pulled  over 
because  of  a malfunctioning  taillight.  Diamond  Reynolds  said  Officer  Yanez  asked 
Philando  Castile  to  place  his  hands  in  the  air  and  then  asked  him  for  his  license  and 
registration.  Diamond  Reynolds  stated  Philando  Castile  told  the  officer  “Officer,  I have  a 
gun  on  me...”  and  Officer  Yanez  responded  by  stating,  “...don’t  reach.”  Later  in  the 
statement  Diamond  Reynolds  indicated  Officer  Yanez  stated  two  times,  “...stop  moving, 
stop  moving.” 

Diamond  Reynolds  reported  Philando  Castile  continued  reaching  for  his  license  and 
registration  while  telling  the  officer  he  had  a firearm  on  him.  She  indicated  he  keeps  his 
license  and  registration  in  his  back  pocket  She  reported  the  officer  told  him  repeatedly  to 
“don’t  move”  before  shooting  him  several  times. 

Diamond  Reynolds  said  Castile  normally  possesses  his  firearm  in  a holster  located  in  the 
front  of  his  pants  (Diamond  Reynolds  pointed  to  the  front  of  her  pants  to  show  agents 
where  he  carries  the  firearm).  She  also  indicated  that  she  told  the  officer  he  has  a permit 
to  carry  before  any  shots  were  fired. 

Diamond  Reynolds  stated  that  immediately  after  the  shots  were  fired  she  “...hopped  on 
Facebook  because  1 wanted  to  get  it  live.”  She  acknowledged  the  marijuana  located  in 
the  vehicle  was  theirs  and  said  they  both  use  marijuana. 


SA  Olson  told  Diamond  Reynolds  he  was  interested  in  having  her  daughter^mmfp 
interviewed  at  Midwest  Children’s  Resource  Center.  She  did  not  immediately  respond  to 
the  request  and  SA  Olson  later  learned  from  her  legal  counsel,  Larry  Rogers  Jr.,  that  she 
would  not  allow  that  interview  to  take  place  (see  201 6-433/35). 

Diamond  Reynolds  indicated  she  did  not  see  the  weapon  during  this  incident.  She  said 
Castile  was  wearing  long  shirt  that  covered  the  area  (above  the  groin)  that  he  normally 
carries  it. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  interview7  Diamond  Reynolds  was  immediately  reunited  with  her 
daughter.  SA  Phill  left  the  Roseville  Police  Department  heading  back  to  the  scene  where 
he  obtained  her  purse.  The  purse  was  then  immediately  returned  to  her  by  SA  Phill. 
Diamond  Reynolds  indicated  that  both  she  and  her  daughter  were  hungry’  and  did  not 
have  access  to  the  recently  purchased  groceries  in  the  vehicle.  She  indicated  they  did  not 
have  any  money.  Diamond  Reynolds  accepted  fort)7  dollars  for  food.  Roseville  PD 
Officer  H.  Vang  agreed  to  transport  Diamond  to  their  residence 

(see  Vang  supplemental).

My 
boyfriend  stated,  "No,  I didn’t  know  my  back  tail  light  was  out.”  And  then  the  officer, 

“However  do  you  have  license  and  registerations?”  My  boyfriend  stated,  “Yes,  however  1 do 
have  license  and  registerations.”  He  said,  “can  you  put  your  hands  up  in  the  air  please?” 
and  then  he  said,  “can  you  pull  out  your  license  and  the  registrations.”  My  boyfriend  said, 
“Officer,  l have  a gun  on  me,”  and  before  he  can  do  anything  he  said,  ’’don’t  reach.”  But  he 
was  already  supposed  to  be  reaching  for  his  license  and  registration  and  then  the  process  of 
him  reaching  for  his  license  and  registration,  he's  tellin'  the  officer,  “Officer,  I do  have  a 
firearm  on  me.”  And  he’s  saying,  well  now  he’s  sayin’  now  that  my  boyfriend  told  em’  that  he 
has  a firearm  on  him  as  he  was  reaching  for  his  registration  and  his  license  which  is  in  his 
back  pocket,  the  gun  was  in  his  way  and  he  wasn’t  able  to  get  to  his  license  and  registration.

I want  America  to  see  how  police  react  in  situations  without  giving  people  the  option 
to  decipher  or  if,  if  you're  pulling  me  over  for  a tail  light,  why  would  you  be  nervous?  Why 
would  you  be  jittery?  Why  would  you  be  antsy?  And  if  people  are  allowed  to  have  firearms 
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and  also  conceal  to  carry  then  why  does  that  give  you  the  right  if  you  if  you’re  asking,  “let 
me  see  your  license  and  registrations,  put  your  hands  in  the  air,”  how  can  you  do  two  things 
at  one  time?  How  can  you  get  your  license  and  registrations  and  put  your  hands  in  the  air  at 
the  same  time?  It’s  either  you  want  me  to  put  my  hands  in  the  air  to  make  you  feel 
comfortable  or  you  want  me  to  follow  the  rules  that  you  just  tellin’  me.  And  he  shot,  pop, 
pop,  pop,  pop,  pop,  and  why  did  it  take  for  that  many  times  for  him  to  shoot  somebody? 
Blatantly,  in  front  of  two  women  like  that?  For  no  apparent  reason  because  he  was  havin’ 
hard  times  gettin’  to  his  license  and  registration. 

CO  Ah,  does  he  have  a permit  to  carry? 

DR  Yes  he  does, 

CO  Okay.

CO  Where,  whafs  the.... 

DR  And  then  l work  my  second  job  at  Family  Dollar  tomorrow  at  4 pm. 

CO  Family  Dollar 

I 

DR  So  1 won’t  be  able  to  go  to  neither  one. 

CO  Which  one  is  that? 

DR  Midway. 

CO  Midway?  Okay.  Urn. 

DR.  And  Embassy  Suites  downtown  Saint  Paul 

CO  Okay.  How  long,  so  you  were  stopped,  a traffic  stop  was  made  and.. . 

DR  There  wasn’t  even  a traffic  stop.  We  were  in  plain... 

CO  Where  you  pulled... 

DR  ...  sight .... 

CO  ...  you  got  pulled  ... 

DR  ...  we  got  pulled  over,  yeah. 

CO  Okay,  that’s  what  I meant. 

DR  Okay. 

CO  So,  and  then,  um,  two  officers  came  at  the  same  time? 
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DR  Yep,  the,  no,  this  officer  came  first.  The  one  with  the  gun,  the  one  who  shot  my  boyfriend. 

CO  So  the  driver’s  side  officer  came  first? 

DR  Yes. 

CO  And  then  the  passenger’s  side  officer  came? 

DR  Came  after. 

CO  How  much  after? 

DR  Like,  { would  say  60  seconds  after  he  walked  up. 

CO  So,  a full  minute. 

DR  Yeah. 

CO  And  then  during  that  minute  what  was  the  conversation  that  was  happening? 

DR  He  said  that,  our,  we,  do  you  know  why  you’ve  been  pulled  over?  He  said  no.  He  said  your 
back  tail  light  is  out,  Didja  know  your  back  tail  light  was  out?  He  said  no  officer  I didn’t  know 
my  back  tail  light  was  out.  He  said  do  you  have  license  and  registration?  He  says  yes  I have 
license  and  registrations.  As  he's  going  to  reach  for  his  license  and  registrations,  he’s  havin' 
some  difficulty.  He  lets  the  officer  know  he  has  a firearm  on  him  as  he’s  havin’  the  difficulty. 
He’s  tryin’  ta  get  his  hands  back  in  the  air.  The  officer  states,  “Stop  Moving!  Stop  Movingr 
as  he’s  tryin’  get  back  comfortable  and  let  off  shots. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  The  other  officer  walked  away,  he  disappeared  miraculously. 

CO  The  one  by  the  driver’s  side? 

DR  The  one  on  the  passenger’s  side. 

CO  Oh,  that’s  the  one  that  disappeared? 

DR  Yeah,  the  one  on  my  side... 

CO  Okay. 

DR  ...which  is  the  passenger’s  side,  he  disappeared.  The  one  on  the  driver’s  side  was  just  there 
the  whole  time  like,  “ma’am  don’t  move,  ma'am  oh  my  god  I (inaudible)  I can’t  believe  if  oh 
yeah  you  can’t  believe  it  sir  'cuz  you  did  it. 

Co  So,  that  happened  after  the  shooting? 

DR  Yes. 

MP  Is  that  about  when  you  started  filming? 

DR  Yes. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  It’s  exactly  when  I started  filming. 

MP  Okay.  What  job  does  uh  Phil  do  for  Saint  Paul? 

DR  He  works  in  the  cafeteria.  He  runs  the  like  um,  a dietrician  aid,  dietary  aid  type  deal,  yup. 

Does  all  the  computer  work,  puts  all  the  orders  in  and  stuff  like  that. 

MP  Did  he  have  the'  summer  off  or’? 

DR  Nope  he  works  summer  school,  he  goes... 

MP  Year  round? 
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DR  Yup. 

MP  Okay. 

DR  He  goes’s  to  work  every  day.  He  got  his  birthday  off  next  week  so,  and  that’s  about  it  other 
than  that  he  works  all  year  round.  S'  his  school  is  right  up  on  Selby. 

CO  Alright,  Pm  a little  worried  about  the  trauma  caused  uhh,  to  your  daughter,  Deanna. 

DR  It's  very  much  a lot  of  trauma,  very  much. 

CO  And  that  I just  want  you  to  think  about  something  right  now  um,  and  I appreciate  you  talkin’ 
to  me  and  being  can^^with  me  right,  that’s  wha’  its  important  that  we  talk  to  you  but  I may 
. at  some  point  wantJH|Bto  be  interviewed  urn,  by  s-,  someone  that’s  an  expert  to  talkin' 
to  kids  and  that’s  neitnenrcy  partner  or  myself  and  I could  set  that  up  uh,  through  uh,  Saint 
Paul  or  Minneapolis  maybe  set  it  up  through  uh.  Midwest  Children's  Resource  Center  in 
Saint  Paul  and,  and  coordinate  that,  would  that  be  okay  with  you? 

DR  Okay,  and  by,  and  what  is,  what  is... 

CO  That’s  at  Children’s  Hospital... 

DR  Okay  l understand  that... 

CO  ...forensic  (inaudible). 

DR  ...but  why  would  they  wanna. 

CO  Well,  1, 1,  A,  for  couple  reasons  uh,  two  things  come  to  mind,  she’s  a witness. 

DR  Absolutely. 

CO  (inaudible)  so  part  of  what  we  do  js  talk  to  witnesses. 

DR  And  she’s  very  honest. 

CO  No,  she,  and  she  seems  really  bright  actually... 

DR  Yeah  she  is. 

CO  ...(inaudible)  conversation  I had  with  her,  but  I’m  , I’m  I wanted  to  figure  out  uh,  what  she 
saw  number  one,  but  more  importantly,  that  there  is  trauma  to  her  just  the  human 
component  of  this  is,  what  is  an  acceptable  plan  to  make  sure  she’s  not  more  adversely 
affected  going  forward.  What  is  the  best  plan  going  forw’... 

DR  There's  no  best  frien’  there’s  no  best  plan.  O-Officer  wrongfully  shot  and  hopefully  not  killed 
my  boyfriend  without  proper  'ble  protocol. 

CO  Okay,  but  Pm  worried... 

DR  There’s  no  way  my  daughters  gonna  be  able  to  move  forward  from  this,  Phil  was  like  her 

father. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  He  does  everything  for  her.  He  picks  her  up  from  school,  he  drops  her  off  at  school,  he 

reads  her  books  before  bed  time,  he  wakes  up  in  the  mornin’.  Sh-,  there  will  be  no  cornin’ 
from  this,  he’s  more  in  her  life  than  her  own  father.  There  is  no  cornin’  back  from  this.  She 
could  talk  to  all  the  therapist  she  need  but  this  is  not,  there’s  no  cornin’  back  from  this. 

CO  Diamond  would  you  be  open  to  that  interview  or  not,  I mean  do  you  wanna  think  about  it? 

DR  1 mean  if  it’s  gonna  help  with  this  case  and  as  far  as  that  officer’s  concerned  because  I feel 

like  he  needs  to  be  suspended  wit’  no  pay.  He  needs,  there  needs  to  be  some  type  of 
consequences.  1 understand  that  he  has  a badge  and  he  has  the  right  to  bear  arm  but  you 
have  the  right  to  bear  arm  for  probable  cause. 
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MP  That’s  why  we’d  like  She’s  a witness. 

DR  Um-hm. 

MP  ...and  we’d  like  to  get  that  done  and  they'll,  they’re  professionals. 

DR  Okay. 

MP  So  if  you  could... 

CO  And  It  would  all,  what’s  super  important  going  forward  is  it  (inaudible)  you  try  not  ta,  not  try 
not  to  that  you  just  basically  don’t  talk  to  her  about  the  details  of  this. . . 

DR  Yeah,  and  1 already  told  her  too  don’t,  I don’t  wanna  her  to  go  to  school  and  tellin’  nobody 
either. 

CO  Okay,  including  conversations  with  you  and  I’ll  try  to  set  that  up  for  tomorrow  but,  so  we’ll  be 
in  touch  and  um,  we’ll  talk  about  that  more  later  after  this  statement.  So,  getting  back  to  the 
statement  uh,  the,  the  controlled  substancesor  the  weed  uh',  what  did  that  come  from  you  or 
did  that  come  from  Phil? 

DR  That  came  from  me. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  It  was  just  some  smokin'  stuff... 

CO  Yeah. 

DR  ...that’s  just  what  I smoke.  I go  to  work  every  day  you  know.  Know  doctors  and  lawyers  that 
do  pot  you  know,  it’s  not  a big  deal.  I don’t  know  how  much  of  it,  it  was  er’... 

CO  Okay. 

DR  ...anything  like  that. 

CO  Yeah,  I’m  not  too  concerned  with  it.  I just  wanna  figure  out  how  it  got  there.  So,  the  other 
. thing  um,  that  i just  wanna  and  this  is  hard  but  I wanna  go  through  kinda  second  by  second  I 
guess  for  lack  of  better  way  to  put  it  So,  you  get  pulled  over,  its  (inaudible)  8:45  roughly. 
Three  people  in  your  car.  What  kind  of  car  was.  it? 

DR  Um,  a white  o!‘  school  Chevy  Caprice. 

CO  Okay,  older  Sedan. 

DR  Um-hm. 

CO  And  it  (inaudible). 

DR  90  something. 

CO  And  its  Phil’s... 

DR  (inaudible) 

CO  ...or  maybe  registered... 

DR  It’s  Phil's.  It’s  very  raggedy. 

CO  Okay,  and  the  first  officer  to  approach  the  vehicle  was  the  one  that  eventually  shot  and  he 
approached  on  the  driver's  side  window. 

DR  That  is  correct. 

CO  And  he  had  what  you  described  as  a 60  second  conversation  with  Phil  uh,  wherein  he 
asked,  do  you  know  why  l stopped  you?  He,  he  described  the  taiilight  was  out,  Phil  was 
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unaware  of  that  um,  he  asked  for  license  and  registration.  Phil,  said  yes  I have  that  and  then 
what  happened? 

DR  He  told  him  that  he  had  uh,  firearm  on  'em  and  as  he  was  getting  back. 

CO  So,  let’s  stop  right  there. 

DR  Okay. 

CO  Did  he  say  that  as  he  was  movin'  his  hands  to  get  his  license  and  registration? 

DR  Yeah. 

CO  And  then  as  that  was  motion  was  happening  and  he  was  tellin1  the  officer,  what  did  the 
officer  say? 

DR  “STOP  MOVIN’  STOP  MOVIN’  BOOM  BOOM  BOOM  BOOM  BOOM* 

CO  Okay,  and  It  happened  that  fast 
DR  Just  like  that. 

CO  So,  so  he  only  made  one  motion.  He  didn’t  raise  his  hands. 

DR  He  didn’t  do  nothin’  he  couldn’t  do,  he  was  like...  and... 

CO  But  see  earlier  I’ve  just  tryin’  fa  make  sure  that  I get  this  clear.  You  earlier  said  (inaudible). 

DR  He,  his  hands,  he  started  off  with  his  hands  in  the  air  because  that’s  how  da’  officer.. 

CO  So,  that’s  how  the  traffic  stop  started. 

DR  Right. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  That’s  how  it  was  started.  He  said,  “put  your  hands  in  the  air*.  Well  okay,  his  hands  was  in 
the  air.  Ail  of  our  hands  was  in  the  air. 

CO  Do  you  have  license  and  registration  he  asked. 

DR  Do  you  have,  and  he  said  yes. 

CO  And  then  he  said,  I.. 

DR  As  he  said  yes,  and  he’s  goin’  to  reach  for  it  he  said,  he  was  havin’  you  know... 

CO  Um-hm. 

DR  l have  a firearm  on  me. 

CO  Okay,  now  you’re  reachin’  to  the  firearm. 

DR  Well,  you  know  I don’t  know  how  guys  do  that  you  know. 

CO  Yeah. 

DR  But,  he.. 

CO  This  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  listener.  You’re  reaching  towards  the  front  of  your  belt 
(inaudible) 

DR  He  has  it  here.  He  keeps  it  here. 

CO  So,  right  above... 

DR  It’s  not  easy.  It’s  easier  to  get  it  out  if  it  was  right  here.  He  has  it... 

Co  Right  in  a top  of  his  groin. 
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DR  Yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  Right  here. 

CO  And  so,  and  he  was  reachin’  in  an  area  you  described  kinda  by  the  hip  bone. 

DR  Yeah  because  that’s  his  back  pocket 

N 

CO  Okay.  So  he’s  reachin’... 

DR  His  wallet  was  in  his  back  pocket. 

CO  Okay  so  he’s  reachin’  for  what  you  think  is  his  back  pocket. 

DR  Right.  ‘Cuz  he  had  the  license  and  regis-,  he  keeps  everything,  he  has  a big  fat  wallet.  He 
keeps  license,  registration,  he  keeps  everythin  in  his  wallet.  Credit  card,  money... 

??  (inaudible) 

DR  ...everything  in  his  wallet. 

CO  It’s  a guy  thing,  1 get  that. 

DR  I don’t  understand  it  but  he  keeps  it  in  there.  And  he  was  reachin’  for  it  but  it’s  so  damn  fat 
he  couldn’t,  he  sags  his  pants,  he  couldn’t  get  the  thing  out  (inaudible). 

GO  So  Phil’s  a big  guy. 

DR  No  he’s  skinny. 

CO  Oh  okay. 

DR  He’s  skinny  as  hell. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  Tall. 

CO  Alright.  Urn  And  so  it  was  just  the  one  motion. 

DR  Urri-hm. 

CO  And  did  the  officer  see  the  weapon  or  do  you  think  he... 

DR  No,  he  didn’t  see  it.  Because  it  wasn’t  visible. 

CO  “Cuz  he  was  wearin'  what  kind  of  clothing. 

DR  He  had  a long  shirt  on. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  He  had  his  pants,  his,  back  of  his  pants  was  sagging  ‘cuz  his  butt  always  is  just  out.  And 
then  his  belt  where  his  gun  was,  was  actually  up  to  where  he  need  it  to  be. 

CO  Okay.  Okay.  Alright.  And  so  the  extent  of  the  conversation  was  Phil  just  offering  one  time  “I 
have  a weapon”? 

DR  Yup,  he  just... 

CO  What  was  his  exact  words. 

DR  He  said  “I  have  a firearm,”  That  was  his  words, 

CO  Period. 

DR  Period. 
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CO  Okay. 

DR  And  then  officer,  STOP  MOVING  BOO  BOO  BOOP ! 

CO  Okay. 

DR  He  let  off  more  rounds  than  he  let  out  words. 

CO  Okay.  So  and  the  last  thing  Phil  said  was  ul  have  a firearm”.  Okay. 

DR  As  he  was  tryin’  to  reach  for  that  wallet. 

MP  And  you’ve  seen  that  firearm  before? 

DR  Yeah. 

MP  you  know  he  carries  it. 

DR  Yeah.  He,  he  don’t  go  nowhere,  we  make  it  a joke  about  it  all  the  time  with  my,  me  and  my 
mom.  (Inaudible)  like  Phil  carry  a gun  ‘cuz  he’s  scary.  Oh  he  carry  a gun  'cuz  he’s 
(inaudible).  He  carry  a gun  ’cuz  he  won’t  bust  a (inaudible)  but  I live  in  a high  crime 
neighborhood. 

MP  (inaudible,  DR  talking  at  same  time) 

DR  There  was  been  two  murders  in  my,  on,  in  my  backyard. 

MP  Rainy? 

DR  Yeah,  (inaudible)  Been  two  murders  within  the  past  year  and  half. 

M P So  it’s  for  protection. 

DR  S,  it’s  for  my  protection,  my  daughter's  protection,  and  his  protection.  There’s  men  that  sit  on 
my  porch  smokin’  drugs  all  day  and  all  night.  I work  the  night  shif  so  it’s  not  safe  for  me  and 
it’s  not  safe  for  him  as  a man.  He  has  to  protect  his  family. 

MP  (inaudible) 

DR  We  live,  we’re  moving.  We  were  s~,  we’re  movin’  in  August. 

MP  Do  you  know  how  long  he’s  had  the  permit? 

DR  Urn,  awhile. 

MP  Okay. 

DR  He’s  had  it  for  awhile. 

CO  (inaudible)  months  or  years? 

DR  No,  years. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  He’s  had  it.  I’m  pretty  sure. 

MP  He  that  kinda  guy  that  practices? 

DR  Yeah,  oh  yeah. 

MP  Range? 

DR  We  went  to  the  range  on  dates  before  all  that  yes. 

MP  You  know  what  caliber  (inaudible)? 

DR  A 9 millimeter. 

MP  Okay. 
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CO  Okay. 

MP  That  the  only  he  had. 

DR  Only  one  he  has. 

MP  Okay. 

DR  That  he’s  ever  had  around. 

CO  (inaudible)  you  know  what  kind  of  gun  it  was,  the  manufacturer? 

DR  Naw  i don’t  know  the  manufacturer,  i just  know  if  s a 9,  it’s  black,  i don’t  touch  it  I don’t  hold 
it ! don’t... 

CO  Have  you  shot  it  at  the  range? 

DR  No,  we  have,  he  shoots  his  gun  and  he’s  buys  one  for  me  to  use. 

CO  Or  rents  one? 

DR  Rent  one,  yeah. 

CO  Okay.  Uh. 

DR  He  likes  shoot  his  own  stuff. 

CO  Alright 

DR  But  it  was  not  visible.  His  shirst  was  coverin’  it.  He  had  a belt  on.  It  wasn’t,  it  wasn’t  able,  it 
wasn’t  out.  It  was  not  visible. 

CO  Okay.  So. 

DR  So  what  they  saying?  ’Cuz  I know  you  just  got  the  text. 

CO  Yeah  I think  i got,  1 don’t  think,  Phi!  has  died.  I got  some  bad  news  and  I’m  sorry  it  happened 
urn.... 

DR  (crying) 

CO  Did  he  say  anything  after  he  was  shot  (inaudible)? 

DR  He  didn’t  say  anything.  His  eyes  rolled  in  the  back  of  his  head  and  he  just  looked  at  me. 

CO  Okay, 

DR  (crying)  anything.  There  was  nothin’  to  say. 

MP  lJm  sorry.  If  s terrible. 

DR  This  officer  (inaudible,  crying)  He  took  him  away  from  us  (crying).  It’s  hot  fair,  it's  no  fair. 
Please  get  me  out  o’  here. 

CO  We  can  do  that. 

MP  How  would  you  like  to  uh,  be  taken  to  the  hospital  (inaudible). 

DR  I don’t  have  any  ride.  They  took  my  cel!  phone,  my  house  keys.  I don’t  even  know  I’m 
getting’  home  in  the..,. 

MP  Well  get  that  stuff  back  to  ya,  your  cel!  phone,  we’ll  get  that  back  to  ya. 

DR  I wanna  go  to  the  hospital  so  I can  see  him  for  the  last  time. 

MP  Um,  house  keys,  you  say  they  took  those? 

DR  They  got  my  purse.  They  got  everything. 

CO  Can  we  caii  someone  right  now  Diamond? 
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DR  i don’t  have  any  numbers  to  call  anyone. 

CO  Okay,  1 can  maybe  send  a squad  car  over  to  a house,  to  uh,  have  someone  communicate 
with  you,  you  know.  I can  have  an  officer  go  to  a house... 

DR  There's  no  house  to  go  to.  I don’t  have  nobody  but  my  boyfriend. 

CO  (inaudible) 

DR  I don’t  have  nobody. 

CO  Your  mom  or... 

DR  No  my  mom  lives  in  a different  state.  He  was  all  I had. 

CO  So  you  have  no  family  (inaudible). 

DR  No  family  but  my  sister  who  was  at  the  scene. 

MP  Where  does  she  live? 

DR  I don’t  know.  They  took  my  phone.  They,  I didn’t  even  get  to  talk  to  her. 

MP  Okay.  So  you  need  your  keys  to  get  back  into  your  apartment? 

DR  And  I need  my  phone  for  sure  to  call  people. 

CO  So,  your  sister  who  was  dropped  off  before  the  traffic  stop. 

DR  Yes. 

CO  Okay. 

DR  She  came  back  once  ( got  on  Facebook  they  found  out  where  t was  and  came. 

MP  So  she  came  back  to  the  scene. 

CO  So  she  wasn't  there  during  the  event.  Urn. 

DR  They  kill,  he  killed  him.  So  now  what?  Where  do  we  go  from  here?  Because  there’s  gonna 
be  lawsuits  gonna  be  in  order.  There’s  discrimination  in,  there’s  racism.  There’s  a lotta 
things  that’s  gonna  play  now  because  of  this. 

CO  So  here’s  what  Mike  and  1 and  what  our  colleagues  do,  is  we  go  and  do  interviews^  And  we 
talk  to  everyone  and  then  we  have  crime  scene  team  AT  the  scene  of  this  event  and  they’re 
gonna  uh,  do  a full  forensic  crime  scene  (inaudible). 

DR  Well  make  sure  they  don’t  remove  his  gun  offa  him  and  try  to  make  it  seem  like  somethin’ 
that  it  wasn’t  because  I already  know  how  the  system  is.  I already  know  how  they  tamper 
with  evidence.  1 already  know  how  they  do.  And  they  took  a life.  You  guys’  department,  your 
police,  who... 

MP  We  don’t,  we  don’t  work  for  (inaudible). 

DR  Well,  okay  I’m  sorry.  The  people  who  are  supposed  to  serve  and  protect  us  took  a innocent 
man’s  life  today.  Nine  days  before  his  birthday. 

MP  Yup.  That’s  a fact  and  that’s  sad  and  we-,  we’re  sorry  about  it.  Our  job  is  to  find  out  what 
happened... 

DR  1 want  that,  I hope  that  police  officer’s  is  gonna  be  fired  or  somethin’s  gonna  happen  with  no 
pay.  He  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  still  working  if  he  don’t  know  how  to  control  his  feeiins’, 
his  emotions,  and  anything  that  has  to  do  with  taking  innocent  people’s  lives. 

MP  And  if  that’s  found  to  be  true,  then  there’ll  be  a,  some  sort  of  training,  punishment,  who 
knows  what.  But  that's  AFTER  the  investigation.  And  when  we’re  done  with  the 
investigation,  we  give  it  to  the  Ramsey  County  prosecutor  and  they’re  gonna  have  a grand 
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jury  you  know,  figure  o9ut  what  happened.  So  there's  a lotta  evidence  we  have  to  go 
through. 

DR  So  how  do  you  figure. . . 

MP  Gun,  the  bullets,  the  cameras,  were  there  cameras  rolling,  your  phone  has  to  be  analyzed 
'cuz  we  gotta  pull  that  video  off  your  phone.  All  that  evidence  together  is  how  we  get  a full 
picture.  And  the  interview  with  you  (inaudible). 

DR  Oh  well  that,  the  video  ain’t  saved,  it’s  just  on  Facebook. 

MP  (inaudible)  got  posted  immediately? 

DR  Yeah, 

MP  And  it  didn't  get  the  shooting  itself? 

DR  No. 

MP  Right  after? 

DR  Yup.  It  was  after. 

MP  Okay.  But  it’s  still  will  provide  some  (inaudible). 

DR  ‘Cuz  1,  he  told  us,  he  told  me  do-,  don’t  move,  so  I couldn't  pick  my  phone  up  in  the  midst  of 

him  doin’  that... 

MP  (inaudible) 

DR  ...’cuz  he  woulda  shot  me  too  shit 

MP  Okay.  Alright  well  we’re  gonna,  I gotta  go  find  out  where  your  purse  is  so  we  can  get  you 

your  keys,  you  can  get  back  in  your  apartment.  Your  phone  we’re  gonna  have  to  take  it  and 
download  uhf  even  though  you  say  it’s  posted  immediately,  the  phone  still  is  kept  in  your 
flash  (inaudible). 

DR  Well  1 have  a iPhone.  It’s  not  you  know  how  Facebook  goes  live? 

MP  Oh  yeah. 

DR  I went  live. 

MP  Okay,  well  well  take  a look. 

DR  So  you  can  just  Facebook.  You  don’t  hafta  take  my  phone  because  it’s  not  saving  it  to  the 
memory,  iPhone  don't  You  all  have  iPhone.  You  go  live  on  Facebook,  that  live  video  don’t 
save  to  your  phone.  It  only  on  Facebook.  And  then  once  it  get  share,  it’s  you  know  how  that 
SO- 

MP  Okay. 

CO  Alright  I'm  gonna  uh,  end  the  tape  portion  of  the  statement  Is  there,  before  I do  is  there 
anything  else  urn,  that’s  important  for  me  to  know  as  an  investigator  that  uh,  you  maybe 
haven’t  talked  about  or  mentioned? 

DR  There’s  nothin’  important  other  than  he  wrongfully  killed  a man  and  asked  two  questions  at 
one  time.  Can  I see  your  hands.  Can  I see  your  license  and  registration. 

CO  As  far  as  you  know,  there’s  no  previous  dealings  between  Phil  and  either  one  of  these 
officers. 

DR  No.  He  never  seen  that  man  a day  in  his  life. 

CO  Okay.  Alright,  the  time  is  now  uh,  23:48  hours. 

END  OF  RECORDING 
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On  Wednesday,  July  6, 20 1 6.  SA  Olson  conducted  an  audio  recorded  statement  of  Anne 
Chagnon-Cicarelli.  Chagnon-Cicarelli  was  initially  located  at  the  scene  by  responding 
officers  and  told  to  drive  to  the  Roseville  Police  Department  to  be  interviewed.  The 
statement  began  at  about  2356  hours  and  concluded  at  about  00 14  hours.  The  digital 
audio  recording  of  this  statement  was  later  transferred  by  SA  Olson  to  CD  and  preserved 
as  item  4.1.  A transcript  from  this  statement  is  attached.  The  interview  took  place  in  a 
private  interview  room  off  the  front  lobby  of  the  police  department  entrance  and  no  one 
else  was  present  during  the  interview.  . 

Chagnon-Cicarelli  reported  seeing  a vehicle  being  stopped  on  Larpenteur.  She  said  she 
observed  a uniformed  police  officer  approach  the  driver  side  of  the  vehicle.  She  reported 
she  was  making  these  observations  out  of  the  front  windshield  of  her  vehicle  as  she  was 
waiting  to  turn  left  into  her  apartment  building  parking  lot  (1 707  Fry).  She  described 
what  looked  to  her  to  be  a routine  traffic  stop. 

Chagnon-Cicarelli  said  after  she  turned  left  into  her  parking  lot  she  lost  sight  of  what  was 
occurring,  but  reported  hearing  several  '‘pop  pop”  noises  that  sounded  like  firecrackers. 
She  said  her  vehicle  windows  were  dosed  when  she  heard  the  “pop  pop.”  She  reported 
hearing  a female  voice  yelling  “don’t  arrest  me.”  She  reported  the  female  yelling  was  out 
of  the  stopped  vehicle  at  the  time  she  heard  the  yelling.  She  described  the  stopped 
vehicle  as  a white  sedan,  possibly  a Chevrolet.  She  reported  seeing  two  front  seat 
occupants  in  the  vehicle  as  the  traffic  stop  was  being  initiated. 

Chagnon-Cicarelli  said  she  later  observed  uniformed  officers  giving  CPRto  a person  on 
the  ground  next  to  the  vehicle.

CO  All  right.  And  the  spelling  of  it  is  C-H-A-G-N-O-N  hyphen  C-l-C-A-R-E-L-L-l,  is  that 
correct?

CO  And  Anne,  your  birthday  is  December  23rd,  1967,  is  that  right? 

AC  Correct.

CO  From  Falcon  Heights  or  from... 

AC  I,  Pm  not  sure  where  he  was  from  but  he  was  at  the  scene  at  the  beginning. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...and  he  was  asking  for  anyone  to,  you  know,  did  anybody  see.... 

CO  And  you  said  yes  l saw  something. 

AC  Well  1,  I said  I saw  like  the  beginning  part.  I,  I explained  what  I saw,  I said  1 did  not  see 
the  actual  you  know. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...shooting  but  this  is  what  And  he  said  okay  then  (laughs).  He  asked  you  know  he 

says,  had  me  step  aside  and  took  my  name  and  information. 

CO  And  later  had  you  drive  to  the  Roseville  Police  Department 

AC  Yes... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...and  then  he  said  that  (inaudible)  instructed  me  that  there  would  be  you  know  wanting 
(inaudible)  urn,  that  there  would  be  the  BCA  agents  and  that  I could  go  back  inside  my 
apartment  after... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  . . . after  you  know. . . 

CO  Yup. 
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AC  (inaudible)  but  that  we’d  be  con-,  I’d  be  getting  contacted  and,  he  had  my  cel!  phone 
number  (inaudbile)  by  BCA  or  a police  officer  So  then  I got  the  call  when  l was  inside 
my  apartment  from  Officer  Jeff  from  Roseville  PD. 

CO  So  let’s  talk  about  uh,  what  you  witnessed  tonight  and  do  you  remember  the  time  uh, 
that  you  first  started  witnessing  anything  from  this  event? 

AC  Uh  yes.  I was,  it  started  pro-,  it  was  a little  bit  after  9 o’clock.  I had,  was  working  out,  and 
(inaudible)  working  out  in  St.  Paul. 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  Um,  and  I was  coming  home  after  my  workout,  and  1 had  urn,  and  I (inaudible)  I signed 
out  at  the  club  and  I,  probably  like  8:45  1 think  roughly  so... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  And  it  takes  me  about  twenty  minutes  to  get  back  home  (inaudible,  background  noise) 
on  Frye  Street  And  I had,  it  was  going,  it  actually  (inaudible)  took  280  and  then  got  off 
on  like  the  exit  to  go  to  Eustis  Street  by  the  um,  Luther  Seminary... 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  ...  and  took  that  because  of  the  tra-,  or  not  traffic,  excuse  me,  but  because  of  the 

construction  (inaudible).  And  I had  pulled  up  to  the  stop  sign,  or  stop  light,  pardon  me, 
and  1 noticed  that  there  was  a police  car  going  by,  heading  west  No  big  deal  you  see 
police  cars  all  the  time,  and  I had  stopped  and  then  I had,  it  was,  ‘cuz  it  was  red, 
(cellphone  noise)  turned,  need  to  get  that? 

CO  No  that’s  all  right,  keep  talkin’. 

AC  Okay.  And  so  like  I said  this  was,  so  this  would’ve  been  after  9 o'clock.  Um,  and  1 
noticed  that  the,  (inaudbile)  heading  now  east  on  Larpenteur  to  go  home  l noticed 
(inaudbile)  that  same  squad  car  had,  I don’t  know  where  exactly  but  done  a U-ey  and 
was  coming  back  now,  was  headed,  (inaudbile)  was  headed  west  on  Larpenteur 
(inaudbile). 

CO  So  you  saw  the,  you  saw  the  uniformed,  I’m  sorry  the  fully  marked  squad  car  hang 
(inaudbile) 

AC  yes. 

CO  ...and  turn... 

AC  Yeah. 

CO  ...basically  uh,  initiate  a traffic  stop  on  this  car? 

AC  Um,  I didn’t  know  if  it  was  that  car  or  not.  I actually  (inaudbile)  I know ! stopped  so  1,  it 
wasn’t  a rolling  stop  but  you  know... 

CO  Sure. 

AC  ...  (inaudbile)  didn’t  blaze  through  that  (inaudbile). 

CO  Did  you  notice  (inaudbile). 

AC  But  yeah  and  so  I just,  yeah,  I notice  it  coming  back  and  I was,  like  I said,  was  I was 
heading  east  and  um,  you  know,  my  (inaudbile)  didin’t,  it  wasn’t  speeding  or  anything 
(inaudbile)  noticed  you  know  nothing  out  of  the  norm,  and  I was  you  know  behind  it  as  l 
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was  (inaudbiie)  passed  me  eventually  you  know,  'cuz  ft  was  coming  up  (inaudbile)  I had, 
excuse  me... 

CO  You  were  behind  him  what?  You  said  (inaudbile). 

AC  I was  behind  the  police  car. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  At  that  point.  It  had  passed  me.  Initially  I had  you  know  I said  I noticed  the  police,  police 
car  going  west  on  Larpenteur.  I took  a right  to  head  east  on  Larpenteur  to  go  home  and 
then  i noticed  that  the  car  had  come  around  and  was  now  heading  east  and  l thought 
well  I don’t  I did  anything  wrong  (laughs)  would  warrant  a traffic  stop  but  um,  so  I’m 
driving  along,  police  car’s  driving  along  and  they  you  know,  passed  me,  no  big  deal,  they 
um,  everything  seemed  okay.  Um,  on  um,  heading  east  on  Larpenteur. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  And  then  I notice  as  we  got  closer  to  um,  (ike,  to  like  the,  my  parking  lot,  uh,  l saw  that 
the,  the  lights  went  on  on  the,  the  squad  car,  and  um,  I was  at  that  point,  I had  moved 
into  the  left  hand  lane.  It  was  in  the  right  hand  lane.  I had  moved  into  the  left  hand  lane 
so  I could  go  and  ’cuz  then  turn  onto,  going  north... 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  ...into  the  parking  lot  that’s  right  off  of  the... 

CO  The  parking  lot  for  your  apartment  building? 

AC  Yes. 

CO  At  1707  Frye? 

AC  Yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  And  then  I... 

CO  It  was  a left  hand  turn  as  you're  heading  east. 

AC  Yeah.  So  I’m  going  left  and  I see  the,  you  know  the  squad,  you  know  there  was  a squad 
car  and  he's  pulling,  it  was,  seemed,  it  seemed  like  a very  basic  stop  and  we  see  that,  I 
see  that  a lot  on  Larpenteur  because  it’s  heavily  trafficked  and... 

CO  Busy  road. 

AC  It’s  busy  road,  right.  And  I saw  the  officer  get  out  of  the  car  um,  and  he  was  just,  uh,  the 
squad  car,  he  was  talking  towards  the  car  and  it  looked  like  a routine  traffic  stop  to  me.  I, 
you  know  as  I was  pulling  in... 

CO  Did  you  notice  one  or  two  officers? 

AC  I noticed  the  one  officer  getting  out,  at,  you  know  at  the  time. 

CO  Did  that  officer  get  outta  the  driver’s  side  or  the  passenger  side  of  that  police  car? 

AC  Dirver’s  side. 

CO  Okay  and  did  that  officer  then  walk  to  the  driver’s  door  window  or  the<passenger  door 
window  of  this  uh,  car  that  they  had  stopped? 
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AC  From  what,  from  my  angle,  It  looked  like  it  was  going  to  be  driver's  side. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  I mean  like  I said  it  looked  like  kinda  your  typical  by-the-book  and  ! thought  okay. 

CO  So  this  car  was  also  heading  east  on  Larpenteur  when  it  was  pulled  over. 

AC  Yes  sir.  Yes. 

CO  And,  and  from  your  position  uh,  and  if  12  o'clock  is  the  hood  of  your  car  and  3 o'clock... 
AC  Um-hm. 

CO  ...is  the  passenger  door,  where  were  they  at,  at  an  angle  in  relation  to  you? 

AC  Um,  let’s  see,  at. ... 

CO  so  you’re  headed  the  same  direction... 

AC  ...head  the  same  direction  it  was  like  (inaudbile)  it  was  like  one,  one  o’clock. 

CO  Okay.  So  it  was  off  the  right  front  of  your  car. . . 

AC  (inaudbile)  yeah. 

CO  ...and  they're  pulled  over  to  the  right. 

AC  Yeah. 

CO  And  you’re  waiting  to  turn  left.  And  thafs  when  you  made  these  observations. 

AC  Yes, ! was  in,  it  was  very  easy  you  know,  just  pul)  over  or,  left,  I took  a left  and  got  in, 

you  know,  pulled  into  my  parking  lot 

CO  So  at  which  .point  did  you  turn  left?  What  was  the  last  you  noticed  during  that  first 
observation?  What’s  the  last  thing  you  saw  happening  before  you  turned  left? 

AC  Um,  I just  noticed  that  the  police  officer  was  walking  to  the... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...the  car. 

CO  So  they  hadn’t  reached  the  door  yet  or  (inaudbile). 

AC  No. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  I had  not  seen,  but  it  looked,  like  I said  it,  he  was,  he  was  walking  along.  It  was  the 
officer  that  had  (inaudbile)  like  a crew  cut,  short  hair,  black... 

CO  Okay 

AC  ...hair  um,  and  um,  olive  skin,  darker  skin... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  and  um  yeah  it  looks  like  he  was  going,  when  I was  turning  he  was  still  walking  to 
what,  to  the  driver’s  side  of  the  car  from  what  I had  seen. 

CO  It  looked  like  a routine  traffic  stop? 

AC  Exactly.  Just  walking  to  the  side  just  you  know. 
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CO  So  what  did  you  do  after  you  turned  left? 

AC  So  l went  into  the  parking  lot  and  I went  to,  was  looking  for  a parking  spot  um,  and  1 

ended  up  doing  the,  it  was  the  back,  backed  into  my  parking  spot,  and  when  I got  there, 
um,  and  then  l shut  off  the  car  and  um,  (inaudible)  wanted  to  back  in  rather  than  pull 
front  in,  and  I um,  from  there  I heard  a couple  of  um,  couple  cf  pop-pop  and  it  sounded 
like  fire  crackers... 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  ...  and  l thought  well  It's  kind  of  odd,  you  know  4th  of  July  you  know,  had  passed  but  um, 
I thought  okay,  then  1 got  out  of  the  car  and  I was  looking  around  if  somebody  was 
shooting  them  off  or  something  you  know?  And  um,  then  I saw  this,  the  I saw,  like  the 
(inaudible)  these  squad  cars  um,  at  there  was  a couple  at  that  point  and  then  um... 

CO  A couple  of  squad  cars? 

AC  Yeah  there  was  the  one  and  then  1 well,  let  me  back  up  here,  I saw  the,  there  was  the 
one  main  squad  car  that ! remembered... 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  ...  but  then  i saw  a couple  of  them  like  coming... 

CO  Down  Larpenteur? 

AC  ...  in  there  out  down  Larpenteur.  So  and  then  I was  walking  towards,  cuz  I thought  oh 
what,  what  happened? 

CO  Your  walking  towards  the  scene? 

AC  The  scene  right  And  I,  I heard  a woman’s  voice  yelling  don’t  arrest  me  um,  now  that 
was  taking  place  on  the  other  side  of  that  car.  Um. .. 

CO  And  so  was  this  woman  in  or  out  of  the  car? 

AC  it  looked  like  she  was  out  of  the  car  at  that  point. 

CO  All  right 

AC  Um  I was  kinda  hard  to  see,  I admit  that  cuz  I was,  I could  see  some  police  officers  on 
the  other  side  of  um,  the,  the  white  vehicle  that  had  been  pulled  over,  but  I couldn’t  get 
you  know,  I couldn’t  get  a look  on  what  had  happened  or  anything  but  I heard  that. 

CO  So  how  long  between  the  pop,  how  many  pops  did  you  hear,  that  they  sounded  like 
fireworks? 

AC  Oh  gosh,  not  many  it  was  just  like  two  or  three  it  just  kinda  pop-pop. . . 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  and... 

CO  And  then  urn,  what  was  the  period  of  time  that  had  elapsed  between  you  first  noticed  the 
car,  the  officer  approaching  the  car  and  the  popping  that  you  heard  in  terms  of  um,  what 
was  that  time  frame  looked  like?  You  don’t  have  to  be  exact. 

AC  Okay,  um,  it... 

CO  Was  it  immediate?  Was  it  a minute?  Was  it  five  minutes? 
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AC  { would  say  probably  about  five  minutes  because  what  I do  is  i,  I always  pull  forward  and 
then  I back  in  to  my,  my  spot. 

CO  So  that  wouldn’t  have  taken  five  minutes  though  would  it  have? 

AC  At  the  maximum. 

CO  I mean  that  would  have  been,  you  could  have  walked  that  three  times  in  five  minutes. 

I’m  just  trying  to... 

AC  Yeah,  yeah. 

CO  ...  because  you  pull  in  the  parking  lot,  you  pull  into  the... 

AC  Yeah,  yeah,  the  maximum  yeah. . . 

CO  So  I’m  thinking  more  like  a minute? 

AC  And  1 just  was,  well  the  other  thing  is,  is  1 always  put  my  sh’t  um,  visor  up  on  rny  car. 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  So  that,  you  know  the  thing  just  to  cover  up  you  know  um... 

CO  On  the  front  windshield? 

AC  On  the  front  windshield. 

GO  So,  so  that  process  took  a little  time? 

AC  So  that  took  a,  yeah.  So  by  the  time  I got  out  of  the  car,  you  know  that’s  what. 

GO  What  kind  car  was  it  that  is  being  pulled  over?  Do  you  remember? 

AC  Yeah  I was  like  a,  it  was  a white  sedan,  urn,  four  doors  um,  it  was  old  it  looks  like  a 

Chevrolet... 

CO  Do  you  know  how  many  occupants  were  in  it? 

AC  I saw  two  in  the  front  seat... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  in  the  front  part. 

CO  Could  you  tell  if  there  males  or  females  or  anything  about  them? 

AC  Um,  the  I could  tell  it,  well  I could  remember  that  the  person  in  the  front  seat  had 
dreadlocks... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  It  was  klnda  hard  cuz  f saw  ’em  all  from  the  back. 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  So  i didn’t  know,  you  know  um,  so  exactly  but  yeah  um,  I couldn’t  get  any  of  the  facial 
you  know,  features  but  I know  the  person... 

CO  So  you  didn’t  see  any  other  occupants  in  that  vehicle? 

AC  No  just  the  two  in  the  front. 

CO  But  did  you  see  any  more  officers  in  the  um,  the  um,  the  law  enforcement  vehicle  that 
pulled  the  vehicle  over,  did  you  see  any  more  than  the  one  officer? 
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AC  No  not  at,  not  at.,. 

CO  Okay  and  at  any  point  did  you  see... 

AC  No  I didn’t  notice  that  um,  any  other  officers.  I just  saw  the  one  as  you  know,  he,  as  he 
was  walking  out... 

CO  Um-hm. 

AC  ...to  the  car. 

CO  And  so  as  your  walking  back  to  the  scene  after  you  heard  the  pop-pop-pops  you 
observed  the,  the  two  other  squad  cars  approaching  on  Larpenteur,  did  you  hear 
anything  in  terms  of  a conversation  or  dialogue  that  was  exchanged  um,  between 
anyone  at  the  scene? 

AC  No.  Um  at  that  point  when  I was  waking  you  know  towards  that,  what  I could  see  was 
that  there  was  the  two,  two  cops  were  giving  CPR  to  the,  the  victim,  he  was  on  the 
ground... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  at  that  point  and  then... 

CO  But  you  were  across  the  street? 

AC  Yes. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  I was  across  the  street,  like  right  to  the  entry  and  1 was  kind  of  like,  l was  really  shocked 
because  I thought  what  happened,  you  know  it  looked  like,  I mean  this  just  you  know, 
looked  like  a routine  sort  of  stop,  I was  like... 

CO  Did  you  observe  any  other  witnesses  that  were  also  watching  with  you,  either  at  your 
same  spot  or  near  you  at  all,  were  there  any  other  um,  citizens  um,  observing  what  was 
happening? 

AC  There  were  a bunch  of  people  from  the  apartment  yeah,  you  know  like  there  were  you 
know,  kinda  1 don't  know  how  fast  they  got  there,  some  came  after... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  um,  and  um... 

CO  Were  there  any  pedestrians  or  anything  that  you  noticed  during  the  traffic  stop  during  the 
early  um,  stages  of  the  traffic  stop  that  were  just  walking  by  that  you  noticed,  that  you 
remember? 

AC  No. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  Not  at  that  point.  Cuz  I,  I would  of  because  I would  you  always  have  to  wait  for 
pedestrians  since  you  know  coming  from  the  left  hand  side  in  particular. 

CO  So  if  they  were  headed  east  on  Larpenteur,  this  all  happened  on  the  north  side  of  the 
road?  No,  this  all  happened  on  the  south  side  of... 
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AC  South  side  and  1 was  turning  to  go  into  the,  the  parking  lot  on  the  north  side  of 

Larpenteur,  so  was  you  know,  so  the  lights  went  on  with  the  car,  it  ail  pulled  over  to  the 
side  um,  the  cop  got  out... 

CO  Okay. 

AC  ...  and  was  walking  to  the  car  and  then  I,  as  you  know  as  !,  I could  see  that  and  then  1 
was  moving  you  know,  taking  the,  going  right  into  the  parking  lot. 

CO  You  were  um,  by  yourself  in  your  vehicle? 

AC  Yes  sir. 

CO  Okay.  And  headed  to  your  home.  Um  you  think  you  signed  out  of  the  club  at  roughly 
8:45  so  this  in  your  estimation  happened  shortly  after  9:00  PM? 

AC  Yes  sir. 

CO  Okay.  Um,  is  there  anything  else  um,  in  terms  of  what  you  were  observed  or  witnessed 
that  I haven’t  asked  you,  that  might  be  important? 

AC  Um,  I’m  trying  to  think  of,  (sigh)  I’m  trying  to  think  if  there’s  anything  eise  that  (sigh)  that  l 
had  seen  um... 

CO  You  know  what,  if  you  think  of  something  you’ve  got  my  card  with  my... 

AC  Yeah. 

CO  ...  phone  number  on  it  um,  you  didn't  hear  any  dialogue  between  the  occupants  in  the 
car,  or  I am  assuming  your  windows  were  up  or  down  when  you  heard  the  pop-pop? 

AC  My,  mine  were  up. 

CO  Okay. 

AC  At  that  point,  so... 

CO  Air  conditioner  was  probably  on? 

AC  No  its  broken.

Upon  arrival  on  scene,  Torgerson  observed  a 
vehicle,  and  next  to  die  vehicle  were  three  police  officers  standing  over  a patient.  The  patient  was  described 
as  a black  male  wearing  a white  t-shirt.  Torgerson  said  he  observed  an  officer  doing.chest  compressions 
(CPR).  Torgerson  said  he  could  see  right  away  that  the  patient  had  two  wounds  to  his  left  arm,  and  at  least 
two  wounds  to  the  left  side  of  his  chest  with  blood  pooled  underneath  him. 

Torgerson  said  he  decided  to  transport  the  patient  immediately  because  be  could  tell  the  injuries  were 
serious.  Torgerson  said  while  the  patient  was  being  loaded  on  the  back  board  an  officer  was  patting  the 
patient  down  and  stated  “gun,  we  have  a gun.”  Torgerson  said  the  officer  pulled  out  what  looked  to  be  a 
larger  black  handgun  from  the  patient’s  right  pocket.  Torgerson  said  he  did  not  get  a really  good  look  at  the 
gun,  but  it  appeared  to  be  a black  full  size  pistol.

MF  Can  you  tell  me  about  that? 

ET  Um,  we  were  in  this  station  when  the  tones  went  off  um,  we  have  the  automated  system  that 
said  there  was  a shooting  slash  stabbing.  Um,  we  didn’t  have  any  a-additional  information 
until  we  got  onto  our  fire  engine.  Um,  the  Captain  said  back  what  he  read  off  the  CAD  and 
then  basically  just  said  shooting,  no  additional  information.  Um,  we  heard  the,  I heard  the 
dispatcher  say  over  the  radio,  standby  for  PD.  Um,  which  normally  means  stand  by  ‘til  your 
cleared  and  make  sure  the  scene’s  safe.  Um.  on  our  way  to  the  call,  we  were  northbound  in 
the  engine.  We  were  right  behind  the  ambulance  and  on  our  way  up  Snelling,  I believe  we 
were  on  Snelling,  the  um,  dispatcher  came  across  and  said  that  we’re  Code  4,  or  we're 
cleared  in.  Um,  we  were  north  bound  on  Snelling,  we  took  a left  and  headed  westbound  on 
Larpenteur.  Um,  shortly  after  we  turned  onto  Larpenteur,  we  could  see  the  all  the  squad 
cars  um,  so  typically  we  sit  up  and  try  to  assess  the  scene  on  our  way  in.  Um,  we  were 
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waved  in  by  an  officer  and  1 noticed  something  that  stood  out  right  away  is  there  is  uh,  a 
state  patrol  with  a rifle  across  the  hood  urn  pointed  towards  the  scene  so  that  kinda  threw  a 
red  flag  to  us  like,  what’s  going  on.  You  know  we  didn’t  had,  had  no  idea  what  was  going  on 
and  they  said  it  was  safe  but  and  it’s  pretty  uncommon  to  have  weapons  drawn  laid  across 
the,  the  field  of  the,  the  scene.  Um,  so  when  we  pulled  up„as  we  got  closer  1 could  see  a,  a 
white  vehicle  um,  three  officers  standing  over  what  I believe  to  be  the  patient.  Um,  it  was  a 
black  male.  1 could  tell  that  he  was  wearing  a white  t-shirt  that  was  red,  um,  soaked  in  blood. 
So,  when  we  got  out  of  the  rig,  I saw  one  of  the  officers  doing  chest  compressions.  Um,  so, 
as  we  got  closer,  told  us  that  we’re  gonna  basically  use  our  cardiac  arrest  protocol.  Um,  so  1 
went  to  the  ambulance  and  two  of  the  EMT's  Juan  Cortez  and  Zach  Johnson  were  grabbing 
equipment  so  I went  to  do  a very  quick  verb’  just  eyeball  and  see  what  kind  of,  what  we  had 
going  on  for  the  patient  Um,  1 could  see  right  way  that  he  had  two  wounds  to  his  left  arm. 

Um,  I could  see  at  least  two  wounds  to  the  left  side  of  his  chest  and  i could  see  blood 
pooled  underneath  him.  So,  we  decided  at  that  time  we  could,  there  were  officers 
everywhere  and  we  could  see  standers  everywhere.  Urn,  we  decide  we’re  gonna  transport 
right  away.  Uh,  we’re  just  gonna  get  as  fast  as  we  can,  get  the  patient  on  the  back  board, 
get  him  in  the  ambulance  and  give  him  to  an  appropriate  facility  and  treat  him  on  the  way  as 
fast  as  we  could  because  it  looked  like  it,  a very  serious  injury  at  the  time.  Um,  we  loaded 
the  patient  on,  onto  the  back  board  and  uh,  at  the  time  I was  on  patient’s  right  side  um,  in  a 
standing  position.  There  were  officers  and  we  had  so  many  people  where  there  wasn’t  any 
room  to  get  in.  Um,  i reached  down  to  grab  his  arm  and  at  that  time,  an  officer  was  patting 
■ down  the  side  of  the,  the  patient  and  he  hollers  out,  "gun,  we  have  a gun”  and  he  pulled  out 
a,  what  looked  to  be  a larger  black  hand  gun.  Um, ! didn’t  get  a real  good  look  at  it 
(inaudible)  appeared  to  be  all  black.  Um,  didn’t  appear  to  be  a,  a real  small  carry  pistol 
(inaudible)  looked  like  a full  size  pistol  to  me,  I mean  I’m  not  an  expert  but  it  looked  like  a full 
sized  pistol.  Um,  and  it  was  pretty  deep  in  his  pocket  I know  he  had  to  put  his  hand  quite  a 
ways  down  in  to  puli  it  out.  Um,  everybody  stopped  moving  when  he  hollered  uh,  gun  and 
then  once  we  realized  everybody  understood  what  he  meant  by  that,  that  it  was  just  a gun 
on  the  patient  He  took  it  out  um,  my  intention  was  pretty  much  focused  on  the  patient  trying 
to  continue  to  do  an  assessment  while  we  we’re  movin’  him.  Um,  we  placed  him  on  the  back 
board.  Uh,  we  continued  chest  compressions  as  much  as  we  could  there,  we  were  trying  to 
get  an  airway  established  and  we  loaded  him  into  the  back  of  the  ambulance.  Um,  some 
officers  came  out  behind  the  rig.  They  closed  the  doors  and  then  we  left  as  soon  as  we 
possibly  could  for  the  hospital.  Um,  it  typically  just  depends  on  where  we  are  at  in  our 
service  area  to  decide  on  which  hospital  we  go  to.  Um,  the  two  major  trauma  hospitals  that 
we  have  in  the  area  are  Regions  hospital  and  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center.  Um,  where 
we  were  at,  typically,  it  would  be  quicker  for  us  to  get  to  Hennepin  County  than  it  would  be  to 
Regions  um,  just  due  to  traffic  and  roads  we  can  easily  run  right  down  Larpenteur  to  280  to  • 
94  and  we’re  at  Hennepin  County.  Uh,  so  that’s  where  the  uh,  the  decision  was  made  to 
transport  to.  Um,  in  route  we  just  continued  our  traumatic  cardiac  arrest  protocol  on  the  way 
and  when  we  got  to  the,  one  thing  that  I think  I kinda  forgot  when  we  walked  up  to  the 
patient  um,  the  medic  on  the  medic  rig,  Mike  Paidar,  asked  the  officer  um,  did  you  guys 
shoot  him  and  the  offic-officer  said,  no  we  didn’t  um  and  that  was  line  of  questioning  that  he 
and  t had  briefly  talked  about  on  the  way  there,  um,  ‘cuz  it  kinda  makes  a difference  to  us  on 
what  weapon  might  have  been  used  as  to  what  we’re  gonna  treat  for.  Um,  if  it’s  an  officer 
who’s  using  hollow  paints  it  could  be  much  more  severe  wound  then  you  know  a full  metal 
jacket  (inaudible)  38  uh,  that  we  typically  see  more  often  than  not  and  I,  any  type  of 
shootings  that  we  have. 

LH  Um-hm. 

ET  So,  that  was  the  one  question  that  we  asked  and  that  was  the  answer  that  we  got. 

MF  Okay. 
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E f Otherwise,  we  just  did  our  normal  protocol  for  the  treatment  on  the  way  to  the  hospital.  Um, 
we  got  to  the  hospital  it  was  'a  trauma  team  activation , so  we  brought  'em  in,  all  four  of  them 
and  then  the  hospital  takes  over. 

LH  Okay,  can  you  describe  uh,  Eric  one  more  time,  I’m  not  sure  if  you  uh,  indicated  or  not. 

When  you  were  in  route  to  HGMC,  where  Were  you  in  the  rig,  were  you  in  the  back? 

ET  Yup,  1 was  in  the  back  of  the  ambulance  um,  on  the  passenger’s  side,  which  is  where,  as 
the  paramedic  I normally  sit.  Um,  Juan  Cortez  was  on  the  driver’s  side  um,  as  the  EMT  he 
normally  handles  hooking  up  for  vital  signs  on  our  monitor.  Um,  1 usually  sit  on  the 
passenger  side  um,  just  because  1 have  more  room  to  work  for  starting  IVs,  helping  out  with 
the  airway  for  the  person  that  was  sitting  up  front  um,  so  that’s  where!  was  at. 

LH  Okay,  and  while  you  were  transporting  the  patient  um,  can  you  describe  did  you  have  to  cut 
any  of  the  clothing  or  did  it,  did  you  have  to  take  the  patient’s  shirt  off,  pants  off,  anything 
like  that? 

ET  Um,  the  first  thing  that  I noticed  when  we  got  in  to  the  rig  and  I started  to  assess  his  wounds 
a little  more  is  that  1 saw  a minimum  of  two  wounds  to  his  arm.  I’m  not  sure  what  exit  and  en- 
or  exit  entry,  whatever  they  would’ve  been  um,  but  i did  see  two  wounds  to  the  upper  chest. 
Um  basically  mid  axillary,  one  high,  one  mid-way  um,  so  that  was  the  focus  to  my  attention.  1 
did  see  a third  in  the  lower  abdomen  um,  but  with’ those  two  injuries,  that  was  my  primary 
focus  right  there.  Um,  we  did  have  to  cut  the  left  side  of  his  white  shirt  um  just  to  get  it  out  of 
the  way  for  one  of  the  procedures  that  we  did.  Um,  other  than  that  we  didn’t  make  it  much 
further  than  managing  the  cardiac  arrest  and  uh,  trying  to  manage  the,  the  chest  wounds. 

LH  Okay,  and  then  once  you  transferred  the  patient  into  HCMC  care,  um,  did  you  go  back  and 
help  clean  the  rig  then? 

ET  Uh,  I was  kind  of  back  and  forth  a little  bit  um,  we  had  our  Lucas  device  for  the  chest 

compressions  uh,  that  was  extremely  bloody,  everything  was  so,  1 spent  most  of  my,  my  first 
probably  15  minutes  cleaning  that  in  the  trauma  bay,  Um,  and  when  ! was  done  with  that, 
then  I went  back  to  the  ambulance  we  had  to  go  across  the  street  um,  Hennepin  County 
Medical  Center  is  nice  enough  to  let  us  use  their  bay  to  wash  out  our  rig.  Um,  so  we  had  to 
go  over  there  and  meet  up  with  the  rest  of  our  crew  to  help  clean  the  rig  and  finish 
decontaminating  everything. 

LH  Okay,  and  when  you  were  uh,  in  the  process  of  cleaning  the  rig  in  the  bay  uh,  did  you 

observe  anything  in  the  rig  that  was  leftover  that  would  more  than  likely  be  a property  of  the 
patient  or  anything  itke  that? 

Et  i didn’t  see  anything. 

LH  Okay. 

ET  Um,  I’m  usually  pretty  attentive  to  that.  Um,  I got  there  late  in  the  cleaning  process,  they 
already  had  the  stretcher  out  um,  everything  was  already  washed  down  as  far  as  the  big 
equipment. 

LH  Um-hm. 

ET  Um,  by  the  time  i got  over  there  but  1 didn’t  see  anything  that  would  have  been  the  patients. 

LH  Okay,  and  how  many  years  of  service  do  you  have? 

ET  Um,  I’m  a little  over  four  and  half  years  on  the  Saint  Paul  Fire  Department. 

LH  Okay,  did  you  have  any  previous  experience? 

ET  Yup,  1 before  1 came  out  here  1 worked  at  New  Richmond  Ambulance  Service  um,  which  l 

still  work  there  part  time  as  a paramedic  and  1 also  worked  at  Allina  as  a paramedic. 

LH  Okay  and  have  you  responded  to  shooting  uh  scenes  in  the  past... 
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ET  Yes. 

LH  ...  before  this  one? 

ET  Yes. 

LH  Okay,  alright. 

MF  Do  you  know  who  removed  the  handgun  from  the  patient’s  pants  pocket? 

ET  I do  not,  1 can't  tell  you  with  1 00  percent  certainty,  I believe  the  officer  that  removed  it,  I 

believe  was  wearing  a greyer  uniform  I mean  not  the  navy  blue.  Um,  I would  assume  it  was 
one  of  the  sheriffs  deputies  uh,  versus  one  of  the  local,  local  officers  but  I’ve,  at  that  point  1 
knew  that  the  patient  was  unconscious,  I was  focused  on  them.  I wasn’t  focused  on  who 
exactly  who  was  who  as  far  as  the  officers  were  concerned. 

MF  Okay,  Eric  is  there  anything  that  uh  you  think  we  should  know  that  we  didn’t  ask  you? 

ET  Not  that  I can  think  of. 

MF  Anything  else  Luke? 

LH  Um,  no  I just  wanna  clarify  just  one  quick  thing  um,  Eric,  when  after  the  one  officer  said  gun 
um,  and  you  saw  the  officer  reach  into  the  pocket  or  was  it,  do  you  remember  his  right  or  left 
pocket? 

ET  It  was  his  right  pocket. 

LH  Right  pocket? 

ET  Yup,  the  patient’s  right  pocket. 

LH  Okay,  alright  and  that  officer  physically  had  to  go  into  the  pocket  to  remove  the  firearm? 

ET  Yes,  I,  I can't  tell  you  in  detail  because  I,  I didn’t,  I knew  what  he  was  doing... 

LH  Um-hm. 

ET  ...1  was  still  watching  the  patient  at  that  point  I wasn’t  concerned  about  it.  Um,  but  I,  I’m 
pretty  familiar  with  firearms  and  he  seemed  to  dig  very  deep  into  the  pocket  I would  say 
probably  up  to  his  wrist  um,  but  again  l-i  can’t  be  100  percent  certain  but  it  seemed  to  me 
that  he  dug  really  deep  and  pulled  it  out.  1 didn’t  see  the  weapon  um  and  I’m,  I’m  typically 
very  aware  of  my  surroundings  and  looking  for  weapons  especially  at  the  scene... 

LH  Um-hm. 

ET  ...scene  of  a shooting  and  I didn’t  see  any  other  weapons  on  the  ground  um,  I didn’t  see  the 
butt  of  the  gun  sticking  out  and  I didn’t  see  anything  and  that’s  when  the  officer  reached  into 
his  pocket  that  I saw  the  gun. 

LH  Okay,  and  you  described  it  as  a black  colored? 

ET  Yeah,  it  was  a black  colored... 

LH  Larger  gun? 

Ei  Yes. 

LH  Okay,  I’m  good. 

MF  ‘Kay  we’re  gonna  end  the  interview  at  1 :01  P.M. 

END  OF  RECORDING. 
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On  July  20!  6 Special  Agent  Michelle  Frasconc  and  Senior  Special  Agent  Luke 
Hanegraaf  conducted  an  interview  of  St.  Paul  Firefighter  Michael  Paider  at  the  Station  23 
fire  hall.  Paider  told  Agent’s  on  July  6^.  2016  he  was  working  in  the  capacity  of 
'‘attending  medic.”  SA  Frascone  asked  Paider  to  tell  her  about  the  shooting  call  he 

received  on  July  6^,  2016.  Paider  said  at  approximately  9pm  his  station  was  called  for  a 
shooting  at  Larpenteur  and  Fry.  SA  Frascone  asked  Paider  to  describe  what  he  saw  upon 
arrival.  Paider  stated  he  observed  two  officers  doing  CPR  on  a victim  laying  on  the 
ground  outside  of  a vehicle.  The  patient  was  described  as  a black  male  with  a ‘'blood 
soaked  white  t-shirt.5'  Paider  described  the  patient  as  unresponsive,  no  shock  advised  on 
the  AED  and  police  officers  doing  CPR. 

Paider  described  the  injuries  to  the  patient  stating  there  was  "a  lot  of  blood  coming  from 
the  left  upper  chest.”  Paider  said  when  they  were  getting  ready  to  move  the  patient,  a 
Roseville  Police  Officer  located  a gun  in  the  patient  right  pants  pocket.;  Paider  said  the 
gun  was  removed,  placed  “out  of  the  way’  so  the  patient  could  be  transported.  Paider 
said  the  patient  was- transported  to  Hennepin  County.  Medical  Center  as  it  was  the  closest 
hospital  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  patient

Hanegraaf.  Also  is  St  Paul  Firefighter  Michael,  M-l-C-H-A-E-L  last  name  Paidar,  P-A-l-D-A-R 
is  that  correct? 

MP  Correct. 

MF  We’re  at  1926  Como  Avenue  in  the  City  of  St  Paul,  Minnesota  55108.  Station  23,  with  this, 
with  a phone  number  of  651-642-0604.  Mike  is  that  correct  as  I've  read  it  to  you? 

MP  Correct. 

MF  Were  you  working  on  July  6th,  2016? 

MP  Yes. 

MF  And  what  was  your  assignment  on  that  date? 

MP  f was  the  uh  attending  medic  on  the  medic  rig  so  1 was  writing  the  charts  and  sitting  in  the  uh 
passenger  seat  of  the  medic  rig  for  the  day. 

MF  And  what  time  does  your  shift  typically  start? 

MP  Uh  8:00  o’clock  in  the  morning. 

MF  Were  you  called  to  a shooting  on  the  8th? 

MP  I was. 

MF  Can  you  tell  me  about  that? 

MP  Uh  came  across  tones  came  out  I believe  it  was  around  9:00  o’clock  in  the  evening  uh  for  a 
shooting  uh  at  Larpenteur  and  Fry.  Um,  we  got  in  the  truck  and  responded,  it  was  a,  it  was 
a response  for  both  the  engine  and  the  ambulance.  So  we  went  in  cooperation.  Uh  in  route  I 
read  through  the  cad  page  didn’t  really  say  if  the  scene  was  safe,  it  wasn’t  really  clear  there 
wasn’t  a lotta  information  other  than  it  was  a shooting.  From  what  1 recall  and  uh  1 called 
dispatch  to  see  if  the  scene  was  safe.  Um  they  got  back  to  me  said  the  scene  was  safe  they 
were  code  4 on  scene.  Uh  we,  we  responded  north  on  Snelling.  We  took  a left  to  go  west  on 
Larpenteur  and  when  we  turned  the  corner  we  saw  a state  patrol  car  there  with  long  guns 
out.  So  we  stopped  with  the  state  patrol  troopers  and  wanted  to  know  if  the  scene  was  safe 
or  not  cuz  they  still  had  their  guns  on  scene.  Uh  they  weren’t  sure  and  then  ail  of  a sudden  a 
couple  a squad  cars  moved  and  they  waved  us  in.  So  then  we,  we  arrived  on  scene. 

MF  Can  you  tell  me  what  you  observed  when  you  arrived  on  scene? 

MP  Uh,  when  we  pulled  up  we  saw  two  officers  doing  CPR  on  a victim  laying  on  the  ground 
outside  of  a car  right  on  Larpenteur  Avenue. 
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MF  Okay.  Can  you  describe  that  victim  to  me  or  your  patient? 

MP  Uh  black  male  with  a white  t heavily  blood  soaked  white  t-shirt  on. 

IVIF  And  v/hat  was  his  condition  when  you  arrived? 

MP  Uh,  unresponsive.  Um  no  shock  advised  with  their  AED  and  the  officers  were  doing  uh  CPR. 

MF  And  what  did  you  guys  do  next? 

MP  Uh  next  thing  we  did  is  we  made  the  decision  we’re  gonna  try  to  transport,  get  him  off  the 

street  and  get  him  moving  so  it  was  kinda,  assist  the  officers  with  their  CPR  try  to  get  him 
onto  our  equipment,  get  him  on  our  backboard  and  get  him  moving  to  the  ambulance. 

MF  Okay.  And  that’s  what  you  guys  did  you  moved,  your  patient  into  the  ambulance? 

MP  Uh  we,  we,  we  um  Larry  our  Captain  took  care  of  the  airway  and  was  kinda  securing 

(inaudible)  that  uh  we  were  assembling  our  equipment,  getting  a long  backboard  um  and  we 
were  trying  to  do  a quick  assessment  on  what  the,  what  the  wounds  were  and  where  they 
were  at.  If  we  could,  stop  the  bleeding  cuz  there  was  a lot  of  blood  present.  Um  and  then 
just  try  to  get  the  logistics,  moved  out  to  where  we  had  all  of  our  stuff  where  we  could  move 
him,  get  him,  get  him  transported  to  the,  to  the  ambulance. 

MF  And  can  you  describe  for  me  the  patient’s  injuries? 

MP  Uh  it  appeared  there  was  a lot  of  blood  coming  from  the  left  upper  chest  Um  there  was, 

bullet  wounds  in  the  uh  left  humerous  area  in  the  bicep  and  humerous.  Uh  one,  large  wound 
In  the  uh  that  went  through  like  the  mid-axillar  area  into  the  chest.  Um  and  then  there  was 
another  wound  below  that.  Um  probably  the  upper  abdomen  area  that  we  could  see.  Uh  we 
were  trying  to  stop  the  bleeding  the  best  we  could.  Um  then  we  got  to  the  point  where  we 
were  ready  to  move  him  and  as  we  started  rolling  one  of  the  police  officers  yelled  gun.  So 
everything  pretty  much  stopped  there.  Uh  l believe  it  was  a Rose,  Roseville  Police  Officer 
um  that  secured  the  weapon  and  then  we  continued  on  with  our  uh,  with  our  uh  treatment  of 
the  patient. 

MF  Okay.  Um  and  you  mentioned  secured  the  weapon.  Can  you  explain  that  to  me? 

MP  Uh  they  took  it  out  of  his  it  was  in  his, ! (inaudible)  his  right  pants  pocket  If  I remember 

correctly.  Um  then  they  took  it  out  and  then  they  placed  it  on  the  ground  just  out  of  the  way 
so  that,  nobody  was  handling  it,  it  was  quite  away  from  everybody  and  was  in  a safe  spot  so 
we  could  get  the  patient  outta  there. 

MF  Okay.  And  then  you  placed  the  patient  in  the  ambulance? 

MP  Put  him  on  a long  backboard  we  put  him  on  our  cot  then  we  got  him  in  the  ambulance. 

FvlF  Okay.  And  where  did  you  guys  respond,  where  did  you  bring  the  patient? 

MP  Uh  we  made  a transport  decision  to  go  to  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center. 

MF  And  what  was  the  reason  for  going  to  HCMC? 

MP  Uh  it  was  the  closest,  easiest  place  to  get  to  for  us  at  that  time  for  what  we  thought  was  the 

patient’s  best  interest. 

MF  You  mentioned  the... 

MP  And  also  and  um  Hennepin  County  is  a trauma  center  as  well  so,  which  kinda  fits  our 
protocol. 

MF  Which  is,  leads  into  my  next  question.  Is  this  standard  for  you  guys  to  respond  to  um  St 
Anthony  area? 

MP  Yes  we  do  mutual  aid  to  Falcon  Heights  and  Lauderdale  and  we  go  there  many  times  each 
day.

MF  Okay.  Is  that  medic  service  or  fire  services? 

MP  Uh  medic  service. 

MF  Okay 

MP  Yeah.  1 believe  the  city  (inaudible)  a contract  with  the  fairgrounds  and  Lauderdale  and 
Falcon  Heights.  So  it’s  our  standard,  part  of  our  response  area. 

MF  Okay.  Urn  did  you  notice  any,  other  items  on  the  patient?  Did  you  uh  remove  anything  from 
him? 

MP  Uh  when  we  were  in  the  ambulance  I did  cut  his,  the  white  shirt.  So  1 did  cut  away  on  the  left 
side  of  that  trying  to  open  up  to  expose  where  the  wounds  were.  Uh  to  control  that  bleeding 
and  then  we  also  did  decompress  the  chest  or  (inaudible)  to  which  to  no  avail.

LH  Um-hrn,  I'm  gonna  back  you  up  just  a little  bit  urn  Mr.  Paidar.  When  you  arrived  on  the  scene 
and  you  saw  the  officers  doing  chest  compressions  on  uh  on  the,  patient. 

MP  Urri-hm. 

LH  Where  was  he?  Was  he,  on  the  street?  Was  he  on  the  sidewalk?  Was  he  near  a car?  Was 
he  near... 

MP  Right... 

LH  ...a  building? 

MP  Right  outside  the  car,  outside  of  the  driver  door  on  Larpenteur  Avenue. 

LH  Okay. 

MP  So  it’s  iike  they  opened  the  door  and  got  him  to  the  ground  and  started  doing  CPR. 

LH  Okay.  And  when  you  were  rolling  and  you  heard  uh  an  officer  say  gun. 

MP  Um-hm. 

LH  Um  did  you  observe  that  officer  pull  that  weapon  out... 

MP  Correct. 

LH  ...  out  of  the  patient’s  pants? 

MP  I believe  it  was  in  the  right  pant  pocket.  I think. 

LH  Okay. 

MP  I was  kinda,  I was  looking  the  other  way  and  l heard  it  and  then  it  was  one  of  those,  try  to 
look  see  what  the  police  officers  were  doing. 

LH  Um-hm. 

MP  From  our,  just  see  what  they  were  up  to,  to  kind  of  do  we  need  to  take  cover  or  where, 
what... 

LH  Okay. 

MP  ...what’s  going  on  cuz  we  weren’t  quite  sure  on  what  all  happened  with  the  scenario.  What, 
while  we  were  there. 

LH  All  right. 

MP  So, 
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LH  And  do  you  recall  um  did  you  actually  see  the  weapon? 

MP  Yeah. 

LH  Do  you  remember  was  it  blue?  Black?  Silver?  White? 

MP  I believe  it  was  black.

And  when  you  arrived  and  you  trans  um  transferred  the  patient  into  HCMC  care  um 
do  you  recall,  did  he  still  have  his  pants  on? 

MP  I believe  he  still  had  his  pants  on. 

LH  Okay. 

MP  I believe  he,  I don’t  think  we  took  his  pants  off.  I don’t  think  we  got  that  far.  We  were  pretty 
much  focusing  on  the  upper  torso. 

LH  Okay.  Alright  so  once  he’s  transferred  into  HCMC  care  then  you  guys  go  back  to  your  rig, 

clean  up  do  whatever  to  get  back  into  service? 

MP  Uh,  correct  yeah.

MP  We- did  stay  around  a little  bit  just  to  see  what,  you  know  see  if  we  could  learn  from  what  the 
doctors  at  HCMC  were  doing.

MP  So  it  was  like  we  stood  around  and  just  witnessed  a little  bit  or  watched,  observed  a little  bit 
of  what  they  were  doing  then  went  back  uh  you  know  we  split  the  crew  a little  bit  uh  went 
and  cleaned  up  at  the  HCMC  garage  and  then  I was  writing  the  report. 
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LH  Okay.  So  did  you  dean  up  the  rig  at  all  or? 

MR  him,  I did  very  little  deanup  on  the  rig. 

LH  Okay.  Alright.  Um  and  the  only  reason  1 ask  uh  I’m  Just  wondering  was  there  any  property 
that  was  inside  the  ambulance  rig  that  would  have  been,  belonged  to  uh  the  patient?

MP  Zach  Johnson  was  my  partner.  He  was  driving  the  medic  rig:  And  then  the  uh  four  guys  that 
came  on  the  edge  it  was  Captain  Goodman.  Uh  FEO  Balazs  and  then  uh  Torgerspn  and 
Cortez  were  the  firefighters.  And  then  the  route  to  the  hospital  uh,  um  Zach  Johnson  drove 
to  the,  to  HCMC  and  then  I was  in  the  back  with  uh  with  Captain  Goodman  and  Cortez  and 
Torgerson.

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On  07/07/2016  at  1:42  PM,  SA  Olson  and  SA  Henning  met  with  Officer  Jeronimo  Yanez 
at  the  MN  BCA  in  St.  Paul.  Officer  Yanez  was  represented  by  counset  Tom  Kelly  and 
Robert  Fowler.  This  interview  was  digitally  recorded.  The  recording  was  later 
transcribed,  and  is  attached  to  this  report.  Prior  to  starting  the  interview.  Officer  Yanez 
and  his  counsel  were  provided  with  a criminal  investigative  warning  form,  which  they 
reviewed  and  signed.  The  signed  form  is  attached  to  this  report.  Officer  Yanez's  counsel 
wished  that  agents  note  that  Yanez  was  providing  details  as  he  recalled  them,  counsel 
also  wanted  it  noted  that  the  interview  was  being  conducted  during  Yanez's  norma! 
sleeping  time. 

SA  Henning  started  the  interview  by  reading  into  the  record  Officer  Yanez's  biographical 
information.  Officer  Yanez  fold  agents  that  he  is  employed  by  the  Gty  of  St.  Anthony  as 
a patrol  officer.  Yanez  said  that  he  had  worked  for  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  for 
about  4.5  years.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  attends  use  of  force  and  firearms  training 
annually.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  was  currently  qualified  with  his  duty  firearm,  which 
is  a Stg  Sauer  P220,  .45  Caliber  pistol.  Yanez  was  asked  to  tell  agents  about  his 
education  and  Yanez  said  that  he  had  graduated  from  South  St.  Paul  High  School,  then 
from  Minnesota  State  at  Mankato. 

Yanez  was  asked  by  SA  Henning  to  describe  his  uniform  and  duty  equipment.  Officer 
Yanez  described  his  uniform  shirt  and  pants  as  being  navy  blue.  He  said  that  his  uniform 
has  St.  Anthony  Police  patches  on  both  shoulders,  a badge  on  his  chest  which  is  worn 
on  the  external  vest  carrier  he  wears.  Yanez  said  that  his  agency  does  not  have  body 
cameras,  however  they  do  have  squad  cameras  and  the  officers  wear  remote  body 
microphones.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  was  wearing  his  body  microphone  during  this 
incident.  Yanez  said  that  he  wasn't  sure  if  the  microphone  was  operational  or  not.  SA 
Henning  asked  Yanez  if  he  had  ever  been  mistaken  as  anything  other  than  a police 
officer  while  wearing  his  uniform,  to  which  he  told  agents  that  he  never  had.  Yanez 
described  his  duty  belt  for  agents;  he  offered  that  he  carries  the  following  equipment: 
duty  gun  {Sig  Sauer  P220),  handcuffs,  Taser,  spare  magazines,  a portable  radio  and  keys. 


Officer  Vane2  was  asked  to  describe  the  squad  he  operates  while  working  as  a patrol 
officer.  Yanez  said  that  he  drives  squad  704  and  described  it  as  black  and  white  in  color 
with  an  external  light  bar.  Yanez  said  that  the  squad  contains:  dual  radios,  a mobile 
computer,  an  M-4  squad  rifle  and  medical  equipment. 

Yanez  was  next  asked  to  tell  agents  about  an  incident  on  07/06/16  in  which  he  shot  the 
driver  of  a vehicle  that  he  had  stopped.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  arrived  at  work  about 
5:20  PM  and  changed  into  his  uniform.  Yanez  said  that  he  and  others  conducted  shift 


change.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  works  the  night  shift  from  6:00  PM  to  6:00  AM.  Yane2 
said  that  he  was  assigned  to  work  the  contract  city  of  Lauderdale  on  07/06/16.  Yanez 
said  that  after  starting  his  shift  he  stopped  a couple  of  cars  and  wrote  both  drivers 
citations  for  speeding. 

Yanez  said  that  he  was  patrolling  near  2424  Larpenteur  (Super  One)  because  it  had  a 
recent  robbery.  Yanez  was  asked  what  he  knew  of  the  robbery.  Yanez  told  agents  that 
he  had  been  one  of  the  officers  that  responded  to  the  robbery  call.  Yanez  said  that  he 
spoke  with  the  clerk  that  had  been  working  during  the  robbery.  Yanez  said  the  clerk 
provided  a description  of  the  two  suspects.  Yanez  said  he  also  viewed  the  video 
surveillance  at  the  Super  One  immediately  after  the  robbery.  Yanez  said  that  the  clerk 
told  him  that  both  suspect  had  been  armed  with  guns.  Yanez  stated  that  after  viewing 
the  surveillance  video  from  the  store  he  could  only  observe  one  of  the  suspects  as 
being  armed.  Yanez  described  that  suspect  as  a black  male  with  shoulder  length 
dreadlocks.  Yanez  also  said  the  suspect  had  a noticeably  wide  nose. 

Yanez  said  that  he  observed  a white  vehicle  in  the  area  of  the  Super  One,  and  that  the 
driver  fit  the  description  of  one  of  the  robbery  suspects.  Yanez  said  that  he  also  noticed 
there  was  a front  seat  passenger  but  couldn't  tel!  If  the  passenger  was  male  or  female 
because  they  were  wearing  a hat.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  contacted  his  partner 
Officer  Joe  Kauser.  Yanez  requested  Ka user's  assistance  stopping  the  car.  Yanez  said  he 
told  Kauser  that  he  was  following  a car  and  that  the  driver  fit  the  description  of  a 
robbery  suspect.  Yanez  said  that  Kauser  got  into  place  and  assisted  with  the  traffic  stop. 
Yanez  said  that  he  stopped  the  car  on  Larpenteur  just  west  of  Fry  Street. 

Yanez  told  agents  that  he  focused  on  the  driver  during  his  approach  to  the  vehicle. 
Yanez  said  that  as  he  first  addressed  the  driver  he  smelled  burnt  marijuana.  Yanez  said 
he  asked  the  driver  for  his  driver's  license  and  proof  of  insurance.  Yanez  said  he  was 
provided  with  proof  of  insurance.  Yanez  said  that  the  driver  made  eye  contact  only 
once  and  was  mumbling  during  their  interaction.  Yanez  said  that  the  driver  wanted  to 
know  why  he  had  stopped  him.  Yanez  said  that  he  had  stopped  the  driver  because  he 
had  a tail  light  out.  Yanez  said  that  the  driver  told  him  that  he  was  in  possession  of  a 
gun  at  this  point.  Yanez  said  that  he  told  the  driver  not  to  reach  for  the  firearm.  Yanez 
told  agents  that  the  driver  made  a couple  of  glances  towards  his  right  thigh  area.  Yanez 
referred  to  these  as  target  glances^  Yanez  said  that  the  subject  turned  his  left  shoulder 
inward,  blocking  the  sight  of  the  subjects  right  hand.  Yanez  said  that  he  felt  he  was  in 
fear  for  he  and  his  partner' s life,  he  said  the  subject  was  failing  to  respond  to  his 
commands.  Yanez  said  when  he  saw  the  subject's  right  hand  again  he  believed  the 
subject  had  the  gun  in  his  hand.  Yane2  said  he  unholstered  his  duty  weapon  and  fired 


severs!  shots  at  the  subject,  Yanez  said  he  felt  He  had  no  other  options.  Yanez  said  he 
recalled  smelling  gun  powder,  hearing  a couple  pops  and  flashes.  Yanez  said  he  noticed 
a gunshot  wound  to  the  subjects  left  arm.  Yanez  said  that  when  he  fired  he 
intentionally  shot  at  a downward  angle  so  as  to  avoid  hitting  the  passenger  or  child  in 
the  back  seat.  Yanez  said  that  he  saw  the  barrel  of  the  gun  and  that  it  looked  big.  Yanez 
was  asked  what  he  was  targeting  while  he  was  shooting,  he  said  was  aiming  center 
mass  (chest  and  midsection}.  Yanez  was  asked  if  he  recalled  how  many  rounds  he  fired, 
he  said  he  did  not  remember, 

Yanez  was  asked  what  happened  after  the  shooting.  He  said  he  directed  Officer  Kauser 
to  remove  the  child  from  the  back  seat,  which  was  done,  Yanez  said  he  noticed  that  the 
front  seat  passenger  had  removed  her  cell  phone  and  Yanez  said  he  believed  she  was 
recording  what  was  going  on.  Yanez  said  he  continued  to  cover  the  subject  until  he  was 
removed  by  a Roseville  Officer.  Yanez  said  that  he  called  for  an  ambulance  and 
supervisor.  Yanez  said  that  he  recalled  a crowd  and  that  some  of  them  may  have  been 
video  recording. 

Yanez  said  he  was  transported  to  the  St  Anthony  Police  Department  by  Roseville  Police 
Sgt  Brian  Anderson.  Yanez  told  agents  he  hadn't  discussed  the  incident  with  anyone 
other  than  his  attorneys,  Yanez  said  that  he  had  been  injured  during  the  shooting 
somehow  cutting  his  thumb.  Yanez  told  agents  that  Kauser  had  photographed  his 
injuries  and  had  cleaned  up  prior  to  the  agents  arriving  at  the  police  department.  Yanez 
said  that  Sgt.  Anderson  had  been  present  while  Kauser  had  photographed  his  hand. 

SA  Olson  asked  Yanez  how  his  squad  video  operated  and  if  it  started  when  the 
emergency  lights  are  activated.  Yanez  said  that  yes  the  system  did  activate  when  the 
emergency  lights  are  turned  on.  5A  Olson  asked  how  far  Yanez  had  followed  the  subject 
before  stopping  the  suspect,  Yanez  said  he  thought  it  was  about  2 miles.  Yanez  told 
agents  he  v^as  unsure  if  the  subject  was  aware  he  was  being  followed  by  a police  car.  SA 
Olson  asked  Yanez  if  the  car  to  car  channel  he  spoke  with  Officer  Kauser  on  was 
recorded,  Yanez  stated  didn't  know  if  it  was  recorded  or  not,  SA  Olson  asked  if  it  was 
dark  inside  the  subject's  vehicle,  Yanez  said  it  was.  Yanez  was  asked  if  he  had  any 
previous  contact  with  the  driver,  Yanez  said  he  had  not. 

SA  Olson  asked  if  the  driver  bad  immediately  notified  Yanez  of  the  firearm.  Yanez  said 
he  only  knew  that  he  had  been  told  of  the  firearm  and  was  unsure  of  the  timing  of  that 
information.  SA  Henning  asked  if  the  real  reason  for  the  stop  was  that  the  driver  fit  the 
description  of  the  robbery  suspect.  Yanez  said  that  yes  it  was,  but  didn't  want  to 


escalate  the  situation  because  he  also  planned  to  remove  the  occupants  from  the 
vehicle  after  identifying  the  people  inside  because  of  the  smell  of  marijuana. 

SA  Olson  asked  Yanez  if  he  carried  a flashlight,  he  didn't  recall  if  he  had  one  or  not.  SA 
Olson  asked  Yanez  if  he  had  been  involved  in  other  critical  incidents.  Yanez  said  he  had 
been  involved  in  three  other  incidents,  one  of  which  a suspect  attempted  to  disarm  him 
while  he  was  arresting  the  suspect. 

SA  Henning  asked  Yanez  if  he  had  ever  conducted  traffic  stops  prior  to  this  in  which  the 
driver  had  been  armed.  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  had  several  times  without  incident. 
Yanez  told  agents  that  the  drivers  in  previous  stops  had  followed  direction  and 
informed  him  of  their  movements.  SA  Henning  asked  Yanez  what  the  distance  was 
between  he  and  the  driver  when  he  fired  his  weapon,  Yanez  said  the  distance  was 
about  2-3  feet.  SA  Olson  asked  Yanez  if  he  believed  the  subject  had  a gun,  Yanez 
answered  yes  and  he  believed  the  subject  was  going  to  kill  him  and  his  partner. 

Yanez  was  asked  to  draw  a not  to  scale  diagram  of  the  scene  which  he  did,  acquisition 
of  exhibit  2016-433/12.1.  SA  Henning  placed  a copy  of  the  audio  recording  onto  a 
compact  disc  which  will  be  held  as  evidence,  acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/12.2.  it 
should  be  noted  that  this  report  is  only  a synopsis  of  the  interview,  for  full  detail  please 
see  the  transcript.

JY  I’ve  worked  for  St  Anthony  for  about  four  and  a half  years. 

DH  Okay.  Prior  to  working  for  St  Anthony  did  you  work  anywhere  else? 
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JY  Yes.  Before  I worked  with  St  Anthony  Police  Department  1 worked  for  a contract 
company  who  was,  who  worked  with  Immigration  Custom  Enforcement  and  1 
worked  as  a,  supervision  case  specialist  which  was  just  a um  I watched  over 
people  who  were  here  in  the  U.S.  illegally.

DH  Okay.  What’s  your  POST  number?  Do  you  know  it? 
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J Y My  POST  number  Is  21 256, 

DH  Okay.  And  1 forgot  to  say  this  right  away  when  we  started  but  you're,  you’re 
represented  here  by  uh  two  attorneys? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Um,  Tom  Kelly  and:  Robert  Fowier? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um  why  don’t  we  keep  going.  So  you  do  use  of  force? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  On  a regular  basis,  how  often  do  you  do  use  of  force  with  St  Anthony? 

JY  Once  a year. 

DH  Once  a year? 

JY  We  do  a,  a use  of  force  once  a year,  Taser  training  once  a year.  Firearms 
training,  multiple  times  a year.

J Y And  then  we  also  have  our  own  department  training  shoot. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  That  we  do  yearly. 

DH  Okay  so  you  go  to  several  ranges  a year? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  When's  the  last  time  you  were  at  the  range? 

JY  Um,  May? 

DH  May? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  that  was  for  training. 

DH  Okay.  Have  you  had  any  specialized  training?  SWAT?  Anything  else?  Anything 

like  that? 

JY  No  specialized  training  like  SWAT. 

DH  No  specialized  training? 

JY  No. 

DH  Okay.  Um  you  said  you’re  a patrol  officer? 

JY  Correct, 

DH  So  in  that  capacity  you  wear  a uniform? 

JY  Yes; 

DH  Can  you  explain  that  to  me? 
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JY  So... 

DH  Or  describe  It  to  me. 

JY  It’s  a,  fully  marked  uniform  with  vest,  badge  on  my  uh  left  sh',  left  breast.  Um  a 
nametag.  A states  that  I’m  a police  officer,  my  name  on  my  right  breast. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  I have  a,  pretty  visible  uh  exterior  vest  carrier  or  bullet  proof  vest  and  I have  a full 
utility  belt.  That’s  very  observable.  And  it's  obvious  that  I’m  a police  officer.  I have 
patches  on  both  arms  that  say  I’m  a representative  of  St  Anthony  Police 
Department  and  a police  officer,  St  Anthony  Police  Department. 

DH  Okay  so  what  color  is  your  uniform? 

JY  It’s  navy  blue. 

DH  Navy  blue? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  And  then  you  said  you  wear  a gun  belt  as  well? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  the  equipment  that  you  carry  on  your  gun  belt? 

JY  Yes  I have,  for  my  depart  my  de,  department  uh  firearm  I have  a Sig  Sauer  P20 

45  caliber 

DH  Okay 

JY  That  I carry  on  my  right  hand  side.  Uh  I also  have  two  sets  of  handcuffs.  I have  a * 
Taser.  I have  mace.  I have  a baton.  I have  my  portable  radio.  And  I have  a set  of 
keys  um  that’s  all  I can  remember  that  I have  on  my... 

DH  Okay  you  wear... 

JY  ...  utility  belt  for  now.  And  I wear  that  every  day  that  l work. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um  and  in  the  same  position  ail  the  time.  Everything  is  in  the  same  position.  Uh 
so  i can  keep  track  of  where  everything  is. 

DH  Okay  does  your  department  have  body  cameras  or  anything  of  that  nature? 

JY  Our  department  does  not  have  body  cameras  but  our  fully  marked  uh  squad 
vehicles  have  squad  cameras.  Um  dash  mounted  cams. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  they  have  a microphone  as  well  for  and  it  does  audio  and  visual  recording. 

DH  Okay.  So  that’s,  uh  when  you  say  it’s  got  a microphone  is  that  a remote  mic? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  is  that  something  that  you  wear  on  your  person? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Is  that  policy  that  you  wear  that? 
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JY  Uh  I can’t  recall  if  it’s  policy. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  But  1 know  there’s  something  in  our  policy  that  states  that  we  should  wear  it. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Urn,  and  yeah  I wear  it  all  the  time. 

DH  So  do  you  know  if  you  were  wearing  it  yesterday? 

JY  i was  wearing  my  microphone  last  night. 

DH  Okay  do  you  know  if  it  was  working? 

JY  I can’t  recall,  if  it  was  working  or  not. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um,  I had  my  attention  focused  on  uh  suspect  vehicle  that  f was  pulling  over.  As  f 
was  pulling  it  out  of  the  holster,  I can’t  remember  if  I was  pull,  pulling  it  out  of  the 
holster  or  if  i already  had  it  in  my  vest  but  I know  I had  it,  on  my  person. 

DH  So  when  you  say  holster  it  sits  in  a holster  in  the  car? 

JY  In  a charger. 

DH  In  a charger? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  And  stays  in  the  car? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  So  whoever  drives,  so  your  car  is,  is  driven  by  more  than  just  you? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  So,  when  your  shift  you,  you’d  pick  it  up  and  you  put  it  on  your  person.  Does  it 
just  clip  on  your  uniform? 

JY  it’s  a little,  two  inch  by  two  inch  square  that  just,  you  can  just  put  it  anywhere.  I 
put  it  inside  my  pocket  with  no  obstructions  over  it  so  it  can  get  clear  audio. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um,  for  (inaudible) 

DH  And  that’s  the  piece  of  equipment  that  you  showed  me  last  night? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  so  at  the  beginning  of  your  shift  do  you  test  this  equipment  to  make 
sure  it’s  working  or  not  or? 

J Y Uh  I do  not  test  it.  But  1 did  make  traffic  stops  beforehand. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  I made  two  traffic  stops  beforehand  I believe  and  uh  the  audio  was  working 
(inaudible) 

D H Okay  so  you  reviewed  those  traffic  stops  after  the  fact? 
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JY  I can’t  remember  if  I reviewed  'em  or  not. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  But  I,  i know  I had  the  uh  microphone  on  my  person. 

DH  And  it  was... 

JY  In  the  same  spot  that  1 put  it  and  it  was  recording  and. .. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...it  was  saying  that  the  mic  was  active  on  the  um  the  video  screen, 

DH  Okay  so  you  can  see  some  type  of  monitor  or  display  that  tells  you  this  is 

working,  this  is  operational  and  the  two  pieces  equipment  are... 

JY  Correct. 

DH  ...are  hooked  up  and... 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um  so  with  that  can  you  tell  me  about  the  car  you  drive? 

JY  Yes  it’s  a 2015  Dodge  Charger.  Uh  fully  marked  with  St  Anthony  uh  placards  on 

each  side.  The  squad  that  1 was  driving  was  marked  as  uh  700  and  4.  It  has  a 
light  bear,  light  bar  on  top.  Uh  push  bumper  in  front.  It’s  black  and  white.  The 
door’s  on  the  passenger  side  and  I think  it’s  on  the  passenger  side  and  drivers 
side  I think  they’re  both  white. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  the  rest  of  the  vehicle  is  black. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  my  squad  vehicle  is  equipped  with  very  bright  LED  lights.  Red,  blue 
and  white  flashing  lights. 

DH  Okay  so 

JY  That  are  visible... 

DH  On  the  top? 

JY  ...from  I would  say  more  than  a mile  away. 

DH  Okay.  Are  those,  are  is,  is  there  more  than  just  that  light  bar  on  top?  You  said 
there  was  an  external  light  bar?  Are  there  lights... 

JY  Correct 

DH  ...in  the  back 

JY  So  there’s  a light  bar  on  top  and  then  the  headlights  flash  on  and  off.  And  then 
when  l turn  ali  the  way  on  there’s  a,  opticom  that  blinks  repeatedly  and  very  fast 
and  it’s  hard  to  miss.  And  then  my  tail  lights  also  go  on  and  off. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  there’s  a light  bar  I think  on  the  back  of  the  squad  as  well. 

DH  So  when  you  activate  all  your  lights  it’s  very  readily  apparent  that  this  is  a police 
vehicle? 
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JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um  I want  to  go  back  to  your  uniform  for  just  a second. 

JY  Yes. 

DH  You’ve  been  wearing  this  uniform,  the  same  uniform  for  the  past  four  and  a half 
years? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Has,  has  uh  anybody  ever  mistaken  you  for  anything  other  than  a police  officer 
when  you’re  wearing  this  uniform? 

JY  Nobody  has  mistaken  me  for  anything  else,  other  than... 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...I’m  a police  officer. 

DH  You’ve  approached  people,  you’ve  had  numerous  contacts  and  it’s  always 

apparent  to  people  that  you’re  a law  enforcement  officer  of  some,  of  some  type 
with,  with  St  Anthony? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  we’ll  continue  with  the  car. 

JY  Okay. 

DH  Is  there  any  special  equipment  that  you  carry  in  the  car? 

JY  Uh  there  is  a squad  computer  which  also  has  a,  mobile  air  card.  1 think  it’s 

through  Verizon  wireless. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Which  gives  us  internet  access  and  we  have  um  two  computerized  dispatch 

systems.  In,  one  for  Ramsey  County  and  then  one  for  Hennepin  County.  I use 
the  one  for  Hennepin  County  the  majority  of  the  time.  And  uh  we  have  all  of  our 
access  to  our  primary  weapon  which  is  a M4  that’s  mounted  on  the  roof  of  the 
vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  we  have  squad  sirens,  in  the  same  place  where  I activate  my  lights. 
And  then  vve  have  two  squad  radios.  Um  one  for  car  to  car  and  to  listen  to  the 
opposite  county  that  we’re  not  in. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  one  for  the  county  that  we’re  in. 

DH  Okay.  Cuz,  St  Anthony  services  more  than  one,  more  than  St  Anthony? 

JY  Correct.  St  Anthony  we,  we  work  with  Falcon  Heights  and  Lauderdale.  Which 
we’re  contracted  with. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  so  we  have  one  squad  in  Falcon  Heights  and  Lauderdale. 

DH  Okay. 
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JY  It’s  24/7  coverage. 

DH  And,  is  that  where  you  were  working  last  night? 

JY  I was  working  in  the  City  of  Lauderdale  last  night. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  do  you  check  all  this  equipment  prior  to  starting  your  shift  to  make 
sure  it  was  operational?  Your  lights,  your  sirens  stuff  like  that  before  you  rolled 
out  of  the... 

JY  I didn’t  test  my  sirens. 

DH  Okay 

JY  Um  I know  that  my  emergency  lights  were  working. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  3 And  active  because  I was  able  to  pull  over  uh  two  other  vehicles  prior  to  the 
suspect  vehicle  that  were  here  talking  about  or  interviewing  about. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um  and  I remember  going  back  to  my  squad  and  seeing  that  the  lights  are 

working.  And  I remember  from  this  incident  as  well  that  the  lights  were  on  and 
they  were  active  as  well. 

DH  Okay.  Uh  just  before  we  get  too  far  before  we  start  talking  about  what  happened 
yesterday  can  you  tel!  me  about  your  education? 

JY  l,  went  to  high  school  in  South  St  Paul.  Graduated  and  went  to  Minnesota  State 

University,  Mankato.  Where  I got  my  four  year  degree  uh  in  law  enforcement. 
Bachelor  of  science  and  then  incorporated  with  that  uh  is  our  skills  portion  which 
is  through  Hibbing  Community  College. 

DH  But  that  was  conducted  down  in  Mankato  though  correct? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  So  Hibbing  hosts  the  training  but  they  take  it  down  to  Mankato? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Just  to  make  it  easy  on  the  students? 

JY  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  why  don’t  we  go  ahead  and,  tell  me  uh  yesterday  you  got  to  work. 

JY  Yes. 

DH  So  tell  me  about  your  day  yesterday. 

IK  Before  you  get  started  on  that  if  i may  uh  i wanted  to  make  clear  that  um  that  the 
officer  is  going  to  be  speaking  here  from  the  best  of  his  recollection,  um  as,  as 
you  know  this  is  only  um  less  than  fifteen  hours  uh  since  the  time  of  this  incident 
uh  there’s  always  stress  related  to  that  In  addition  to  that  this  would  be  the 
normal  time  that  this  officer  would  be  um  sleeping.  And  he’s  only  had  a couple  ' 
hours  of  sleep.  And  I say  that  only  because  I,  l know  he’s  gonna  make  his  best 
efforts  here  to  give  you  an  accurate  uh  recollection  of  the  events  but  in  the  event 
that  we  do  come  up  with  something  that  we’ve  forgotten  or  that  has  been 
misstated  um  we,  we  would  like  the  opportunity  to  supplement  or  modify  the 
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statement  that  he's  giving  now  with  something  that  occurs  to  him  later  or  that  he 
realizes  that  he  has  misstated  now.  So  we’ll  do  our  best  to  make  sure  that,  then. 
This  is  his,  his  uh  most  accurate  recollection  right  now.  But  we  want  the 
opportunity  to  urn  supplement  the  record  so  to  speak  at  a later  time. 

DH  Absolut... 

JY  That  is,  that  is  true 

CO  And  for  the  benefit  of  the  transcriptionist  that  was  Counselor  Tom  Kelly. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  Alright. 

DH  And  absolutely  if  you,  if  you  come  up  with  something  that  you  would  like  to  clarify 
at  a later  time,  anything  we  can,  we  can  certainly  sit  down  again  and  go  over 
that. 

TK  So  when  he  speaks  he’ll  be  speaking  as  to  the  best  of  his  recollection  right  now 
and,  and  um  and  uh  it’s  probably  um  unlikely  that  we’ll  have  anything  to  um  add 
later  on  but  in  the  event  that  we  do  we’ll,  we’ll  notify  both  of  you. 

DH  And  Chris  and  l,  Chris  and  I will  certainly  make  ourselves  available  for  that.  So 
with  that  said  um  what  time  did  you  get  to  work  yesterday? 

J Y I g ot  to  work  at  around  5: 20 .. . 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...in  the  afternoon.  And  I went  in  to  our  locker  room  and  I changed  in  my  full 

uniform  that  I described  to  you  earlier  in  the  interview.  And  we  had  shift  change 
and  we  uh,  with  the  day  shift  and  then... 

DH  What  does  that  entail?  Shift  change. 

JY  Shift  change... 

DH  Is  there  a rollcall  or  anything  like  that? 

JY  There’s,  rollcall  if  there  is  any  rollcall  um  usually  there’s  no  rollcall  unless  it’s,  um 
something  that’s  a critical  incident  or  a burglary  or  a string  of  uh  theft  from  autos 
in  the  area  then  we  get  notified  about  it  um 

DH  Okay 

JY  We  get  notified  about  everything  that’s,  um  that  we  would  expect  to  get  called  for. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  what  day  shift  finds  important  for  us  to  know  for  night  shift. 

j 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um  after  that  it  was  only,  we  were  at  minimum  so  it  was  myself  was  working  the 
City  of  Lauderdale.  And  then  which  is  6921  and  then  my  partner,  Joseph  Kauser 
who  was  working  in  69  as  6920  in  the  City  of  Falcon  Heights.  And  then  my  other 
partner,  Tressa  Sunde  who  was  6910  in  the  City  of  St  Anthony.  And  we  were,  my 
partner  Officer  Kauser  and  I were  uh  we  give  all  of  our  radio  traffic  on  the 
Ramsey  County  main  so... 

DH  Okay 
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JY  ...we  monitor  on  our  carlo  car  and  our,  and  Hennepin  County  on  our  car  to  car 
radio. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um,  I we  went  to  the,  we  went  to  our  contract  cities.  Um  dropped  off  our  lunch  at 
Falcon  Heights  Fire  Department  And  then  we  started  patrolling.  I was  working 
the  City  of  Lauderdale.  } was  running  speed  radar  and  just  looking  for  vehicles  to 
pull  over  and  uh  just  driving  around  the  city  and  just  making  contacts  with  our 
citizens. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  uh  I pulled  over  two  vehicles  that  I can  remember.  And  then  uh... 

DH  Do  you  remember  what  you  pulled  ‘em  over  for? 

JY  I pulled  two  vehicles  over  for  speeding.  They  both  received  citations.  And  then 
um  it  was  kinda  slow  for  a little  bit  l think.  And  then  I can't  remember  exactly 
where  I was  but  I was  keeping  my  eye  on  2424  Larpenteur  which  is  a 
convenience  store  on  Larpenteur  at  the  intersection  of  Larpenteur  and  Eustice. 

It’s  on  the  southwest  comer  of  the  intersection.  Um,  I wanted  to  pay  attention  to 
that  because  we  had  a strong  armed  robbery  .last  week  uh  which  involved  two 
African  American  males  um,  one  having  a firearm  and  pointing  it  at  the  clerk  and 
then  the  other  uh  the  victim  told  me  that  he  also  had  a firearm  but  1 wasn't  able  to 
see  it  when  the  video  was  reviewed,  Um,  so  I was  sitting  at  a intersection  and  I 
see  a white  vehicle.  I can’t  remember  what  kind  of  vehicle  it  was.  Um  but  l see 
two  occupants.  What  1 believed  was  two  occupants  inside  the  car.  And  I couldn’t 
make  out  the  passenger.  But  ( knew  the  passenger  had  a hat  on.  And  I couldn’t 
make  out  if  it  was  a guy  or  girl ! just  knew  that  they  were  both  African  American 
and  the  driver  uh  appeared  to  me  that  he  appeared  to  match  the  uh  physical 
description  of  the  one  of  our  suspects  from  the  strong  arm  robbery,  gunpoint. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Uh  (inaudible) 

DH  What  is  that  description? 

JY  Um  it  was  a (sigh)  I can’t  remember  the  height,  weight  but  I remember  that  it 
was,  the  male  had  dreadlocks  around  shoulder  length. 

DH  Um-hm. 

JY  Or  longer  hair  around  shoulder  length.  And,  um  it  wasn’t  specified  if  it  was  corn 
rows  or  dreadiocks  or  straight  hair.  Um  and  then  just  kind  of  distinct  facial 
features  with  like  a kind  of  like  a wide  set  nose  and  uh  l saw  that  in  the  driver  of 
the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  That  uh  this  incidents  about  uh  at  the  intersection  of  about  Larpenteur  and  Carl, 
Larpenteur  and  Eustice,  that  area.  Uh  so  I get  behind  the  vehicle  to  see  if  I can 
see  any  uh  violations,  to  get  a good  ID  on  the,  driver.  I run  the  plate.  And  1 can’t 
remember  who  it  comes  back  to.  And  uh  I call  out  to  my  partner  on  my  car  to  car 
radio  because  that’s  where  we  do  all  of  our  radio  tr  or  our  uh  radio  traffic  is  on  car 
to  car  unless  it’s  something  like  a in  progress  call  then  we  go  on  our  main  to 
main,  our  main  radio.  So  I got  on  my  car  to  car  radio.  I let  Officer  Kauser  know 
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that  I was  behind  a,  a suspect  vehicle  traveling  eastbound  Larpenteur  and  I told 
Officer  Kauser  that  it  was  occupied  two  times  and  I couldn’t  make  out  who  the 
passenger  was.  And,  I told  him  that  the  driver  appeared  to,  match  the  physical 
description  of  our  suspect  from  the  strong  arm  robbery  and  I told  him  that ! 
wanted  to  wait  for  Officer,  1 told  Officer  Kauser  that  l wanted  to  wait  for  him  um 
for  backup.  Uh  just  in  case  cuz  I didn’t  know  who  1 was  pulling  over. 

DH  Right. 

JY  I just  knew  that  the  driver  matched  the  physical  description.  And  we  were 

approaching  the  intersection  of  Larpenteur  and  Sneiling  and  it’s  a very  busy 
intersection.  Uh  1 can’t  remember  what  time  it  was  specifically  but  1,  believe  it 
was  around  8:45-ish  to  9:00  o’clock-ish.  Um  and  it’s  still  pretty  busy  in  that  area. 
Heavy  traffic.  Uh  would  be  a close  heavy  foot  traffic  with  uh  walkers,  joggers.  Um 
people  living  in  the  apartments  in  that  area.  Uh  restaurants.  And  I decided  to 
initiate  the  traffic  stop  just  west  of  the  intersection,  on  Larpenteur  west  of  Fry 
Street. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Because,  just  in  case  anything  happened  I wanted  to  make  sure  that,  nobody's 
lives  were  in  jeopardy  and  we  were  out  of  heavy  traffic  and  innocent  bystanders 
and  uh  all  that.  And  uh  so  I initiated  the  traffic  stop.  At  that  point  Officer  Kauser 
got  behind  me.  Um  I was  keeping  my  eyes  on  the  vehicle  and 

DH  Just  let  me  stop  you  for  just  a second. 

JY  Yeah. 

DH  So  the  reason  that  you  did  all  this  stuff,  uh  you,  you  waited  for  a partner? 

JY  Yes  i waited  for  a partner  because... 

DH  Um,  you  waited  for  a safe  area  to  make  the  stop? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  And  this  is  based  on  information  because  this  guy  fit  the  description  of  an 
individual  that  had,  had  been  armed  and  committed  a robbery? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  The  week  prior  or  a couple  days  prior? 

JY  Uh  the  week  prior.  I... 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...  can’t  remember  what  day  but  it  was  last  week. 

DH  Okay.  But  typically,  under  normal  circumstances  you  conduct  traffic  stops  on 
your  own? 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Regular  traffic  stops? 

JY  Regular  traffic  stops  on  my  own: 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  I update  my  partners  if  I’m,  if  I’m  okay  code  4. 
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DH  Yeah. 

JY  Um  or  if  I need  their  backup. 

DH  And  code  4 just  for  people  that  don’t  understand  (inaudible) 

JY  Code  4 is,  meaning  you’re  okay. 

DH  (inaudible)  okay. . . 

JY  Don’t  need  assistance. 

DH  ...Pm  safe,  the  situation  has  been  deemed,  stable. 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And,  I initiated  the  traf,  what’s  that? 

DH  So  but  you  waited  for  a partner?  You,  called  a partner? 

JY  Yes  I waited  for  the  partner.  I waited  to  pass  the  partner  and  uh  I was  behind  the 
; vehicle  and  1 saw  my  partner  I was  about,  a quarter  mile  ahead  of  him.  And  he 
was  still  trying  to  catch  up. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  To,  get  behind  us.  And  I decided  to,  activate  my  emergency  lights  so  we  wouldn’t 
be  in  that  heavy  foot  traffic,  vehicle  area. 

DH  Okay 

JY  With  innocent  people  at  the  intersection  of  Larpenteur  and  Snelling. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  I just  wanted  to  be  as  safe  as  possible.  And  have  everybody  safe  as  possible. 
And  uh... 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...(sigh)  I activated  my  emergency  lights.  I started  getting  out  of  my  squad.  Um,  { 
can’t  remember  I had  my,  eyes  focused  on  the  driver  cuz  that’s  what  I always  do. 
I get  out  of  my  squad  vehicle  and  I approach  the  vehicle  as  I always  do.  Looking 
inside,  looking  for  any  furtive  movements.  Um  looking  to  see  who's  inside  the 
car.  And  as  soon  as  I get  up  to  the  car  I’m  hit  with  a,  odor  of  burning  marijuana. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  I know  it’s  already  been  smoked  and  I've  been  around  uh  through  my 

training  I’ve  been  around  burnt  marijuana  and  uh  as  a police  officer  I’ve  been 
around  burnt  marijuana  and  uh  fresh  marijuana. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  So  I know  the  distinct  smells  between  both. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  I smelled  burnt  marijuana.  And  then  I see  a female  child  in  the  back.  And  then  I 
see  a front  seat  passenger,  adult  female  uh  in  the  front  seat.  And  then  I see  the 
suspect  up  driving,  seatbelt  on  leaned  back  in  his  seat.  He  had  his,  left  arm  over 
the  steering  wheel  and  then  he  had  both  hands  in  view.  And  then... 
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DH  Initially? 

JY  Initially.  And  then  I told  them  the  reason  for  the  traffic  stop  and  then  I wasn't 

going  to  say  anything  about  the  marijuana  yet  because  I didn’t  want  to  scare  him 
or  have  him  react  in  a defensive  manner.  Urn,  he  didn't  make  direct  eye  contact 
with  me  and  it  was  very  hard  to  hear  him.  Uh  he  was  almost  mumbling  when  he 
was  talking  to  me.  And  he  was  directing  his  voice  away  from  me  as  he  was 
speaking  and  as  I was  asking  questions.  Uh  he  kept  his,  hands  in  view  and  then  I 
uh  l believe  I asked  for,  his  license  and  insurance.  And  then  I believe  they  told 
me,  they  asked  for  the  reason  for  my  traffic  stop.  And  I told  ’em  the  reason  was 
the  only,  I think  1 told  'em  the  only  rea,  the  reason  I pulled  you  over  is  because 
the  only  active  brake  light  working  was  the  rear  passenger  side  brake  light. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  1 received  the  insurance  and  then... 

(buzzing) 

JY  ...I  can’t  remember  if  l asked  for  his  ID  or  not  but  I,  I know  I asked  for  his  ID  or 
his  driver’s  license.  And  then  he  goes  I have  a gun.  And  as  I’m  telling  him  or  as 
he's  telling  me  that  he’s  reaching  down  between  his  right  leg,  his  right  thigh  area 
and  the  center  console. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  he’s  reaching  down  and  I believe  I’m  telling  him  something  along  the  lines  of 
don’t  reach  for  it,  don’t  do  it.  Referring  to  the,  uh  the  firearm. 

DH  Yep. 

JY  Because  usually  people  that  carry  firearms  carry  ’em  on  their  waistband.  Um  and 
or  in  between  the  seats  and  being  that  the  vehicle  smelled  the  inside  of  the 
vehicle  smelled  like  marijuana  um  I didn’t  know  If  he  was  keeping  it  on  him  for 
protection,  for,  from  a,  a drug  dealer  or  anything  like  that  or  any  other  people 
trying  to  rip  him.  Rip  him  meaning  steal  from  him. 

DH  Rob  him. 

JY  Um  rob  him,  Um  and  I couldn’t  see  uh  the  area  wi,  where  he  was  reaching  his 
hand  down  towards. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  I,  believe  I continued  to  tell  him  don’t  do  it  or  don’t  reach  for  it  and  he  still 
continued  to  move.  And,  it  appeared  to  me  that  he  had  no  regard  to  what  I was 
saying.  He  didn’t  care  what  1 was  saying.  He  still  reached  down. 

DH  He  didn’t  stop  moving  his  hand? 

JY  He  didn’t  stop  reaching,  for  his  hand  he,  he  didn’t  stop  moving  his  hand  and  it  still 
went  down. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  As  he  was  reaching  down  um  he,  turned  his  shoulder  kept  his  left  hand  on  the 
steering  wheel  and  then  canted  his  upper  body  and  blocked  my  view  of  his  right 
hand. 

DH  Okay. 
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JY  And,  at  that  point  I,  was  seared  and  I was,  in  fear  for  my  life  and  my  partner’s  life. 
And  for  the  little  girl  in  the  back  and  the  front  seat  passenger  and  he  dropped  his 
hand  down  and,  can’t  remember  what  1 was  telling  him  bet  1 was  telling 
something  as  his  hand  went  down  I think.  And,  he  put  his  hand  around 
something.  And  his  hand  made  like  a C shape  type  urn  type  shape  and  it 
appeared  to  me  that  he  was  wrapping  something  around  his  fingers  and  almost 
like  if  1 -were  to  put  my  uh  hand  around  my  gun  like  putting  my  hand  up  to  the  butt 
of  the  gun. 

DH  Okay, 

JY  That’s  what  it  appeared  to  me. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  1 lost  view  of  it.  Cuz  he  kept  canting  his  shoulder  and  then  I believe  I 
told  him  again  1 can’t  remember  don’t  do  it.  And  then  he  still  kept  moving  his 
hand  and  at  this  point ! looked  and  saw  something  in  his  hand.  It  was  dark  inside 
the  vehicle.  1 was  trying  to  fumble  my  way  through  under  stress  to  look  and  see 
what  it  was  to  make  sure  uh  what  i was  seeing.  But  1 wasn’t  given  enough  time 
and  like  1 said  he  had  no  regard  for  what  I was  saying.  Didn’t  follow  my  direction. 
And,  uh  he  started  reaching  out  and  then  pulling  uh  away  from  his  uh  his  right 
thigh.  I don!t  know  if  it  was  in  his  pocket  or  in  between  the  seats  or  the  center 
console.  But  i,  I know  he  had  an  object  and  it  was  dark.  And  he  was  pulling  it  out 
with  his  right  hand.  And  as  he  was  pulling  it  out  I,  a million  things  started  going, 
through  my  head.  And  1 thought  I was  gonna  die.  And,  I was  scared  because,  I 
didn't  know  if  he  was  gonna, ! didn’t  know  what  he  was  gonna  do.  He  just  had 
somethin’  uh  his  hands  and  he,  the  first  words  that  he  said  to  me  were,  some  of 
the  first  words  he  said  is  that  he  had  a gun.  And  I thought  he  was  reaching  for  the 
gun.  I thought  he  had  the  gun  in  his  hand,  in  his  right  hand.  And  i thought  he  had 
it  enough  to  where  ail  he  had  to  do  is  just  pull  it  out,  point  it  at  me.  move  his 
trigger  finger  down  on  the  trigger  and  let  off  rounds.  And  I had  no  other  option 
than,  to  take  out  my  firearm  and,  and  I shot.  Urn  I shot  him.  i don’t  remember  the 
first  couple  shots,  i,  believe  I remember  the  last  two  shots.  And  I believe  one  of 
the  shots  went  into  his  left  arm.  Urn,  as  I was  shooting  .uh  I,  I kept  watching  him. 
And  I,  I remember  smelling  the  gun  smoke  and  the  bright  flashes  from  the 
muzzle.  And  then  I heard,  a couple  pops  uh  from  my  firearm.  Um  and  then  my 
partner  was  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  vehicle.  Uh  watch,  looking  in  and  I 
directed  my  gunfire  down  as  best  as  i could.  Away  from,  not  trying  to  put  the  little 
girl’s  life  at  jeopardy  or  the  passenger  or  my  partner  because  they  were,  in  the 
line  of  my  fire. 

DH  Where  is  the  little  girl  seated? 

JY  She  was  seated  behf,  directly  behind  the  front  seat  passenger. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  But,  diagonal 

DH  Okay. 

JY  . Uh  from  where  I was  standing. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  Um,  so  basically  behind  the  driver.  And  then,  so... 
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DH  Behind  the  driver  or  the  passenger? 

JY  So  if  I’m  facing  the  driver. 

DH  Yeah. 

JY  She  was  di,  she  was  diagonal  from  him.  Behind  the  backseat  or  front  seat 
passenger. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  So  she  was  in  my  line  of  fire.  Urn  but  I,  made  sure  that  I directed  my  firearm 

down  and  as  best  as  I could  and  let  off  rounds  and  as  the  rounds  were  going  off  I 
thought  he  was  still  moving  for  his  gun  and,  (sigh)  I it  just  seemed  like  he  was 
pulling  out  the  gun  and  the  barrel  just  kept  coming,  it  seemed  like  something  was 
just  coming  out  and  I thought  it  was  a gun  and  i thought  it  was  a barrel  just 
coming  out  it  (inaudible)... 

DH  It  appeared  to  you,  it  appeared  he  had  his  gun  in  his  hand? 

JY  ...had  his  gun  in  his  hand. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  it,  was  big.  It  was  to  me  it  just  looked  big  and  apparent  that  he’s  gonna  shoot 
you,  he’s  gonna  kill  you.  Urn  this  is  your,  suspect  from  the  robbery.  And  uh  I let 
off  the  rounds  and  uh 

DH  Do  you  remember  what... 

JY  I don’t  remember  how  many  rounds  I let  off.  Urn  I remember  seeing  the,  last  two 
rounds  go  off  and  I remember  seeing  one  of  those  rounds  hit  him  In  the  arm.  Uh 
his  glasses  flew  off,  I’m  not  sure  if  it  was  from  gunfire  or  from  him  uh  whipping  his 
head  back  or  anything  like  that.  Uh  but  uh  as  that  was  happening  as  he  was 
pulling  at,  out  his  hand  I thought,  I was  gorina  die  and  I thought  if  he’s,  if  he  has 
the,  the  guts  and  the  audacity  to  smoke  marijuana  in  front  of  the  five  year  old  girl 
and  risk  her  lungs  and  risk  her  life  by  giving  her  secondhand  smoke  and  the  front 
seat  passenger  doing  the  same  thing  then  what,  what  care  does  he  give  about 
me.  And,  I let  off  the  rounds  and  then  after  the  rounds  were  off,  the  little  girls  was 
screaming,  I held  the  suspect  at  gunpoint.  His  arms  came  up  into  view.  And  they 
were  up  by  his  chest.  I can’t  remember  what  I said.  But  I acknowledged  this  little 
girl  first.  Cuz  1 wanted  her  to  be  safe  and  I told  Officer  Kauser  or  I toid  her  one  of 
the  two  to  go  run  out  of  the  car  and  run  to  Officer  Kauser  or  Officer  Kauser  to  get 
her.  And  then  I turned  my  attention  to  the  front  seat  passenger.  1 didn’t,  point  my 
firearm  at  her.  1 still  had  it  on  the  suspect.  Cuz  he  was  still  moving.  And  he, 

DH  Did  he  respond  to  you  in  any  way? 

JY  She?  He  did? 

DH  He,  after  he,  after  the  shots. 

JY  He,  no  he  did  not  respond.  Um  he  just  kept  his  arms  up  and  I don’t  remember 
hearing  anything  coming  out  of  his  mouth  if  he  said  anything.  I just  remember 
that... 

DH  Do  you  remember  seeing  anything  in  his  hand? 

JY  Um,  I don’t  remember  seeing  anything  in  his  hand. 
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DH  Okay. 

JY  Um  ! just  know  that  J saw  his  hands  in  view  and  his  hands  were  in  my  view  and 
that  uh  1 didn’t  see  anyth’,  I,  i didn’t  believe,  I didn't  see  anything  in  his  hands. 
And  then  um,  I directed  my  attention  to  the  front  seat  passenger  with  my  gun  still 
on  the  suspect.  Made  sure  she  was  all  right.  1 looked  back  to  the  little  girl  and  I 
think  she  was  in  the  arms  of  my  partner.  And  I think  she  was  all  right.  And  then 
the  front  seat  passenger  was,  screaming  and  then  1 heard  her  say  something 
about  four  shots  and  then  she  had  her  cell  phone  out  and,  I don’t  know  she,  she 
had  her  ceil  phone  out  and  I don’t  know  what  she  was  doing  with  it.  But  1 told  her 
to  keep  her  hands  in  view.  She  complied  with  my  direction.  And  she  kept  her 
hands  in  view,  around  the  dashboard  area  and  then  she,  and  the  uh  Roseville 
officers  arrived.  Officer  Kauser  was  the  first  one  to  say,  go  out  on  the  Ramsey 
County  main  saying  that  there  were  shots  fired.  I know  there  was  a little  bit  of 
confusion  because  dispatch  was  (coughs)  dispatch  uh  called  back  uh  for 
whoever  was  calling  to  say,  did  you  say  shots  fired  or  something  (ike  that  And 
then  uh  that’s  when,  a Roseville  officer  arrived  and  then  uh  I told  them  that  i had 
the  suspect  at  gunpoint.  And  two  officers  arrived  behind  me.  i don’t  remember 
who  they  were  but  they  were  Roseville  officers.  And  they  stood  behind  me  with 
their  guns  drawn  on  the  suspect  and  they  took  the  female  front  seat  passenger 
out  at  gunpoint  detained  her,  put  her  in  handcuffs,  escorted  her  back  to  one  of 
the  squads,  (pause)  Excuse  me,  sorry. 

DH  That’s  alright. 

JY  And  then,  I stayed  with  the  driver  until  1 was  relieved  by  two  of  the  Roseville 

officers.  And,  i re,  after  um  they  were  taking  care  uh  of  the  driver  um  tending  to 
his  needs.  I don’t  remember  what  they  were  doing  but  they,  one  of  the  officers 
escorted  me  to  ah,  little  berm  on  the  other  side,  away  from  the  scene,  away  from 
everybody,  and  1 remember  holstering  my  gun  and  people  were  across  the  street 
videotaping  and  we  called  for  a ambulance  right  away,  or  i assume. they,  they 
expected  to  send  a ambulance. ! can’t  remember.  But  I remember  getting  on  the 
radio  saying  that  there  were  shots  fired.  Um,  and  I remember,  I can’t  remember 
if  I said  bring  an  ambulance  um,  um,  and  then  I said  page  out  supervisors  as 
well.  And  then  uh,  they  escorted  me  over  to  the  other  side  of  the  berm  and  that’s 
when  I was  escorted  into  a unmarked  Roseville  squad  and  I was  escorted  by 
Officer  Brian  Anderson  from  Roseville  Police  Department,  um,  in  the  front 
passenger  seat  while  he  was  driving  up  to  St  Anthony  Police  Department,  where 
I was  placed  in  our,  one  of  our  squad  rooms  and  Officer  Kauser  ended  up  taking 
a separate  vehicle  from  us  and  sitting  in  a different  room.  Um,  we  had  no 
interaction.  We  still  haven’t  had  any  interaction. 

DH  You  haven’t  discussed  this  with  Officer  Kauser? 

JY  We  haven’t  discussed  this,  i haven’t  discussed  this  with  anybody, 

DH  Okay.' 

JY  L 

DH  Outside  of  your  council. 

JY  Correct. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  um,  they  took  photos  of  my  thumb,  ’cuz  i had  blood  running  down  my  hand. 
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DH  Okay. 

JY  On  the  inside  of  my  thumb,  and  on  the  top  of  my  hand. 

DH  Do  you  know  how  that  got  injured? 

JY  I don’t  remember  how  it  got  injured,  but  it  looks  like  1 may  have,  as  I was  drawing 
my  weapon  I was  trying  to  get  both  my  hands  on  the  firearm  um,  and  the  slide 
came  back  and  kicked  back  my  finger  and... 

D H Cut  your  finger. 

JY  ...  cut  my  finger. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  that's  what  I remember  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  um,  from  all  that. 

CO  You  did  a nice  job  articulating  that.  I just  had  a couple  follow  up  questions? 

JY  Yes. 

CO  If  that’s  all  right?  Um,  and  l don’t  know  if  we  um,  might  have  missed  this,  what’s 
your  badge  number? 

JY  My  badge  number  is  151. 

CO  Okay,  alright.  And  um,  your,  your,  we  talked  about  your  qualification  but  you’ve, 
you’ve  passed  and  your  fully  um,  firearms  you  currently  qualified  right? 

JY  Correct. 

CO  You  haven’t  had  any  issues  recently? 

JY  No  issues. 

CO  Okay.  And  we  just  I think  clarified  that  you  have  not  had  an  opportunity  to  watch 
the  video  from  your  squad  cam? 

JY  That  is  correct. 

CO  You  have  not,  okay.  And  how  did  you  become  aware  of  the  robbery  suspect  um, 

is  that  a briefing  item  is  it,  or  something  posted  at  the  PD,  is  there... 

JY  I was  actually  dispatched  to  that  call... 

CO  Okay. 

JY  ...  I was  the  secondary  Officer  that  arrived  on  scene  and... 

CO  So  your,  okay.  So  you  got,  you  were  one  of  the  officers  that  got  the  original 
description  from  the  victim? 

JY  Correct. 

CO  Okay. 

JY  And  I also  set  up  a perimeter  with  St.  Paul,  Roseville  Police  Departments  and 
gave  suspect  description  to  ail  them. 

CO  Okay. 

DH  You  just,  you  briefly  mentioned  that  you  watched  some  surveillance  video 
maybe? 
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JY  I watched  the  security  cameras  inside  of  2424  Larpenteur  and  urn... 

DH  That’s  how  you  saw  the... 

JY  That’s,  that’s  how  1 saw  the... 

DH  Description  of  the  suspect? 

JY  ...  description  of  the  suspects. 

DH  Okay. 

JY  And  then  I was  also  told  that  by  the  victim  as  well. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  The  video  on  your  squad's  um,  I know  how  most  of  them  are  triggered  but  I just 
want  to  confirm  is  yours  triggered  um,  by  hitting  the  emergency  lights  or  is  it 
triggered  manually  and... 

DH  That’s  correct  it’s  triggered  once  I activate  emergency  lights. 

CO  Okay.  And,  and,  and  in  this  instance,  in  this  event  um,  that’s  what  happened 
right? 

JY  Yes. 

CO  Okay.  The  um,  what  was  the  distance  that  you  followed  the  subject  vehicle  until 
you,  or  your  backup  was  close,  where,  where  did  you  first  encounter... 

JY  Um,  in  the  City  of  Lauderdale,  near  the  intersection  of  Larpenteur  and  Eustis, 
that’s  the  last  main  intersection  that  I initially  see,  seen  um,  the  suspect  vehicle 
and  suspect. 

CO  Okay. 

JY  Um,  and  then... 

CO  So  for  my  benefit  what’s  the  distance  in  terms  of... 

JY  About  two  miles. 

CO  Okay. 

JY  That  I followed  'em  until  my  backup  arrived. 

CO  And  in  your  estimation  um,  and  you  may  not  have  an  answer  to  this,  but  in  your 
estimation  did  the,  the  driver  of  this  vehicle  um,  have  any  idea  that  he  was  being 
followed  by  a squad?  Do  you  have  any  feeling  about  that? 

JY  1 can’t  say  that  he  did... 

CO  Okay,  there’s  no  obvious  sign... 

JY  ...but  I,  yeah.  I,  I was  behind  ’em  and  it  was  apparent  that  I was  behind  'em. 

CO  For  a distance  of  approximately  two  miles? 

JY  Distance,  I would,  for  about  two.  miles  and  there  was  probably  about  um  between 
. my  fully  marked  squad  and  his  vehicle  1 would  say  there’s  about  four  to  five  car 
lengths  and  there  was  nobody  around  us. 

CO  Okay  so  there  weren’t  any  vehicles... 

JY  % Or  between  us. 
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CO  ...  between  the  two  of  you  for  a distance  of  about  two  miles,  is  that  right? 

JY  There  were  other  cars  in  the,  in  the,  in  the  roadway,  f can’t  remember... 

CO  Okay,  at  any  given  point... 

JY  At  any  given  point. . . 

CO  ...  there  may  have  been  vehicles  in  between? 

JY  Yes. 

GO  Okay. 

J Y But  i remember  from  Larpenteur  and  Fairview  that  we  were  the  only  vehicles  urn, 

in  that  area  traveling  east  bound  and  all  other  urn,  regular  traffic  was  behind  us 
and  um,  from  Fairview  and  Larpenteur  to  Fry  Street  and  Larpenteur  where  the 
traffic  stop  took  place,  um,  I would  say  it’s  about  quarter  mile? 

CO  Occasionally  in  your,  in  your  patrol  functions  you’ve  seen  drivers  that  are  aware 
that  there  being  followed  by  virtue  of  seeing  them  look  in  there  mirrors  but  that 
didn’t  happen  in  this  case? 

JY  Correct. 

CO  That  you  remember?  Okay. 

JY  I wasn't  looking  in  the  mirrors  I was  looking  for  him  trying  to  stuff  anything  in  the 
seats  or... 

CO  Okay. 

JY  ...  the  front  seat  passenger  was  trying  to  do  anything, 

CO  Furtive  movements? 

JY  Yes.  I was  looking  for  that  cuz  I mean  I,  I do  look  to  see  if  there  looking  in  there 
side  mirrors  or  rear  view  mirrors  as  well. 

DH  And  you  didn't  see  any  of  those? 

JY  And  I didn’t  direct  my  attention  to  any  of  those  cuz  I,  my  main  concern  was  to  see 
if  he  had,  was  stuffing  anything  or  reaching  down  anywhere  or  dropping  his 
hands  from  the  steering  wheel  or  anything  like  that. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  Do  you  know  if  your  car  to  car  channel  is  um  audio  recorded? 

JY  I am  not  sure. 

CO  Okay. 

DH  And  that  would  have  been  the  Ramsey  radio  car  to  car,  or  Hennepin  car  to  car? 

JY  No  our  car  to  car  is,  can  be  monitored  basically  by  anybody,  but  St.  Anthony 
Police  Officers  just  use  it  and... 

DH  Okay. 

JY  ...  Roseville,  our  neighboring  agencies  can  monitor  it... 

DH  Okay. 
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JY 


Um,  but  like  I said  we  have  two  radios  in  our  squad  cars,  basically  the  county 
were  in,  we  put  our  main  radio  as,  so  I was  in  Ramsey  County  so  I had  my  main 
radio,  which  is  at  the  bottom  near  my  left  leg,  left  thigh,  l have  that  bn  Ramsey 
County  and  then  on  the  top  radio,  which  we  use  for  um,  traffic  and  just  talking  car 
to  car  with  our  partners,.. 

DH  Um-hm. 

JY  ...  um,  have  um,  the  opposite  county  so  which  would  be  yesterday  I had 

Hennepin  County  as  the  main  radio  ta  be  primary  and  I was  on  car  to  car  um 
talking  and  advising  Officer  Kauser  of  um,  my  traffic  and  description  and  or,  all 
the  details  entailing  the,  my  traffic  stop. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  I’m  gonna  go  back  to  the  fingers  uh  wrapped  around  the,  the  object  and  the  hand 
uh  that  you  observed  uh  1 think  that  was  your  wording.  How  big  was  this  object  if 
you  were  trying  to  quantify  that? 

JY  It  was,  to  me  it  looked  like  it  was  uh  wrapped  around  the  butt  of  a gun  so. 

CO  Okay. 

JY  Ofum... 

CO  The  sun... 

JY  ...butt  of  a gun. 

CO  This  is  occurring  at  roughly  9 p.m.  Is  that  right? 

JY  That’s  around  that  time.  1 can’t  remember. 

CO  (inaudible)  has  set  I mean  the  lighting  conditions  is  what  I’m  getting  at. 

JY  Ye-,  yeah  1 can’t  remember.  I... 

CO  Okay. 

JY  Around  what  time  it  was.  I wasn’t  paying  attention  to  that.  My  main  concern  was 
officer  safety  and  citizen  safety. 

CO  I understand,  um  was  it  hard  for  you  to  see  because  the  of  the  lighting  conditions 
uh  inside  the  passenger  compartment  or  was  it  uh... 

JY  Yes. 

CO  Okay. 

JY  Yes. 

CO  Alright  and  this  person  in  this  car  as  we  talked  to  you  today  do  you  know  this 
person's  name? 

JY  No,  I do  not. 

CO  Okay.  Do  you  have  any  indications  that  you’ve  had  previous  dealing  with  this 
person? 

JY  No,  I do  not. 

CO  Okay  and  approximately  and  time  is  hard  especially  when,  when  stresses  uh 

apparent  but  what  was,  from  the  time  he  mentioned  to  you  that  he  had  a firearm.

Kauser  told  agents 
that  he  has  been  employed  as  a Patrol  Officer  for  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  for  the 
last  3.5  years.  Kauser  told  agents  that  he  has  received  training  in  use  of  force  and 
firearms.  Agents  had  Kauser  describe  his  uniform  and  duty  equipment.  Kauser  told  agents 
that  he  is  currently  assigned  to  work  the  night  shift,  which  is  6:00  PM  to*  6:00  AM. 

Kauser  was  asked  to  tell  agents  about  the  incident  involving  his  partner.  Kauser  said  that 
he  was  contacted  by  his  partner  Jeronimo  Yanez  on  the  radio.

Kauser  told  agents  that  the  driver  did  appear  to  fit  the  description  of  the 
robbery  suspect  Kauser  told  agents  that  Yanez  approached  the  vehicle  on  the  drivers 
side.  Kauser  told  agents  that  he  heard  Yanez  say  “don’t  reach  for  it.”  Kauser  said  that  the 
driver  had  shifted  himself  in  the  seat  and  was  leaning  on  his  right  butt  cheek.  Kauser  said 
the  driver  had  put  his  right  hand  on  his  hip.  Kauser  told  agents  that  he  wasn’t  sure  what 
the  driver  was  reaching  for.  Kauser  said  he  heard  gun  shots  being  fired.  Kauser  said  that 
he  called  out  that  shots  had  been  fired  on  his  portable  radio.  Kauser  was  asked  to  provide 
the  description  of  the  driver.  Kauser  indicated  that  the  driver  was  a black  male  in  his  mid 
to  late  twenties.  Kauser  said  that  the  driver  had  long  dreads  and  was  wearing  glasses. 
Kauser  said  that  he  believed  that  he  heard  3-8  gun  shots. 

Kauser  told  agents  that  after  the  shooting  had  stopped  he  removed  the  female  child  from 
the  back  seat  of  the  car.  Kauser  said  he  placed  the  child  in  his  squad.  Kauser  said  that 
Roseville  Police  Officers  arrived  on  scene  to  assist  them.  Kauser  told  agents  that  the 
Roseville  officers  removed  the  adult  female  from  the  car  and  placed  her  with  the  child  in 
his  squad.  Kauser  then  noted  that  paramedics  arrived  and  cared  for  the  male  driver. 

Kauser  said  that  the  ranking  Si.  Anthony  Police  Officer  Tressa  Sunde  arrived  on  scene. 

‘ Kauser  told  agents  that  Sunde  directed  him  to  return  to  the  St  Anthony  Police 
Department,  which  he  did.  SA1C  Mueller  asked  Kauser  when  he  noticed  that  Yanez  had 
drawn  his  duty  gun.  Kauser  responded  telling  the  agents  that  his  view  of  his  partner  was 
obstructed  by  the  car  and  that  he  didn’t  know  that  Yanez  had  drawn  his  duty  weapon  until 
he  heard  the  shots  being  fired.  SAIC  Mueller  asked  Kauser  if  he  was  near  when  the 
subject  was  removed  from  the  car,  Kauser  said  he  wasn’t  SAIC  Mueller  asked  Kauser  if 
die  child  had  said  anything  to  him  as  he  removed  her  from  the  car,  Kauser  said  she  that

she  was  screaming  and  crying.  Kauser  said  the  child  had  said  things  however  he  couldn't 
recall  what  they  were.  Kauser  was  asked  if  the  adult  female  had  said  anything  to  him. 
Kauser  told  agents  that  she  had  told  him  the  driver  had  a permit  to  carry  a concealed  gun. 
The  female  told  Kauser  that  her  boyfriend  had  told  the  other  officer  (Yanez)  that  he  had  a 
permit  to  carry.  SA  Henning  asked  Kauser  if  he  had  spoken  with  his  partner,  Kauser  said 
that  he  had  asked  Yanez  if  he  was  ok  because  he  could  see  Yanez  was  upset,  Kauser 
noted  that  when  he  spoke  with  Yanez,  Officer  Sunde  was  present.  Kauser  said  that  he 
hadn’t  spoken  with  anyone  in  reference  to  the  shooting.  Kauser  told  agents  that  he  had 
driven  Officer  Sunde’s  squad  car  back  to  the  police  department  and  Yanez  was 
transported  to  the, St  Anthony  Police  Department  by  a Roseville  officer. 

SA1C  Mueller  asked  Kauser  if  he  could  see  the  driver’s  hands.  Kauser  said  that  when  he 
heard  Yanez  say  don’t  reach  for  it  the  subject  had  his  hand  near  his  right  hip.  Kauser  said 
that  he  had  not  seen  any  sudden  movements  but  that  the  subject  had  continued  to  move 
after  being  told  not  to  reach  for  it.  SAIG  Mueller  asked  Kauser  if  the  female  had  been 
talking  during  the  traffic  stop.  Kauser  said  that  he  wasn’t  sure  and  that  he  couldn’t  hear 
her  from  where  he  was  at.  SAIC  Mueller  asked  Kauser  if  he  had  any  previous  contact 
with  any  of  these  people,  Kauser  indicated  that  he  hadn’t  had  contact  with  any  of  the 
people  involved.  SA  Henning  asked  Kauser  if  any  of  the  windows  on  the  subject’s  car 
were  down,  Kauser  said  he  wasn’t  sure.  Agents  completed  the  interview  at  about  1:2 6 
AM.  Kauser  was  asked  if  he  would  complete  a diagram  of  the  scene  which  he  agreed  to 
do,  acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/13.2.  Prior  to  finishing  the  interview  agents  asked  to 
inspect  Officer  Kauser’ s duty  pistol  which  he  was  still  wearing.  Agents  found  that  his 
pistol  was  fully  loaded  with, a round  chambered.  The  agents  also  asked  to  inspect  the 
extra  magazines  which  Officer  Kauser  was  wearing  on  his  duty  belt.  Agents  found  that 
the  extra  magazines  were  fully  loaded  as  well.  The  pistol  and  magazines  were  returned  to 
Officer  Kauser.

DH  Okay  and  the  car  that  you  were  driving  tonight  was  that,  did  that  have  a,  a recorder  or  a 
dash  cam  on  it? 

JK  It  did.  it  was  not  recording  at  the  time  of  incident 

DH  Okay  um,  is  it,  is  it  normal  that  they  aren’t  recording? 

JK  Uh  typically  if  you’re  backing  up  someone  on  a traffic  stop  their  squad  is  obstructing  your 
view. 

DH  Okay. 

JK  So  it’s  not,  all  the  time  where  you’re  recording  on  a backup  traffic  stop. 

DH  Okay.  Okay  um  so,  today  is  the  7th  but  there  was  an,  an  incident  the  day  prior  on  the  6th. 

Were  you  scheduled  to  work  on  that  day? 

JK  Yes  I was. 

DH  Okay  and  you  reported  for  your  shift  at  what  time? 

JK  At  1 800  hours  or  6:00  pm. 

DH  6:00  and  your  shift  is  what  6:00  to? 

JK  6:00  pm  to  6:00  am 

DH  Okay  so  you  work  a twelve  hour  shift? 
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JK  Yes. 

DH  Okay  so  during  that  shift  did  you,  can  you  tell  me  about  the  incident  in  question?  How  you 
were  made  aware  of  it  and...

And  then  there  were  shots  fired,  After  the 
shots  were  fired  I called  out  on  the  Ramsey  County  West  main  channel  that  there  were 
shots  fired  and  our  location.  Um,  I ran  up  to  the  car  after  the  shots  had  subsided.  And  I 
grabbed  the  juvenile  female  out  from  the  rear  passenger  seat  and  I brought  her  back  to  my 
squad  for  her  safety. 

DH  Okay  so  during,  the  course  of  this  uh  traffic  stop  where  were  you  exactly? 

JK  I was  on  the  passenger  side  near  the  rear  passenger  door. 

DH  Okay.  And  this  was  a four  door  vehicle? 

JK  Yes  it  was. 

DH  Can  you  describe  the  vehicle?  If  you  remember. 

JK  (sigh)  I,  I can’t  remember  I can't  even  remember  what  color  it  was  I just  remember  it  was  a, 
a four  door  vehicle  and  the,  the  description  of  the  occupants.

Um 
she  was,  instructed  on  the  sidewalk  and  she  was  handcuffed  by  Roseville  officers.

JK  Her  and  the  juvenile  female  were  then  put  in  the  rear  seat  of  my  squad  car.

And  uh,  the 
police,  one  of  the  officers  directed  us  in  so  we  pulled,  I pulled  the  ambulance  real  close  to 
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where  the  patient  was,  the,  one  of  the  officers  was  doing  CFR.  Um,  then  when  I got  out  of 
the  medic  rig,  I grabbed  the  back  board  and  got  that,  started  to  get  that  ready  and  uh,  Juan 
Cortez  help  me  with  the  back  board.  And  then,  he  took  over  that  and  then  I went  around  the 
back  sta  get  the  stretcher  out,  then  I brought  the  stretcher  over  to  the  patient  and  everybody 
was  already  around  'em  by  that  time.  So,  we,  they  were  still  doing  CPR,  we  got  the  back 
board  in  place.  After  the  backboard  was  in  place,  they  rolled  him  over  on  his  right  side  so 
that  they  could  look  for  more  wounds,  you  know  check  the  back  of  the  body.  Um,  and  then 
when  we  rolled  'em  back  over  towards  onto  the  board  um,  as  the  pistol  was  exposed.  So, 
one  of  the  officers  took  the  pistol  out  of  his  right  side  and  then  he  set  that  on  the  ground  and 
then  we  finish  putting  him  on  the  long  board  and  buckled  'em  in.  Put  him  on  the  stretcher 
and  then  put  the  stretcher  in  the  ambulance.  Um,  and  then  at  that  time  I tried  to  go  up  and 
help  a little  bit  but  there’s  already  five  other  guys  in  the  rig.  So,  I just  went  back  to  the 
driver’s  seat.

Cortez,  DOB:  09/04/1978.  Cortez  is  employed  by  the  St  Paul  Fire  Department  as  an  EMT/Fire fighter. 
Cortez  told  agents  that  he  has  been  employed  by  the  SPED  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  interview  was 
conducted  at  St.  Paul  Fire  Station  #23,  located  at  1926  Como  Ave  West,  KIN  55108.  The  interview  was 
recorded  and  will  be  placed  on  a CD,  acquisition  of  exhibit  201 6-433/16.1.  The  recording  will  be 
transcribed  and  attached  to  tins  report 

Cortez  told  agents  that  he  was  working  on  07/06/20 1 6 with  5 others,  which  included  Captain  Lam’ 
Goodman.  Cortez  said  that  he  recalled  being  called  to  a medical  in  the  area  of  Larpenteur  Ave  and  Fry  Si.  in 
Falcon  Heights.  Cortez  told  agents  that  the  original  call  came  out  as  shots  fired.  Cortez  said  that  all  staff 
responded  to  this  call  which  is  standard  operating  procedure  with  medicals.  Cortez  said  that  he  remembered 
seeing  a female  officer  providing  cover  to  other  officers  a short  distance  from  the  scene.  Cortez  told  agents 
that  it  took  about  4-5  minutes  to  respond  to  the  scene. 

Cortez  said  that  as  fire  personnel:  arrived  he  observed  a police  officer  doing  CFR  on  an  African  American 
male.  Cortez  said  that  the  male  was  laying  on  his  back  in  the  street  near  a car*  Cortez  said  that  that  there 
wore  other  officers  standing  nearby.  Cortez  said that  he  immediately  went  to  get  the  stretcher  from  the 
ambulance  after  exiting  the  engine.  Cortez  said  that  when  he  got  to  the  patient  with  the  back  board  the 
group  started  to  move. the  patient  into  position  onto  the  backboard  and  a pistol  fell  from  the  patients  right 
side  pants  pocket  Cortez  described  the, pistol  felling  from  the  lower  mid  area  of  the  patients  pants.  Cortez 
told  agents  that  a police  officer  had  yelled  gun  when  the  pistol  fell  from  the  patients  pants.  Cortez  said  that 
an  officer  moved  the  gun  away.  Cortez  said  that  the  same  officer  that  yelled  gun  was  die  one  that  moved  the 
gun.  away. 

Corteztold  agents  that  the  patient  had  no  signs  of  life  but  was  transported  to  Hennepin  County  Medical 
Center.  Cortez  said  that  he  rode  in  the  back  of  the,  ambulance  while  the  patient  was  transported  to  HCMC. 
Cortez  was  asked  if  he  or  others  cut  Use  patients  clothing  offi  Cortez  said  that  he  didn't  believe  they  cutoff 
any  clothes.  Cortez  said  that  after  the  patient  was.  turned  over  to  medical  staff  at  HCMC  he  returned  to  the 
ambulance  and  cleaned  it.  SA  Henning  asked  Cortez  to  draw  a diagram  of  the  some  which  hedid, 
acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/16,2.  The  diagram  will  be  held  as  evidence. 


DH  Okay  the  recorder  is  going.  This  is  Doug  Henning  Pm  a Special  Agent  with  the  Minnesota 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Apprehension.  The  date  today  is  uh  7-8-201 6.  Time  right  now  is  12:23 
P-M.  Um  Pm  here  with  my  partner  Special  Agent  Mike  Pritzlaff,  Um  this,  is  in  reference  to 
case  number  2018-433.

JC  Correct. 

DH  Middle  name  Manuel,  M-A-N-U-E-L,  last  name  Cortez,  C-O-R-T-E-Z.  Your  date  of  birth  9-4 
of  1978  is  that  correct? 

JC  That  is  correct 

DH  Okay  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  interview  the  address  for  you  is  1926  Como  Avenue  West, 

St  Paul,  Minnesota  and  Pm  not  sure  of  the  zip  code  right  now  well  add  that  later.  Um  your 
phone  number  here  at,  at  work  is  651-644-7930  is  that  correct? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um  Juan  can  you  tell  me  where  you’re  employed? 

JC  lJm  employed  with  the  City  of  St  Paul  as  a fire  fighter.  St  Paul  Fire. 

DH  Okay  arid  how  long  have  you  been  a fire  fighter? 

JC  Pve  been  a fire  fighter  for  ten  years. 

DH  Okay.  Um  can  you  tell  me  about  what  your  duties  are  here? 

JC  Pm  a EMT 

DH  Okay 

JC  And  also  a fire  fighter 

DH  So  what  does  that  include?  Tell  me  what  your  duties  typically  are. 

JC  (inaudible)  respond  to  dwelling  fires  as  well  as  car  fires.  We  put  out  whatever  fire  that  come 
about  uh  Pm  an  emergency  medical  technician. 

DH  What  is  that? 

JC  Uh  we  service  the  uh  St  Paul  for  medical  uh  alerts. 

DH  So  you  respond  to  medicals? 

JC  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Um  and  you’re  EMT  are  you  EMT  basic,  EMT... 

JC  EMT  basso 
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DH  Okay.  So  are,  are  there,  are  there  EMT’s  as  well  as  para,  or  a EMT  paramedics... 

JC  No 

DH  . . .here  in  the  fire  department? 

JC  EMT's  or  paramedics. 

DH  Or  paramedics? 

JC  Or  paramedics. 

DH  So  you’re  not  a fire  fighter  and  a paramedic? 

JC  There  are  fire  fighter  paramedics.  You’re  either  a fire  fighter  EMT  or  a fire  fighter  paramedic. 

DH  Okay  so,  when  you  guys  get  called  to  these,  these  medicals  who  goes?  Is  eh  is  there 
always  paramedics  on  duty? 

JC  there  are  always  paramedics  on  duty. 

DH  Okay  so  what's  the  protocol  when  you  get  a call  for  like  a medical? 

JC  Um  everybody  here  at  the  station  goes.  Uh  whoever  is  if  we're  full  um  staffed  (inaudible)... 

DH  What's... 

JC  ...medic. 

DH  What’s  full  staff? 

JC  Um  well  full  staff  is  when,  we’re  a super  medic... 

DH  (inaudible) 

JC  ...  here  at  station  23  so  it’s  (inaudible) 

DH  Okay 

JC  Uh  there  are  four,  there  are  four  people  on  the  crew  on  the  engine. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  A medic,  a captain  and  two  fire  fighters  usually  in  the  back. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  then  on  the  medic  rig  there  is  a paramedic  and  an  EMT. 

DH  Okay, 

JC  So  we  all  respond  together. 

DH  Okay  so  in  the  ambulance,  there’s  a paramedic  and  an  EMT? 

JC  That's  correct. 

DH  And  then  on  the... 

JC  Engine. 

DH  ...on  the  engine? 

JC  Typically  the  Captain,  the  FEO  and  the  driver.  And  two  firefighters  in  the  back. 

DH  The  Captain  and  what’d  you  say? 

JC  The  Captain  and  the  driver. 

DH  The  Captain  but  you  said  FPO? 

JC  He’s  the  FEO,  the  driver  is  the  FEO. 
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DH  FEO? 

JC  Yes. 

DH  F-E-O 

JC  That’s  his  title. 

DH  Or  driver? 

JC  Correct 

DH  What  does  FEO  stand  for? 

JC  Field  equipment  operator. 

DH  A field  engine  operator,  equipment  operator,  okay. 

JC  Yes. 

DH  Okay  and  the  and  then  how  many  additional  people  besides  those  two? 

JC  Two. 

DH  Two? 

JC  Two  in  the  back 

DH  Two  in  the  back. 

JC  Usually  they’re  firefighters  but  it  could  be  a medic  or  a firefighter  depending  on  who’s  filling 
that  spot  that  day. 

DH  Okay.  So  typically  it’s  six  people  on  a shift. 

JC  For  a super  medic  which  is  our  station. 

DH  Super  medic.  Okay. 

JC  So  usually  six  all  together  respond. 

DH  Okay  so  when  you  have,  when  you  have  any  medical  at  all. .. 

JG  Six  people  respond. 

DH  ..  .everybody  responds? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  Six  people  respond.  And,  okay  so  can  you  tell  me  were  you  working  on  the  6^?  So  like  two 
days  ago? 

JC  S was  working  on  the  6th. 

DH  Okay  um,  what  are  you  shifts  here? 

JC  Uh  we  work  24  hours. 

DH  You  work  24.  „ 

JC  On,  24  hours  off. 

DH  Okay.  Okay  so  you  were  working  on  the  of  July? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  I just  want  to  draw  your  attention  to  a call  for  service.  Um  in  the  area  of  Larpenteur  and  Fry. 
Did  you  respond  to  that? 

JC  Yes  I did. 
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DH  Can  you  tel!  me  about  that? 

JC  Yes  I can.  The  call  came  In  as  a shots  fired.  Um  we  ail  jumped  in  the  engine.  We  didn’t  get 
the  information  right  away  as  to  what  exactly  had  been,  happening. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  uh  we  responded. 

DH  Remember  aboutwhat  time  that  was? 

JC  it  was  around  9:00 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  we  went  to  the  call  and  as  we  turned  onto  Larpenteur 
DH  That’s,  I just  want  to  stop  for  a second,  9:00  P.M.  right? 

JC  YES. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Sorry. 

DH  Okay  so  you  responded? 

JC  Wasn’t  really  sure  where  we  were  gonna  go.  Where  we  were  gonna  come  in  to  but  uh  as 

soon  as  we  turned  onto  Larpenteur  we  noticed  that  one  of  the  uh  there  was  an  officer 
providing  cover,  for  the  uh  rest,  rest  of  the  officers  we  could  actually  see  down  the  road. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  I didn’t  see  what  they  were  doing 
DH  Okay 

JC  But  then  I realized  that  it  was  something  serious. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  we  drove  by  her  and  uh... 

DH  And'  when  you  say  providing  cover  what  did  you  see?  Exactly. 

JC  She  had  an  assault  rifle,  providing  cover  for  the  officers  that  were  down  the  street.  She  was 
behind  her  vehicle,  knelt  down,  providing  cover. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  uh  we  drove  by  her,  went  down  to  the  scene.  And  1 was  standing  up  trying  to  see  what’s 
happening. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  uh  the  officers  there,  they  had  a guy  down  on  the  ground. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  they  were  doing  CPR. 

DH  So,  there  was  a person  outside  the  vehicle? 

JC  Outside  the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  On  the  floor. 

DH  Okay. 
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JC  And  there  was  an  officer  doing  CPR, 

DH  On  the  floor  or  on  the  ground? 

JC  On  the  ground. 

DH  So.  on  the  street? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  uh  as  we  pulled  up  my  first  thought  was  we  need  to  get  him  up  into  the  ambulance  and 
get  him  to  the  hospital. 

DH  Right 

JC  Uh,  as  well  as  treatment. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  uh  I jumped  out,  everybody  jumped  out  at  the  same  time.  And  I went  for  the  stretcher  in 
the  medic  rig.  So  we  can  get  him  on  the  stretcher  and  get  him  into  the  rig.  The  Captain 
called  out  for  a backboard. 

DH  Okay  can  you,  can  you  identify,  who  the  captain  was? 

JC  Larry  Goodman. 

DH  is  Larry  here  today? 

JC  Yes  he  is. 

DH  Okay.  Who  else  was  there? 

JC  Uh  Eric  T orgerson. 

DH  You  know  how  to  spell  his  last  name? 

JC  No  (laughs) 

DH  Torgerson? 

JC  Torgerson  yeah. 

DH  What's  his,  his  job? 

JC  He’s  a paramedic. 

DH  Okay  so  he  was  in  the  ambulance? 

JC  Yes  he  was. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  No  he  was  in  the. engine  with  me. 

DH  Oh  he  was? 

JC  Yes  he  was. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Larry  Goodman  was  in  the  engine,  Eric  was  in  the  engine  with  me.  And  our  driver  is  the 

pool  guy  he  isn’t  usually  here. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  His  name  is  Joe  Baiazs. 

DH  Joe? 
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JC  Balazs 

DH  Balazs.  So  he  just  floats  from  station... 

JC  That,  that’s  correct. 

DH  ...to  station?  Okay. 

JC  Yes. 

DH  To  fill  vacations  or  whatever? 

JC  Exactly  the  FEO  is  on  vacation  now. 

DH  Okay.  Urn 

JC  So  the  ambulance  pulled  in  ahead  of  us.  They  were  in  front  of  us. 

DH  So  who  else  was  on  the,  on  the  rig  then? 

JC  On  the  engine  or? 

DH  There  should  have  been  oh  yeah  you  were  on  the  rig  as  well. 

JC  1 was  (inaudible) 

DH  And  who  was  in  the  ambulance? 

JC  The  ambulance  was  Mike  Paidar,  also  a paramedic. 

DH  Paidar? 

JC  Paidar,  P-A-l-D-A-R  I believe. 

DH  Okay.  And  who  was  with  him? 

JC  Zach  Johnson.  EMT.  Who  was  also  driving  at  the  time. 

DH  Okay.  Okay  so  you, guys  pull  up. 

JC  We  all  pulled  up  about  the  same  time.  Jumped  out.  As  I was  getting  out  one  of  the  police 
officers  was  doing  CPR. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Um  ! went  for  the  stretcher.  And  the  Captain  yelled  at  me  to  get  a backboard  from  the  medic 
rig.  So  1 went  and  grabbed  the  backboard  and  the  collar  and  brought  it  over. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  We  were  trying  to  situate  everything  to  get  the,  patient  maneuvered  so  we  can  get  him  onto 
the  backboard. 

DH  Okay, 

JC  Um  we  started  putting  a collar,  and  the  blocks  on  his  neck 

DH  Let  me  stop  you  for  a second.  When  you  approached  the  scene  the  officers. 

JC  Yes. 

DH  What  did  you  see? 

JC  Um  there  was  one  officer  down  on  his  knees  doing  CPR  at  the  time. 

DH  Yeah. 

JC  And  I feel  like  the  rest  of  'em  were  pretty  much,  standing  around  him.  Um  as  soon  as  I got 
there  I saw  the  patient  and  1 knew  that  he  needed  help.  My  focus  was  mainly  on  the  patient. 

DH  Okay. 
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JC  Sol  really  didn’t  focus  on  anyone  else. 

DH  You  didn’t  see  anything  around? 

JC  No. 

DH  Any,  any  other  stuff  laying  around? 

JC  No. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  No  I saw  the  patient,  went  for  the  patient 
DH  Okay. 

JC  So  uh  we  started  maneuvering  everything  to  get  ready  for  the  backboard  to  slide  up 
underneath  him.  Moving  the  seatbelts  and... 

DH  Okay. 

JC  ...collaring  him  and  uh  one  of  the  officers  called  out  if  he  should,  the  officer  that  was  doing 
CPR  called  out  if  he  should  continue  CPR.  And  I told  him  to  continue. 

DH  Yeah. 

JC  Cuz  we  were  still  prepping  everything. 

DH  Yeah. 

JC  And,  as  we  were  prepping... 

DH  I'm  gonna  stop  you  for  just  a second.  From  the  time  that  you  guys  got  the  call. 

JC  Yes 

DH  To  the  time  that  you  got  there  how  uh  how  long  do  you  think  it  took  you?  Just  estimate. 

JC  Four,  five  minutes.  I,  yes  it  wasn’t  that  long. 

DH  Okay.  Okay  go  ahead. 

JC  So  as  we  were,  maneuvering  the  patient  to  get  the  backboard  underneath  of  him,  a pistol  fell 
out  of  his  pants. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Um  it  looked  like  It  was  not  on  his  right  side  pocket  but  lower,  mid  area. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  One  of  the  police  officer,  officers  yelled  uh  gun  and  well  it  was  already  on  the  ground. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  we  continue  to,  package  him.  He  grabbed  the  pistol  and... 

DH  Who  did,  the  police  officer? 

JC  One  of  the  police  officers  that  were  standing  there. 

DH  Okay.  You  don’t  know  who  that  officer  was  do  you? 

JC  No.  No. 

DH  Okay. 

MP  And  you  were,  sorry  for  interrupting,  when  you  were  demonstrating  you  moved  your  hand  to 
the  right.  Do  you  recall  what  side  the  weapon  was  on? 

JC  Oh  it  was  on  the  right  side.  I came,  I brought  the  board  to  his  left  side. 
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MP  Okay. 

JC  He  was  urn,  the  car  let  me  think  here  just  a second  and  get  oriented.  The  car  was  headed 
east  He  was  down  on  the  ground.  The  police  officer  was  on  his  left  side  doing  CPR.  I came 
onto  his  right  side.  Brought  the  board  in  next  to  him  and  then  we  had  to  slide  it,  lift  him  and 
slide  him  uh  the  board  underneath  him.  And  as  we  were  jostling  him  the  pistol  fell  out  of  his 
pocket  on  his  right  side. 

DH  So  what  HI  have  you  do  at  the  end  is  I,  I may  just  ask  you  to  diagram... 

JC  Okay. 

DH  ...the  scene.  And  then  just,  just  kinda  show  us  where  everything  was.  But  we’ll  do  that  at  the 
end  okay? 

JC  Okay. 

DH  Um  so  the  pistol  fails  out. 

JC  Yes. 

DH  Did,  you  said  you  yelled  gun  or  the  officers  yelled  gun? 

JC  Yeah  one  of  the  officers  did. 

DH  Okay,  (pause)  Can  you  tell  me  if  that  same  officer  picked  it  up  or  you  weren’t  looking? 

JC  The  same  officer  picked  it  up.  And  the  officer  was  doing  CPR  there  was  another  one  next  to 

him  on  his  right,  he’s  the  one  that  called  out  gun  and  then  he  picked  it  up. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  So  like  !.  said  the  gun  was  already  on  the  ground.  We  continued  to  put  him  on  the 
backboard.  * 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Um,  we  lifted  the  patient  up  onto  the  stretcher.  Moved  him  to  the  medic  rig. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  transported  him  to  the  hospital. 

DH  Was  he  still  breathing  do  you  know? 

JC  No.  He  was  not  breathing. 

DH  Okay.  Was  there  any  function  I mean  you  didn’t  ride  in  the  ambulance  then  or  did  you? 

JC  No  1 did.  Yes. 

DH  You  did?  Okay. 

JC  Yeah  there  was  no,  no  signs  of  life. 

DH  Okay.  But  you  continued  to  work  him  $1  you  got  to  the  hospital? 

JC  Yes  we  did. 

DH  Who  was  in  the  ambulance  then  working  him  with  you  as  you  transported  him? 

JC  Larry  Goodman,  myself. 

DH  Larry’s  the  captain  right? 

JC  Larry’s  the  captain.  Eric  Torgerson. 

DH  Okay, 

JC  Mike  Paidar. 
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DH  Mike  is  a paramedic? 

JC  Yes  he  is. 

DH  And... 

JC  ZacH  Johnson  drove.  And  Joe  Balazs  drove  the  engine  to  the  hospital  and  met  us  there. 

DH  Okay.  But  these  are  the  people  that  transported? 

JC  Yes. 

DH  Now  is,  is  that  typical  when  you've  got  a critical  patient  like  this  that  uh  you  do  ail  hands  on 
deck  and  get  as  many  people..; 

JC  Uh... 

DH  ... . In  there  as  (inaudible) 

JC  Yes  definitely. 

DH  Okay.  So  is,  Zach  drove? 

JC  Zach  drove. 

DH  So  the  three  of  you  provided  care? 

JC  Yes, 

DH  In  the  back? 

JC  That's  correct. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Four  of  us.,  Larry, 

DH  Well  there  was. only  three  in  the  back  and  one  driver  right? 

JC  Well  Zach  Johnson,  was  driving. 

DH  Yep. 

JC  Now  keep  in  mind  Eric  and  I are  typically  on  the  engine. 

DH  Okay, 

JC  But  because  of  the  nature  of  the  call  we  all  jumped  into  the  ambulance  to  trans... 

DH  Okay 

JC  ...  transport  together, 

DH  Okay,  So,  four  of  you  were  back  there  working  on... 

JC  In  the  back. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Joe  drive  the  engine.  Zach  drove  the  medic  rig.  The  rest  of  us  were  in  the  back  of  the  medic 
rig. 

DH  Okay  so,  where  did  you  transport  'em  to? 

JC  HCMC. 

DH  Okay.  Was  he  still  fully  clothed  or  did  you  guys  do  some  cutting  off  of,  of  the  clothes  or  can 
you  tell  me? 

JC  No  we  didn’t  cut  off  his  clothes.  Um,  let  me  think  here  how  it  went.  We  got  him  to  the  rig. 
Larry  Goodman  was  at  the  head  he  started  doing  airway,  management.  And,  Eric  started, 
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tried  to  stop  the  bleeding.  And  he  was  doing  an  IV  and  I went  back  and  forth  between  the 
two  of  them  trying  to  help  them  out.  That’s  my  job  is  going  back  and  forth  handing  'em  what 
they  need,  assisting  with  whatever  they’re  doing. 

DH  What  did,  what  was  Mike  doing? 

JC  Uh  he  was  also  he,  he  was  trying  to  stop  the  bleeding  there  were  a couple  holes.  They  were 
trying  to  stop  uh  they  had  to  urn,  it  looked  like  there  was  some,  bleeding  coming  out  of  his 
chest.  And  his  side.  From  what  I could  see  like  I said  it,  it  all  happened  kinda  fast. 

DH  Okay  but,  that  you  recall? 

JC  That  I recall  and  uh  (inaudible) 

DH  You  guys  didn’t  cut  off  his  clothes  or  anything? 

JC  No  we  didn’t. 

DH  So  did  you  see,  anything  else?  See,  when  that  gun  fell  out  was  it  in  a holster? 

JC  I didn’t  see  a holster. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  All  I saw,  all  I saw  as  we  were,  let  me  think  here,  as  we  tipped  him  to  his  right  it  came  out 
and  landed  on  the  ground. 

DH  The  gun? 

JC  The  gun.  I didn’t  see  if  it  came  out  of  the  pocket  or  a holster, 

DH  Okay. 

JC  I just  saw  it  fall  to  the  ground. 

DH  It  just  fell  out? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  When  you  were  moving  him  down  to  get  him  in  position  to  put  him  on  a backboard? 

JC  When  we  were  tilting  him  to  the  side  to  get  the  backboard  underneath  his  left  side. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Yes. 

DH  So  then,  you  transport  him,  you  give  him  care  during  the  transport? 

JC  Yes. 

DH  You  take  him  to  uh  HCMC  in  downtown  Minneapolis? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  How  do  you  determine  where  to  go  to? 

JC  That’s  usually  up  to  the  captain  it’s  his  discretion. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  Um  usually  it’s  the  closest  trauma  center. 

DH  Okay. 

JC  And  to  us  uh  Minneapolis  is  a little  bit  closer  than. .. 

DH  Regions? 

JC  ...the  far  side  of  St  Paul,  yeah. 
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DH  Okay,  Um,  so  then  you  get  him  there  and  (inaudible) 

JC  Bring  him  into  the  trauma  room. 

DH  ...what  happened?  Okay. 

JC  We,  move  him  over  to  their  bed  and  then  they  just  take  over  from  there. 

DH  Okay.  You  all  step  back? 

JC  That’s  correct. 

DH  Do  you  know  any  of  the  personnel  that  was  working  at  HCMC? 

JC  I do  not  know  anybody  at  the  hospital,  HCMC. 

DH  Okay,  Who  came  in  to  help  can  you  describe  the  people  that  came  in  to  help  or  give  care?

While  on  routine  patrol  in  Roseville,  I heard  a St.  Anthony  officer  air  "shots  fired,"  in  the  area  of  Larpenteur  and  Fry. 
I heard  loud  yelling  in  a second  radio  transmission.  I activated  my  emergency  lights  and  began  travelling  towards  the 
intersection. 

Upon  arrival,  the  scene  was  chaotic.  I saw  St.  Anthony  Officer  Yanez  standing  on  the  driver  side  of  the  suspect 
vehicle,  pointing  his  firearm  at  the  front  driver  seat  and  yelling  about  a gun.  St.  Anthony  Officer  Kauser  was 
holding  a little  girl.

I re-holstered  my  firearm 
and  detained  her  in  handcuffs  without  incident.  I patted  down  her  exterior  clothing  for  weapons,  finding  none.  I 
removed  her  purse  placed  it  on  the  back  of  a St.  Anthony  squad.  I had  the  female  sit  in  the  back  seat  of  the  same 
squad  and  left  her  with  St.  Anthony  Officer  Kauser. 

1 returned  to  the  suspect  vehicle,  where  Sgt  Adams  and  Officer  Dattilo  had  pulled  the  driver  out  and  were  beginning 
resuscitation  efforts.  I replaced  Sgt.  Adams  and  performed  chest  compressions  for  several  minutes  until  St.  Paul  Fire 
arrived  on  scene.  I discontinued  chest  compressions  as  Fire/EMS  rolled  the  driver  towards  me  to  place  him  on  a back 
board.  At  this  time,  I noticed  a black  handgun  begin  to  slide  out  of  the  driver's  right  pocket.  I asked  Fire/EMS 
personnel  to  pause  momentarily  so  I could  secure  the  gun.  Using  my  (gloved)  right  thumb  and  forefinger,  I pulled  the 
handgun  out  of  the  driver's  pocket  and  laid  it  on  the  street. 

1 posted  by  the  suspect  vehicle  over  the  handgun  for  safety  and  chain  of  custody  until  officers  had  the  scene  blocked 
by  tape.  At  this  point,  T took  a perimeter  spot  along  the  scene  tape.

After  a short  time  Officer  Adams  and  1 removed  Castile  from  the  vehicle  and  laid  him  on  the  ground.  Ollier  officers 


and  myseif  began  performing  chest  compressions  on  Castile,  placed  oxygen  on  him,  and  placed  an  AED  (Automated 
External  Defibrillator)  on  him.  Officers  continued  to  perform  CPR  until  St  Paul  Fire  arrived  on  scene.  Once  St.  Paul 
Fire  was  on  scene  paramedics  and  officers  began  to  place  Castile  on  a hard  stretcher.  During  this  time  I heard  Officer 
Toran  say  "gun".  I noticed  a black  handgun  in  the  front  right  pocket  of  Castile.  Officer  Toran  took  the  gun  out  of  his 
pocket  and  placed  it  on  the  ground. 

After  Castile  had  been  transported  to  the  hospital  1 noticed  a large  crowd  of  people  gathering  in  the  parking  lot  just 
north  of  the  iocation  of  the  traffic  stop.

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On  07/06/2016  SAIC  Mueller  and  SA  Henning  met  with  St,  Anthony  Police  Officer  Jeronimo  Yanez  and 
his  Attorney  Tom  Kelly  at  the  St.  Aiithony  Police  Department.  Officer  Yanez  had  been  involved,  in  a 
shooting  while  working  in  the  City  of  Falcon  Heights  on  the  same  day.  Officer  Yanez  was  asked  to  provide 
a sample  of  his  blood  which  he  agreed  to  do,  exhibit  2016-433/26.1.  Officer  Yanez  signed  a blood/urine 
request  form  prior  to  the  time  he  provided  the  sample  of  his  blood,  that  form  will  be  attached  to  this  report. 

SA  Henning  took  possession  of  Officer  Yanez’ s duty  firearm  during  this  rime  as  well.  SA  Henning  asked  if 
anyone  else  had  handled  the  pistol  other  than  Officer  Yanez.  Officer  Yanez  told  agents  that  he  had  been  the 
only  one  to  handle  the  firearm  after  the  shooting.  SA  Henning  wore  latex  gloves  and  removed  the  pistol 
from  Yanez ‘s  holster.  SA  Henning  removed  the  magazine  from  the  pistol  and  noted  that  it  was  contained 
one  .45  caliber  round.  S A Henning  locked  back  the  slide  of  the  pistol  and  found  it  contained  a round  in  the 
chamber  of  the  gun.  The  pistol  was  identified  as  a Sig  Sauer  P220,  serial  number  37A008090.  The  pistol 
was  also  equipped  with  a weapon  light  which  is  mounted  tinder  the  frame  and  in  front  of  the  trigger  guard. 
SA  Henning  placed  the  items  in  an  evidence  bag,  acquisition  of  exhibit  201 6-433/26.2. 

SA  Henning  asked  Officer  Yanez  to  provide  a sample  of  his  DNA,  to  be  obtained  by  buccal  swab.  Officer 
Yanez  agreed  to  give  agents  a known  sample  of  his  DNA.

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On  07/14/2016  at  about  10:25  AM,  SA  Frascone  and  SA  Henning  conducted  a recorded  interview  with 
Whitney  Ty  Power,  DOB:  01/24/1982.  Power  is  a Registered  Nurse  (RN)  employed  by  Hennepin  County 
Medical  Center  (HCMC).  The  recording  will  be  transcribed  and  attached  to  this  report.  The  recording  of 
tliis  interview  will  be  placed  on  a CD  and  held  as  evidence,  acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/27.1 . 

Agents  started  the  interview  by  asking  Power  how  she  is  employed.  Power  told  agents  that  she  is  a RN  and 
employed  by  HCMC  assigned  to  the  emergency  room.  Power  told  agents  that  she  was  working  the  evening 
of  07/06/2016.  Power  said  that  she  recalled  a patient  with  gunshot  wounds  that  was  transported  to  HCMC 
by  Sl  Paul  Fire  Department 

Power  said  that  she  recalled  that  the  patient  had  his  shirt  cut  open  and  that  the  patient  was  still  wearing  his 
pants.  Power  said  that  doctors  put  in  a chest  tube  and  central  line  for  the  patient  Power  believed  that  the 
doctors  also  had  cracked  the  patient’s  chest  open  as  well.  Power  told  agents  that  she  may  have  assisted  with 
the  removal  of  tire  patient’s  pants  but  would  not  have  gone  into  the  pants  or  pockets.  Power  explained  to 
agents  that  Medical  Technicians  would  have  gone  through  the  patient’s  property.  Power  identified  the 
Medical  Technicians  by  first  name  as  Nina  and  Sara.  Power  further  explained  to  agents  that  Nina  was 
training  Sara  the  ev  ening  of  this  incident. 

Power  told  agents  that  she  recalled  removing  the  patient's  shirt  after  he  had  been  pronounced  dead.  Power 
said  that  medical  staff  had  to  roll  the  patient  partially  to  remove  the  shirt  which  was  put  in  property.  Agents 
asked  Power  if  she  recalled  seeing  a wallet  in  the  Patient’s  pants,  she  said  that  she  didn’t  Power  did  tell 
agents  that  she  had  seen  an  employment  ID  card  in  the  name  of  Philando  Castile  with  some  school  name  on 
it  as  well.  Power  told  agents  that  Castile  had  several  gunshot  wounds  to  his  left  ami,  left  elbow,  left  chest 
and  abdomen.  Power  told  agents  that  all  normal  protocol  followed  in  reference  to  this  patient.  The  interview 
was  concluded  at  about  10:35  AM.

In  the  evening  of  July  6^,  Ofc  Toran  heard  a SAPD  squad  say  “Shots 
Fired”  so  he  and  all  other  Roseville  squads  began  heading  to  the  scene  on 
Larpenteur.  Ofc  Toran  said  he  arrived  by  going  south  on  Fairview  and  then 
east  on  Larpenteur  where  he  came  up  behind  the  two  SAPD  squads  at 
: Larpenteur  and  Fry.  He  saw  SAPD  Ofc  Kauser  holding  a small  female  child 

and  Ofc  Yanez  pointing  his  gun  at  the  driver  of  the  sedan. 

, Ofc  Toran  said  he  drew  his  Clock  22  pistol  and  covered  the  white  car  that 

Ofc  Yanez  had  stopped.  He  saw  that  Ofc  Yanez  was  still  pointing  his  pistol 
inside  the  car  at  the  driver,  later  identified  as  Philando  Castile.  Ofc  Toran 
assisted  in  getting  a female  in  the  car  out  in  a felony  stop  type  manner  where 
he  handcuffed  her  and  detained  her  so  that  they  could  determine  what  was 
going  on. 

Ofc  Toran  then  saw  other  Roseville  officers  pull  Castile  out  of  the  car  and 
lay  him  in  the  street.  Sgt  Adams  was  doing  chest  compressions  and  he  asked 
1 Ofc  Toran  to  take  over.  While  Ofc  Toran  was  doing  compressions,  he  heard 

Sgt  Adams  ask  for  an  AED  and  oxygen.  When  the  AED  was  hooked  up,  it 
told  him  to  stop  compressions  while  it  assessed.  It  advised  no  shock  so  he 
1 kept  going  with  compressions  until  St  Paul  Fire  EMS  arrived. 

St  Paul  Fire  EMS  took  over  shortly  thereafter  and  they  wanted  to  roll 
Castile  to  his  right  so  they  could  slide  in  a backboard  and  transport  him  to 
Hennepin  County  Medical  Center  (HCMC).  Once  Castile  was  rolled,  Ofc 

[ Toran  saw  the  butt/handle  of  a black  semi-automatic  pistol  start  to  fall  out 
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of  the  Castile’s  right  front  pants  pocket.  He  gently  slid  the  gun  out  and  laid 
it  on  the  street  away  from  Castile’s  body.  Ofc  Toran  did  not  see  a wallet  or 
holster  fall  out  of  the  pocket  where  he  retrieved  the  gun. 

Ofc  Toran  then  assisted  in  getting  Castile  loaded  into  the  ambulance  and 
transported  from  the  scene.  Ofc  Toran  then  went  back  to  the  gun  and  stood 
there  until  told  to  assist  with  a perimeter. 

Ofc  Toran  noted  that  there  was  no  delay  in  lifesaving  efforts  that  he 
observed  from  the  time  he  was  removed  from  the  car  and  laid  in  the  street. 
Ofc  Toran  did  not  collect  any  items  of  evidence  and  he  later  returned  to  the 
RPD  to  complete  his  report  once  the  crime  scene  was  cleared.

JT  Juan  is  fine. 

MP  Okay.  Everything  I just  read  to  you  Juan  um,  uh,  correct? 

JT  That  is  correct. 

MP  Okay.  Little  bit  of  background  information  before  we  get  into  that  incident  uh,  how  long  have 
you  been  with  Roseville  PD? 

JT  Uh,  just  under  three  years.  It’ll  be  three  years  on  August  1 4th. 

MP  Alright,  and  that  is  an  off-  as  an  officer.  Have  you  done  anything  else  for  them?  Were  you  a 
CSO  for  Roseville? 

JT  i was  not. 

MP  Alright,  any  other  law  enforcement  experience? 

JT  I was  a community  service  officer  and  a reserve  officer  for  Eden  Prairie  and  also  a reserve 
officer  for  the  State  Fair  Police  Department.

MP  Uh,  (inaudible)  name  of  that  University.  • 

JT  Uh,  in  Spain  it  was  urn,  (Spanish)  which  uh,  translates  to  Autonomous  University  of  Madrid. 
Um,  and  then  in  France  it  was  uh,  (French)  uh,  oh  what  is  it  Business  (inaudible) 
Management  School  of  Lyon. 

MP  Lot  of  Business  not  no  Law  Enforcement  there,  interesting.  Alright  so  you’ve  got  a pretty 
much  a Bachelors  and  a Masters  right  or  you  have  a Master’s  that’s  there.

JT  Yes. 

MP  Do  you  know  when  you  carry,  how  many  rounds  you  carry  in  each  mag? 

JT  15. 

MP  15,  and  then  for  the  one  on  your  side  is  that  15  plus  one? 

JT  Yes. 

MP  Okay.  Uh,  do  you  carry  a knife  on  your  person? 

JT  I do. 

MP  And  where  do  you  keep  that? 

JT  Right  here  on  my  vest. 

MP  Right  on  your  vest  carrier  uh,  do  you  carry  a backup  pistol? 

JT  I do  not. 

MP  Alright  Um  I'm  guessing  there’s  something  in  your  squad  uh,  a rifle,  a shotgun? 

JT  Yes,  there’s  a... 
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MP  What  do  you  have  in  there? 

JT  A rifle. 

MP  Uh,  did  you  have  access  or  did  you  have  a chance  to  access  that  on  July  6th?  Did  you 
access  it  is  what  I mean. 

JT  I did  not  access  (inaudible). 

MP  Okay  but  it  was  in  there. 

JT  It  was  iri  there. 

MP  Okay.  And  were  you  riding  alone? 

JT  I was.

JT  it  kinda  depends  on  what's  available  depending  on  what  day  shift  takes. 

MP  Do  you  remember  what  you  had  on  July  6m? 

JT  I do  not  1 could  figure  it  out  but  i... 

MP  Okay. 

JT  ..  . no  I don’t  know  at  this  time. 

MP  Not  a big  deal.  You  didn’t  take  the  rifle  out. 

JT  j did  not. 

MP  Okay,  but  you  did  uh,  have  occasion  to  pull  out  your  Giock  and  we'll  talk  about  that  when 
you  describe  what  happened. 

JT  Yes. 

MP  Okay.  Okay,  on  July  what  I have  is  uh,  uh  that  there  was  a traffic  stop  the  St  Anthony  PD 
initiated.  Um,  on  Larpenteur  and  it  escalated.  Things  happened  and  then  I guess  um, 
you’re  on  the  same  radio  as  them  or  are  not? 

JT  Yeah  uh,  yes. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Ramsey  County  West. 

MP  Ramsey  County  West,  okay  so  at  some  point  you  realized  something  was  happening... 

JT  Um-hm. 

MP  ...and  you  headed  to  that  direction. 

JT  Yeah. 

MP  Can  you  tel!  me  what  you  heard  and  what  you  did? 

JT  Sure,  yeah  I remember  pretty  much  exactly  where  I was.  I was  uh,  on  Fairview  um,  kind  of 
the  2400  block  of  Fairview  the  you  know  I was  facing  southbound.  Uh  the  mall  was  to  my 

left.  Um,  uh  the  Starbucks  on  the  north  side  of  36  kind  of  up  ahead  on  my  right.  Um  and  I 

heard  uh  on  the  radio  a St  Anthony  squad  I heard  69  and  \ don’t  remember  what  the,  last 
two  numbers  are  but  all  of  St  Anthony  squads  call  out  with  69.  So  I heard  69  whatever  uh 
shots  fired.  Larpenteur  and  Fry.  So  immediately  you  know  that  kinda,  heightens  my,  my 
awareness.  So  I,  started  speeding  up  and  almost  immediately  there  was  a second  radio 
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trans,  eh  dispatch  asked  for  clarification,  did  you  hear  the  shots  or  were  there  or  were  you 
involved  or  did  you  shoot.  1 don’t  know  dispatch  was  asking  for  clarification  the  second  radio 
transmission  that  I assumed  was  another  St  Anthony  squad  was  a lot  of  loud  yelling.  Uh  and 
all  I,  heard  at,  all  that  I could  make  out  in  my  mind  was  code  3, 1 heard,  I heard  yelling. 

MP  Um-hm. 

JT  And  code  3.  Um  so  that’s,  I mean  my  (inaudible)  emergency  lights  went  on  and  1, 1 started 
going  in  that  direction.  I didn’t  make  it  far  before  I heard  the  transmission  that  I was 
expecting  which  was  from  my  sergeant  saying,  5180  send  all  Roseville  squads  or  something 
to  that  effect  Eh  uh  if,  uh  essentially  saying  you  know  we’re,  we’re  going  to  help.  Um 
we’re,  a larger  agency  we’re  nearby  and  we,  we  help  each  other  out  all  the  time.  Uh  they 
typically  don’t  have,  more  than  you  know  two  or  three  officers  working  so,  at  that  point  you 
know  when  we  hear  all  that  yelling  and  we  hear  the  shots  fired  something,  bad  is  happening. 
So,  so  I'm  on  my  way  um  I saw  another  Roseville  squad  in  front  of  me  which  later,  turned 
out  to  be  uh,  uh  Officer  Anderson.  Um,  he  was  maybe  a,  a block  or  two  ahead  of  me. 

MP  Um-hm. 

JT  His  lights  went  on  at  the  same  time  so  we’re,  we’re  both  heading  that  way  and,  and  I can 

see  I mean  you  know  peripheral  on  my  rearview  mirror  there’s,  there’s  more  Roseville  lights 
behind  me  I mean  we’re,  we’re  coming.  And  uh,  uh  so  i,  I take  uh  Fairview  all  the  way  down 
to  Larpenteur.  Make  that  left  hand  turn  uh  onto  Larpenteur.  And,  and  up  ahead  I see  the,  the 
two  St  Anthony  squads  and  their  lights  on  and  you  know  1, 1 kinda  get  there.  Um  uh,  and  it’s, 
it’s  just  chaos  for  a moment  when  I’m  trying  to  figure  out  what’s  going  on.  I see  uh  one  St 
uh,  uh  St  Anthony  officer,  Officer  Kauser  uh  holding  a little  girl  uh  on  the  sidewalk.  I see 
another  St  Anthony  officer  uh  Officer  Yanez  um,  uh  on  the  driver’s  side  of  a,  of  a this,  this 
white  sedan  and  uh  he’s  standing  kind  of  in  front  of  you  know  kinda  by  the  engine  block  to 
the,  bn  the  driver’s  side. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Uh  pointing  his  gun  and  he’s,  he’s  yelling.  Um  and,  and  Kauser  is  saying  stuff  and  uh  Officer 
Anderson  is  there  too  and  we’re  kinda  trying  to  make  sense  of  what’s  going  on  and,  and 
throughout  the  yelling  I,  under  I come  to  the  understanding  that  there  is  um  a,  a female 
passenger  in  the,  in  the  front  passenger  seat  that  we  have  to  uh  get  out  of  the  car.  So  um  at 
this  point  all  I know  is  that  shots  were  fired.  Uh  Officer  Yanez  has  his  gun  uh  pointed  inside 
the  vehicle.  And  there’s  a female  that  we  have  to  get  out.  So  we,  uh  kind  of  in  a,  in  a,  in  a 
felony  stop  nature  called  the  female  out.  Officer  Anderson  and  I do.  Um  and  at  this  point  I’m 
uh  I have  my  uh  Glock  22  un-holstered  and  I’m  pointing  it  in  the  direction  of  the  car  and  the 
female  comes  out.  And  she’s  compliant  with,  with  all  of,  of  our  commands.  You  know  to,  to 
turn  and  to  walk  backwards  towards  us.  And  she’s,  verbally  communicating  that  she’s 
understanding  us  and... 

MP  Um-hm. 

JT  ...that  everything  is  um  is,  going  well.  And  I can  see  both  of  her  hands.  Her  hands  were 

both  up  and  there  was  a cell  phone  in  her  right  hand  and  nothing  in  her  left  hand.  So  I didn’t 
perceive  any,  threat  coming  from  her  so  I,  I at  that  point  dropped  from  you  know  pointing  my 
gun  in  her  direction  to  a low  ready. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Uh  I didn’t  see  a threat  uh,  a from  her.  Continued  instructing  her  to,  to  walk  backwards 
towards  us.  When  she  was  close  enough  I re-holstered  my  firearm  um  while  Officer 
Anderson  covered  and  1 handcuffed  her  told  her  that  she  was  being  detained  while  we 
figured  everything  out.  Um,  patted  her  quickly  down  for,  for  weapons.  She  said  she  didn’t 
have  any  weapons.  Um,  and  I placed  her  in  uh  the  backseat  of  uh  a St  Anthony  squad.  Uh 
which  was  just  the  nearest  squad  that  was  there. 
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MP  Um-hm. 

JT  Um  this  part  of  it  all  I mean  it  was  all,  hectic,  chaotic,  quick.  We  don’t,  we  I mean  at  that 
point  we  still  don’t  know  what’s  going  on  right  and... 

MP  Um-hm. 

JT  ...as  we’re  doing  this  other,  other  Roseville  officers  are,  are  arriving  um  somebody  uh  and 
while  this  was  happening  pulled  uh  Officer  Yanez  away  from,  from  the  vehicle.  I don’t  know 
who  that  was  or,  or  what  but  then  you  know  Officer  Yanez  was  kinda  to  the  right.  Officer 
Anderson  uh  went  over  to  um,  um  assist  Officer  Yanez  and  I and  other  Roseville  officers 
that  were  around  me,  with  me.  Uh  walked  up  to  the  vehicle  where  uh  Sergeant  Adams, 
Roseville  Sergeant  Adams  and  Roseville  Officer  Dattilo  um  had  pulled  the  driver  out  of  uh, 
uh  the  white  sedan. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Uh  so  the,  the  driver  was. .. 

MP  This  the  person  Officer  Yanez  was  pointing  the  gun  at? 

JT  Yes. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Yeah.  Um,  so  the,  the  driver’s  now  on  the  street  and  uh  Sergeant  Adams  is  uh  initiating 

chest  uh  compressions.  Um  so,  he  and  I make  eye  contact.  He  looks  up  at  me  and  says  can 
you  take  over  and  I said  yes.  So  I took  over.  Um  and  then  you  know  he  took  a step  back  and 
just  made  sure  that  somebody  was  getting  an  AED.  Made  sure  that  somebody  was  getting 
oxygen.  Um,  and  while  I continued  doing  chest  compressions  I believe  it  was  Officer 
Wiesner  that  came  with  the  AED.  I don’t  know  who  brought  the  oxygen.  Uh,  Officer  Dattilo 
uh  was  holding  C-spine  and  that’s  kind  of  how  things  went.  Uh  while  the  AED  you  know  and 
we  just  followed  the  AED’s  instructions  at  that  point  and  what  it  led  to  is,  the  pads  were  on. 

MP  Um-hm. 

JT  Uh,  uh  it  advised  me  to,  to  stop  compressions  while  it  scanned.  Uh  and  then  uh  it  did  not, 
want  to  shock  and  so  I continued... 

MP  Okay 

JT  ...chest  compressions.  So  we  went  through  that  cycle  I believe,  at  least  twice.  Um  before 
um  uh  St  Paul  uh  Fire  EMS  showed  up. 

MP  Okay. 

JT  Uh  once  they  showed  up  um  1 heard  one  of  them  say  continue  with  compressions  we’re 

getting  a backboard.  So  I continue  with  compressions.  Uh  the  backboard  was  laid  down  and 
he  said  okay  stop  compressions  we’re  gonna  roll  him  so  we  can  put  the  backboard  on.  So, 

MP  So  he  was  laying  on  his  back  when  you’re  doing  the  compressions  obviously. 

JT  Um-hm. 

MP  When  they  say  roll  him  you  mean  (ike,  tilt  him  so  that  they  can  slide  it  under? 

JT  Right.  So  essentially  uh  whoeveris  holding  the  C-spine  was,  continue  holding  that  and  then 
carefully  kinda  you  know  lift  uh  his  body  up  so  that  you  can  put  the  backboard  underneath 
and  then... 

MP  Okay. 

JT  ...gently  set  him  down.  It’s  uh...

JT  ...uh  kind  of  the,  the  standard  way  I‘ve  always  seen  it  done.  Uh,  um  so  uh  in  this  case  I was 
to  the  right  so  I was  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  driver  doing  the  chest  compressions.  Uh  so 
when  uh  they  laid  down  the  backboard  it  was  laid  down  on  his  left.  Uh  so  when  they  advised 
me  to  stop  so  that  they  could  roll  him  um  they  rolled  him  towards  me.

so  I mean  there  was,  there  was  blood  everywhere.

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On  Thursday,  July  14^  2016,  Special  Agents  (SA)  Phill  and  O’Brien 
interviewed  Roseville  Police  Department  (RPD)  Officer  (Ofc)  Zach 
Wiesner.  Ofc  Wiesner  was  one  of  the  responding  officers  to  the  St  Anthony 

Police  Shooting  ofPhilando  Castile  in  Falcon  Heights  on  July  6^  2016. 

The  interview  was  digitally  recorded  and  later  burned  to  disc.  The  disc  was 
given  ACISS  evidence  number  29.1.  The  disc  was  later  transferred  to  SA 
Henning  and  the  ACISS  transfer  form  has  been  attached  to  this  report.  The 
interview  was  also  transcribed  for  accuracy  and  it  has  been  attached  to  this 
report.  The  following  is  only  a summary  of  Ofc  Wiesner’s  statement.  For  a 
full  account  of  what  was  said,  please  refer  to  the  transcription. 

Ofc  Weisner  was  working  in  a marked  RPD  squad  car  and  wearing  the 
standard  navy  blue  RPD  uniform  at  about  9pm  when  Ofc  Yanez  called  in  a 
“shots  fired”  call  at  Larpenteur  and  Fry  in  Falcon  Heights.  Ofc  Wiesner 
knew  about  a robbery  earlier  in  the  week  of  a gas  station  that  the  St 
Anthony  Police  (S  APD)  responded  to  and  he  knew  the  suspects  were  two 
black  males  with  dreds  and  possibly  one  with  a beard  of  some  kind. 

Ofc  Wiesner  Said  he  listens  to  SAPD’s  traffic  stop  on  their  Channel  2 so 
when  he  heard  Ofc  Yanez  say  he  was  going  to  stop  a car  with  a suspect 
matching  the  suspect  description  from  the  robbery,  he  began  to  get  a sense 
that  something  might  happen.  He  started  to  head  towards  Ofc  Yanez  when 
he  heard  the  “Shots  Fired”  call  from  the  traffic  stop. 

Ofc  Wiesner  hurried  to  the  scene  and  before  he  arrived,  he  heard  Ofc  Yanez 
screaming  on  the  radio.  It  sounded  like  Ofc  Yanez  had  been  shot  to  Ofc 
Wiesner.  Upon  arrival,  Ofc  Wiesner  said  he  drew  his  pistol  and  kept  it 
aimed  at  the  car  that  Ofc  Yanez  had  pulled  over.  He  also  saw  Ofc  Yanez 
standing  by  the  A pillar  in  front  of  the  driver’s  side  door  with  his  pistol 
pointed  at  the  driver. 

Ofc  Wiesner  kept  cover  of  Ofc  Yanez  and  the  car,  from  behind  Ofc  Yanez’ 
squad  car  directly  behind  the  traffic  stopped  car.  He  also  saw  that  a young 
child  was  already  out  of  the  car  and  in  Ofc  Kauser’s  arms  in  a safe  area 
behind  the  traffic  stop. 


Ofc  Wiesner  was  told  by  Sgt  Adams  to  get  a medical  bag  to  help  with  the 
injured  driver.  When  he  ran  back  for  a medical  bag  and  an  AED,  he  did  not 
see  who  moved  the  driver  out  of  the  car  and  laid  him  on  the  street. 

Ofc  Wiesner  could  see  that  the  man  had  two  wounds  to  his  upper  left  arm 
and  one  to  the  left  chest  area  but  there  may  have  been  more  that  he  did  not 
see.  Another  officer  was  doing  CPR  on  the  man,  later  identified  as  Philando 
Castile,  while  Ofc  Wiesner  was  trying  to  get  the  AED  ready  for  deployment. 


Ofc  Wiesner  attached  the  AED  as  audibly  instructed  and  it  advised  that  no 
shock  was  needed.  CPR  was  then  continued  until  St  Paul  Fire  Paramedics 
arrived  and  took  over.  They  then  took  the  AED  and  oxygen  off  and  they 
started  to  roll  Castile  to  his  right  to  slide  a backboard  under  him  for 
transport  to  the  hospital. 

When  he  was  rolled,  Ofc  Wiesner  heard  Ofc  Toran  yell  “Gun!”  Ofc  Wiesner 
could  see  a black  semi-automatic  handgun  falling  out  of  Castile’s  right  front 
pants  pocket.  He  could  not  see  a holster  or  a wallet  but  he  did  see  Ofc 
Toran  remove  the  gun  and  lay  it  on  the  ground.  Ofc  Wiesner  did  not  touch 
tire  gun. 

The  paramedics  loaded  Castile  into  the  ambulance  for  transport  to  Hennepin 
County  Medical  Center  (HCMC).  Sgt  Adams  told  Ofc  Wiesner  to  go  to 
HCMG  shortly  after  the  ambulance  left.  Once  there,  he  learned  from  an 
emergency  room  nurse  that  Castile  was  deceased.  The  nurse  showed  him 
the  chest  incision  made  to  view  his  heart  and  it  was  obvious  that  the  heart 
suffered  major  damage  from  a gunshot  and  Castile  could  not  be  saved. 

Ofc  Wiesner  did  not  collect  any  evidence  from  HCMC,  and  returned  to 
Roseville  PD. 
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Alright  it  is  presently  5:26  on  July,  5:26  P.M.  on  July  14th,  2016.  Special  Agent  Michael  Phill 
along  with  Special  Agent,  Special  Agent  Joseph  OBrien.  We  are  at  uh  Roseville  Police 
Department  on  BCA  case  number  2016-433.  We  are  here  to  interview  Roseville  Police 
Officer  Zachary  Weisner.

P.M.

MP  But  it  was  dispatched  to  St  Anthony  it  was  their  own  traffic  stop. 

ZW  Yeah 

MP  So  when  you  guys  heard  it  was  a help  call  or  shots  fired  something  like  that.  Can  you 
describe  for  me  what  you  heard  and  what  you  did? 

ZW  Sure.  Urn  I scan  their  car  to  car  channel  in  my  squad.  So  l hear,  they  usually  call  out  their 
traffic  on  their  channel  2. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  Uh,  i think  it  was  a week  prior  maybe  less  than  that  they  had  a robbery  at  gunpoint  over  at 

the  Super  USA  on  Larp  and  Eustice.  I responded  to  that  as  an  assist  urn  kind  of  a roaming 
perimeter  squad,  looking  for  the  two  males  both  described  as  uh  black  males  maybe  I can’t 
remember  the  height  I know  they  both  had  dreads  and  I think  one  was  described  as  having 
uh  a beard  of  some  sort.  I can’t  remember  exactly  but  that’s  who  I was  looking  for  um... 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  So  I’m  on  that  call  I think  me  and  uh  another  officer  were  dispatched  to  that  he  heid  a 

perimeter  spot  but  like  I said  I was  roaming.  Um  so  when  l heard  uh  Officer  Yanez  on 
channel  2 say  he  thought  he  recognized  someone  matching  that  description  and  he  was 
gonna  pull  him  over  um  you  know  that  sixth  sense  kinda  pops  up  so  1 was  on  my  way  to  a 
call  in  Roseville  at  the  Starbucks  there  uh  just  north  of  36,  fire  call  and  um  I got  to  that 
turnoff  by  the  perimeter  off  it’d  be  westbound  on  the  perimeter  street  or  service  drive  from 
Fairview.  Southbound  Fairview  and  uh  I heard  Officer  Yanez  say  you  know  uh  he’s  gonna, 
he’s  gonna  stop  him  here  and  I believe  it  was  Kauser,  1 didn’t  know  it  was  Kauser  at  the  time 
Officer  Kauser  said  he  was  in  route.  Um  and  then  so  I turn,  I made  my  turn  onto  the 
perimeter  drive  which  is  when  I heard  uh  6920  shots  fired.  Um  again  it  didn’t  really  click  who 
it  was  1 wasn’t  sure  if  it  was  Officer  Kauser  or  not  but  um  pretty  close  to  all  those  guys  kinda 
pick  up  their,  their  sound  or  voices  on  the  radio  so,  instantly  my  lights  turned  on.  And  I did  a 
U turn  I knew  right  where  they  were  they  said  he  was  on  Larp  by  Cleveland  so  they,  were  at 
least  westbound  there  so  I started  in  that  direction  southbound  Fairview.  Uh  then  1 heard 
Officer  Yanez  get  on  the  radio,  kinda  screaming  very,  emotional  1 guess  is  one  would 
describe  it.  I thought  he  was  shot  thatls  the  way  it  came  out  that’s  what  I heard  in  my  mind, 
or  felt  so 
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MP  Okay 

ZW  I'm  responding  to  this  incident  thinking,  he  got  hit.  So  weYe  going  down,  i arrive  shortly  after 
I believe  Officer  Toran  did.  Um  which  I don’t  know  what  the  response  time  was.  Maybe  it 
was  a minute  or  maybe  thirty  seconds.  It  felt  like  five  seconds  so,  um  got  there.  There  was 
two  other  Roseville  squads  pulled  up  behind  the  one  in  the  I guess  it  would  be  the  outside 
lane.  Going  eastbound  on  Larpenteur. 

MP  Um-hm. 

ZW  Just  uh  west  of  Fry.  So  I was  blocking  that  lane  of  traffic,  the  right  lane  of  traffic.  Um  got  out 
of  the  car.  Ran  up  to  I believe  it  was  Mo  uh  Officer  Yanez’s  car.  Uh  his  door  was  already 
open  and  that’s  when  1,  drew  my,  my  handgun  and  I held  the  vehicle  at  gunpoint  cuz  I,  the 
fir,  the  only  thing  I saw  was.  Officer  Yanez  with  uh  a subject  at  gunpoint  in  the  vehicle. 

MP  How  was  he  positioned? 

ZW  He  was  just  on  the  B pillar  of  the  vehicle  kinda,  rotating  around.  Um  about  midway  between 
the  A pillar  and  the  B pillar,  pointing  his  handgun  at  the,  at  the  suspect. 

MP  At  the  driver? 

ZW  The  driver,  sorry. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  Um  so  that’s  where  he  was.  Uh,  I got  up  to  the,  his  window  kinda  took  some  cover  behind 
his  door.  Um  and  then  held  the  vehicle  at  gunpoint  as  uh  the  two  other  Roseville  officers 
Anderson  and  Toran  took  um  the  female  into  custody.  There  was  a child  that  I noticed 
Officer  Kauser  was  holding  when  I pulled  up  too.  Uh  it  would  seem  that  she  was  the  first  one 
out  of  the  vehicle. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  That’s,  that  was  my  opinion  you  know  thought  when  I pulled  up  was,  cuz  he  was  kinda  off  in 
the  distance  and  then  uh  Officer  Anderson  and  Toran  were,  taking  her  into  custody. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  So,  uh  (sigh)  couple  more  squads  showed  up.  My  sergeant  showed  up.  One  of  the  other 
Roseville  officers  showed  up,  he  came  from  the  east  Um  at  that  point  I heard  somebody 
say  we  Ye  gonna  take  him  out.  Put  on  some  rubber  gloves.  Went  up  to  the  door.  Uh  my 
sergeant  said  grab  some,  grab  a med  bag.  I went  to  Officer  Kauser’s  car  to  grab  a med  bag 
cuz  he  was  right  there  he  popped  the  trunk  and  threw  it  at  me  and  so  we  were,  I ran  back  up 
there.  Not  familiar  with  their  equipment,  l didn’t  see  an  AED  in  there.  I ran  back  to  my  squad, 
grabbed  my  AED,  ran  back  up  to  um  where  um  Mr.  Castro,  Castiie  was  and  uh,  uh  it  would 
have  been  Officer  Datillo,  Adam  Sergeant  Adams  and  Officer  Toran  they  were  doing  CPR 
on  him. 

MP  Did  you  see  who  pulled  him  out? 

ZW  I don’t  remember. 

MP  So,  you  were  running  back  that  happened? 

ZW  Yeah. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  Yeah  um,  pull  him  out  of  the  car.  Yeah  I can’t  remember  who  it  was.  Uh,  uh  it  was  either  I 
think  it  was  Sergeant  Adams  and  Officer  Datillo  pulled  him  out  and  then  Toran  started  CPR. 
I,  I couldn’t  tell  you.  Uh  that's  what  I think  is  happening.  Uh  anyway  so  I get  back  up  there 
with  the  AED.  I hook  him  up.  Um  as  they  tell  you  to  on  the,  on  the  pads  and  (inaudible) 
trained  it’s  pretty  self-explanatory  so  put  that  on  there.  Said  stay  clear  of  the  patient.  Then  It 
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said  no  shock  advised.  Continue  chest  compressions.  So  that  happened  one  time.  Urn, 
kinda  usually  means  there’s  nothing  there  there’s,  there’s  nothing  that  they  can  shock  or  try 
and  you  know  as  you  leam  in  your  first  responder  class  and,  shortly  after  it  said  no  shock 
advised  they  started  chest  compressions  again  and  before  I knew  it  St  Paul  Fire  was  right 
behind  me. 

MP  Okay. 

ZW  Um  they,  they  got  there  ripped  the  pads  off  and  uh  the  oxygen  that  was  on  him  off  and  um 
that's  when  they,  positioned,  tried  to  position  him  onto  the  backboard.  Uh  at  that  point  he, 
trying  to  think  of  his,  how  his  body  was  facing.  It  was  directly,  perpendicular  to  the  vehicle. 
Pulled  him  right  out  of  the  vehicle  so  he,  his  would  have  been  uh  facing  a little  northwest  of 
the  vehicle.

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On  July  14^,  2016  at  approximately  1529hrs,  Special  Agent’s  (SA)  Michelle  Frascone  and  Doug  .Henning 
conducted  a phone  interview  of  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center  (HCMC)  Registered  Nurse  Sara  Louise 
Borchardt  (12/5/1969).  Borchardt  advised  she  was  a registered  nurse  assigned  to  the  HCMC  emergency 
room  on  the  date  of  July  6**1,  2016.  Borchardt  recalled  a patient  by  the  name  of  Phil  and  o Castile  being 
brought  into  the  emergency  department  by  St.  Paul  Fire  Department. 

Borchardt  stated  when  the  patient  arrived  he  had  a “Lucas”  device  attached  and  it  was  preforming  CPR. 
Borchard  was  unable  to  provide  additional  details,  as  she  was  responsible  for  setting  up  medical  equipment 
and  medication  that  might  be  needed  for  Castile’s  treatment  Borchardt  said  she  recalled  starting  to  cut 
Castile  s shirt  off,  but  then  was  called  away  and  did  not  remove  his  shirt.  Borchardt  stated  she  could  not 
remember  the  physicians  that  were  assigned  to  Castile  and  named  “Flo  Johnson  and  “Whitney  Power’  as 
other  nurses  who  were  present  when  Castile  was  receiving  treatment  Borchardt  advised  after  Castile  died

She  told  SA  Henning  that  she  had  found  a holster  and  that 
it  had  been  located  in  the  same  pocket  as  the  wallet  Fateyenko  was  asked  if  she  had  found  any  ammunition 
while  processing  Castile’s  properly,  she  said  that  she  didn't, 

Fateyenko  told  SA  Henning  that  Castile’s  property  was  packaged  and  a receipt  was  completed  for  police  to 
pick  up.  Fateyenko  said  that  there  had  been  a St  Anthony  Police  Officer  at  the  ER  who  she  attempted  to 
give  the  property  to.  Fateyenko  said  that  the  Officer  refused  to  take  the  property  and  that  the  BCA  was 
conducting  the  investigation  and  would  respond  to  get  the  evidence. 

Fateyenko  said  that  die  property  was  turned  over  to  the  shift  coming  on  duty  and  was  later  picked  up  by  the 
BCA.  The  interview  was  completed  at  about  1 1:37  AM.  Later  the  same  day  SA  Henning  was  contacted  by 
Fateyenko,  she  advised  SA  Henning  that  trauma  bays  at  HCMC  are  video  recorded.  Fateyenko  told  SA 
Henning  that  he  may  be  able  to  review  the  video  and  determine  which  front  pocket  the  wallet  and  holster 
had  come  out  of.  The  initial  interview  was  recorded  and  will  be  transcribed  and  attached  to  this  report  The 
recording  of  this  interview  will  be  placed  on  a CD  and  held  as  evidence,  acquisition  of  exhibit  of 
2016-433/34.1.

DH  Okay  I started  the  recorder.  This  is  Doug  Henning  I'm  a Special  Agent  with  the  Minnesota

The  time  right  now  is  1 1:24  A.M.  I’ll  be  speaking  with 
Nina  spelled  N-l-N-A  middle  name  I’m  not  even,  even  gonna  try  to  pronounce  it  but  it’s 
spelled... 

NF  (laughs) 

DH  .. . O-L-E-G-O-V-N-A  last  name  is  Fateyenko  spelled  F-A-T-E-Y-E-N-K-O.  Date  of  birth  is  1 1- 
8 of  1 986.  Is  that  correct? 

NF  It’s  actually  November  9th,  11-9 

DH  Oh  November  9th  okay. 

NF  Yeah. 

DH  November  9m,  1 986. 

NF  But  everything  else  is  correct. 

DH  Okay.  And  for  the  purposes  of  this  interview  your  address  is  430  8th  Street,  Minneapolis, 

Minnesota  55415  and  a contact  phone  number  is  612-873-2102.  Is  that  correct? 

NF  Yes. 

DH  Okay  Nina,  how  are  you  employed? 

NF  I am  full  time  uh  health  care  assistant  for  HCMC  emergency  department. 

DH  Okay.  So  you  work  at  HCMC  and  what  is  your  job  in  the  emergency  department? 

NF  . Uh  for  the  most  part  it’s  basically  the  job  of  a health  care  assistant  (inaudible)  urn 

emergency  room  technician  uh  specifically  in  the  (inaudible)  room  um  we  serve  as  a urn 
liaison  on  between  doctors  and  nurses  and  everything  else  so  we  page  people,  call  people, 
(inaudible)  calf  (inaudible)G  and  make  sure  a person  is  in  the  computer  correctly  and 
(inaudible)  of  things. 

DH  Okay.  Um  and  then  how  long  have,  have  you  been  working  for  HCMC? 

NF  Uh  since  September  of  2014. 

DH  So,  pushing  two  years... 

NF  Two  years. 

DH  ...here?

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DH  Okay.  Um  were  you  working  on  July  6th? 

NF  I was.

Um  uh  we,  (inaudible)  I was  training  somebody  in  the  (inaudible)  room 
um  so  we  uh,  input  the  patient  as  an  unidentified  which  is  a normal  procedure  uh  into  the 
computer  and  asked  for  blood  um  to  be  brought  down.  Um  when  the  patient  arrived  um  he 
was  on  a lucas  um  hmmm  basically  the  doctor  and  the  nurses  were  kind  of  (inaudible) 

DH  Okay  now  when  you  say  a lupas  just  for  people  that  don’t  know  what  that  is 

NF  Sure 

DH  That’s  a CPR  machine? 

NF  Correct. 

DH  Okay  and,  and  that’s  typically  used  by  paramedics  or  first  responders? 

NF  Um  right  but  we  also  use  it  in  the  ER  as  well. 

DH  Okay.  Go  ahead. 

NF  Uh  the  patient  was  brought  in  by  St  Paul  Fire.  Um,  (inaudible)  the  nurses  and  doctors  were 
uh  (inaudible)  doing  their  procedures  and  doing,  doing  their  thing.  Um  we  obtained  an  ID. 
Changed  his  name  in  the  computer.  Um  got  his  clothing  off  uh  the  backboard  and  from 
under  him.  Um,  started  bagging  it  for  evidence.  Um  at  that  point  um  whatever  procedures 
the  doctors  did  um  they  determined  that  they  were  not  survivable  and  they  called 
(inaudible).  After  that  we  bagged  the  rest  for  evidence.  Prepared  the  um  the  patient  to  be 
seen  by  a medical  examiner.  Um  waited  for  them  to  show  up.  Uh  she  showed  up,  did  her 
pictures  and  sealed  the  body  bag  and  we  brought  it  down  to  the  uh  morgue. 

DH  Okay.  What  was  done,  when  he  came  in  was  he  fully  clothed? 

NF  His  shirt  was  cut  off  um  and  his  shorts  were  cut  off.  Um  its,  its  honestly  kinda  hard  to  tell 
what  specific  (Inaudible)  down  because  a lotta  clothes  was  cut  off. 

DH  Okay. 

NF  But  usually  it  stays  underneath.  Um  so  kind  of  in  the  middle  of  (inaudible)  is  pretty  chaotic 
um  (inaudible)  uh  clothes  and  um  whatever  the  person  has  just  kinda  gets,  thrown  towards 
us  and  we  bag  it  into,  into  evidence  bags. 

DH  And  then  you  did  the  bagging? 

NF  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  If,  if  you... 

NF  Me  and,  and  the  girl  that  I was  (inaudible),  yeah. 

DH  Okay  if  you  recall  can  you  tell  me  I guess  how  you  obtained  an  ID  on  the  patient? 

NF  Um,  I want  to  say  that  the  fire  department  handed  it  to  us.  Um  I,  it  just  kind  of  showed  up  on 

my  computer.  Um,  and  that  usually  is  pretty  normal.  Um  so  I'm  pretty  sure  that  fire  uh 
brought  it  in. 

DH  Okay. 
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NF  (inaudible)  we  found  a wallet  in  his  pants  once  we  got  the  pants  off.  Um  and  there  was  some 
ID  there  as  well.  Um  there  was  a school  badge.  Um,  credit  cards  and  things  like  that.  But  an 
actual  driver’s  license  uh  was  given  I believe  by  St  Paul  Fire. 

DH  Okay  can  you  tell  me,  exactly  where  that  wallet  was  found? 

NF  It  uh  I believe  it  was  in  the  pants. 

DH  Which,  which  pocket?  Do  you  recall? 

NF  Um,  it  was  one  of  the  front  pockets.  I,  I want  to  say  it  was  in  the  left  but  I’m  not,  I don’t  you 
know  (inaudible)  when  the  pants  are  cut  it’s  kinda  hard  to  tell  which  pocket  it  comes  from. 

DH  Okay  but,  but  you  believe  it  was  from  a front  left  pants  pocket? 

NF  Yes. 

DH  Can  you  describe  the  wallet? 

NF  Um  it  was  a cloth,  black  um  l think  a maybe  striped  or  something  it  wasn’t  full  black  wallet 
just  a very,  generic  um  like  a book  type  wallet. 

DH  Okay  like  a fold  in  half  type  wallet? 

NF  Yeah,  yeah  uh-huh. 

DH  So  and  you  said  it  was  cloth  and  it  had  a like  black  and  white  stripes? 

NF  I believe  so  yeah.  Black  and  some  sort  of  stripes,  yeah. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  and  you  said  that  you  went  through  it  and  you  found  like  a,  a school 

identification? 

NF  (inaudible)  actually  now  that  I’m  thinking  about  it  I think  the  badge  the  school  badge  was 

also  like  either  in  the  pocket  or  hooked  up  to  the,  to  the  pants  because  it  wasn’t  in  the  wallet 
cuz  it,  it  had  um  a little  dippy  thing.  Um  but  the  wallet  had  um  credit  cards. 

DH  Okay.  And,  and  then  did  you  log  those  in  as  well? 

NF  Um  yeah  we  put  it  all  in  um  a paper  brown  bag  and  marked  it  on  the  bag  yeah.  And  I put 
the  driver’s  license  back  into  the  wallet  once  we  were  done  changing  his  identification  in  the 
computer. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  so  do  you  recall  seeing  a holster  for  a,  a gun  in  there  at  all? 

NF  I do,  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Do  you  know  where  that  came  from? 

NF  I want  to  say  it  was  in  the  pocket.  It  wasn’t  hooked  up  to  the  pants  I don’t  think.  Um  I think 
so  when  the  clothes  gets  cut  off  and  kind  of  thrown  towards  us  we  go  through  the,  the 
pockets  it  was,  it  was  pretty  bloody  so  I remember  putting  the  gloves  on  and  going  through 
the  pockets  to  make  sure  we  don’t,  you  know  miss  stuff. 

DH  Okay. 

NF  Um  and  I believe  that  the  uh  the  wallet  and  the  holster  were  all  in  the  same  pocket  cuz  it 
was  pretty  deep  and  1 remember  digging  pretty  deep  for  it.  Um  and  retrieving  it. 

DH  Okay. 

NF  He  did  not  have  a gun  just  had  a,  holster. 

DH  And  then  you  did  that  yourself  right? 

NF  Yes. 

DH  So,  okay  can  you  describe  the  holster? 
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NF  Um  it  was  just  a black  um  clothy  type  holster.  Not  like  a leather  kind  but  a,Jike  a wallet  type 
material  holster.

NF  So  normally  when  it’s  a crime  scene  of  any  sort  police  comes  and  picks  it  up  so  we  were 
bagging,  so  we  bag  it  individual  brown  bags  and  seal  with  tape  and  write  all  of  our  stuff  on 
'em.  And  then  um  the,  one  of  the  St  Anthony  police  officers  came  in  and  I asked  him  if  he 
was  gonna  pick  up  the  evidence  and  he  said  that  he  shouldn’t.  I asked  him  why.  He  said 
because  BCA  will  probably  be  coming  for  it.  Um  and  I asked  you  know,  well  you  know  why, 
whatever.  Uh  he  explained  to  me  that  it  was  an  officer  involved  shooting.  So  um  we  were 
waiting  for  BCA  to  come  so  um  we  bagged  everything  uh  kinda  threw  everything  in  the 
same  comer  together  in  a um  open  plastic  bag  just  to  contain  everything  together. 

DH  Okay. 

NF  Um  arid  then  uh  we  fill  out  a paper  property  sheet  that  kind  of  specifies  what  was  in  there. 
Um  and  uh  they  sign,  so  when  the  police  officer  or  whoever  picks  up  the  evidence  um  then 
they  usually  sign  for  it.  And  then  um,  and  I’m  not  sure  if  they  take  it  so  it  was  uh,  um 
(inaudible)  shift  change  time  so  um  everything  kinda  stayed  in  that  comer  and  sh,  uh 
whoever  came  in  afterwards  we  give  'em  the  report  and  explained  the  situation  and  said  that 
the  BCA  will  be  coming  for  it  and... 

DH  Okay. 

NF  ...property  sheet  goes  on  top  of  the,  (inaudible)  I left. 

DH  Okay  and  then  who  is  the  girl  you  were  training  again?  Sara? 

NF  Yep  Sara  Fagemess. 

DH  Fagemess,  can  you  spell  her  last  name? 

NF  Yeah  it’s  F as  in  frank  A-G  as  in  George,  E R as  in  Robert  N as  in  nancy  E S as  in  sam,  S as 
in  sam 

DH  Okay.  And  she  helped  you  going  through  the  clothes  and  all  stuff  like  that  or,  or  is  that  stuff 
you  did  yourself  and  she  just  watched? 

NF  Um  she  did  some  bagging  of  the,  of  the  items.  Um  we  both  taped.  Um  but  I went  through  the 
pants  I remember  that. 

DH  Okay.  So  you  went  through  the  pants  and,  and  there  wasn't  anything  else  of,  of  note?  It 
was,  it  was,  it  was  just  the,  was  the,  was  there  any  ammunition  in,  in,  in  the  clothes  or... 

NF  No. 

DH  ...anything  like  that?  So  it  was... 

NF  Um-um. 

DH  .. .it  was  the  wallet,  the  school  ID,  the  holster? 
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NF  Yes  and  that’s  it. 

DH  And  that’s  it?  Okay. 

NF  I,  there  might  be  some,  there  might  have  been  some  keys  but  1,  I’m  not  positive  on  that.  But 
there  was  no  ammunition. 

DH  Okay  there  was  no  ammunition  you  are  confident  of  that?  Okay. 

NF  I didn’t  see  any.  Unless  there  was  some  left  in  shorts  that  I didn’t  notice,  1 did  not  take  any 
out. 

DH  Okay.  Is,  is  there  anything  else  that  I haven’t  asked  you  about  that  you  think  is  important  I 
should  know? 

NF  Urn,  I don’t,  I don’t  believe  so  but  I also  don’t  know  what’s  important  to  you  so 
DH  Yeah  I know  but,  anything  (inaudible) 

NF  From  my  standpoint  I don’t  believe  so. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  you  have  my  email  if... 

NF  I do. 

DH  ...if  there’s  anything  else  that  comes  to  mind  that  you  think,  hey  you  know,  you  know  maybe

Larry  Rogers  Jr.  Rogers  indicated  he  was  representing  Diamond  Reynolds  and  her 
daughter  Dea-Anna  Eversley-Reynolds  (see  attached). 

It  should  be  noted  that  SA  Olson  was  on  vacation  during  the  timeframe  the  letter  was 
sent.  SA  Olson  did  speak  with  Rogers  on  July  18,  201 6,  and  learned  that  Ms.  Reynolds 
would  not  consent  to  an  exam  of  her  cellular  telephone,  nor  would  she  allow  her  daughter 
to  be  interviewed  by  a forensic  specialist  from  Midwest  Children’s  Resource  Center  in  St. 
Paul,  MN.

Dear  Mr.  Muehler  and  Mr.  Olson: 

As  I have  informed  you  in  our  several  conversations  over  the  last  few  days,  I represent  Diamond 
Reynolds  and  her  daughter  Dea-Anna  Eversley-Reynolds.  On  Wednesday,  July  6,  2016,  Ms. 
Reynolds'  private  and  personal  iPhone  was  unlawfully  seized  following  the  police-involved 
shooting  death  of  Philando  Castile  by  St.  Anthony  police  officer  Jeronimo  Yanez.  The  immediate 
aftermath  of  the  incident  was  not  recorded  but  instead  was  live  streamed  to  Facebook.  No  recording 
of  the  incident  exists  on  the  iPhone.  We  respectfully  request  that  that  device  be  immediately 
returned. 

In  our  conversations,  I have  informed  you  that  the  video  evidence  that  you  seek  of  the  live 
streaming  post  to  Facebook  is  not  on  the  iPhone  and  that  all  of  the  content  was  posted  and  made 
available  to  the  world.  You  have  confirmed  that  you  have  that  Facebook  post  and  further,  you  have 
confirmed  that  you  have  no  evidence  that  live  streaming  to  Facebook  creates  a file  on  a device. 
Given  the  absence  of  any  such  evidence,  your  request  to  download  Ms.  Reynolds’  iPhone  is  nothing 
more  than  a fishing  expedition  that  if  done,  would  be  done  without  consent,  authorization,  or  a 
warrant,  constituting  an  illegal  search  and  seizure  of  the  device  and  content.  Furthermore, 
permitting  a private  company  to  unlock  the  phone  and  provide  you  access  to  its  content  or  to 
download  or  copy  its  content  is  expressly  not  consented  to  or  authorized. 

To  the  extent  that  Ms.  Reynolds’  device  has  been  downloaded,  copied,  or  otherwise  duplicated 
already,  we  would  request  that  the  same  be  turned  over  to  me  immediately.  To  the  extent  that  an 
effort  is  being  made  to  secure  a warrant  to  access  or  download,  copy,  or  otherwise  duplicate  the 
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content  of  Ms.  Reynolds'  iPhone,  I request  that  the  Court  and  Judge  to  whom  the  request  is  made 
be  advised  of  the  following: 

(1 ) that  the  iPhone  was  illegally  and  unlawfully  seized  and  taken  without  permission 
or  consent; 

(2)  that  no  consent  has  been  provided  to  access,  review,  search,  or  copy  the  content  of 
the  iPhone; 

(3)  that  the  iPhone  contains  personal  private  and  needed  information  that  Diamond 
Reynolds  has  been  denied  access  to  without  just  cause;  and 

(4)  that  you  have  confirmed  that  you  have  no  evidence  that  the  iPhone  contains  any 
recording  or  other  file  of  the  live  Facebook  stream  at  issue  or  any  other  information 
pertinent  to  your  investigation,  which  renders  this  an  illegal  search  without  just 
cause. 

To  the  extent  any  information  has  already  been  downloaded  or  copied  from  Ms.  Reynolds7  private 
ip|ione  we  would  request: 

(1)  that  the  download  and  copy  be  turned  over  without  a copy  being  retained, 
immediately; 

(2)  that  the  identity  of  the  person  who  accessed  the  iPhone  and  the  person  in  custody 
of  any  such  download  or  copy  be  provided  along  with  the  name  of  the  person  and 
entity  that  downloaded,  copied  or  provided  access  to  the  phone; 

(3)  identify  when  access  was  obtained, 

(4)  identify  when  the  content  of  the  phone  was  downloaded,  copied  or  otherwise 
reviewed,  and  what  was  reviewed,  and 

(5)  identify  where  the  download  or  copy  is  currently  and  who  has  reviewed  it.

Inc.,  d/b/a 
Hennepin  Comity  Medical  Center  (“HCMC,r)  for  entry  of  a protective  order.2  On  July  12, 2016  a 
search  warrant  was  applied  for  by  SA  Doug  Henning,  a special  agent  for  the  Bureau  of  Criminal 
Apprehension  (“BCA”),  and  granted  by  Hennepin  County  District  Court- Judge  Charles  Porter. 
The  search  allows  SA  Doug  Henning  or  SA  Michelle  Rascone  and  all  other  personnel  under  their 
direction  and  control  to  search  HCMC,  located  at  701  Park  Ave.  South,  Minneapolis,  MN  55415. 
The  search  warrant  further  allows  property  and  things  to  be  seized  from  HCMC 5 s premises 
which  “constitute  evidence  tending  to  show  a crime  has  been  committed,  or  tends  to  show  that  a 
particular  person  has  committed  a crime”  and  described  in  the  search  warrant  as,  ‘Video  and/or 
audio  recordings  of  activity  involving  Philando  Divall  Castile  DOB:  07/16/1983  while  at  the 
Hennepin  County'  Medical  Center  on  07/06/2016  in  Minneapolis,  MN.  To  include  but  not

limited  to  the  video  footage  from  the  Trauma  bay  inside  the  emergency  room  where  Castile 
received  care.” 

HCMC  seeks  this  protective  order  to  protect  the  privacy  interests  ofPhilando  Castile 
(“Castile”)  and  his  family  as  well  as  other  HCMC  patients*  visitors  and  employees  who  appear  in 
the  requested  videos.  Th  e-  video  footage  shows  the  provision  of  medical  care  and  treatment  to 
Castile  and  includes  other  HCMC  patients  who  have  not  been  identified  but  who  are  clearly 
identifiable  in  the  recordings.  Accordingly,  the  videos  contain  “protected  health  information” 
under  the  Health  Insurance  Portability  and  Accountability  Act  (“HIPAA”)2;  private  medical  data 
• under  the  Minnesota  Government  Data  Practices  Act  (“MGDPA”)3;  and  ‘health  records”  under 
the  Minnesota  Health  Records  Act  (“MHRA”).4  Due  to  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  these 
videos,  HCMC  requests  that  a protective  order  be  entered  to  limit  their  dissemination. 

HCMC  also  seeks  a protective  order  on  the,  grounds  that  several  of  the  requested  videos 
axe  subject  to  the  peer-review  privilege.  HCMC  maintains  that  the  emergency  room  stabilization 
videos  are  “data  and  information  acquired  by  a review  organization”  that  are  used  for  the

3 The  MGDPA  defines  “medical  data”  as  “data  collected  because  an  individual  was  or  is  a

subd.  1 . Under  the  MGDPA,  “medical  data”  are  classified  as  “private”  unless  the-  data  is 
summary  data  or  a statute  specifically  provides  a different  classification.  Id,  subd.  3. 

4 “Health  record”  is  defined  by  the  Minnesota  Health  Records  Act  to  include  “any  information, 
whether  oral  or  recorded  in  any  form  or  medium,  that  relates  to  the  past,  present  or  future 
physical  or  mental  health  or  condition  of  a patient;  the  provision  of  health  care  to  a patient  or  the 
past  present  or  future  payment  for  the  pro-vision  of  health  care  to  a patient”  Minn  Stat.  § 
144.291,  subd.  2(c).

For  these  reasons,  HCMC  requests  that  the  materials  to  be  provided  to  the  BCA  in 
connection  with  the  July  12, 20 1 6 search  warrant  be  made  subject  to  a protective  order.

County  and  HCMC. 

Based  on  the  foregoing,  the  Court  orders  the  following: 

IT  IS  THEREFORE: 

1 • ORDERED  that  HCMC’s  request  for  a protective  order  is  granted 

2.  ORDERED  that  the  materials  to  be  provided  by  HCMC  to  the  BCA  in  response 

to  the  July  12,  2016  search  warrant  may  only  be  used,  accessed,  or  viewed  by  the 
BCA  and  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney’s  Office  in  furtherance  of  their  lawful 
criminal  investigation  and  shall  not  be  further  disclosed  or  disseminated  without 
a modification  of  this  order. 

3 . ORDERED  that  HCMC  shall  be  given  notice  and  an  opportunity  to  intervene 

prior  to  any  modification  of  this,  order. 

4.  ORDERED  this  protective  order  shall  be  self-sealing  that  becomes  public  only  if 
and  when  the  warrant  is  made  public  or  by  other  modification  of  this  order. 


5 The  peer-review  statute  states  that  materials  acquired  by  a review  organization  shall  not  be 
disclosed  and  that  unauthorized  disclosure  is  a misdemeanor  offense.  Minn.  Stat  §§  145.64  and 
145.66,

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On  07/08/2016  SA  PritzlafFand  SA  Henning  interviewed  St.  Paul  Fire  fighter  Joseph  Murray  Balazs  DOB: 
01/14/1969.  The  interview  was  conducted  at  St.  Paul  Fire  Department  Station  #23,  located  on  Como  Ave. 
The  interview  was  recorded  and  transcribed,  the  transcript  will  be  attached  to  this  report  A copy  of  the 
audio  recording  will  be  placed  on  a CD  and  held  as  evidence,  acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/37.1. 

Agents  started  by  obtaining  biographical  information  from  Baiasz.  For  the  purpose  of  this  report  agents 
used  the  contact  information  for  SPFD  Station  #23.  Balazs  told  agents  that  he  had  been  employed  by  the  St 
Paul  Fire  Department  for  the  last  14  years  as  a Fireman.  Balazs  told  agents  that  he  is  currently  assigned  as  a 
pool  driver.  Balazs  explained  to  agents  that  he  travels  from  station  to  station  filling  in  as  a driver  to  fill 
vacations  or  other  openings. 

Balazs  said  that  on  07/06/2016  he  was  working  at  station  #23,  Balazs  said  that  he  recalled  being  dispatched 
to  a medical  in  the  area  of  Larpcnteur  and  Fry  in  Falcon  Heights.  Balazs  told  agents  that  as  fire  personnel 
arrived  on  scene  he  observed  police  performing  CPR  on  a black  male.  Balazs  said  that  h'e  heard  one  of  the 
police  officers  say  the  subject  was  not  cooperating  or  following  instruction.  Balazs  said  that  the  patient  was 
loaded  and  transported  to  the  Hennepin-County  Medical  Center  by  order  of  Capt.  Lany  Goodman.  Balazs 
said  that  the  patient  was  pronounced  dead  in  the  HCMC  Emergency  room. 

Balazs  was’  asked  by  agents  if  he  had  noticed  a gun  at  the  scene.  Balazs  told  agents  that  he  had  not  observed 
a gun  but  was  told  about  the  gun  by  Paramedic  Mike  Paider  at  a later  time.  Agents  concluded  the  interview 
at  this  time.  Balazs  was  asked  to  sketch  a diagram  of  the  seen  which  he  did.  The  diagram  produced  by 
Balazs  will' be  held  as  evidence  (acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/37.2)  as  well  as  attached  to  this  report

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DH  Okay.  And  what  station  were  you  working  at? 

JB  Station  23. 

DH  Okay  and  that’s  here  on  Como  Avenue? 

JB  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  can  you  tell  me  um  if  you  recall  going  to  a call  of  a an  individual  that  was  shot? 
JB  Yes. 

DH  Up  on  Larpenteur. 

JB  Yes. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  what  time  that  call  came  in? 

JB  (coughs) 

DH  Approximately 
JB  It  was  evening. 

DH  It  was  evening?  Okay.  Okay  tell  me  about  how  that  came  in  and,  or... 

JB  (coughs) 

DH  ...or  how  you  were  made  aware  of  the  call  and  um 

JB  The  tones  went  off  in  the  fire  station  here  and  uh,  a said  a possible  shooting  stand  by  for 
police. 

DH  Okay.  So  then,  then  what  happened? 

JB  Um  then  we  got  in  our  vehicles.  I drive  the  engine.  Uh  the  fire  engine.  Four  of  us  got  in  that 
vehicle.  Two  got  in  the  ambulance.  And  we  drove  up  to  Larpenteur  and  Fry.  On  the  way  uh 
dispatch  said  that  uh  the  scene  was  safe. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  Um  as  we  pulled  up  the  ambulance  was  in  front  of  me.  They  stopped  and  talked  to  uh  one 
squad  who  directed  them  towards  the  patient.  We  followed.  All  got  out  and  went  over  to  the 
patient.  What  uh  we  saw.  as  we  were  getting  out  of  our  vehicles  was  police  doing  CPR  on  a 
black  man. 

DH  Okay  can  you  tell  me... 

JB  (coughs)  excuse  me. 

DH  ...who  responded?  Who  was  with  you?  Who,  who  you  were  working  with  uh  on  that  day. 
JB  The? 

DH  Or  who  went  to  the  medical? 

JB  Uh  all  six  people  that  were  working  at  the  station  that  day. 

DH  And  do  you  know  who  those  people  are? 

JB  Uh  let’s  see, 

DH  I know  you’re  pool  so. . . 

JB  (laugh) 

DH  ...  if  you  can’t  remember  everybody. 

JB  Yeah. 
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DH  But  there  was  six  people  you  know  that 
JB  Correct. 

DH  You  know  who  the  boss  was? 

JB  Yes  uh  Captain  uh  Larry  Goodman.  He  was  in  the  fire  engine  on  the  passenger  side  front.

DH  Okay.  So  you  guys  responded,  up  to  the  area  of  Larpenteur  and  Fry.  You  pulled  up.  The 
paramedic  talked  to  an  officer  and  then  you  moved  up,  up  closer  to  the  scene.  You  exited. 
You  observed  office,  an  officer  or  officers  doing  CPR? 

JB  Correct. 

DH  On  a,  on  a black  male? 

JB  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Go  ahead  and  tell  me  what  else  happened  from  there. 

JB  Um  at  that  point  uh,  we  moved  in  and  asked  a few  questions.  Um... 

DH  What  questions  were  asked? 

JB  Um, 

DH  If  you  recall 

JB  ...let’s  see,  what  happened  um  and  (pause) 

DH  Do  you  recall  what  you  were  told? 

JB  Uh  they  uh  somebody  said  he  was  shot.  And  there  was  no  pulse.  While  they  were  doing 
CPR.  Uh  at  one  point  uh  somebody  asked  what  happened  and  1 heard  one  of  the  officers 
say  he  was  not  cooperating,  that  he  wasn’t  following  police  instructions.  Um  at  that  point 
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we  brought  out  our  equipment.  Put  him  on  a backboard  and  urn  at  this  point  I was  directed 
to  go  into  the  back  of  the  ambulance  to  get  sortie  equipment  ready  for  when  the  patient  was 
brought  in. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  Um  and  then  when  the  patient  was  brought  in  um  the,  continued  with  our,  out  treatment 

doing  CPR,  putting  ail  our  monitoring  equipment  on  him  and  um  started  IVs  that  kinda  thing. 
And  uh  when  the  ambulance  was  ready  to  roil  the  decision  was  made  to  go  to  Hennepin 
County.  Um  I got  out. 

DH  Who  makes  that  decision? 

JB  Uhl  believe  that  was  the  uh  Captain. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  Uh  who  uh  confirmed  that  with  the  paramedic  on  the  ambulance  at  the  time. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  And  um  at  that  point  I got  out  to  follow  the  ambulance  uh  driving  the  uh  fire  engine.  I was  the 
only  one  in  the  fire  engine  as  we  went  to  the  hospital.

JB  Um,  the  report  started  from  the  paramedic  who  was  who  wrote  the  report  on  the  computer. 
DH  Is  that,  is  that  protocol? 

JB  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  To,  who? 

JB  To  the  uh  staff  usually. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  Uh  nurses  and  doctors. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  There  was  about  a dozen  people  in  there  waiting  for  us. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  Um  and  uh  somebody  asked  what  happened.  Um... 

DH  Do  you  know  any  of  those  people? 
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JB  Not  personally. 

DH  Okay. 

JB  I couldn’t  tell  you  any  names. 

DH  Okay.  Okay  go  ahead. 

JB  Um  somebody  asked  what,  what  happened  and  uh  I said  at  one  point  uh  he  was  shot  by  a 
police  officer.  Um  somebody  else  on  the  crew  said  no  he  was  shot  by  a byss  or  by  someone 
else  not  a police  officer.  Uh  there  as  a little  disconnect.

On  7/6/2016  at  approximately  21 19  hoars,  I (SgL  Spiess)  received  a phone  call  from  Officer  Strode.  She  advised  that  there  had  been  a shooting  involving  Sl  Anthony 
Officer  Yanez  near  the  intersection  of  Larpenteur  Avenue  at  Fry  Street.  She  indicated  that  Officer  Yana  did  cot  sustain  any  physical  injuries  and  lhatthc  suspect  was  en 
route  to  Hennepin  County  Medical  Carter.  Officer  Yancz  and  Officer  Kaus«  were  cc  route  to  the  Sl  Anthony  Police  Department  with  Roseville  Officer  Anderson.  I asked 
Officer  Sunde  to  notify  the  MN  BCA  to  respond. 

I contacted  Acting  Chief  Mangscth  trod  advised  him  of  the  situation . He  advised  that  he  would  be  en  route.  While  en  route  to  the  scene,  I contacted  Sgt  Diegnau,  who 
advised  that  he  would  respond  to  the  police  department  and  begin  calling  officer*  to  duty. 

1 arrived  on  scene  at  approximately  2150  hours  and  was  briefed  by  Chief  Mangseth  and  Officer  Snndc,  Shortly  thereafter,  two  females  ran  up.to  the  scene,  were  very  upset, 
and  stated  that  the  victim  was  a relative.  One  female  (not  identified)  stated  that  he  was  her  brother  and  the  other,  (identified  verbally  as  Valerie  (NMN)  Castillo  5/30/1956) 
Stated  that  the  victim  was  her  son , She  stated  thni  his  name  was  Phiiando  Divnll  Castile  (7/16/1983).  They'  were  both  advised  that  he  had  been  transported  ip  the  Hennepin 
County  Medical  Center.  They  then  left  far  that  destination, 

I spoke  to  Rose  vifte  Offi  cer  Dattflo.  who  was  maintaining  a position  on  the  perimeter.  He  advised  that,  upon  arriving,  he  spoke  to  a group  that  had  been  standing  on  the 
north  side  of  Larpenteur  near  die  entrance  to  the  Fry  Street  apartments.  He  asked  if  there  were  any'  witnesses,  Three  potties  came  forward  and  stated  that  they’  were.  Their 
information  is  os  follows; 

1.  Nicole  Eileen  Darcuie  (7/13/1987).  According  to  Officer  Dartilo.  Ms.  Darouie  advised  that  she  had  been  in  her  vehicle  with  her  brother  (Bryan  Darouie)  in  the  Fry  Street 
apartments  lot  when  she  heard  gun  shots. 

He  told  Officer  DcttSo  that  be  needed  to  go  to  bed  for  wort  in  the  morning  He 
departed  and  wen!  to  his  girifriaid's  residence  at  16S7  Fry  Street  £3. 

3.  Anne  Jacquc  Chagnon  (12/23/1 967),  According  to  Officer  Dattilo,  she  had  traveled  past  the  traffic  stop  E®  on  Larpenteur  and  turned  into  the  Fry  Strom  apartments  lot 
She  soon  after  heard  something  similar  to  "get  your  hands  upt*  followed  by  pun  shots. 

J met  with  MN  BCA  Agent  Phill.  He  requested  that  all  witnesses  go  to  the  Roseville  Police  Department  so  that  he  could  interview  them.  He  then  indicated  to  me  that  there 
was  a video  of  the  incident  circulating  on  Facebook  and  that  the  above  witness,  Nicole  Darouie,  bad  been  watching  it.  I spoke  to  Ms.  Darouie,  who  was  angry  with  me.  She 
staled  that  she  watched  the  video  on  Faocbook  and  to  at  the  suspect/victim  should  not  ha  vc  been  shot.  I asked  her  to  go  the  Rosevi  lie  Pol  i ce  Department  and  to  bring  her 
brother.

On  07/06/16  at  about  2112  hours,  1 (Stmde)  squad  6910  was  working  routine  patrol  in  St  Anthony  and  was  the  QIC  (Officer  In  Charge). 

1 heard  6921  (Yanez)  air  cm  our  channel  2 to  6920  (Kauser)  that  he  was  going  to  slop  a vehicle  and  identify  the  driver  because  he  appeared  to  look  very  similar  to  the 
suspect  from  a robbery  out  department  had  taken  a few  days  earher  at  2424  Lkpcnteur  Avc  (Super  USA). 

A very  short  time  later,  1 heard  Officer  Kanser  yell  'shots  fired!*  Dispatch  asked  for  clarification  whether,  they  went  being  shot  at  or  were  shooting.  Officer  Yanez  began 
ecrwoTtuig  into  his  radio,  ’shots  fired,  shots  fired,  shots  fired!'

Formal  performance  feedback  utilizing  the  Daily 
Observation  Report  will  continue.  " } 

Phase  4 


Phase  4 is  designed  to  last  a minimum  of  10  days  (evaluation  only).  This  period 
comprises  the  "Shadow  Period"  during  which  time  your  FTO  shall  accompany  you  in 
the  patrol  vehicle  while  dressed  in  "soft  clothes”  (non-uniformed).  The  purpose  of  the 
"Shadow  Period"  is  to  afford  you  the  opportunity  to  provide  patrol  services  in  a "solo" 
fashion  - that  is,  you  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  required  to  handle 
the  cail/activity  without  the  FTO's  assistance.  During  this  period,  the  FTO  is 
responsible  for  thoroughly  evaluating  your  performance  in  order  to  provide  the 
Department  with  a report  of  your  readiness/capability  to  provide  solo  patrol  services 
in  a professional,  safe,  effective  and  efficient  manner.

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The  Daily  Observation  Report 

The  Daily  Observation  Report  (DOR)  is  a performance  assessment  tool  which  the  FTOs 
will  utilize  to  formally  record  and  report  the  PC’s  on-the-job  performance  and  the  extent 
of  any  additional  training/corrective  action.  The  PO  and  the  FTO  will  review  the  PO’s 
overall  performance  on  a category-by-category  basis  at  the  end  of  each  shift  worked  or 
immediately  prior  to  the  next  shift’s  street  assignment.  The  purpose  of  this  debriefing  is 
to  assist  the  PO  in  correcting  areas  requiring  Corrective  Action  Necessary  (CAN)  and 
further  strengthen  those  areas  in  winch  the  PO  is  performing  acceptably.  There  are  no 
secrets  m the  Field  Training  and  Evaluation  Process.  The  objective  is  to  make  certain 
thatthe  PO  always  knows  exactly  where  he/she  stands  in  terms  of  formal  performance 
assessment  The  PO  is  required  to  sign  and  date  each  DOR  after  he/she  is  debriefed. 
The  PO’s  signature  simply  indicates  that  the  PO  and  the  FTO  fully  discussed  the 
performance  assessment.  The  PO  and  the  FTO  will  utilize  the  Standard  Evaluation 
Guidelines  (SEGs)  during  the  shift  and  collaborate  to  measure  the  PO’s  current  level  of 
performance. 


Weekly  Performance  Summary 

The  Weekly  Performance  Summary  Report  (WPSR)  serves  as  the  basis  for  a series  of 
weekly  meetings  between  the  PO,  the  FTO  and  the  FTO  Supervisor.  The  WPSR  process 
insures  that  the  PO’s  progress  is  thoroughly  scrutinized  and  all  responsible  parties  are 
accountable  for  the  PO’s  training  and  development.  The  FTO  will  direct  the  PO  to 
transfer  information  from  the  face-sheet  of  the  DOR  onto  the  WPSR  located  in  the  Field 
Training  Manual.  The  PO  will  average  his/her  earned  ratings  in  each  performance 
category  at  the  conclusion  of  every  week  of  Field  Training;  this  data  will  serve  as  the 
basis  for  the  weekly  meeting  with  the  FTO  Supervisor.

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Standard  Evaluation  Guidelines  (SEGs) 

The  Field  Training  and  Evaluation  Process  utilizes  ten  (10)  distinct  performance 
categories  to  assess  the  quality  of  the  PO  Js  work  life.  Each  of  the  Standard  Evaluation 
Guidelines  (SEGs)  behaviorally  describe  the  various  criteria  for  task  accomplishment  as 
follows:  Exceeds  Standards,  Meets  Standards:  Yes  and  Meets  Standards:  No.  It’s 
important  that  the  PO  thoroughly  review  each  of  the  SEGs  in  order  to  better  understand 
what’s  expected  of  him/her.  The  SEGs  are  designed  to  assist  the  PO  and  the  FTOs  in 
addressing  the  PO’s  job  strengths  and  areas  requiring  corrective  action  in  order  to  assist 
the  PO  and  the  FTO  in  taking  the  appropriate  corrective  action. 

The  PO  must  keep  his/her  performance  in  perspective.  The  assessment  process  is  not 
intended  to  ambush  the  PO  when  an  error  occurs.  The  PO  will  learn  from  his/hers 
mistakes  and  is  expected  to  make  a number  of  them;  from  them,  the  Field  Training  Unit 
learns  what  additional  training/coaching  needs  to  be  done. 

It  is  important  for  the  PO  to  recognize  that  a Meets  Standards:  No  performance 
assessment  is  not  a ticket  to  field  training  failure.  It’s  not  uncommon  for  the  PO  to  earn 
less  than  satisfactory  assessments  in  some  categories  during  the  initial  days  of  Field 
Training  and  Evaluation  Process  when  he/she  is  learning  how  to  apply  the  core 
competencies  of  the  Basic  Police  Training  Academy  along  with  the  Training  Tasks.  The 
PO  must  remember,  it’s  not  where  he/she  starts;  It’s  where  he/she  finishes  that  counts.

When  instruction  and  additional  coaching  has  been  provided,  but  the  Probationary 
Officer  is  still  unable  to  satisfactorily  perform/demonstrate,  or  explain  the 
knowledge/kill  area(s),  andNRT  (Not  Responding  to  Training)  notation  (X)  will  be  made 
on  the  front  side  of  the  DOR.  Chronic  NRT,  in  spite  of  additional  coaching  and  training- 
effort  is  an  indication  that  a performance  deficiency  exists  that  has  the  potential  to 
place  the  Probationary  Officer's  continued  employment  in  jeopardy.  Chronic  NRT 
generally  results  in  an  extension  of  training  to  further  assist  the  Probationary  Officer 
to  get  back  on  track.  Persistent  NRT  may  result  in  a recommendation  for  an 
Employment  Status  Hearing  to  reassess  the  Probationary  Officer's  continued 
employment. 


Extension  of  Training 

The  FTO  and  FTO  Supervisor  will  meet  on  a regular  basis  to  review  the  Probationary 
Officer's  progress  in  satisfactorily  meeting  the  Field  Training  and  Evaluation  Process's 
requirements.  They  can  recommend  an  extension  of  the  Probationary  Officer's 
training  beyond  the  minimum  number  of  scheduled  days  in  each  training  and 
evaluation  step.  This  extension  is  granted  by  the  Field  Training  Unit  Commander  when 
problems  are  identified  which  would  hinder  the  Probationary  Officer's  performance  or 
if  the  Probationary  Officer  is  behind  schedule  to  the  extent  that  the  Probationary 
Officer  could  not  be  expected  to  catch  up  under  normal  circumstances.  The  extension 
of  training  allows  the  Department's  Field  Training  Unit  and  Training  Section  to  work 
with  the  Probationary  Officer  on  specific  problems.  The  Probationary  Officer  should 
view  the  extension,  if  it  occurs,  as  if  (s)he  has  been  placed  in  a holding  pattern  for  a 
short  time.  No  stigma  is  attached  to  a Probationary  Officer  who  receives  Field 
Training  and  Evaluation  Process  extension.  The  extension  of  training  should  be 
viewed  as  a positive  decision  to  assist  the  Probationary  Officer  to  get  back  on  track. 
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Training  Tasks 


The  Field  Training  Program  represents  the  minimum  areas  that  must  be  an  acceptable 
level  before  a Probationary  Officer  is  considered  for  a single  officer  patrol  during  step 
4.  The  training  task  lists  will  serve  as  a guide  for  you  and  your  FTO.  The  task  lists 
have  been  developed  so  that  easier  and  basic  tasks  are  introduced  in  earlier  weeks. 
These  are  followed  by  increasingly  more  difficult  tasks  which  are  based  on  learning 
and  skill  mastery  of  previous  areas  of  knowledge,  skill,  and  responsibility.  It  is 
important  that  you  learn  the  skills/area  of  knowledge  from  previous  weeks  and  be 
capable  of  applying  them  at  any  time.  It  may  be  necessary  to  devote  a portion  of  your 
off-duty  time  to  review  materials  and  come  to  work  prepared  to  accomplish  the  task 
responsibilities.  The  FTO  will  advise  the  Probationary  Officer  for  the  next  work  shift 
on  there  off-duty  responsibilities.  The  FTO  will  record  tasks  that  will  be  reviewed. 
The  Probationary  Officer  will  do  some  home  study  on  related  statutes,  rules  and 
regulations,  and  other  material  for  these  tasks.  These  tasks  are  known  as  Daily 
Training  Plans.

Wellman,  owner  of  Total  Defense.  Inc.  in  Ramsey,  MN.  Dan’s  company 

conducted  a concealed  carry  class  (or  CCW)  on  May  2n(*  2015  in  which 
Philando  Castile  and  his  sister  Allysza  Castile  were  students.  The  interview 
was  digitally  recorded  and  later  burned  to  disc  as  evidence  item  42.2. 
Wellman  provided  a 2GB  Flash  Drive  containing  the  power  point  lesson 
plan  he  and  his  staff  use  for  each  CCW  class.  That  Flash  Drive  was  given 
evidence  item  42. 1 . 

Wellman  said  that  he  and  his  staff  always  cover  contacts  with  law 
enforcement  in  their  classroom  portion.  They  stress  that  on  a traffic  stop, 
they  should  keep  their  hands  visible  and  hand  the  officer  both  their  permit 
to  carry  and  their  picture  identification/driver’s  license.  This  is  to  allow  the 
officer  to  then  tell  them  what  to  do  next.  Dan  said  that  they  also  tell 
students  never  to  reach  for  or  motion  towards  their  firearm. 

Wellman  provided  his  lesson  plan  on  paper,  a copy  of  the  class  sign  in  sheet 
signed  by  Philando  and  Allysza.  He  also  provided  a copy  of  an  AP  article 
in  which  he  was  quoted  and  the  slide  covering  contacts  with  law 
enforcement.

DW  1,1,1  we,  we  do  an  example  in  class.  We’ve  done  that  for  years.  Uh  the,  rolling  down  the 
window  and  saying  I have  a gun  is  not,  it,  it  wasn’t  intended  to  be  insinuating  that  or 
disrespectful  to  what  happened  there  it,  it’s  we’ve  done  that  for  years  to  kinda  alleviate  that, 
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you  know  there’s  no  other  way  to  do  this  other  than  hand  over  your  permit,  with  your  driver’s 
license.  That  way  the  law  enforcement  officer  can  then  take  the  direct,  the  next  direction  if 
they  choose  depending  on  how  they  interpret  what,  which  obviously  you  have  a gun  ora 
permit.  Is  there  a gun.  And  then  very,  very  carefully  get  the  interior  light  on,  car  off  if  safe  to 
do  so.  Uh  be  upfront,  honest.  Keep  hands  in  sight  and  move  slowly  and  announce  your 
movements.

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HOW  CASTILE  TOLD  OFFICER 
ABOUT  GUN  CRITICAL  IN  FINAL 
MOMENTS

MINNEAPOLIS  (AP)  — The  final  moments  before  Phllando  Castile  was  killed  by  a police  officer 
during  a traffic  stop  in  suburban  St  Paul  revolved, around  a gun  he  was  licensed  to  carry,  trained 
to  use  safely  and  instructed  to  tell  authorities  about  when  stopped 

But: just  how  he  informed  the  officer  - and  whether  the  officer  followed  his  own  training  - gets  to 
the  heart  of  the  investigation  into  Castile's  death  last  week. 

Castile,  who  was  black,  was  fatally  shot  July  6 after  he  was  pulled  over  by  St.  Anthony  police 
officer  Jeronimo  Yanez,  who  is  Latino^  Castile's  girlfriend  streamed  the  aftermath  li  ve  on  Facebook 
and  said  Castile  was  shot  while  reaching  for  his  ID  after  telling  the  officer  he  had  a gun  permit  and 
was  armed. 

Yanez’s  attorney  has  said  the  officer  reacted  after  seeing  a .gun,  and  that  one  of  the  reasons  he 
pulled  Castile  over  was  because  he  thought  he  looked  like  a '’possible  match”  for  an  armed  robbery 
suspect.  Castile's  family  members  say  he  was  profiled  because  of  his  race.  They  were  among  the 
mourners  who  filled  the  3,000-seat  Cathedral  of  St.  Paul  for  his  funeral  Thursday. 

A letter  from,  the  Hennepin  County  Sheriffs  Office  confirms  Castile,  32,  got  his  permit  last  vear. 
Hie  letter,  dated  June  4, 2015,  says  Castile’s  permit  is  enclosed.  It  also  says  that  he  must  have  Ms 
permit  card  and  photo  identification  when  carrying  a pistol,  and  must  display  those  items  "upon 
lawful  demand  by  a peace  officer.” 

Ailysza  Castile  said  she  and  her  brother  took  a required  gun  safety  class,  together  last  year. 


Dan  Wellman,  owner  of  Total  Defense  in  Ramsey,  confirmed  the  Castiles  came  to  class  in  May 
2015,  W ellman  doesn't  remember  the  pair.  He  said  he  wasn't  teaching  the  class  that  day. 

But  each  class  is  told  repeatedly  how  to  handle  a traffic  stop  or  any  encounter  with  law 
enforcement,  he  said.  Students  are  taught  to  comply  with  every  demand,  hand  over  their  permits 
to  carry-  with  their  driver's  licenses  and  calmly  answer  follow-up  questions  about  licensed 
firearms,  including  where  they  are. 

"We  make  several  jokes  about  it  during  class:  1 have. a gun'  is  not  the  way  to  say  you  have  a gun  on 
you,"  Wellman  said. 

Race  never  comes  up  as  course  participants  are  told  how  to  handle  traffic  stops,  Wellman  said. 

Castries  girlfriend,  Diamond  Reynolds,  who  was  a passenger  in  the  car  along  with  her  4- veer-old 
daughter,  stressed  :n  her  video  that  Castile  complied  with  Yanez’s  requests  before  the  encounter 
fumed  fatal.  Bui  when  talking  to  reporters  the  day  after  his  death,  she  shed  light  on  possible 
confusion  stemming  from  Castile's  final  words  to  the  officer. 

As  he  s reaching  for  his  back  pocket  wallet,  he  lets  the  officer  know:  'Officer,  I ha  ve  a firearm  on 
me,"  she  said,  "I  begin  to  yell,  'But  he's  licensed  to  carry/  After  that,  (the  officer)  began  to  take  off 
shots." 

St  Anthony  police  training  documents  outline  how  an  officer  should  respond  to  traffic  stops. 
According  to  the  documents,  if  an  officer  believes  it's  a high-risk  stop  - as  one  involving  an  armed 
robbere  suspect'  would  likely  be  - he  should  have  the  driver  and  others  exit  the  car  before 
approaching  the  vehicle,;  while  officers  take  cover  and  draw’  their  weapons, 

Albert  Goins,  an  attorney  who  assisted  the  Castile  family  after  the  shooting  but  is  not  representing 
anyone  in  the  case,  has  said  if  Yanez  and  the  other  officer  Involved,  Joseph  Katiser,  believed  thev 
could  be  stopping  the  robbery  suspect,  they  should  have  done  a "felony  stop/'  He  descr  ibed  a 
procedure  similar  to  what  is  outlined  rn  the  police  training  documents. 

Documents  provided  by  the  St  Anthony  Police  Department  also  show  Yanez  attended  a training 
seminar  in  2014-called  "Bulletproof  Warrior,”  a two-day  course  hosted  by  an  Illinois  company  that 
teaches  students  how  to  "utilize  their  ’Warrior  Spirit5  in  a practical  way  so  they  can  WIN  hostile 
confrontations  on  the  street,"  according  to  promotional  materials  for  the  seminar. 

Yanez  also  received  two  hours  of  de-escalation  training  this  spring  - the  only  record  of  such 
training  since  he  joined  the  force  in  late  201 1.  His  attorney  and  the  bt.  Anthony  police  chief  did  not 
return  messages  for  comment 


Court  and  driver  records  show  Castile  was  pulled  over  or  ticketed  at  least  52  times  in  Minnesota 
since  2 902,  with  86  total  misdemeanor  or  petto  misdemeanor  counts.  More  than  half  of  die  §6 
violations  were  dismissed,  court  records  show.  He  had  no  serious  criminal  record. 

He  was  stopped, at  least  two  times  since  he  received  his  permit  to  carry.  Records  do  not  indicate 
wither  he  had  his  gun  with  him  on  those  stops. 

AHysaa  Castile  said  she  usually  leaves  her  gun  at  home.  But  if  she  does  have  , it  with  her  white 

driving,  she  said  she  puts  it  in  her  glove  compartment  in  a holster  with  the  safety  on. 

"Most  of  the  time,  he  did  the  same,"  the  23-y  ear-old  woman  said  of  her  brother.  There's  never  a 

time  I saw  him- driving- in  iheear  with  his  weapon  on  his  person." 

Reynolds,  however,  has  said  his  gun  was  in  its  bolster  in  his  pants  when  they  were  stopped. 

Aiiysza  Castile  said  when  she  is  pulled  over  and  has  her  gun,  she  fells  officers,  she  has  a firearm 

and  gun  permit,  which  is  a wallet-size  card  that  she  shows  with  her  license  and  registration. 

That’s  usually  how  it's  supposed  to  go,  hut  they  didn't  give  him  a chance,"  she  said  of  the  fatal 

stop. 

Valerie  Castile  stressed  that  her  son  got  his  permit  because  he  had  a.  right  to  carry  a weapon  - not 
because  he  felt  his  life  was  in  danger. 

"My  son  was  profiled  and  he  was  executed.  There's  just  no  two  ways  around  that,"  she  said.

To  remember  the  five  techniques  to  diffuse  a situation:  Listen, 

Empathize,  Ask,  Paraphrase,  Summarize. 

1.  Listen-  In  a conflict,  we  become  very  self-centered.  We 
want  to  talk  and  force  our  point  of  view  on  the  other 
person.  If  we  listen  rather  than  argue,  much  of  the  heat 
will  go  out  of  the  situation. 

2.  Empathize-  put  yourself  in  the  other  person's  shoes.  See 
things  from  their  point  of  view.  Be  sure  to  empathize 
aloud  so  the  other  person  can  hear  you  doing  it 

3.  Ask-  question  the  other  person  about  specific  facts. 
Remember  the  five  W's  (Who,  What,.  When,  Where,  and 
Why).  Asking  questions  builds  rapport  and  solicits  input 
from  the  other  person  rather  than  pushing  your 
perspective  on  them. 

4.  Paraphrase-  Put  the  other  person's  meaning  in  to  your 
own  words  and  feed  it  back  to  them  (actively  listen).  This 
means  that  you  understand  their  point  of  view  and 
giving  them  a chance  to  agree  with  something  you  have 
said.  You  have  to  listen  to  them  and  make  an  effort  to 
understand  their  perspective. 

5.  Summarize-  when  we  summarize,  we  move  towards 
conclusion.  Our  tone  and  words  should  be  shaped  with 
decisiveness  and  authority  with  out  being  condescending 
or  demanding.  Use  the  word  "We"  not  "I"  or  "YOU".

> Stove  Pipe-  After  the  bullet  is  fired  the  casing  fails  to  eject 
fully  and  gets  stuck  in  the  action  causing  a jam. 

> Failure  To  Feed-  This  is  when  a round  fails  to  feed  into  the 
breach.  Most  common  cause  is  bent  feed  lips  on  magazine.

00  Failure  of  the  sheriff  to  notify  the  applicant  of  the  denial  of  the 
application  within  30  days  after  the  date  of  receipt  of  the  application 
packet  constitutes  issuance  of  the  permit  to  carry  and  the  sheriff  must 
promptly  fulfill  the  requirements  under  paragraph  [c).  To  deny  the 
application,  the  sheriff  must  provide  the  applicant  with  written 
notification  and  the  specific  factual  basis  justifying  the  denial  under 
paragraph  (a},  clause  [2)  or  [3),  including  the  source  of  the  factual  basis. 
The  sheriff  must  inform  the  applicant  of  the  applicant's  right  to  submit, 
within  20  business  days,  any  additional  documentation  relating  to  the 
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propriety  of  the  denial.  Upon  receiving  any  additional  documentation, 
the  sheriff  must  reconsider  the  denial  and  inform  the  applicant  within 
15  business  days  of  the  result  of  the  reconsideration.  Any  denial  after 
reconsideration  must  be  in  the  same  form  and  substance  as  the  original 
denial  and  must  specifically  address  any  continued  deficiencies  in  light 
of  the  additional  documentation  submitted  by  the  applicant  The 
applicant  must  be  informed  of  the  right  to  seek  de  novo  review  of  the 
denial  as  provided  in  subdivision  12. 

(c)  Upon  issuing  a permit  to  carry,  the  sheriff  must  provide  a laminated 
permit  card  to  the  applicant  by  first  class  mail  unless  personal  delivery 
has  been  made.  Within  five  business  days,  the  sheriff  must  submit  the 
information  specified  in  subdivision  7,  paragraph  (a),  to  the 
commissioner  for  inclusion  solely  in  the  database  required  under 
subdivision  15,  paragraph  (a).  The  sheriff  must  transmit  the  information 
in  a manner  and  format  prescribed  by  the  commissioner. 

(d)  Within  five  business  days  of  learning  that  a permit  to  carry  has  been 
suspended  or  revoked,  the  sheriff  must  submit  information  to  the 
commissioner  regarding  the  suspension  or  revocation  for  inclusion 
solely  in  the  databases  required  or  permitted  under  subdivision  15. 

(e)  Notwithstanding  paragraphs  [a)  and  (b),  the  sheriff  may  suspend  the 
application  process  if  a charge  is  pending  against  the  applicant  that,  if 
resulting  in  conviction,  will  prohibit  the  applicant  from  possessing  a 
firearm. 

Subd.  7.Permitcard  contents;  expiration;  renewal. 

(a)  Permits  to  carry  must  be  on  an  official,  standardized  permit  card 
adopted  by  the  commissioner,  containing  only  the  name,  residence,  and 
driver's  license  number  or  state  identification  card  number  of  the 
permit  holder,  if  any. 

[b]  The  permit  card  must  also  identify  the  issuing  sheriff  and  state  the 
expiration  date  of  the  permit  The  permit  card  must  dearly  display  a 
notice  that  a permit,  if  granted,  is  void  and  must  be  immediately 
returned  to  the  sheriff  if  the  permit  holder  becomes  prohibited  by  law 
from  possessing  a firearm. 
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Cc3  A permit  to  carry  a pistol  issued  under  this  section  expires  five  years 
after  the  date  of  issue.  It  may  be  renewed  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  criteria  which  the  original  permit  was  obtained,  subject  to  the 
following  procedures: 

(1)  no  earlier  than  90  days  prior  to  the  expiration  date  on  the  permit, 
the  permit  holder  may  renew  the  permit  by  submitting  to  the 
appropriate  sheriff  the  application  packet  described  in  subdivision  3 
and  a renewal  processing  fee  not  to  exceed  the  actual  and  reasonable 
direct  cost  of  processing  the  application  or  $75,  whichever  is  less.  Of  this 
amount,  $5  must  be  submitted  to  the  commissioner  and  deposited  into 
the  general  fund.  The  sheriff  must  process  the  renewal  application  in 
accordance  with  subdivisions  4 and  6;  and 

(2)  a permit  holder  who  submits  a renewal  application  packet  after  the 
expiration  date  of  the  permit,  but  within  30  days  after  expiration,  may 
renew  the  permit  as  provided  in  clause  (1)  by  paying  an  additional  late 
fee  of  $10. 

(d)  The  renewal  permit  is  effective  beginning  on  the  expiration  date  of 
the  prior  permit  to  carry. 

Subd.  7a.Change  of  address;  loss  or  destruction  of  permit. 

(a)  Within  30  days  after  changing  permanent  address,  or  within  30  days 
of  having  lost  or  destroyed  the  permit  card,  the  permit  holder  must 
notify  the  issuing  sheriff  of  the  change,  loss,  or  destruction.  Failure  to 
provide  notification  as  required  by  this  subdivision  is  a petty 
misdemeanor.  The  fine  for  a first  offense  must  not  exceed  $25. 
Notwithstanding  section  609.531,  a firearm  carried  in  violation  of  this 
paragraph  is  not  subject  to  forfeiture. 

(b]  After  notice  is  given  under  paragraph  [a],  a permit  holder  may 
obtain  a replacement  permit  card  by  paying  $10  to  the  sheriff.  The 
request  for  a replacement  permit  card  must  be  made  on  an  official, 
standardized  application  adopted  for  this  purpose  under  section 
624.7151,  and,  except  in  the  case  of  an  address  change,  must  include  a 
notarized  statement  that  the  permit  card  has  been  lost  or  destroyed. 
Subd.  8. Permit  to  carry  voided. 
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(a)  The  permit  to  carry  is  void  at  the  time  that  the  holder  becomes 
prohibited  by  law  from  possessinga  firearm,  in  which  event  the  holder 
must  return  the  permit  card  to  the  issuing  sheriff  within  five  business 
days  after  the  holder  knows  or  should  know  that  the  holder  is  a 
prohibited  person.  If  the  sheriff  has  knowledge  that  a permit  is  void 
under  this  paragraph,  the  sheriff  must  give  notice  to  the  permit  holder 
in  writing  in  the  same  manner  as  a denial.  Failure  of  the  holder  to  return 
the  permit  within  the  five  days  is  a gross  misdemeanor  unless  the  court 
finds  that  the  circumstances  or  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  the 
permit  holder  prevented  the  holder  from  complying  with  the  return 
requirement 

(b)  When  a permit  holder  is  convicted  of  an  offense  that  prohibits  the 
permit  holder  from  possessing  a firearm,  the  court  must  take  possession 
of  the  permit,  if  it  is  available,  and  send  it  to  the  issuing  sheriff. 

(c)  The  sheriff  of  the  county  where  the  application  was  submitted,  or  of 
the  county  of  the  permit  holder's  current  residence,  may  file  a petition 
with  the  district  court  therein,  for  an  order  revoking  a permit  to  carry 
on  the  grounds  set  forth  in  subdivision  6,  paragraph  (a),  clause  [3).  An 
order  shall  be  issued  only  if  the  sheriff  meets  the  burden  of  proof  and 
criteria  set  forth  in  subdivision  12.  If  the  court  denies  the  petition,  the 
court  must  award  the  permit  holder  reasonable  costs  and  expenses, 
including  attorney  fees. 

(d)  A permit  revocation  must  be  promptly  reported  to  the  issuing 
sheriff. 

Subd.  8a.Prosecutor's  duty. 

Whenever  a person  is  charged  with  an  offense  that  would,  upon 
conviction,  prohibit  the  person  from  possessing  a firearm,  the 
prosecuting  attorney  must  ascertain  whether  the  person  is  a permit 
holder  under  this  section.  If  the  person  is  a permit  holder,  the 
prosecutor  must  notify  the  issuing  sheriff  that  the  person  has  been 
charged  with  a prohibiting  offense.  The  prosecutor  must  also  notify  the 
sheriff  of  the  final  disposition  of  the  case. 

Subd.  9. Carrying  pistols  about  one’s  premises  or  for  purposes  of  repair, 
target  practice. 
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A permit  to  carry  is  not  required  of  a person: 

(1]  to  keep  or  carry  about  the  person’s  place  of  business,  dwelling 
house,  premises  or  on  land  possessed  by  the  person  a pistol; 

(2]  to  carry  a pistol  from  a place  of  purchase  to  the  person's  dwelling 
house  or  place  of  business,  or  from  the  person's  dwelling  house  or  place 
of  business  to  or  from  a place  where  repairing  is  done,  to  have  the  pistol 
repaired; 

(3]  to  carry  a pistol  between  the  person's  dwelling  house  and  place  of 
business; 

(4]  to  carry  a pistol  in  the  woods  or  fields  or  upon  the  waters  of  this 
state  for  the  purpose  of  hunting  or  of  target  shooting  in  a safe  area;  or 

(5]  to  transport  a pistol  in  a motor  vehicle,  snowmobile  or  boat  if  the 
pistol  is  unloaded,  contained  in  a closed  and  fastened  case,  gunbox,  or 
securely  tied  package. 

Subd.  lO.False  representations. 


A person  who  gives  or  causes  to  be  given  any  false  material  information 
in  applying  for  a permit  to  carry,  knowing  or  having  reason  to  know  the 
information  is  false,  is  guilty  of  a gross  misdemeanor. 

Subd.  11. No  limit  on  number  of  pistols. 

A person  shall  not  be  restricted  as  to  the  number  of  pistols  the  person 
may  carry. 

Subd.  lla.Emergency  issuance  of  permits. 

A sheriff  may  immediately  issue  an  emergency  permit  to  a person  if  the 
sheriff  determines  that  the  person  is  in  an  emergency  situation  that  may 
constitute  an  immediate  risk  to  the  safety  of  the  person  or  someone 
residing  in  the  person’s  household.  A person  seeking  an  emergency 
permit  must  complete  an  application  form  and  must  sign  an  affidavit 
describing  the  emergency  situation.  An  emergency  permit  applicant 
does  not  need  to  provide  evidence  of  training.  An  emergency  permit  is 
valid  for  30  days,  may  not  be  renewed,  and  may  be  revoked  without  a 
hearing.  No  fee  may  be  charged  for  an  emergency  permit.  An  emergency 
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permit  holder  may  seek  a regular  permit  under  subdivision  3 and  is 
subject  to  the  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  section. 

Subd.  12,Hearing  upon  denial  or  revocation; 

(a)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  denial  or  . revocation  of  a permit  to  carry 
may  appeal  by  petition  to  the  district  court  having  jurisdiction  over  the 
county  or  municipality  where  the  application  was  submitted.  The 
petition  must  list  the  sheriff  as  the  respondent.  The  district  court  must 
hold  a hearing  at  the  earliest  practicable  date  and  in  any  event  no  later 
than  60  days  following  the  filing  of  the  petition  for  review.  The  court 
may  not  grant  or  deny  any  relief  before  the  completion  of  the  hearing. 
The  record  of  the  hearing  must  be  sealed.  The  matter  must  be  heard  de 
novo  without  a jury. 

(b)  The  court  must  issue  written  findings  of  fact  and  conclusions  of  law 
regarding  the  issues  submitted  by  the  parties.  The  court  must  issue  its 
writ  of  mandamus  directing  that  the  permit  be  issued  and  order  other 
appropriate  relief  unless  the  sheriff  establishes  by  dear  and  convincing 
evidence: 

[1]  that  the  applicant  is  disqualified  under  the  criteria  described  in 
subdivision  2,  paragraph  (b);  or 

(2)  that  there  exists  a substantial  likelihood  that  the  applicant  is  a 
danger  to  self  or  the  public  if  authorized  to  carry  a pistol  under  a permit 
Incidents  of  alleged  criminal  misconduct  that  are  not  investigated  and 
documented  may  not  be  considered. 

(c)  If  an  applicant  is  denied  a permit  on  the  grounds  that  the  applicant  is 
listed  in  the  criminal  gang  investigative  data  system  under  section 
299C091,  the  person  may  challenge  the  denial,  after  disclosure  under 
court  supervision  of  the  reason  for  that  listing,  based  on  grounds  that 
the  person: 

(X)  was  erroneously  identified  as  a person  in  the  data  system; 

(2)  was  improperly  included  in  the  data  system  according  to  the  criteria 
outlined  in  section  299C.091,  subdivision  2,  paragraph  fb);  or 
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(3)  has  demonstrably  withdrawn  from  the  activities  and  associations 
that  led  to  inclusion  in  the  data  system. 


[d]  If  the  court  grants  a petition  brought  under  paragraph  (a),  the  court 
must  award  the  applicant  or  permit  holder  reasonable  costs  and 
expenses  including  attorney  fees. 

Subd.  12a.Suspension  as  condition  of  release. 

The  district  court  may  order  suspension  of  the  application  process  for  a 
permit  or  suspend  the  permit  of  a permit  holder  as  a condition  of 
release  pursuant  to  the  same  criteria  as  the  surrender  of  firearms  under 
section  629.715.  A permit  suspension  must  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
issuing  sheriff.  If  the  permit  holder  has  an  out-of-state  permit 
recognized  under  subdivision  16,  the  court  must  promptly  report  the 
suspension  to  the  commissionerfor  inclusion  solely  in  the  database 
under  subdivision  15,  paragraph  (a). 

Subd.  13.Exemptions;  adult  correctional  facility  officers. 

A permit  to  carry  a pistol  is  not  required  of  any  officer  of  a state  adult 
correctional  facility  when  on  guard  duty  or  otherwise  engaged  in  an 
assigned  duty. 

Subd.  14.Records. 

[a]  A sheriff  must  not  maintain  records  or  data  collected,  made,  or  held 
under  this  section  concerning  any  applicant  or  permit  holder  that  are 
not  necessary  under  this  section  to  support  a permit  that  is  outstanding 
or  eligible  for  renewal  under  subdivision  7,  paragraph  '(b). 
Notwithstanding  section  138.163,  sheriffs  must  completely  purge  all 
files  and  databases  by  March  1 of  each  year  to  delete  all  information 
collected  under  this  section  concerning  all  persons  who  are  no  longer 
current  permit  holders  or  currently  eligible  to  renew  their  permit. 

(b)  Paragraph  (a)  does  not  apply  to  records  or  data  concerning  an 
applicant  or  permit  holder  who  has  had  a permit  denied  or  revoked 
under  the  criteria  established  in  subdivision  2,  paragraph  (b],  clause  (1), 
or  subdivision  6,  paragraph  (a),  clause  (3),  for  a period  of  six  years  from 
the  date  of  the  denial  or  revocation. 

Subd.  15. Commissioner;  contracts;  database. 
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[a]  The  commissioner  must  maintain  an  automated  database  of  persons 
authorized  to  carry  pistols  under  this  section  that  is  available  24  hours  a 
day,  seven  days  a week,  only  to  law  enforcement  agencies,  including 
prosecutors  carrying  out  their  duties  under  subdivision  8a,  to  verify  the 
validity  of  a permit. 

(bj  The  commissioner  may  maintain  a separate  automated  database  of 
denied  applications  for  permits  to  carry  and  of  revoked  permits  that  is 
available  only  to  sheriffs  performing  their  duties  under  this  section, 
containing  the  date  of,  the  statutory  basis  for,  and  the  initiating  agency 
for  any  permit  application  denied  or  permit  revoked  for  a period  of  six 
years  from  the  date  of  the  denial  or  revocation. 

(c)  The  commissioner  may  contract  with  one  or  more  vendors  to 
implement  the  commissioner's  duties  under  this  section. 

Subd.  16.Recognition  of  permits  from  other  states. 

(a)  The  commissioner  must  annually  establish  and  publish  a list  of  other 
states  that  have  laws  governing  the  issuance  of  permits  to  carry 
weapons  that  are  not  substantially  similar  to  this  section.  The  list  must 
be  available  on  the  Internet.  A person  holding  a carry  permit  from  a 
state  not  on  the  list  may  use  the  license  or  permit  in  this  state  subject  to 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  requirements  of  this  section. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  paragraph  (a),  no  license  or  permit  from  another 
state  is  valid  in  this  state  if  the  holder  is  or  becomes  prohibited  by  law 
from  possessing  a firearm. 

(c)  Any  sheriff  or  police  chief  may  file  a petition  under  subdivision  12 
seeking  an  order  suspending  or  revoking  an  out-of-state  permit  holder’s 
authority  to  carry  a pistol  in  this  state  on  the  grounds  set  forth  in 
subdivision  6,  paragraph  (a),  clause  (3).  An  order  shall  only  be  issued  if 
the  petitioner  meets  the  burden  of  proof  and  criteria  set  forth  in 
subdivision  12.  If  the  court  denies  the  petition,  the  court  must  award  the 
permit  holder  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  including  attorney  fees. 
The  petition  may  be  filed  in  any  county  in  the  state  where  a person 
holding  a license  or  permit  from  another  state  can  be  found. 
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(d)  The  commissioner  must,  when  necessary,  execute  reciprocity 
agreements  regarding  carry  permits  with  jurisdictions  whose  carry 
permits  are  recognized  under  paragraph  (a). 

Subd.  17.Posting;  trespass. 

[a]  A person  carrying  a firearm  on  or  about  his  or  her  person  or  clothes 
under  a permit  or  otherwise  who  remains  at  a private  establishment 
knowing  that  the  operator  of  the  establishment  or  its  agent  has  made  a 
reasonable  request  that  firearms  not  be  brought  into  the  establishment 
may  be  ordered  to  leave  the  premises.  A person  who  fails  to  leave  when 
so  requested  is  guilty  of  a petty  misdemeanor.  The  fine  for  a first  offense 
must  not  exceed  $25.  Notwithstanding  section  609.531,  a Firearm 
carried  in  violation  of  this  subdivision  is  not  subject  to  forfeiture. 

(b)  As  used  in  this  subdivision,  the  terms  in  this  paragraph  have  the 
meanings  given. 

(1)  "Reasonable  request"  means  a request  made  under  the  following 
circumstances: 

(1)  the  requester  has  prominently  posted  a conspicuous  sign  at  every 
entrance  to  the  establishment  containing  the  following  language: 
"(INDICATE  IDENTITY  OF  OPERATOR)  BANS  GUNS  IN  THESE 
PREMISES.";  or 

(ii)  the  requester  or  the  requester's  agent  personally  informs  the  person 
that  guns  are  prohibited  in  the  premises  and  demands  compliance. 

(2)  "Prominently"  means  readily  visible  and  within  four  feet  laterally  of 
the  entrance  with  the  bottom  of  the  sign  at  a height  of  four  to  six  feet 
above  the  floor. 


(3)  "Conspicuous"  means  lettering  in  black  arial  typeface  at  least  1-1/2 
inches  in  height  against  a bright  contrasting  background  that  is  atleast 
187  square  inches  in  area. 

(4)  "Private  establishment"  means  a building,  structure,  or  portion 
thereof  that  is  owned,  leased,  controlled,  or  operated  by  a 
nongovernmental  entity  for  a nongovernmental  purpose. 
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(c)  The  owner  or  operator  of  a private  establishment  may  not  prohibit 
the  lawful  carry  or  possession  of  firearms  in  a parking  facility  or  parking 
area. 

(d)  This  subdivision  does  not  apply  to  private  residences.  The  lawful 
possessor  of  a private  residence  may  prohibit  firearms,  and  provide 
notice  thereof  in  any  lawful  manner. 

(e)  A landlord  may  not  restrict  the  lawful  carry  or  possession  of 
firearms  by  tenants  or  their  guests. 

[Q  Notwithstanding  any  inconsistent  provisions  in  section  609.605,  this 
subdivision  sets  forth  the  exclusive  criteria  to  notify  a permit  holder 
when  otherwise  lawful  firearm  possession  is  not  allowed  in  a private 
establishment  and  sets  forth  the  exclusive  penalty  for  such  activity. 

[g)  This  subdivision  does  not  apply  to: 

[1]  an  active  licensed  peace  officer;  or 

(2)  a security  guard  acting  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment 
Subd.  18.Employers;  public  colleges  and  universities. 

(a]  An  employer,  whether  public  or  private,  may  establish  policies  that 
restrict  the  carry  or  possession  of  firearms  by  its  employees  while 
acting  in  the  course  and  scope  of  employment.  Employment  related  civil 
sanctions  may  be  invoked  for  a violation. 

(b]  A public  postsecondary  institution  regulated  under  chapter  136F  or 
137  may  establish  policies  that  restrict  the  carry  or  possession  of 
firearms  by  its  students  while  on  the  institution's  property.  Academic 
sanctions  may  be  invoked  for  a violation. 

(c]  Notwithstanding  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b),  an  employer  or  a 
postsecondary  institution  may  not  prohibit  the  lawful  carry  or 
possession  of  firearms  in  a parking  facility  or  parking  area. 

Subd.  19. Immunity. 
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Neither  a sheriff,  police  chief,  any  employee  of  a sheriff  or  police  chief 
involved  in  the  permit  issuing  process,  nor  any  certified  instructor  is 
liable  for  damages  resulting  or  arising  from  acts  with  a firearm 
committed  by  a permit  holder,  unless  the  person  had  actual  knowledge 
at  the  time  the  permit  was  issued  or  the  instruction  was  given  that  the 
applicant  was  prohibited  by  law  from  possessing  a firearm. 

Subd.  20. Monitoring. 

(a]  By  March  1,  2004,  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  commissioner  must 
report  to  the  legislature  on: 

[1]  the  number  of  permits  applied  for,  issued,  suspended,  revoked,  and 
denied,  further  categorized  by  the  age,  sex,  and  zip  code  of  the  applicant 
or  permit  holder,  since  the  previous  submission,  and  in  total; 

[2]  the  number  of  permits  currently  valid; 

[3]  the  specific  reasons  for  each  suspension,  revocation,  and  denial  and 
the  number  of  reversed,  canceled,  or  corrected  actions; 

[4]  without  expressly  identifying  an  applicant,  the  number  of  denials  or 
revocations  based  on  the  grounds  under  subdivision  6,  paragraph  (a), 
clause  [3],  the  factual  basis  for  each  denial  or  revocation,  and  the  result 
of  an  appeal,  if  any,  including  the  court's  findings  of  fact,  conclusions  of 
law,  and  order; 

[5]  the  number  of  convictions  and  types  of  crimes  committed  since  the 
previous  submission,  and  in  total,  by  individuals  with  permits  including 
data  as  to  whether  a firearm  lawfully  carried  solely  by  virtue  of  a permit 
was  actually  used  in  furtherance  of  the  crime; 

[6]  to  the  extent  known  or  determinable,  data  on  the  lawful  and 
justifiable  use  of  firearms  by  permit  holders;  and 

[7]  the  status  of  the  segregated  funds  reported  to  the  commissioner 
under  subdivision  21. 

(b)  Sheriffs  and  police  chiefs  must  supply  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  with  the  basic  data  the  department  requires  to  complete  the 
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report  under  paragraph  [a].  Sheriffs  and  police  chiefs  may  submit  data 
classified  as  private  to  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  under  this 
paragraph. 

(c)  Copies  of  the  report  under  paragraph  [a)  must  be  made  available  to 
the  public  at  the  actual  cost  of  duplication. 

[d]  Nothing  contained  in  any  provision  of  this  section  or  any  other  law 
requires  or  authorizes  the  registration,  documentation,  collection,  or 
providing  of  serial  numbers  or  other  data  on  firearms  or  on  firearms' 
owners. 

Subd.  21.Use  of  fees. 

Fees  collected  by  sheriffs  under  this  section  and  not  forwarded  to  the 
commissioner  must  be  used  only  to  pay  the  direct  costs  of  administering 
this  section.  Fee  money  may  be  used  to  pay  the  costs  of  appeals  of 
prevailing  applicants  or  permit  holders  under  subdivision  8,  paragraph 
(0;  subdivision  12,  paragraph  (e);  and  subdivision  16,  paragraph  (c]. 

Fee  money  may  also  be  used  to  pay  the  reasonable  costs  of  the  county 
attorney  to  represent  the  sheriff  in  proceedings  under  this  section.  The 
revenues  must  be  maintained  in  a segregated  fund.  Fund  balances  must 
be  carried  over  from  year  to  year  and  do  not  revert  to  any  other  fund.  As 
part  of  the  information  supplied  under  subdivision  20,  paragraph  [bj,  by 
January  31  of  each  year,  a sheriff  must  report  to  the  commissioner  on 
the  sheriff  s segregated  fund  for  the  preceding  calendar  year,  including 
information  regarding: 

(1)  nature  and  amount  of  revenues; 

(2)  nature  and  amount  of  expenditures;  and 

(3)  nature  and  amount  of  balances. 

Subd.  22.Shorttitle;  construction;  severability. 

This  section  may  be  cited  as  the  Minnesota  Citizens'  Personal  Protection 
Act  of  2003.

No  sheriff,  police  chief,  governmental  unit, 
government  official,  government  employee,  or  other  person  or  body 
acting  under  color  of  law  or  governmental  authority  may  change, 
modify,  or  supplement  these  criteria  or  procedures,  or  limit  the  exercise 
of  a permit  to  carry. 

Subd.  24.Predatory  offenders. 

Except  when  acting  under  the  authority  of  other  law,  it  is  a 
misdemeanor  for  a person  required  to  register  by  section  243.166  to 
carry  a pistol  whether  or  not  the  carrier  possesses  a permit  to  carry 
issued  under  this  section.  If  an  action  prohibited  by  this  subdivision  is 
also  a violation  of  another  law,  the  violation  may  be  prosecuted  under 
either  law.

On  Thursday.  July  21, 2016,  at  about  1400  hours,  SSA  Olson  and  SA  Frascone  attempted 
to  locate  Ariel  Doty  (sister  to  Diamond  Reynolds)  at  her  home  located  at  1246  Glenbrook 
Ave,  apartment  1 12,  Oakdale,  MN).

SSA  Olson,  upon  the  request  of  Anthony  Reynolds,  produced 
his  credentials  again.  Anthony  Reynolds  appeared  to  video  tape  and/or  take  photographs 
using  his  cellular  telephone  during  this  exchange. 

Anthony  Reynolds  acknowledged  receiving  a business  card  in  the  door  the  previous  day 
from  SSA  Olson  and  indicated  he  would  get  a message  to  Ariel  Doty.  Agents  cleared 
from  the  residence. 

SSA  Olson  returned  to  HQ  and  attempted  to  contact  Ariel  Doty  via  a cellular  telephone 
for  her  obtained  from  a CLEAR  report.  The  same  telephone  number  for  her 
(651-231-3000)  was  listed  on  an  Oakdale  PD  police  report  from  May,  20 1 6.  SSA  Olson 
called,  and  spoke  with  a female  acknowledging  she  w'as  Ariel  Doty.

Anderson  told  agents  that  he  is  employed  by  Roseville  Police  Department  as 
a Patrol  Officer.  Anderson  said  that  he  was  working  on  07/06/20 16.  Anderson  said  that  he  responded  to  a 
shooting  in  Falcon  Heights  to  assist  St.  Anthony  Police  Department.  Anderson  said  that  he  was  assigned  by 
his  sergeant  to  shadow  Officer  Yanez  who  had  been  involved  in  the  shooting. 

Anderson  told  agents  that  he  transported  Officer  Yanez  to  the  St  Anthony  Police  Department  Anderson  ‘ 
said  that  he  did  not  discuss  the  shooting  with  Yanez  nor  did  he  hear  Yanez  discuss  details  of  the  incident 
with  anyone  else.  Anderson  said  that  he  was  no  more  than  five  feet  away  from  Yanez  until  BCA  agents 
arrived.  .Anderson  said  that  he  and  Yanez  sat  in  the  conference  room  at  the  Police  department  .Anderson 
said  that  Officer  Kauser  sat  in  the  conference  room  also  but  came  and  went  several  times  while  he  was  with 
Yanez  in  the  conference  room. 

Anderson  was  asked  about  the  photographs  which  were  taken  of  Yanez’ s injur)'  to  his  hand.  Anderson  said 
that.it  was  at  his  direction  that  Officer  Kauser.  took  photographs  of  the  injury  to  Yanez’s  hand/thumb. 
Anderson  told  agents  that  Kauser  took  the  photographs  because  there  was  no  one  else  in  the  office  to  take 
the  photographs,  Anderson  said  that  Yanez,  Kauser  and  himself  went  to  a booking  area  where  the  pictures 
were  taken  by  Kauser.  Anderson  said  that  Yanez  washed  his  hands  after  the  photographs  and  they  returned 
to  the  conference  room.  Anderson  was  asked  why  Kauser  was  asked  to  take  these  pictures.  Anderson  said 
that  Yanez  appeared  to  be  focus  (visually  locked  into  looking  at  the  blood  on  his  hands).  Anderson  was 
asked  by  agents  to  describe  Yanez’s  demeanor.  Anderson  told  agents  that  Yranez  appeared  shocked,  upset 
and  traumatized. 

The  interview  was  completed  at  about  2:32  PM.  After  completion.ofthe  interview  SA  Henning  received  a 
telephone  call  from  Officer  Anderson.  Anderson  said  he  recalled  a detail  he  had  forgot  about  during  the 
interview.

Observations/Conclusions: 

The  scene  was  located  in  the  eastbound  right  turn  lane  of  Larpenteur  Ave.  just  west  of  Underwood  and  Fry  St’s

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Three  squad  cars  and  a white  Oldsmobile  88  sedan  were  contained  within  the  crime  scene  perimeter  tape.  Two 
St.  Anthony  PD  squads  were  parked  behind  the  Oldsmobile  and  one  Roseville  PD  squad  (reportedly 
uninvolved)  was  parked  in  front  of  the  Oldsmobile.  St.  Anthony  PD  squad  700  was  stationary  in  the  west-most 
position.  The  engine  was  running,  all  doors  were  shut  and  the  emergency  lights  were  activated.  A purse  with 
leather  fringe  and  a “Captain  Rebel”  baseball  hat  were  situated  on  top  of  the  trunk  lid.  St.  Anthony  squad  704 
was  parked  in  between  squad  700  and  the  Oldsmobile.  The  driver’s  door  was  open,  the  engine  was  running  and 
the  emergency  lights  were  activated.  The  Oldsmobile  was  the  east-most  vehicle  parked  along  the  curb.

The  engine  was  running,  the  driver’s  side  doors  were  shut  and  the  passenger’s  side  doors  were  open.  The  front 
windows  were  all  the  way  down  and  the  rear  windows  were  half  way  down.  The  head  and  tail  lights  were 
illuminated.  The  rear  driver’s  side  tail  light  housing  was  broken  but  was  covered  in  red  lens  repair  rape. 


Two  silver  colored  cartridges  cases  (Items  1 and  2)  stamped  with  “Federal  45  AUTO”  were  visible  on  the  road 
a short  distance  away  from  the  rear  driver’s  side  tire  of  squad  704.  Two  additional  silver  colored  cartridge  cases 
(Items  3 and  4)  stamped  with  “Federal  45  AUTO”  were  discovered  on  the  road  beside  the  front  driver’s  side 
tire  and  fender  of  squad  704,  A fifth  silver  colored  cartridge  case  (Item  5)  stamped  with  ‘'Federal  45  AUTO” 
was  located  near  the  curb  in  front  of  the  front  passenger’s  side  bumper  of  squad  704.

Suspected  hairs  were  collected  as  Item  7 from  an  area  of  apparent  bloodstains  on  the  ground  outside  the  front 
driver’s  door.  A bloodstain  within  this  area  was  swabbed  as  Item  8.  The  outside  of  the  vehicle  was  examined

for  apparent  blood  and  bullet  impacts/damage.  Blood  was  swabbed  as  Item  9 from  the  exterior  driver’s  door 
near  the  handle.  The  exterior  surfaces,  windshields  and  mirrors  failed  to  indicate  markings  visually  consistent 
with  bullet  impacts/damage.  A search  of  the  ground  surrounding  the  vehicle,  the  sidewalk,  the  road  in  front  of 
the  vehicle,  an  electrical  box  at  the  comer  of  Underwood  St.,  construction  signs  and  telephone  poles  failed  to 
indicate  markings  visually  consistent  with  bullet  imp  acts/ricochets/damage.

Observations/Conclusions: 

The  front  passenger  fender  of  the  four  door  sedan  was  detached  from  the  frame  and  bent  outwards  and  the  front 
passenger’s  door  bumper  guard  was  missing.  The  rear  driver’s  red  plastic  tail  light  bousing  was  broken  away 
and  is  currently  covered  with  red  lens  repair  tape.  A roll  of  this  tape  and  a used  sheet  of  this  tape  were  located  in 
the  trank.  Based  on  investigative  information  that  one  of  three  brake  lights  wasn’t  working,  the  brake  pedal  was 
depressed  and  the  top  center  brake  light  failed  to  illuminate  while  the  two  tail  lights  wforked  as  expected,  (see 
photo  below).  Additional  wear  and  tear  damage  to  the  vehicle  was  minimal.

The  vehicle  contained  several  personal  and  automotive  items  as  well  as  paperwork  in  the  name  of  Philando 
Castile.  A tied  plastic  bag  with  plant  material,  a mason  jar  and  an  iPhone  incased  in  a black  Otter  Box  were 
present  on  the  front  passenger  seat  (their  positions  had  shifted  during  transport  of  die  vehicle).  A silver  colored 
cartridee  case  (Item  IS)  stamped  with  “federal  45  AUTO”  was  collected  from  the  front  passenger’ s scat  (its 
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position  had  shifted  during  transport  of  the  vehicle).  Several  plastic  “Cub  Foods”  bags  containing  perishable 
and  non-perishable  food  item's  were  situated  on  the  front  passenger’s  floor.  A receipt  from  the  Arcade  St. 
“Cub”  from  07/06/16  at  20:27:35  hours  was  found  in  the  rear  compartment.  A second  stiver  colored  cartridge 
case  (Item  17)  stamped  with  “Federal  45  AUTO”  was  collected  from  the  floor  in  front  of  the  front  driver’s  scat. 
An  apparent  bullet  fragment  (Item  19)  was  discovered  at  the  junction  of  the  front  passenger  seat  back  and  seat. 
A .pink  and  black  from  facing  ear  seat  was  present  on  the  rear  passenger  side  of  the  bench  scat  and  was  attached 
to  the  rear  passenger  seat  bell. 

Blood  was  swabbed  from  the  exterior  front  driver’s  door  (Item  21)  between  the  handle  and  the  side  view 
mirror.  Blood  with  apparent  ridge  detail  was  visible  on  the  from  driver’s  door  handle.  A smeared  area  of  the 
impression  was  swabbed  as  Item  23.  A chemical  was  applied  to  the  surface  to  enhance  the  detail.  The 
impression  was  photographed  with  scale  and  images  of  such  were  submitted  as  Item  51  for  possible  future 
comparison.  An  apparent  bloodstain,  which  was  too  small  to  presumptively  test,  was  swabbed  as  Item  22  from 
the  exterior  rear  driver’s  door  by  the  window.  From  inside  the  vehicle,  blood  was  swabbed  from  the  steering 
wheel  (Item  26),  from  the  front  driver’s  door  sill  (Item  27),  from  the  interior  front  driver’s  door  handle  (Item 
28)  and  from  the  interior  front  driver's  door  window  sill  (Item  29). 


Shooting  Scene  Reconstruction:

Apparent  tissue  or  blood  and  damage  to  the  leather  material  was  observed  in  the  center  console  lid  of  the 
vehicle  (area  E).  Examination  and  chemical  testing  of  area  E indicated  the  presence  of  lead,  consistent  with  the 
impact  of  a bullet.  Perforating  holes  were  not  observed  on  the  passenger  side  of  the  center  console.  A bullet 
traveled  from  the  driver’s  side  of  the  vehicle  towards  the  passenger’s  side  at  a downward  angle  and  lodged  into 
the  hard  foam  below  the  leather  surface.  A bullet  with  apparent  tissue  or  blood  was  recovered  from  the  console 
lid  as  Item  24.  The  console  lid  material  would  not  support  the  determination  of  a more  specific  trajectory'. 
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The  front  driver’s  scat  belt  was  found  disengaged  from  the  receiver,  discolored  with  apparent  blood  and  hung 
freely  from  the  retraction  point  next  to  the  driver’s  side  B pillar.  A perforating  hole  (D)  was  visible  through  the 
middle  of  the  top  portion  of  the  belt.  Examination  and  chemical  testing  on  the  entrance  hole  (D)  indicated  the 
presence  of  lead,  consistent  with  the  passage  of  a bullet.  Due  to  the  mobility  of  the  belt  and  its  unknown 
position  at  the  time  of  the  shooting,  a trajectory  was  not  determined. 


Holes  were  visible  on  the  front  side  of  the  driver’s 
scat  (hole  A),  the  back  side  of  the  driver’s  scat  and 
in  the  rear  bench  scat.  Subsequent  excavation  and 
removal  of  the  bench  scat  revealed  an  additional 
hole  in  the  metal  body  below.  Chemical  testing  of 
three  holes  indicated  the  presence  of  lead, 
consistent  with  the  passage  of  a bullet.  A bullet 
traveled  from  the  front  driver’s  side  of  die  vehicle 
towards  the  rear  passenger’s  side  at  a downward 
angle.  It  passed  through  the  driver’s  seat,  rear 
bench  scat  and  metal  body  below.  A bullet  was 
retrieved  from  a space  in  the  metal  body  under  the 
bench  scat  as  Item  25.

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On  8-1-2016.  SA  Kaneko  from  the  Minnesota  Bureau  of  Criminal  Apprehension  (BCA)  served  a search 
warrant  for  telephone  records  and  location  details.to  Verizon  Wireless,  servicing  cellular  telephone  number 
ofSSl^SS-SSei.  SA  Kaneko  later  produced  an  item  of  evidence  listed  as  BCA  Exhibit  2016-433/61.1 
(Compact  Disk  containing  data  from  Verizon  Wireless). 

SA  Kaneko  was  requested  to  assist  with  the  investigation  surrounding  the  death  of  Philando  Divall 
CASTILE  (7-16-83).  CASTILE  died  as  a result  of  a shooting  involving  a police  officer  in  the  City  of 
Falcon  Heights,  MN. 

SA  Kaneko  was  requested  to  secure  a search  warrant  for  delivery  to  Verizon  Wireless  regarding  specific 
dates  as  it  is  related  to  telephone  number  651-485-8361.  This  telephone  number  is  believed  to  be 
CASTILE’s  cellular  telephone. 

On  7-6-201 6 at  approximately  2100  hours,  was  the  time  of  CASTILE’s  death.  As  part  of  this  investigation, 
it  is  common  to  establish  a timeline  of  activities  of  persons  related  to  the  investigation.  This  time  line 
assists  the  investigation  by  confirming  the  events  which  may  lead  up  to  the  incident  involved  and  may  assist 
investigators  to  conduct  further  interviews  or  follow-up. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  item,  Officer  Yanez  (SAPD)  believed  that  CASTILE  was  a possible 
suspect  related  to  an  armed  robbery  which  occurred  in  Lauderdale,  MN.  The  Saint  Anthony  Police 
Department  services  Lauderdale  and  Falcon  Heights.  This  robbery  occurred  on  7-2-2016  at  approximately 
1930  hours; 

During  this  investigation,  a representative  of  the  Minneapolis  Police  Department  contacted  the  MN  BCA 
Minneapolis  Police  advised  that  an  officer  conducting  a traffic  stop  on  May  22n^,  2016  at  approximately 
1540  hours,  observed  a male  party  who  was  similar  in  description  of  CASTILE.  The  traffic  stop  occurred 
near  the  area  of  East  Hennepin  Avenue  and  6^  Street  SE  in  the  City  of  Minneapolis.  Minneapolis  police 
advised  that  the  officer  observed  the  male  followed  by  a female  and  apparently  holding  a cellular  or  other 
recording  devise  at  waist  level.  The  lead  male  was  observed  to  have  a holstered  handgun  exposed.  It  was 
believed  that  the  unknown  pair  may  have  been  deliberately  attempting  to  distract  or  create  a contact  with  the 
officer. 

SA  Kaneko  was  requested  to  obtain  data  from  Verizon  Wireless  which  would  support  or  exclude  the  above 
incidents  (Robbery  and  Person  with  a Gun)  as  related  to  CASTILE. 

SA  Kaneko  drafted  and  presented  a search  warrant  to  the  Honorable  Judge  Stephenson  from  the  Ramsey 
District  Court.  Judge  Stephenson  signed  the  warrant  which  allows  Verizon  Wireless  to  produce  the  records 
requested  regarding  cellular  telephone  651-485-8361. 

On  8-1-2016  at- approximately  1 800  hours,  SA  Kaneko  served  the  search  warrant  via  fax  to  Verizon 
Wireless  located  in  Bedminster,  NJ. 

SA  Kaneko  observed  the  search  warrant  returned  via  e-mail  on  8-8-2016  which  was  dated  8-5-2016.  SA 
Kaneko  reviewed  the  data  and  observed  that  the  above  listed  telephone  number  of 65 1-485-8361  was 
registered  to  Philando  D.  CASTILE,  addressed  to  3906  Regent  Avenue  North,  Robbinsdale,  MN  55422  . 

SA  Kaneko  also  observed  that  data  for  the  requested  date  of  5-22-2016  was  not  included  within  the  data 
sent  to  SA  Kaneko. 

On  8-9-2016.  SA  Kaneko  contacted  Verizon  Wireless  via  telephone  and  spoke  with  “Pat”  in  tire  search 
warrant  section  of  Verizon  Wireless’  Legal  Compliance  Center.  Verizon  advised  S A Kaneko  that  a search 
was  conducted  for  5-22-2016  and  returned  no  data  for  the  requested  items.

Harry  i ruman  once  said,  "It  is  amazing  what  we  can  accomplish  when  we  don't  care  who  gets 
the  credit/'  This  quote  really  fits  the  homicide  investigation  occurring  at  1561  Idaho,  #11  on 
January  31,  2016. 

Officer  Sunde  controlled  the  scene  and  the  call  out  of  resources,  as  well  as  writing  the  main 
offense  report.  Officers  Yanez  and  Kauser  assisted  her  at  the  scene.  Based  on  my  assessment 
of  tne  crime  scene,  you  three  officers  did  a great  job  collecting  information,  controlled  access, 
and  protecting  evidence.  Detective  Tim  Brisk!  was  cajled  in  and  immediately  began  working  the 
c«se  to  include  securing  a search  warrant  and  interviewing  the  adult  female  suspect.  Although 
Officer  Dan  Johnson  did  not  respond  to  the  scene,  he  called  in  extra  resources  and  coordinated 
these  assets  to  allow  for  officer  overlap,  scene  security,  and  report  writing.  Add  to  this  that 
within  moments  of  calling.  Office  Manager  Kim  Brazil  responded  and  assisted  with  search 
warrant  preparation  and  press  releases. 

This  was  an  unusual  homicide  scene  to  say  the  least.  From  what  was  gathered  by  officers, 
much  oi  what  we  were  looking  at  did  not  make  sense.  There  was  a lot  of  blood  throughout  the 
apartment  and  preliminary  investigation  seemed  to  suggest  that  the  suspect  may  have  killed 
the  victim  with  a dinner  plate.  Later  the  next  day,  the  Ramsey  County  Medical  Examiner 
confirmed  that  the  victim  bled  to  death  due  to  a cut  he  received  on  his  foot  at  the  hands  of  the 
suspect...a  very  strange  and  unusual  determination. 

The  team  work  by  all  involved  was  simply  incredible.  All  officers  worked  together  and  dearly 
displayed- a sense  of  duty  that  showed  no  one  cared  who  "got  the  credit/'  but  were  simply 
satisfied  to  bring  to  conclusion  a very  difficult  and  strange  crime.

On  October  9,,  2014  at  about  2200  hours,  our  department  received  a ''shots  fired"  cad  at  2501 
Lowry  Avenue.  Officer  Dan  Johnson  was  first  to  arrive,  quickly  assisted  by  Sergeant  Jon 
Mangseth,  Officer  Elliot  Erdman,  and  Officer  Jeronimo  Yanez.  All  four  officers  were 
immediately  informed  that  the  shots  came  from  an  RV  parked  in  lot  C9.  Officer  Johnson  made 
contact  with  a person  inside  the  RV  and  had  some  communication  to  include  that  this  individual 
was  being  held  hostage  by  armed  persons.  After  repeated  attempts  to  get  the  individual  to 
leave  the  RV,  Officer  Johnson  tactically  retreated  and  officers  set  up  a perimeter.  You  four 
officers  ultimately  were  completely  responsible  for  containing  this  volatile  situation  and 
coordinating  responding  assets. 

East  Metro  SWAT  was  then  called  out  and  Officers  Huddle,  Dokken,  and  South  responded  with 
the  team.  Officers  Huddle  and  Dokken  responded  as  direct  operators  at  the  scene,  while 
Officer  South  took  up  a position  as  lead  negotiator. 


Captain  Cotroneo  responded  to  the  command  post  and  took  charge  of  additional  resources  to 
include  the  BCA,  Hennepin  Sheriff's  Office,  HCMC,  and  the  medical  examiner,  as  well  as  making 
initial  statements  to  the  news  media. 

Creating  calm  from  chaos  would  not  have  been  possible  without  additional  officers  responding 
from  home.  Lt.Schoil,  Sergeant  Diegnau,  Sergeant  Spiess,  Officer  Sroga  and  Officer  Rushton 
responded  and  worked  positions  at  the  command  post,  securing  the  exterior  perimeter  and 
taking  radio  calls  for  service. 

In  addition,  two  of  our  reserve  officers,  Steve  Olson  and  Braden  McNair  also  responded  to  help 
guard  the  deceased,  as  well  as  the  actual  scene  upon  it  being  cleared. 

Detective  Tim  Briski  also  worked  throughout  this  event  with  the  BCA,  as  well  as  securing  a 
search  warrant  for  the  premise  and  attending  the  resulting  autopsy.  Office  Manager  Kim  Brazil 
worked  with  Detective  Briski  throughout  the  early  morning  hours  in  preparation  of  the  search 
warrant  and  press  release. 

The  highlights  of  your  professional  response  are  simply  too  much  to  detail  in  a memo.  I am  only 
trying  to  covey  my  deep  respect  for  how  you  all  handled  this  strange  and  difficult  case.  There  is 
simply  a lot  to  be  noted  and  you  ail  were  integral  in  resolving  an  extremely  unusual  and  tragic 
circumstance  in  a very  professional  manner.  To  watch  you  all  pull  together  in  an  effort  to 
resolve  this  incident  and  protect  our  citizens  was  incredible  and  something  of  which  to  be 
proud.

the  early  morning  hours  of  8/22/13,  St.  Anthony  PD  squads  were  dispatched  to  a burglary  alarm  at 
the  Verizon  Wireless  store  located  in  the  Silver  Lake  Village  complex.  Officers  responding  were  aware  of 
information  which  had  been  received  relating  to  several  burglaries  at  such  stores,  occurring  in  the  metro 
area.  Due  to  the  quick  and  proper  response  by  the  officers,  three  suspects  were  arrested  for  Burglary. 

Upon  receiving  the  call,  the  officers  were  able  to  quickly  confirm  a burglary  had  occurred.  Officer 
Huddle  noticed  a suspicious  vehicle  leaving  the  area  as  he  arrived,  and  aired  the  information  to  other 
responding  officers.  The  vehicle  was  located  and  stopped,  approximately  Yi  mile  from  the  scene  by 
Officer  Johnson  (and  assisted  by  Officer  Rushton),  who  then  observed  stolen  items  in  plain  view  as  they 
approached  the  vehicle.  This  information  was  communicated  to  the  officers  at  the  burglary  scene,  and 
items  found  in  the  vehicle  were  able  to  be  quickly  tied  to  the  loss  at  the  scene.  The  three  occupants  of 
the  vehicle  were  arrested  without  incident.  Officer  South  was  able  to  get  a full  confession  from  one  of 
the  suspects.  Officer  Yanez  assisted  with  property  inventorying  the  large  amounts  of  evidence 
recovered. 

At  least  one  of  the  suspects  arrested  is  linked  to  the  ring  committing  these  types  of  burglaries 
throughout  the  metro  area.

Officers  will  complete  a 50-round  qualification  course  of  fire.  Officers  will  shoot  their 
duty-handgun  from  the  3,  5,  7,  10,  and  15  yard  line.  Officers  will  be  tested  on  their 
ability  to  hit  the  center  of  the  target  within  the  allotted  time  limit  from  each  distance.  The 
target  used  will  be  the  TQ-19  silhouette  target.  The  light  gray  center  of  the  target  will 
designate  the  hit  zone.  One  point  will  be  given  for  a hit  inside  the  gray  area,  including 
the  line  around  the  hit  area.

809.686  NEGLIGENT  STORAGE  OF  FIREARMS 

Subdivision  1.  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following  words  have  the 
meanings  given. 

(a)  "Firearm"  means  a device  designed  to  be  used  as  a weapon,  from  which  is 
expelled  a projectile  by  the  force  of  any  explosion  or  force  of  combustion, 

(b)  ’'Child"  means  a person  under  the  age  of  18  years, 

(c)  "Loaded"  means  the  firearm  has  ammunition  in  the  chamber  or  magazine,  if  the 
magazine  is  in  the  firearm,  unless  the  firearm  is  incapable  of  being  fired  by  a 
child  who  is  likely  to  gain  access  to  the  firearm. 

Subd.  2.  Access  to  fi  rearms.  A person  is  guilty  of  a gross  misdemeanor  who 
negligently  stores  or  leaves  a loaded  firearm  in  a location  where  the  person  knows,  or 
reasonably  should  know,  that  a child  is  likely  to  gain  access,  unless  reasonable  action  is 
taken  to  secure  the  firearm  against  access  by  the  child. 

Subd.  3.  Limitations.  Subdivision  2 does  not  apply  to  a child’s  access  to  firearms  that 
was  obtained  as  a result  of  an  unlawful  entry. 
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609.066  AUTHORIZED  USE  OF  DEADLY  FORCE  BY  PEACE  OFFICERS. 
Subdivision  1. Deadly  force  defined. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  ’'deadly  force"  means  force  which  the  actor  uses  with 
the  purpose  of  causing,  or  which  the  actor  should  reasonably  know  creates  a 
substantial  risk  of  causing,  death  or  great  bodily  harm.  The  intentional  discharge  of  a 
firearm,  other  than  a firearm  loaded  with  less  lethal  munitions  and  used  by  a peace 
officer within  the  scope  of  official  duties,  in  the  direction  of  another  person,  or  at  a 
vehicle  in  which  another  person  is  believed  to  be,  constitutes  deadly  force.  "Less  lethal 
munitions"  means  projectiles  which  are  designed  to  stun,  temporarily  incapacitate,  or 
cause  temporary  discomfort  to  a person.  "Peace  officer"  has  the  meaning  given  in 
section  626.84,  subdivision  1. 

Subd.  2 Use  of  deadly  force. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  609.08  or  609.065.  the  use  of  deadly  force  by 
a peace  officer  in  the  line  of  duty  is  justified  only  when-  necessary: 

(1)  to  protect  the  peace  officer  or  another  from  apparent  death  or  great  bodily  harm; 

(2)  to  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the  escape,  of  a person  whom  the  peace 
officer  knows  or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has  committed  or  attempted  to 
commit  a felony  involving  the  use  or  threatened  use  of  deadly  force;  or 

(3)  to  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the  escape,  of  a person  whom  the  officer 
knows  or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has  committed  or  attempted  to  commit  a 
felony  if  the  officer  reasonably  believes  that  the  person  will  cause  death  or  great  bodily 
harm  if  the  person’s  apprehension  is  delayed.

At  the  beginning  of  the  course,  students  will  be  directed  to  load  two  or  three  magazines  with  25 
rounds  dispersed  amongst  them.  They  will  be  told  to  not  put  a magazine  into  their  weapon  as 
they  will  be  dry  firing  during  the  initial  portion  of  the  course.  They  will  then  sign  in  and  be 
directed  to  wear  eye  protection' and  ear  protection,  to  include  both  earplugs  and  ear  muffs. 

• Small  Group  Presentation: 

o Range  Instructors  will  discuss: 

• Importance  of  having  a flashlight  technique.  Instructors  will  demonstrate 
the  most  common  types  of  flashlight  techniques,  to  include  but  not 
limited  to: 

a.  Side  by  Side

d.  Palm  Squeeze  technique

Once  the  small  group  presentation  is  completed,  students  will  be  directed  to  the  7 yard  line.  Once 
there  they  will  insure  their  weapons  are  unloaded,  then  draw  their  flashlight  and  firearm  and 
work  on  their  preferred  flashlight  technique.  Once  all  students  have  re-acclimated  themselves 
with  their  preferred  technique  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  instructor,  they  will  be  directed  to  charge 
their  weapons  and  re-holster. 

7 yard  line  5 Rounds 

From  the  seven  yard  line  (5  yards  from  the  target),  students  will  be  directed  to  draw  and  fire  one 
round  on  the  command  of  “threat”  while  using  their  favored  flashlight  technique.  The  overhead 
lights  will  remain  on  for  this  exercise  to  insure  instructors  can  see  proper  and  safe  techniques 
being  used.  Hits  drill  will  be  repeated  for  a total  of  five  cycles. 

7 vard  line  - 20  Rounds 


At  this  point  the  overhead  lights  will  be  turned  off.  Students  will  be  instructed  to  use  their 
flashlight  technique  to  simulate  a search.  On  the  command  of  “threat”,  students  will  draw  and 
fire  one  to  four  rounds,  changing  the  count  of  rounds  fired  each  cycle.  Three  cycles  of  tills  drill 
will  be  run.  Once  the  third  cycle  has  been  completed,  officers  will  be  instructed  to  keep  their 
firearm  out  to  simulate  searching.  On  the  command  of  “threat”,  officers  will  fire  one  to  Four 
rounds  until  all  20  rounds  are  fired.  Students  will  automatically  reload  their  firearm  when  the 


prior  magazine  is  empty,  (During  this  portion  of  the  drill  if  officers  have  a weapon  mounted 
light  and  would  like  to  me  it,  they  may.) 

10  Yard  Lind  - 25  Rounds 

Upon,  completion  of  the  above  drill,  officers  will  be  directed  to  load  the  remaining  25  rounds  into 
their  magazines.  Additionally,  they  will  insert  a total  of  six  dummy  rounds  into  the  magazines, 
making  sure  the  dummy  rounds  are  not  loaded  first  last  or  together  in  the  magazines. 

The  instructor  will  review  the  “Tap-Rack- Assesses”  technique  of  clearing  a malfunction  while 
handling  the  flashlight  with  the  students.

Officers  will  shoot  their  duty- 
handgun  from  the  3,  5.  7,  10,  and  1 5 yard  line.  Officers  will  be  tested  on  their  ability  to  hit  the 
center  of  the  target  within  the  allotted  time  limit  from  each  distance.  The  target  used  will  be  the 
TQ-19  silhouette  target  The  light  gray  center  of  the  target  will  designate  the  hit  zone.  One  point 
will  be  given  for  a hit  inside  the  gray  area,  including  the  line  around  the  hit  area.  Any  shot 
outside  this  area  or  after  the  allotted  time  limit  will  received  zero  points.  80%  of  shots  at  each 
distance  must  be  in  the  hit  zone  of  the  target  to  pass. 

Offi  cers  will  begin  with  their  handguns  in  either  a ready  position  or  from  the  holster.  If  the 
officers  are  beginning  from  a ready  position,  their  handgun  will  be  compressed  at  chest  level 
with  their  trigger  finger  on  the  frame  of  the  handgun,  not  in  contact  with  the  trigger.  If  the 
officers  are  beginning  from  the  holster,  their  handgun  will  be  secured  with  all  holster  retention 
mechanisms  engaged.  The  officers’  hands  will  also  be  in  a neutral  position  in  front  of  the  body, 
not  in  contact  with  their  handgun. 

Officers  will  load  two  magazines  of  five  rounds  each.  At  the  three  yard  line  the  officers  will 
begin  in  a one  handed-ready  position.  On  the  command,  the  officers  wall  fire  five  rounds  with 
their  weapon-hand  only  in  six  seconds.  The  officers  will  complete  a two-handed  reload.  On  the 
command,  the  officers  will  fire  five  rounds  with  their  reaction-hand  only  in  nine  seconds.

609.666  NEGLIGENT  STORAGE  OF  FIREARMS 

Subdivision  1.  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following  words  have  the 
meanings  given. 

(a)  "Firearm"  means  a device  designed  to  be  used  as  a weapon,  from  which  is  expelled  a 
projectile  by  the  force  of  any  explosion  or  force  of  combustion. 

(b)  "Child"  means  a person  under  the  age  of  18  years. 

(c)  "Loaded"  means  the  firearm  has  ammunition  in  the  chamber  or  magazine,  if  the  magazine 
is  in  the  firearm,  unless  the  firearm  is  incapable  of  being  fired  by  a child  who  is  likely  to 
gain  access  to  the  firearm. 

Subd.  2.  Access  to  firearms.  A person  is  guilty  of  a gross  misdemeanor  who  negligently  stores 
or  leaves  a loaded  firearm  in  a location  where  the  person  knows,  or  reasonably  should  know,  that 
a child  is  likely  to  gain  access,  unless  reasonable  action  is  taken  to  secure  the  firearm  against 
access  by  the  child. 


Subd.  3.  Limitations.  Subdivision  2 does  not  apply  to  a child's  access  to  firearms  that  was 
obtained  as  a result  of  an  unlawful  entry. 


609.066  AUTHORIZED  USE  OF  DEADLY  FORCE  BY  PEACE  OFFICERS. 

Subdivision  1 .Deadly  force  defined. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  "deadly  force"  means  force  which  die  actor  uses  with  the 
purpose  of  causing,  or  which  the  actor  should  reasonably  know  creates  a substantial  risk  of 
causing,  death  or  great  bodily  harm.  The  intentional  discharge  of  a firearm,  other  than  a firearm 
loaded  with  less  lethal  munitions  and  used  by  a peace  officer  within  the  scope  of  official  duties, 
in  the  direction  of  another  person,  or  at  a vehicle  in  which  another  person  is  believed  to  be, 
constitutes  deadly  force.  "Less  lethal  munitions"  means  projectiles  which  are  designed  to  stun, 
temporarily  incapacitate,  or  cause  temporary  discomfort  to  a person.  "Peace  officer"  has  the 
meaning  given  in  section  626.84.  subdivision  1. 

Subd.  2 Use  of  deadly  force. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  609.06  or  609.065.  the  use  of  deadly  force  by  a peace 
officer  in  the  line  of  duty  is  justified  only  when  necessary: 

(1)  to  protect  the  peace  officer  or  another  from  apparent  death  or  great  bodily  harm; 

(2)  to  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the  escape,  of  a person  whom  the  peace  officer 
knows  or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has  committed  or  attempted  to  commit  a felony 
involving  the  use  or  threatened  use  of  deadly  force;  or 

(3)  to  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the  escape,  of  a person  whom  the  officer  knows  of 
has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has  committed  or  attempted  to  commit  a felony  if  the  officer 
reasonably  believes  that  the  person  will  cause  death  or  great  bodily  harm  if  the  person's 
apprehension  is  delayed.

Oa  8/6/14  at  1914  hours,  Officer  Yanez  and  I,  Officer  Kauser  responded  to  die  1400  block  of  California  for  suspicious 
activity.  A caller  observed  2 black  males  soliciting,  and  believed  that  they  may  be  casing  the  neighborhood  for  burglaries. 

Squads  arrived  to  the  area,  and  located  the  males  at  1491  California.  As  Officer  Yanez  approached  the  males,  1 was 
flagged  down  by  .Robert  (reporting  party).  Robert  stated  that  he  believed  that  the  males  had  attempted  to  turn  the  door 
handle  on  residences,  where  they  did  not  receive  an  answer  at  die  door.

I turned  my  attention  to  Officer  Yanez,  and  the  suspects;  whom  were  now  sitting  on  the  curb.  They  identified 
themselves  verbally  as  Anthony  Campbell  and  Arsenic  Dodson.  Both  parties  stated  that  they  did  not  have  a photo  ID,  and 
j had  never  had  one.  They  stated  that  they  were  in  the  area  giving  away  popcorn,  and  asking  for  donations  for  their  church. 

As  Officer  Yanez  returned  to  his  squad  to  perform  routine  checks,  the  male  whom  identified  himself  as  Arsenic  was 
overly  polite,  and  just  wanted  to  leave  the  area,  Arsen io  smelled  of  alcoholic  beverage,  and  had  admitted  to  drinking 
earlier  in  the  day.  Arsenio  kept  stating  that  he  was  very  sorry  to  trouble  the  police,  and  just  waited  to  leave. 

Officer  Yanez  exiled  his  squad  and  informed  me  that  both  males  were  coming  hack  "not  on  file."  Officer  Yanez  then 
(asked  the  males  to  confirm  the  spelling  or  their  names  and  dates  of  birth,  to  ensure  that  there  was  not  an  error.  While  1 was 
speaking  with  Anthony  and  Arsenio,  Arsenio  stated  that  they  were  dropped  off  by  a pastor,  whom  was  out  asking  for 
donations  in  another  area.  When  I asked  Anthony  about  the  pastor,  he  stated  that  the  pastor  does  not  solicit  door  to  door.  1 
informed  both  males  that  they  had  given  me  different  answers,  and  were  increasing  suspicion. 

Officer  Yanez  exited  his  vehicle,  and  advised  that  both  males  were  still  coming  up  "not  on  file.”  Officer  Yanez  asked  if 
there  was  an  IBIS  tool  in  my  squad.  I located  one  in  my  squad,  and  prepared  the  too!  for  use  in  identifying  the  males.  As  J 
| was  setting  up  foe  tool,  Officer  Yanez  was  explaining  to  the  males  that  we  were  going  to  fingerprint  them  in  order  to  find 
out  their  identities. 

As  I exited  my  squad  with  the  IBIS,  the  male  identified  as  Arsenio  stood  up,  and  began  to  run  NB  through  a yard.  In  the 
process  of  attempting  to  get  away,  Arsenio  dropped  a clear  plastic  bag  that  contained  Marijuana.  Officer  Yanez  was  able  to 
get  a hold  of  Arsenic's  shirt,  but  was  punched  in  the  face.  I dropped  foe  IBIS  in  the  front  yard,  aid  made  contact  with 
Arsenio  and  Officer  Yanez;  as  they  were  falling  to  the  ground. 

Once  on  foe  ground,  1 grabbed  Arsenic’s  legs;  to  prevent  him  from  standing  or  getting  on  his  back.  Officer  Yanez 
informed  Ramsey.  County  Dispatch  that  we  were  fighting  with  one  of  foe  males.  Loud  commands  were  being  yelled  by 
Officer  Yanez,  to  "stop  fighting."  1 determined  that  I had  a dear  shot  at  Arsenic’s  face,  and  attempted  to  use  my  OC  spray. 
When  activated,  foe  can  did  not  provide  a stream  as  intended;  but  misted  Arsenio,  Officer  Yanez,  and  myself.  I reholstered 
foe  OC  spray,  and  began  striking  Arscnio’s  midsecrion  with  a closed  right  band. 

While  fighting  with  Arsenio,  Anthony  was  instructed  to  stay  on  foe  euro. 

As  I was  striking  Arsenic's  midsection.  Officer  Yanez  yelled  fo3t  Arsenio  was  attempting  to  grab  his  firearm.  1 then 
focused  mv  strikes  to  foe  right  side  of  Arsenic's  head.  After  a few  strikes  to  the  head,  Arsenio  turned  to  his  back,  and 
continued  to  struggle. 

Officer  Yanez  and  1 were  able  to  roll  Arsenio  to  his  stomach,  where  I used  both  hands  to  pull  Arsenic's  left  hand  behind 
his  back.  Once  I had  Arsenio’s  left  hand  on  his  back,  Officer  Yanez  placed  a handcuff  on  it.  Arsenio  was  not  listening  to 
verbal  commands  to  give  us  his  other  hand,  and  continued  to  actively  resist.  I then  placed  Arsenic's  right  arm  in  a 
Kimura  arm  lock,  and  forced  it  to  his  lower  back,  where  it  was  placed  in  the  other  handcuff. 

Officer’s  Cheng.  Eckert,  Christianson,  and  others  from  Roseville  PD  arrived  to  assist,  along  with  Officer  Schlmgman  of 
SAPD.  1 advised  Dispatch  that  we  had  one  in  custody,  were  code  4,  and  to  start  medics  to  our  location.  Arsenio  was 
searched  for  weapons,  none  were  located.  Officer  Cheng  and  I then  placed  Arsenio  in  the  back  of  Officer  Yanez1  squad. 

Assisting  squads  began  collecting  witness  statements,  while  Officer  Yanez  and  I spoke  with  SgL  Spiess. 

Si.  Paul  Ambulance  arrived  on  scene,  and  determined  that  foe  mate  now  verbally  identified  as  Kim  was  not  in  need  of 
! any  further  medical  attention  (run  £23913,  medic  #23). 

| Checks  revealed  that  Kirn  had  a felony  warrant  out  of  Cook  County.  IL. 

i collected  Kim’s  belonging's,  and  placed  them  in  a dear  plastic  bag.  Kira  was  interviewed,  and  transported  to  Ramsey 
County  LEC  for  booking. 
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j It  was  discovered  thai  my  uniform  pants  had  ripped,  my  name  plate  had  broken,  and  I had  sustained  3 scrapes  to  my 
[hands.  A lsor  the  green  doors  on  my  spare  taser  cartridge  had  popped  off.  Photographs  were  taken  of  my  uniform, 
j and  scrapes  10  my  hands.

On  08/06/2014  at  1915  hours.  Officer  Kauser  and  myself  {Officer  Yanez)  were  dispatched  to  1440  California  St,  for  two 
males  selling  popcorn  and  "trying”  door  handles  to  houses  they  were  walking  up  to.  The  caller  was  in  fear  they  maybe 
casing  the  neighborhood  for  burglaries.  Dispatch  notes  advised  that  one  of  the  males  was  wearing  a white  t-shirt  and  blue 
jeans  and  the  other  male  was  w earing  a blue  shirt  and  blue  jeans.  Upon  arrival,  we  met  with  both  subjects  described  near 
1 49 1 California  Ave.  Both  males  matched  the  dispatch  notes  and  were  canying  a box  full  of  popcorn  packages. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Officer  Kauser  and  myself  arrived  in  our  fully  marked  police  squads  and  were  wearing  our  fully 
marked  police  uniforms.  In  the  city  of  Falcon  Heights,  city  ordninance  advises  that  a solicitor  also  needs  permit  to  sell  or 
go  door  to  door  advertising  their  services. 

! addressed  Kim  Kavon  Edmondson  (DOB:  10/1 9/1988)  and  Anthony  Laroont  Campbell  (02/27/1996)  and  asked  them  to 
come  towards  the  street  so  we  could  talk.  Officer  Kauser  was  flagged  down  by  the  caiier.  Edmondson  and  Anthony 
walked  over  to  the  street  willingly.  1 asked  what  they  were  doing  and  Edmondson  told  me  they  were  giving  away  popcorn 
for  their  church.  I immediately  detected  the  strong  odor  of  an  alcoholic  beverage  coming  from  Edmondson’s  breath,  I 
asked  Edmondson  how  much  he  had  to  drink  and  he  told  me  a shot  but  it  was  earlier  in  the  day.  1 knew  this  was  a lie 
because  the  odor  of  alcoholic  beverage  was  strong  and  1 was  standing  3-4  feet  away  from  him.  I asked  them  if  they 
bad  any  identification  and  they  both  told  me  they  did  noL  At  that  point,  I became  suspicious  about  who  both  parties  were 
and  chose  to  search  them  for  weapons. 

! then  asked  for  their  names.  Anthony  gave  me  the  name  of  "Anthony  Lamont  Campbell"  (spelled  out)  with  a DOB  of 
02/27/1 996.  Edmondson  gave  me  a name  of  "Arseneo  Dodson"  (spelled  out)  with  a DOB  of 02/27/1988.  I asked  both 
parties  if  they  have  ever  had  a stale  ID  and  they  both  told  me  they  did  not. 

1 asked  Edmondson  to  come  to  the  front  of  my  squad  and  he  did  so  willingly.  I told  him  that  I was  going  to  be  searching 
him  for  weapons  and  for  officer  safety.  He  staled  that  was  fine.  ! gave  him  specific  instructions  to  place  his  hands  on  the 
hood  of  my  squad,  move  his  feet  apart,  and  look  into  the  squad  camera.  As  I began  to  search  Edmondson.  1 noticed  that  he 
became  nervous  as  I was  patting  down  his  left  leg  and  saw  him  watching  my  pat  search.  I advised  him  to  keep  looking 
forward  and  he  complied.  I began  to  pat  down  his  waist  band  and  he  began  to  watch  me  and  I told  him  to  keep  looking 
forward.  I began  to  pat  down  his  right  leg  and  he  look  down  to  see  what  1 was  doing.  Again,  1 told  him  to  keep  looking  at 
my  squad  camera.  Throughout  the  whole  pal  dawn,  Edmondson  could  not  keep  still  and  was  watching  my  every  move.  I 
searched  Anthony  and  found  his  person  to  be  dear  of  weapons.  Anthony  was  compliant  throughout  the  whole  weapons 
search.  I then  went  back  to  my  squad. 

Officer  Kauser  stayed  with  both  subjects  while  I went  to  my  squad  to  perform  routine  checks.  Checks  revealed  that 
Anthony  and  "Arseneo  Dodson”  did  not  come  back  on  file.  See  Officer  Kausefs  report  for  details  about  his  interaction 
with  both  parties  while  I was  performing  checks. 

' While  I was  in  my  squad,  I asked  both  parties  to  spell  out  their  names  again.  Anthony  gave  me  the  same  spelling 
and  DOB.  Edmondson  spelled  out  his  first  name  as  "A-r-s-e-n-i-o"  and  gave  me  the  same  spelling  for  his  last  name  with 
the  same  date  of  birth.  1 told  Edmondson  that  he  did  not  give  me  the  same  spelling  for  his  first  name  as  the  first  time. 

Edmondson  became  very  nervous.  I heard  him  tell  Officer  Kauser  that  he  and  his  partner  would  leave  the  area  multiple 
times.  This  raised  tny  suspicion  that  Edmondson  was  lying  about  his  name  and  that  he  could  have  warrants  for  his  arrest  or 
holds  from  another  police  departmenL  I asked  Edmondson  what  state  he  was  from  and  he  told  me  Illinois.  I performed 
checks  on  Edmondson  through  the  state  of  Illinois  with  negative  results. 

1 asked  Officer  Kauser  to  get  the  "IBIS"  so  we  could  ID  Anthony  and  Edmondson  properly  and  make  sure  we  were  not  . 
dealing  with  a violent  criminal.  I asked  Anthony  what  his  current  address  was  and  he  told  me  ”2618  living  Ave.  N, 
Minneapolis,  MN”.  I asked  Edmondson  what  his  current  address  was  and  he  told  me  ”293 1 S.  Bryant  Ave.  N."  1 had 
Edmondson  repeat  his  address  again  because  there  is  no  address  like  that  in  Minneapolis.  Again,  he  gave  me  the  same 
address  and  I knew  Edmondson  was  not  being  honest  about  who  he  was. 
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I explained  what  the  ’’IBIS"  machine  was  to  Anthony  and  Edmondson.  Edmondson  became  even  more  nervous.  He  was 
constantly  moving  his  hands  and  head  in  a annoyed  manner.  I explained  to  both  individuals  that  it  is  suspicious  that  they 
are  going  door  to  door  with  alcoholic  beverage  on  their  breath  and  in  a distant  city  selling  popcorn.  Edmondson  agreed 
with  me  and  staled  that  his  pastor  (Isaac  Moore)  dropped  him  off  in  the  area.  I noticed  Edmondson  to  be  scanning  his 
surroundings,  which  is  a indicator  that  a person  is  preparing  to  find  an  escape  route.  I then  told  both  parties  that  the  "IBIS" 
would  let  us  know  if  they  have  ever  been  booked  in  jail  or  have  any  warrants  out  for  their  arrest.  Edmondson  began  to 
stand  up  then  bolted  towards  a residence. 

I gave  loud  verbal  commands  for  Edmondson  to  stop  and  get  on  the  ground  bathe  failed  to  do  so.  He  threw  a small 
baggy  of  Marijuana  from  his  hands.  I was  unable  to  see  what  pocket  it  came  from.  I grabbed  onto  the  right  side  of  his  shirt 
and  Edmondson  punched  me  in  the  right  side  of  my  mouth.  This  resulted  in  a bloody  and  cut  bottom  lip.  1 gave  loud 
verbal  commands  for  Edmondson  to  stop  fighting  but  he  continued  to  throw  punches  at  me.  Officer  Kauser  ran  to  where 
we  were  fighting  as  we  fell  to  the  ground.  I was  delivering  punches  to  Edmondson's  midsection  and  back  but  it  was  not 
affecting  him.

Throughout  this  rime,  I was  in  fear  for  our  safety  and  feared  that  one  of  us  was  going  to  be  injured  . 

We  aggressively  grappled  Edmondson  in  attempt  to  subdue  but  he  kept  fighting.  Edmondson  continued  to  throw 
punches  and  kick  his  feet  at  us.  We  wrestled  around  in  die  front  yard  and  ended  up  on  the  boulevard  near  my  squad.  1 was 
trying  to  reach  for  his  left  hand  and  it  slipped  through  my  grip.  AH  three  of  us  were  sweaty  and  breathing  heavily.  I 
continued  to  give  loud  verbal  commands  for  Edmondson  to  slop  fighting. 

My  loud  verbal  commands  were  loud  enough  to  have  neighbors  in  die  area  come  out  of  their  residence. 

After  Edmondson's  hand  slipped  from  my  grip,  he  began  to  reach  for  my  firearm.  He  was  able  to  take  the  top  cover 
off  but  l was  able  to  shift  my  waist  away  from  his  body.  1 feared  for  Officer  Kausefs  life  and  my  own.  I yelled  to  Officer 
Kauser  that  Edmondson  was  going  for  my  gun. 

After  sometime,  Edmondson  began  to  scream,  "Help  me!"  and  "Stop  hitting  me!"  but  he  was  still  actively  resisting  as  he 
was  saying  that  I continued  to  give  him  loud  verbal  commands  to  stop  fighting.  Officer  Kauser  then  deployed  his  O.C, 
Spray  into  Edmondson's  face  but  it  did  not  affect  him.  Officer  Kauser  and  myself  received  a dose  of  O.C.  Spray  into  our 
eyes,  face,  and  throat. 

We  gave  loud  verbal, commands  for  Edmondson  to  turn  over  onto  his- stomach.  He  continued  to  pull  away  and  almost 
escape  from  us.  He  was  yelling  that  he  could  not  turn  over  because  we  were  on  top  of  him.  It  was  clear  that  he  was  not 
going  to  turn  onto  his  stomach  because  he  was  squirming  to  get  on  his  hands  and  knees  to  run  from  us.  He  told  us  to 
stop  hitting  him  but  he  was  still  throwing  fists  and  kicks  at  us. 

Officer  Kauser  and  l were  eventually  able  to  turn  him  onto  his  stomach  and  handcuff  him.  We  called  for  St.  Paul 
Paramedics.  Roseville  squads.  Officer  Schlingman,  and  Sgt.  Spiess  arrived  a short  time  later. 

1 felt  the  right  side  of  my  face  swelling  and  burning  from  the  O.C.  Spray.  The  right  side  of  ray  bottom  lip  was  cut  and 
bleeding,  1 cut  my  right  hand,  I lost  my  radio  in  the  midst  of  the  fight  (it  was  wrapped  around  Edmondson's  body),  and !

Edmondson  complained  that  he  was  knocked  unconcious  at  some  point  in 
the  fight  which  was  not  true.  Throughout  the  whole  fight  he  was  ^creaming  and  actively  resisting.  I asked  Edmondson  for 
his  real  name.  He  told  me  it  was  "Kim  Kavon  Edmondson"  with  a DOB  of  10/19/1988. 

Routine  checks  revealed  that  Edmondson  had  a fully  extraditable  warrant  for  his  arrest  out  of  Cook  County,  Illinois  for 
drugs.  The  warrant  described  him  as  armed,  dangerous,  and  will  fight  with  police.  The  warrant  was  confirmed  via  Ramsey 
County  Data. 

1' photographed  the  scene,  Marijuana  that  he  threw  from  his  hands,  and  damaged  taser  cartridge  from  Officer 
Kausefs  Taser.  Sgt  Spiess  interviewed  Edmondson  as  Kauser  and  I photographed  our  injuries  and  caught  our  breath. 

All  photos  were  entered  into  the  case  and  the  Marijuana  was  entered  into  evidence. 

Edmondson  was  placed  in  the  backseat  of  Officer  Schlingmans  squad  and  transported  to  the  Ramsey  County  L.E.C.  He 
was  booked  on  the  charges  of  felony  disarming  a police  officer,  4th  degree  assault  on  a police  officer,  and  his  drugs 
warrant  He  should  also  be  charged  with  gross  misdemeanor  obstruct  and  misdemeanor  giving  a false  name  to  police.

We  have  preserved  all  data 
that  would  be  responsive  to  these  warrants. 


Nevertheless,  these  warrants  purport  to  indefinitely  prohibit  Facebook  from  disclosing  the 
existence  of  these  warrants  to  anyone,  including  the  accountholders,  on  the  grounds  that 
evidence  could  be  destroyed  and  that  your  investigation  would  be  jeopardized.

Enclosed  please  find  one  CD  with  emails  to  or  from  Officer  Yariez  and  Officer  Kauser 
from  July  6 to  July  7,  as  requested  by  the  BCA.  The  CD  contains  25  documents.  We  removed 
exact  duplicates,  when  the  metadata  revealed  that  the  two  files  were  identical.  Note  that  there 
are  a few  files  in  this  set  that  appear  to  be  junk  files.  We  have  confirmed  that  there  was  no  error 
when  burning  these  onto  the  CD;  they  appear  as  junk  files  in  our  system  as  well. 


The  CD  is  encrypted,  and  I will  send  you  the  password  by  separate  email. 


I will  explain  our  search  methods,  in  case  you  find  this  information  useful.  First,  we  ran  a 
search  of  all  emails  within  the  two  officers’  email  boxes  during  that  time  frame.  After  removing 
exact  duplicates,  we  identified  the  25  documents  provided  on  the  CD.  Second,  to  double  check 
that  these  results  were  complete,  we  ran  searches  across  all  of  the  other  custodians'  email 
boxes  loaded  into  our  system  to  ensure  that  there  are  no  non-dupiicative  emails  in  those  other 
email  boxes.  For  example,  if  Officer  1 sent  an  email  to  Officer  2.  our  searches  would  uncover 
that  email  in  the  sent  folder  for  Officer  1 and  the  inbox  of  Officer  2.  If,  for  example.  Officer  2 
deleted  the  email  from  his  inbox  but  the  email  still  existed  in  Officer  T’s  sent  folder,  our  follow-up 
searches  would  have  identified  this  as  a new  email.  We  did  not  find  any  new  (non-duplicative) 
emails  in  our  follow-up  searches.  •

Examinations  and  test  firing  of  Item  15  (a  SIG  Sauer  Model  P220  45  Auto  caliber  pistol  bearing  serial  number 
37A008090,  a magazine  and  ammunition)  showed  the  firearm  and  the  safety  mechanisms  to  be  functional.  The 
trigger  pull  was  measured  and  found  to  be  from  4 to  414  pounds  (single  action)  and  from  9 to  9 VS  pounds 
(double  action).

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On  August  26^,  2016  at  approximately  1 107hrs,  Senior  Special  Agent  (SSA)  Chris  Olson  and  Special 
Agent  (SA)  Michelle  Frascone  conducted  a recorded  interview  with  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center 
Registered  Nurse  Tuladi  NMN  Ramodi  (01/25/1976). 

Ramodi  stated  she  currently  works  as  a registered  nurse  for  HCMC,  and  has  done  so  for  the  past  1 5 years. 
Ramodi  said  she  occasional  is  given  the  responsibility  of  charge  nurse.  Ramodi  advised  she  was  working  on 
theeveningof  July  6^,  2016  in  the  role  of  charge  nurse.  Ramodi  said  she  received  a call  of  a male  victim 
with  multiple  gunshot  wounds  to  the  left  chest  who  would  be  arriving  in  the  Emergency  Department  via  St. 
Paul  Fire  Department. 

Ramodi  said  when  the  patient  arrived  “they  started  working  on  him  immediately.*’  Ramodi  said  the  patient’s 
pants  were  removed,  and  she  checked  the  pants  for  identification.  Ramodi  said  she  located  a wallet  and 
identification  in  the  patients  rear  pants  pocket.  Ramodi  then  stated  she  could  not  be  one  hundred  percent 
sure  where  the  wallet  was  located;  but  said  she  did  not  observe  any  other  items  in  the  pocket.  Ramodi  said 
the  patient's  wallet  and  pants  were  turned  over  to  the  “HCA”  for  property  documentation  purposes.  Ramodi 
believed  the  HCA  to  fee  “Bilk”  but  was  not  certain. 

Ramodi  said  she  also  spoke  with  security  (Melissa)  because  she  did  not  know  the  circumstance  surrounding 
the  shooting  arid  wanted  security  to  be  aware  in  case  there  became  an  issue  at  the  hospital.  Ramodi  stated 
she  was  then  told  by  an  unknown  Roseville  Police  Officer  and  a St.  Anthony  Police  Officer  that  the  patient 
was  involved  in  an  officer-involved  shooting.  Ramodi  advised  she  turned  over  ha- charge  nurse  status  to 
Heidi  Carter  at  2200hrs; 

Ramodi  told  agents  she  also  spoke  to  a “cousin”  of  the  patient  who  had  a small  child.  Ramodi  said  she  did 
not  get  or  have  the  “cousin’s”  information  and  stated  the  female  cousin  kept  saying  “they  shot  him,  they 
shot  him.”  Ramodi  said  she  told  the  cousin  that  the  patient  died,  and  Ramodi  described  the  cousin  as 
leaving  the  hospital  quickly. 

SSA  Olson  asked  Ramodi  if  she  cut  off  the  patient’s  pants  and  Ramodi  stated  she  could  not  recall.  Ramodi 
advised  she  “vaguely”  remembered  picking  the  pants  off  the  fioor  in  an  attempt  to  retrieve  identification.

MF  Alright  we’re  on  the  record.  Today  is  August  26th,  2016  at  1 1 :07  hours.  This  interview  is  in 
regards  to  BCA  Case  number  2016-433.  Ah,  with  me  today  is  my  partner  ah,  Senior  Special 
Agent  Chris  Olson,  as  well  as  myself  ah,  Special  Agent  Michelle  Frascone  and  we’re 
conducting  an  interview  with  Tuladi  T-U-L-A-D-I,  last  name  spelled  R-A-M-O-D-i-T,  no 
middle  name  with  a date  of  birth  of  1-25  or  76.  Is  that  correct? 

TR  Um-hm. 

MF  For  the  purposes  of  this  report  your  address  is  701  Park  Avenue  South? 

TR  Um-hm. 

MF  In  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  55415,  with  a phone  number  of  612-873-3000.  Is  that  correct? 

TR  Yes. 

MF  Tuladi  we’re  currently  at  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center  and  what,  you're  currently 
employed  with  them? 

TR  Yes. 

MF  And  what  is  your  um,  role  at  HCMC? 

TR  Registered  nurse. 

MF  And  how  long  have  you  worked  for  them? 

TR  Fifteen  years. 

MF  Okay.  And  do  you  have  additional  responsibilities  um,  at  HCMC? 

TR  Um,  just  intermittently  charge  nurse. 

MF  Okay.  Were  you  working  on  the  evening  of  July  6th,  2016?

So  as  of  that  point,  the  stab  room  team  gathers  in  the  stab 
room  and  they  called  additional  nurses  to  help  because  of  these  cases  (inaudible)  from  the 
gunshots  wounds.  Um,  that  was,  do  you  want  everything? 
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MF  Yes. 


TR  Um,  patient  comes  in  and  they  start  working  on  him  immediately.  Pants  were  removed.  I urn, 
one  of  the  things  as  charge  nurse,  we  try  to  identify  the  patient  so  we  can  look  at  the  chart  to 
see  if  ah,  any  identification  so  we  can  pull  up  their  demographics,  look  into  family  members, 
people  we  can  contact.  Um,  so  I did  that.  Got  his  wallet  out,  go  this  I.D.  Tried  to  find  him  in 
the  system.  I don’t  think  he’d  been  in  our  system,  I can’t  remember  but  there  was  no  phone 
number  to  call  so  I didn’t  call  anybody.  Um,  I also  talked  to  our  security  because  of  the 
shooting  and  not  knowing  what,  how  or  why  the  shooting  occurred.  It  was  um,  for  safety  and 
possible  lock-down  precautions.  1 spoke  to  our  security  to  try  and  establish  what  we  were 
gonna  do  as  far  as  keeping  staff,  patients,  safe,  and  visitors  safe  out  in  the  emergency 
department.  Um,  when  St.  Paul,  (inaudible)  okay  when  St.  Paul  Police  arrived  I asked  what 
kind  of,  what  had  happened  or  do  we  know  anything,  and,  a St  Paul  Fire  um,  told  me  it,  that 
it  was  two  cars,  one,  there  were  shots  fired  into  the  other  vehicle  and  that  was  the  victim  that 
they  had  brought  in. 

Um,  and  later  it  was  Roseville  Police  officer  that  showed  up  and  said  you  know  he  was  here 
for  support.  Um,  and  (inaudible)  had  no  idea  that  it  was  actually  a police-involved  shooting 
until  l got  a call  maybe  ten  minutes  later  from  St.  Anthony  and  I can’t  remember  his  name  or 
his  title.  Um,  he  said  he  was  sending  down  his  own  officer  from  St.  Anthony,  um  because  it 
was  a officer-involved  shooting  and  that  was  when  I knew  that  um,  so  then  I spoke  to  our 
security  again.  Um  just  because  now  if  it  was  gonna  turn  into  a officer-involved  shooting  I 
was  expecting  you  know  lots  more  people  and  maybe  possible  issues  out  in  the  waiting 
area.  So  um,  talked  to  them.  At  some  point,  I mean  I was  only  charge  from  3 PM  to  10  PM. 
So  I was  gonna  give  up  the  charge  (inaudible)  l wanna  say  it  was  10  PM.  I was  gonna  give 
us  charge  role  to  Heidi  Carter  at  that  point.  So  and  this  I think  he  came  in  around  9:20  PM. 
So  at  that  point  1 was  giving  up  responsibilities  um,  and  right  before  that  occurred  security 
called  and  said  there  was  a cousin  out  front.  Um,  and  so  l had  security  with  me  and  we  took 
her  into  Urgent  Care  ‘cuz  that,  they  were  closed  at  the  mo-,  at  the  time  so  we  used  their 
waiting  room  to  speak  to  the  cousin  and  she  was  with  a small  child  and  she  said  that  she, 
you  know,  all  she  kept  on  saying  was  they  shot  him,  they  shot  him,  you  know  (inaudible)  and 
I was  telling  her  that  you  know  he  didn’t  make  it  and,  and  she  said  she's  leaving.  She  had  to 
leave,  she  couldn’t  stay  I mean  it  was  kinda  frantic  and  I was  like,  I don’t  know  what's  going 
on.

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On  08/31/2016  SA  Muiphy  and  Henning  met  with  Eric  David  Winter  at  his  residence  in  Falcon  Heights, 
MN  and  conducted  an  interview.  Winter  lives  at  1683  Larpcnteur  Ave  West.  Winter's  home  is  almost 
directly  in  front  of  where  the  officer  involved  shooting  of  Philando  Castile  occurred  on  07/06/2016. 

Agents  advised  Winter  that  they  had  received  his  information  from  the  Roseville  Police,  which  he  had  given 
them  the  night  of  this  incident.  Winter  told  agents  that  he  was  inside  the  front  ofhis  house  watching 
television  with  his  wife  Randi.  Winter  told  agents  that  he  and  his  wife  heard  a noise  from  outside  their  home 
but  initially  didn’t  pay  much  attention  to  it.  Winter  said  a short- time  later  they  noticed  squads  outside. 
Winter  said  that  he  and  his  wife  went  outside  their  home  and  saw  several  police  cars  and  two  officers  doing 
chest  compressions  (CPR)  on  an  individual  in  foe  street. 

Winter  said  that  he  heard  someone  yelling  expletives.  Winter  was  asked  specifically  what  he  heard  and  said 
he  heard  a male  yelling  ’‘shit/oh  shit.”  Winter  told  agents  that  he  and  his  wife  watched  a video  of  the 
shooting  that  was  posted  on  the  internet  later  that  night.  Winter  said  it  was  then  that  he  figured  out  that  the 
male  he  heard  yelling  was  one  of  the  officers  on  foe  scene.

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On  08/3 1/2016  SA  Henning  and  Murphy  interviewed  Randi  Joy  Winter,  DOB: 
08/22/1985  at  her  home  located  at  1 683  Larpenteur  Ave  W.  in  Falcon  Heights,  MN. 
Winter  told  agents  that  she  was  inside  her  home  at  about  9:00  PM  on  07/06/2016  she 
heard  loud  noises  outside  her  home.  Winter  described  the  noise  as  someone  knocking  on 
the  storm  windows  of  her  house.  Winter  said  that  she  and  her  husband  had  been  watching 
a show  on  their  laptop  computer  in  the  front  of  the  house.  Winter  said  that  they  looked 
outside  after  hearing  the  noise  but  didn't  see  anyone  so  they  went  back  to  watching  their 
show. 

Winter  said  that  a short  time  later  she  heard  multiple  squad  cars  in  front  of  her  home. 
Winter  said  that  she  and  her  husband  watchedTrom  inside  the  house.  Winter  said  they 
couldn’t  hear  anything  from  inside  because  all  of  their  windows  had  been  closed.  Winter 
said  that  she  observed  a white  car  that  police  appeared  to  have  stopped  on  Larpenteur  Ave 
in  front  of  their  home.  Winter  said  that  she  saw  about  five  squad  cars  on  the  street  after 
looking  back  outside.  Winter  told  agents  that  she  and  her  husband  Eric  Winter  watched 
from  inside  the  house  for  a short  time.  Winter  said  they  then  went  outside  and  watched 
what  was  going  on.  Winter  told  agents  that  she  took  two  short  videos  with  her  telephone, 
one  from  inside  and  one  from  outside  their  home.  Winter  provided  copies  of  both  videos 
to  SA  Henning  via  e-mail,  acquisition  of  exhibit  20 16-433/89.2. 

Winter  continued  the  interview  by  telling  the  agents  she  saw'  a couple  officers  attempting 
to  handcuff  someone  outside  the  car.  Winter  said  that  after  watching  for  a short  time  she 
found  that  the  officers  wfere  doing  chest  compressions  (CPR).  Winter  said  that  after  she 
was  outside  she  heard  someone  yelling  expletives,  specifically  saying  the  word  Fuck, 
which  she  indicated  she  heard  once  or  twice. 

Winter  told  agents  that  as  she  watched  the  officers  doing  CPR  they  didn't  appear  to  have 
any  urgency.  Winter 'went  on  to  say  that  after  the  ambulance  arrived  they  also  didn't 
display  any  rush  in  their  treatment  and  transport  of  the  patient. 

Winter  said  that  she  observed  a group  of  officers  walk  away  from  the  scene  towards  the 
state  fair  ground  and  stand  around  for  a short  time.  The  group  returned  to  the  street  and 
two  of  the  officers  got  into  a squad  car  and  drove  away.  The  interview  was  completed  a 
short  time  later  at  7:04  PM,  the  audio  recording  will  be  transcribed  and  attached  to  this 
report  The  audio  recording  was  placed  on  a DVD  and  will  be  held  as  evidence, 
acquisition  of  exhibit  2016^433/89.1

Roseville  officer  or  or  one  had  approached  you  um,  on  July  6th.  There  was  an  incident  in 
front  of  your  house.  Um,  and  1 just  would  like  to  hear  about  what  you  saw  and  heard  so  If 
you  could  just  just  tell  me  where  you  were,  if  you  were  inside,  outside. 

RW  Sure.  Um,  I was  inside  with  my  husband.  It  was  about  9 o'clock.  We  had  um,  we  were,  had 
been  in  the  kitchen  area  and  we  decided  to  watch  some  television  on  a laptop  in  our  sun 
room  which  is  on  the  front  side  of  the  house.  That  would  be  the  south  side  of  the  house. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Um,  shortly  after  about  9 o’clock  we  heard  some  loud  noises  outside.  I now  know  in 
hindsight  it  was  gun  shots  but  at  the  time  it  didn’t  sound  like  that  to  me. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Um,  I processed  it  as  it  sounded  like  rapping  on  a storm  window  and  I actually  because  it 

was  so  loud  and  close  turned  and  looked  at  the  window  that  we  were  sitting  next  to  because 
I thought  maybe  someone  was  at  our  front  door.  Because  the  window’s  right  at  the  front 
door.  Um,  no  one  was  there  and  then  we  just  turned  back  to  watching  TV,  uh,  and  within  a 
few  minutes  realized  there  were  loud  sirens  and  a lotta  police  cars  in  front  of  the  house.  Um, 
again  didn’t  really  put  the  two  together  uh  because  there  are  frequently  um,  people  pulled 
over  and  police  activity  on  thie  road. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Um,  lotsa  speeding  stops  I think  and  so  didn’t  really  pay  much  attention  until  I realized  how 
many  cars  there  were. 
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DH  Okay. 

RW  When  I realized  there  were  four,  five,  or  six  cop  cars  out  there  I thought  maybe  this  is 

something  a little  bit  more  serious.  Um,  and  so  we  of  course  out  of  curiosity  started  watching 
out  the  front  window. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Uh  and  within  a few  minutes  then,  um  went  out  the  front  door  and  started  watching  from  the 
dront  steps. 

DH  Okay  so  when  you  started  looking  out  the  front  window  iemrhe  start  with  this,  were  all  your 
windows  and  doors  dosed? 

RW  Yes. 

DH  Okay  so,  up  til  the  point  that  you  went  outside  you  couldn’t  I mean  really  hear  anything,  I 
mean  any  talking  or  anything  like  that? 

RW  Not  from  inside. 

DH  Just  this  loud  rapping. 

RW  Just  the  loud  rapping. 

DH  That  you  figured  out  later  was  gun  shots.  Okay.  So  then  you  went  out  or,  then  you  started  to 
watching  from  inside  the  house.  What  did  you  see  initially? 

RW  Aw  well  initially  what  I just  saw  was  lots  of  squad  cars,  and  some  officers  outside  the  squad 
cars  as  well  and  that  there  was  a white  car  um,  pulled  over  slightly  diagonally  in  front  of  the 
house.  Um,  and  that  there  was  a person  on  the  ground  in  front  of  the  car  outside  the  driver’s 
side  door. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Uh,  I don’t  think  I really  processed  much  more  than  that  until  we  went  outside. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Um,  and  1 should  tell  you  too  just  be  transparent,  I took,  I started  taking  a video  inside  that  I 
can  give  you  if  you  want. 

DH  Love  it. 

RW  Um,  not  knowing  what  was  happening  and  frankly  (laughs)  I thought  it  was  um,  a like  just  a 
normal  probable  cause  search  maybe  that  someone  had  been  pulled  out  of  the  car. 

DH  Yeah. 

RW  Search  the  car.  I,  so  I wasn’t  taking  it  very  seriously.  We  went  out  to  the  front  steps  to  just 
see  what  was  happening  from  there.  Um,  and  at  that  point  saw,  I initially  saw  it,  there  was 
an  officer  or  two  who  were  perhaps  trying  to  handcuff  a person  on  the  ground,  but  after  a 
few  moments  realized  they  were  doing  chest  compressions  on  that  person. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  And  that’s  when  l think  I processed  that  there  may  have  been  gun  shots  and  it  had  been  a 
shooting.  Uh  meanwhile  there,  l did,  once  we  were  outside  you  could  hear  some 
conversation,  not  a lot,  but  a little  bit.  1 heard  person  shouting  expletives. 

DH  Like  what? 

RW  The  only  one  I specifically  recall  is  fuck. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Fuck,  and  I don't  remember  it  more  than  once  or  twice  maybe. 
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DH  Okay. 

RW  Um,  by  the  way  the  chest  compressions  were  being  done  on  the  person  outside  of  the  car  I 
could  tel!  that  they  were  probably  already  deceased  in  the  sense  that  it  didn't  seem  like 
things  were  very  urgent  like  there  a big  attempt  to  try  to  save  the  person. 

DH  Okay. 

RW  Um  and  there  is  a bit  of  a delay  before  the  ambulance  arrived,  and  even  then  once  that 
person  was  being  loaded  into  the  ambulance  it  just  the  sense  of  it  was  like  this  person  is 
probably  deceased.  There’s  not  that  rush  to  get  the  ambulance  off.

RW  Um,  the  only  other  things  really  that  I observed  during  all  of  this  was  there  was  a group  of 
officers  that  walked  down  from  the  road  area  to  the  back  fence  line  towards  the  fairgrounds 
and  were  down  there  for  awhile  together  as  a group.  Maybe  5,  10  minutes  1 can’t  tell  you 
really  total  amount  of  time.  And  then  sort  of  walked  back  up  together  and  then  I believe  one 
or  two  of  them  got  into  one  of  the  squad  cars  and  left.

RW  Um,  I don’t  remember  timing  wise  how  that  occurred  in  context  with  when  the  ambulance 
arrived  and  took  the  victim  away  from  the  scene.

He  was  very  uh,  I 
have  to  say, ! was  very  impressed  with  his  uh  composure  and  the  way  he  sort  of  explained 
to  us,  that  this,  he  didn’t  tell  us  what  had  happened  but  he  said  obviously  this  is  very 
serious,  it’s  (inaudible)  in  our  neighborhood  very  often,  can  I get  your  name,  is  case 
somebody  wants  to  call  you  later.

Fagemess 
said  that  she  remembered  castile  being  brought  in  by  EMS  and  Fire.  Fagemess  told  agents 
that  he  had  multiple  gunshot  wounds.  When  Castile  was  brought  in  EMS  was  preforming 
C PR/chest  compressions.  Fagemess  said  she  observed  the  medical  team  attempt  to 
resuscitate  the  patient. 

Fagemess  said  that  she  was  in  training  that  day  in  the  “Stabe  Room.”  Fagemess  told 
agents  that  she  was  being  trained  that  day  by  Nina  Fateyenko.  Fagemess  said  she  picked 
up  the  property  near  the  desk  and  recalled  that  there  was  a pair  of  dark  jeans  that  were 
very  bloody,  a shirt,  and  a holster  which  was  just  sitting  in  a pocket.  Fagemess  said  that 
she  was  unsure  of  which  pocket  the  holster  had  come  from.  Fagemess  also  told  agents 
that  she  was  unsure  of  who  had  removed  the  holster,  Fateyenko  or  herself.  Fagemess  said 
that  the  property  was  placed  into  paper  bags  and  sealed  in  those  bags  for  law  enforcement 
to  pick  up  at  a later  time.  The  interview  was  completed  a short  time  later  at  2:12  PM.

On  OS/3 1/20 16  SA  Frascone  and  Henning  met  with  Nina  Fateyenko  at  the  Hennepin 
County  Medical  Center  in  Minneapolis.  Agents  met  with  Fateyenko  and  conducted  a 
second  interview.  The  interview'  was  recorded  and  SA  Henning  produced  a DVD 
containing  the  recording,  acquisition  of  exhibit  20,16-433/91.1 . 

The  interview  was  started  at  about  2:35  PM.  SA  Henning  started  the  interview  by 
reviewing  the  details  of  Fateyenko’s  previous  interview  on  07/09/20 1 6.  Fateyenko  told 
SA  Henning  that  she  recalled  advising  SA  Henning  she  had  located  a holster  and  wallet  in 
Castile’s  front  left  pant  pocket.  Fateyenko  also  recalled  calling  SA  Henning  after  the 
interview  and  telling  SA  Henning  that  she  wasn’t  sure  which  pocket  the  holster  and 
wallet  had  come  out  of  and  that  it  may  have  been  the  right, front  pocket.  SA  Henning 
asked  if  Fateyenko  if  she  recalled  directing  SA  Henning  to  obtain  the  video  from  the 
:‘stabe”  room  where  Castile  was  treated,  Fateyeiiko  said  she  did.  SA  Henning  advised 
Fateyenko  that  he  had  reviewed  the  video  and  was  unable  to  determine  which  pocket  the 
gun  came  out  of. 

Fateyenko  told  agents  what  she  knew  for  sure  was  that  the  holster  and  the  wallet  were  in 
the  same  pocket  when  she  was  cataloging  castile’s  property.  Fateyenko  said  that  she  was 
unable  to  determine  which  pocket  the  holster  and  wallet  had  come  out  of  because  the 
pants  had  been  cut  off  the  patient.  When  Fateyenko  received  the  pants  they  are  basically  a 
sheet.  Fateyenko  said  she  did  recall  that  the  holster  and  wallet  came  out  of  one  of  the 
front  pockets  because  the  front  pockets  were  deeper  than  the  back  pockets  of  the  pants. 
Fateyenko  told  agents  that  she  was  unable  to  identify  if  the  holster  and  wallet  was  in  the 
left  or  right  front  pocket.  Fateyenko  said  that  it  would  only  be  speculation  if  she  said  left 
or  right. 

The  interview  was  completed  a short  time  later  at  2:36  PM.  The  interview  was 
transcribed  and  attached  to  this  report.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  report  is  a synopsis  of 
this  interview,  for  full  detail  please  see  the  transcript.

Diehl  said  he  was 
trained  by  Christine  Blount.  Diehl  also  said  he  has  received  an  NRA  pistol  certification,  both  of  which  are 
his  foundation  to  instruct  these  classes.  Diehl  said  that  he  currently  teaches  these  classes  for  Total  Defense. 
Total  Defense  is  owned  and  operated  by  Dan  Wellman  and  operated  out  of  Ramsey,  MN.  Diehl  told  agents 
that  he  has  taught  classes  for  Wellman  and  Total  Defense  since  1/2015.  Agents  asked  Diehl  if  he  recalled 
Castile  in  one  of  his  classes.  Diehl  said  that  the  classes  are  normally  quite  large  and  an  individual  student 
don’t  stick  out, 

SA  Henning  asked  if  all  instructors  with  Total  Defense  teach  the  same  material.  Diehl  told  agents  that  they 
do  teach  from  the  same  Power  Point  presentation.  Diehl  told  agents  that  when  he  started  with  Total  Defense 
all  of  the  instructor  taught  from  their  own  materials.  Diehl  said  that  he  produced  the  Power  Point  which  is 
currently  in  use.  Diehl  said  he  produced  the  Power  Point  shortly  after  starting  with  Total  Defense  in  2015, 

Agents  asked  Diehl  to  give  then  an  overview  of  what  students  are  taught  when  they  attend  his  class.  Diehl 
said  that  the  class  is  starts  with  instruction  on  basic  safety  instruction.  Diehl  said  that  he  moves  into  legal 
aspects.  Diehl  said  he  next  takes  students  through  shoot  and  don’t  shoot  exercises.  Diehl  next  told  agents 
that  instructs  the  students  about  where  they  may  and  may  not  cany  their  concealed  firearm.  The  last  portion 
taught  by  Diehl  is  howto  interact  with  law  enforcement 

Diehl  advised  agents  that  students  are  taken  through  three  separate  real  life  interactions  with  law 
enforcement  Diehl  said  each  of  the  situations  involved  one  of  the  instructors.  Diehl  told  agents  that  he  tells 
students  that  they  should  do  three  things  when  interacting  with  law  enforcement,  be  up  front  about 
concealed  firearm,  be  courteous  and  honest.  Diehl  stated  that  he  stresses  during  his  classes  that  the  timing  of 
when  you  inform  an  officer  that  you  have  a permit  to  cany  a concealed  firearm  and  are  carrying  that  firearm 
is  very  important  Diehl  said  he  tells  students  that  when  and  how  they  inform  officers  dictates  weather  you 
have  a good  interaction  or  the  officer’s  gun  pointed  at  you.  Diehl  said  he  tells  students  that  they  need  to 
attempt  to  make  heir  interaction  with  law  enforcement  the  best  possible.  Diehl  tells  students  that  they  don’t 
know  what  that  officer- has  been  involved  with  prior  to  the  student’s  interaction,  so  make  it  the  best  that  they 
can. 

Diehl  was  asked  if  students  have  shared  any  negative  encounters  with  the  police.  Diehl  said  that  he  has,  he 
said  the  students  typically  share  these  stories  after  class.  Diehl  said  that  he  has  listened  to  stories  from 
students  where  officers  have  taken  purses  away  from  woman  that  contain  the  firearm,  an  instance  where  an 
officer  takes  people  out  of  their  car  and  removed  the  firearm.  Diehl  told  agents  that  he  didn't  view  this  as 
negative.  Diehl  said  that  in  his  opinion  the  officers  have  done  these  things  for  officer  safety'.

DH  Um  and  you  are  currently  a,  a permit  to  carry  instructor  for  Total  Defense  in  Ramsey, 
Minnesota? 

JD  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  and  you  taught  a class  a while  back  with  an  individual  by  the  name  of  Philando 
Castille? 

JD  Yes. 

DH  Do  you  recall  that  class? 

JD  No  I don’t  Uh  the  classes  are  fairly  large  and  1 would  not  recall  an  individual  in  that  class. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  how  long  have  you  been  teaching  the  permit  to  carry  courses? 

JD  Uh  since  at  least  2001  if  not  2000.

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On  Thursday,  September  08,  2016,  at  about  0748  hours,  SSA  Olson  interviewed 
Minnesota  State  Trooper  Renee  Adrian  (SP224)  at  the  MN  State  Patrol  Headquarters, 
District  2500,  located  at  2005  N.  Lilac  Drive,  Golden  Valley,  MN.  The  interview  was 
audio  recorded  and  concluded  at  about  0755  hours.  SSA  Olson  later  transferred  the 
digital  interview  to  CD  for  preservation  and  safekeeping,  and  assigned  evidence  item 
! 2016-433/95.1. 

Prior  to  the  interview  SSA  Olson  received  information  that  Trooper  Adrian  initiated  a 
traffic  stop  and  issued  a citation  to  Phiiando  Castile  on  July  3,  2015.  A copy  of  the 
citation  and  associated  notes  are  attached.  The  squad  camera  video  from  the  traffic  stop 
has  been  preserved  as  item  2016-433/95.2.  The  citation  listed  a seat  belt  violation.  It 
j should  be  noted  that  Trooper  Adrian  did  not  initially  have  her  audio  microphone  on  until 

she  made  a second  trip  the  vehicle  while  delivering  the  citations.  She  attributed  that  to 
inadvertently  forgetting  to  attach  her  lapel  microphone. 

During  the  interview  with  SSA  Olson,  Trooper  Adrian  was  not  able  to  recall  definitively 
whether  Castile  informed  her  he  possessed  a firearm,  but  stated  that  normally  when  she 
learns  that  type  of  information  she  would,  as  a matter  of  normal  protocol,  make  a notation 
of  that  There  was  no  such  notation  and  by  virtue  of  that  she  did  not  believe  he  made  any 
j statements  to  her  about  possessing  a firearm. 

Trooper  Adrian  reported  she  also  issued  a citation  to  Castile’s  sister  who  was  in  the  right 
front  passenger  seat  of  the  vehicle.

Your  Affiant,  Doug  Henning,  is  a Special  Agent  employed  by  the  MN  Bureau  of  Criminal  Apprehension 
and  a licensed  peace  officer  in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  Your  Affiant  has  been  employed  by  the  MN  BCA 
for  over  ten  years.  Your  Affiant  was  employed  by  the  Chisago  County  Sheriffs  Office  and  the  Lindstrom 
Police  Department  for. approximately  12  years  prior  to  working  for  the  MN  BCA.

On  Sunday,  September  1 1,  2016,  SSA  Olson  interviewed  Officer  William  Persell.  The 
interview  occurred  at  the  Orono  Police  Department  and  was  in  regard  to  a traffic  stop  he 
initiated  on  November  1, 2015,  wherein  he  stopped  Philando  Castile  in  Minneapolis.  The 
interview  began  at  0949  hours  and  concluded  at  0956  hours.  The  interview  was  audio 
recorded  and  later  transferred  by  SSA  Olson  to  CD  and  preserved  as  item  2016-433/97.1. 
An  interview  transcript  is  attached. 

Officer  Persell  indicated  he  was  working  a Safe  and  Sober  detail  which  began  on  October 
3 L,  2015.  Officer  Persell  could  not  recall  whether  Castile  made  any  comments  about 
whether  he  was  armed  or  had  a permit  to  carry  a firearm.  He  stated  that  he  would 
normally  make  a notation  in  his  citation  notes  if  a vehicle  occupant  made  a disclosure 
about  possessing  a firearm,  and  stated  that  he  reviewed  his  notes  on  this  citation  and  did 
not  note  any  documentation  of  that.  Officer  Persell  stated  he  made  28  traffic  stops  during 
that  shift  and  he  had  no  specific  recall  from  the  stop  with  Castile. 

SSA  Olson  previously  received  the  squad  video  from  this  traffic  stop  from  the  Ramsey 
County  Attorney’s  Office.  The  video  will  be  preserved  and  maintained  as  item 
2016-433/97.2.

Two  police  cruisers  had  just  pulled  up  to  die  apartment  building,  their  second  visit  of  the  day,  but  this  time 
Diamond  Reynolds  barely  bothered  to  look  up.  "Always  something,”  said  Diamond,  27,  as  she  shoved  the 
Contents  of  her  closet  into  a cardboard  box.  She  had  six  hours  left  to  move  out  or  risk  eviction.

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Her  short-term  lease  expired  at  5 p.m.,  and  the  last  several  weeks  had  convinced  her  that  her  East  Side  St.  Paul 
neighborhood  was  no  longer  a safe  place  to  stay. 

Maybe  the  police  had  been  called  to  break  up  another  dice  game  at  the  loading  dock  or  to  investigate  the  latest 
tenant  complaints  of  black  mold.  Maybe  they  had  come  because  of  the  neighborhood  fight  that  culminated 
with  someone  trying  to  set  the  apartment  building  on  fire  that  morning,  forcing  Diamond  and  her  4-year-old 
daughter,  Dae'Anna,  to  evacuate  their  home  at  4 a.m. 

"Why  are  the  police  out  there?”  a neighbor  asked,  stopping  by  the  open  doorway  of  Diamond's  apartment. 

"Who  knows?”  she  said.  “They're  here  enough  to  pay  rent.  It's  trauma  or  drama  every  day. 

She  had  been  feeling  the  impact  of  policing  on  every' moment  of  her  life  since  July  6,  the  day  an  officer  pulled 
over  her  boyfriend,  Philando  Castile,  in  the  north  suburb  of  Falcon  Heights  for  at  least  his  43th  minor  traffic  stop 
in  the  last  13  years.  “Again?"  Diamond  remembered  saying  to  Castile  that  day,  as  the  officer  asked  to  see  his 
license  and  registration.  Castile  reached  down  toward  his  waistband,  where  he  kept  not  only  his  wallet  but  also 
a gun  that  he  was  licensed  to  carry.  The  officer  shot  him  four  times,  and  then  Diamond  took  out  her  phone  to 
record,  just  as  she  had  done  during  a few  of  Castile’s  other  traffic  stops.  “Stay  with  me,”  she  told  him,  as  blood 
spread  across  his  white  T-shirt  and  she  started  to  live-stream  on  Facebook. 

For  those  next  10  minutes  of  video,  she  had  become  both  the  emotional  catalyst  and  the  dear-eyed  narrator  in 
the  debate  over  American  policing:  somehow  composed,  somehow  cordial,  continuing  to  live-stream  even  as  • 
the  officer  aimed  his  gun  in  her  direction  and  screamed  profanities,  telling  him  “yes,  sir,  and  i will,  sir,  and 
“no  worries**  while  she  spoke  into  the  camera  and  contradicted  his  version  of  the  shooting  in  real  time. 

The  governor  of  Minnesota  had  called  her  actions  “heroic”  and  blamed  the  shooting  on  racism.  President 
Barack  Obama  had  posted  his  own  Facebook  message  in  response  to  say  the  country  had  a “serious  problem” 
with  “racial  bias,  year  after  year.”  There  were  retaliatory  shootings  of  police  officers  in  Dallas  and  Baton  Rouge, 
and  peaceful  demonstrations  in  37  cities,  during  which  protesters  marched  and  demanded  consequences. 
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HER  APARTMENT  RANSACKED 

Diamond  had  gone  lo  New  York  a few  days  later  to  appear  on  “Good  Morning  America,  leaving  behind  an 
apartment  that  was  ransacked  and  robbed  white  she  was  away,  and  so  far  the  main  consequence  she  noticed  in 
her  own  life  was  how  one  crisis  spiraled  immediately  into  the  next.  No  more  boyfriend  to  watch  her  daughter 
while  she  worked  nights  at  the  dollar  store.  No  more  paycheck  to  help  cover  her  rent  No  more  roommate  with  a 
pistol  to  make  her  feel  secure  in  St.  Paul’s  most  dangerous  neighborhood.  No  more  car  to  go  searching  ior  a 
new  apartment,  because  the  car  was  Castile’s  and  had  been  seized  as  part  of  the  investigation.  No  one  left  to 
help  her  move  except  for  a social  workerwho  said  the  only  place  available  for  a single  mother  with  limited 
income  and  a previous  eviction  on  her  record  was  a dingy  Uvo-bedroom  across  town  in  a neighborhood  that 
was  almost  as  bad. 

Every  day  took  her  further  from  those  10  minutes  that  had  come  to  define  her.  She  was  the  one  who  millions  of 
viewers  remembered  as  dignified,  as  unafraid,  as  somehow  calm  at  the  center  of  an  American  crisis.  But  now 
her  life  was  becoming  ever  more  frantic,  and  her  composure  was  giving  way  to  insomnia  and  panic  attacks.  The 
one  thing  she  hoped  might  bring  some  relief  was  to  move. 

u|  seriously  need  to  get  out  of  here/-  said  Diamond,  now  on  the  phone  with  the  social  worker.  “Can  l please  get 
some  help?  His  stuff  is  everywhere,  and  it’s  way  too  much.** 

The  social  worker  told  her  not  to  worry.  She  said  she  would  be  helping  coordinate  the  move  by  phone. 

“So  it's  just  me?”  Diamond  said.  “Are  you  serious?” 

She  hung  up  and  started  to  fold  Castile’s  clothes  into  a large  cardboard  box  labeled  “Rest  in  Peace!”  A few  days 
earlier,  she  had  taken  some  of  his  outfits  lo  a laundromat  for  the  first  time  since  the  shooting,  hauling  six  loads 
onto  the  city  bus.  8ut  some  of  the  shirts  stiU  smelled  like  his  cologne,  so  she  had  brought  a few  outfits  back 
home  unwashed  to  siore  away  for  herself.

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Almost  everything  in  the  apartment  belonged  to  him.  They  had  been  dating  on  and  off  for  four  years  as 
Diamond’s  life  went  up  and  down,  and  recently  they  started  to  talk  about  marriage  and  decided  to  move  in 
together.  She  and  Dae'Anria  had  come  to  the  apartment  directly  from  a homeless  shelter  in  Red  Wing,  Minn., 
their  ninth  move  in  less  than  a year,  and  by  then  their  possessions  fit  into  one  suitcase  each.  Diamond  was  a 
high  school  dropout  with  no  savings  and  two  Jobs  at  a motel  and  a dollar  stores  Castile  was  a supervisor  in  a 
school  cafeteria,  with  a steady  salary  and  a 401 (kh  He  had  bought  their  big-screen  TV  and  their  new  bed. 

Diamond  had  always  fallen  for  extroverts  more  like  her,  but  Castile  preferred  to  playXbox  and  go  to  bed. by 
midnight.  “Isn’t  it  boring  dating  a mute  button?"  some  of  Diamond’s  friends  had  teased' her,  but  in  Castile’s 
case  she  was  ready  for  boring.  He  bought  her  gifts.  He  remembered  what  time  to  pick  Dae'Anna  up  from 
daycare. 

Her  phone  rang  again.  “Bad  hews,”  the  social  worker  said  and  then  explained  that  she  had  just  spoken  to  the 
property  manager  at  Diamond’s  new  apartment,  and  the  unit  was  not  ready  as  promised.  The  walls  still  needed 
painting.  The  carpets  hadn't  been  cleaned.  The  property  manager  wanted  Diamond  to  delay  her  move  by  at 
least  a few  days.

The  social  worker  asked  tier  to  tiyto  calm down,  hut  Diamond  interrupted.

in  the  first  week  after  the  shooting,  more  than  6,000  people  had  called,  emailed  or  left  her  Facebook  messages, 
and  most  of  them  had  offered  not  only  their  condolences  but  also  their  own  version  of  a solution.  The  governor 
suggested  an  independent  investigation  conducted  by  the  Justice  Department  A U.S.  senator  suggested  a town 
hall  to  discuss  race.  Local  mayors  suggested  new  police  training  protocols.  The  top  civil  rights  lawyer  sire  hired 
from  Chicago  said  she  should  file  a lawsuit  The  Black  Lives  Matters  protesters  said  she  should  lead  a march. 

The  Rev.  Al  Sharpton  said  do  more  interviews,  more  TV,  bring  in  the  national  spotlight. 

Her  cousin  said  start  an  online  fundraiser.  Her  bosses  at  the  dollar  store  said  take  two  months  off  to  grieve  and 
clear  her  head.  Her  family  said  move  out  of  state,  maybe  to  be  with  her  mother  in  Indianapolis.  A counselor  said 
try'  a therapy  dog,  so  now  she  had  Cheddar,  just  3 weeks  old  and  not  yet  housed  re  ken,  peeing  everywhere  and 
always  yapping  at  her  feet. 

The  shared  assumption  behind  al!  of  their  advice  was  that  her  trauma  would  lead  to  something  more.  Here 
came  healing,  here  came  justice,  and  as  nice  as  all  of  that  sounded.  Diamond  soon  began  ignoring  messages 
and  staying  off  her  Facebook  page.  It  had  never  been  her  experience  that  suffering  or  inequity  led  to  anything. 
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“Nobody  was  worrying  about  me  before  all  this,  and  nobody’s  going  to  be  fixing  it  all  up  now,”  she  said,  and  so 
instead  of  waiting  for  her  caseworker  to  call  back  about  the  condition  of  the  apartment,  she  decided  go  see  it 
for  herself.  She  painted  her  toenails  blue  and  wore  eyelash  extensions  and  a pink  bow  in  her  hair.  She  grabbed 
a small  motivational  sticker  that  she  always  moved  with  her  from  one  apartment  to  the  next:  “Nothing  beats  a 
failure  but  a try,”  it  read.

The  only  employee  she  could  find  at  the  new  building  was  a woman  from  the  rental  agency,  who  looked  at 
Diamond  for  a long  minute  and  then  clapped  her  hands.  “Mrs.  Reynolds,  from  the  video?”  she  said,  and 
Diamond  nodded,  because  she  was  used  to  being  recognized  a few  times  each  day.  "Wow,1  (he  agent  said.  “1 
mean,  Tm  sorry.  Oh,  God.  That  was  horrible,  it  felt  like  I was  sitting  there  right  beside  you.** 

“Thank  you,”  Diamond  said,  and  she  followed  the  agent  up  the  stairs  toward  the  second  floor. 

“You  were  so  calm,’*  the  agent  said.  “All  those  bullets?  It  must  have  been  horrifying.  I can’t  imagine,'* 

“Thank  you,”  Diamond  said  again,  and  now  they  were  at  her  apartment  door. 

“So  dignified,”  the  agent  said,  and  now  they  were  finally  inside  the  apartment,  which  smelled  of  mildew  and 
sweat,  and  smoke.  Two  window  screens  were  tom.  The  walls  were  covered  in  greasy  handprints.  The  toilet  was 
missing  its  seat.  “Sorry.  We’ll  get  this  all  fixed  up  before  you  move  in,”  the  agent  said,  shielding  her  nose  with 
her  sleeve  as  they  walked  from  the  living  room  toward  the  back  bedroom.  The  agent  handed  Diamond  a 
checklist  of  t hings  to  inspect  in  the  apartment  and  asked  her  to  mark  whatever  items  needed  to  be  fixed. 
Diamond  walked  off  by  herself  with  the  clipboard.

She  took  out  her  phone,  clicked  on  the  camera  and  began  streaming  a video.  Her  lawyer  had  recommended 
that  she  avoid  posting  on  social  media  after  the  shooting  to  protect  her  privacy,  so  she  had  closed  her 
tnstagram  account  and  dismantled  her  Facebook  page  when  the  original  video  surpassed  3 million  views.  But 
she  had  always  found  it  cathartic  to  broadcast  her  life,  so  she  had  taken  over  a friend's  Snapchal  account  for  a 
few  weeks  while  he  was  in  jail,  since  he  Wouldn’t  be  using  it.

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“Hey  everybody,”  she  said,  live- streaming, the  dark  crust  on  the  bathroom  sink  to  an  audience  of  a few  dozen 
strangers.  "Anybody  got  bleach?” 

“They  said  this  place  would  be  ready,”  she.  said,  turning  the  camera  back  on  herself.  “Don’t  think  Pm  sleeping 
here  tonight." 

She  turned  off  the  camera  and  sat  down  on  the  floor  to  consider  her  options.  For  the  first  time  in  her  life,  she 
had  access  to  some  money;  $60,000  from  an  online  fundraiser  thata  friend  had  started  for  her  and  Dae'Anna, 
blit  site  was reluctant  to  even  touch  it.  The  money  had  caused  a misunderstanding  between  her  and  Castile’s 
mother,  who  was  directing  donors  to  a separate  family  account.  Diamond  thought  the  best  way  to  avoid 
tension  and  honor  Castile  was  to  stash  her  money  away  and  save  it  all  for  Dae’Anna.  She  had  been  using  food 
stamps  and  frying  to  spend  as  little  as  possible  until  Dae'Anna  would  start  school  and  she  could  go  back  to 
work. 

Now  she  picked  up  the  phone  to  call  a friend  who  lived  a few  blocks  away.  Diamond  had  been  forced  to  move  a 
few  times  each  year  since  dropping  out  of  high  school  at  17,  and  by  now  she  knew  all  the  protocols  of  being 
homeless  in  St,  Paul.  The  shelters  were  typically  full  at  the  last  minute.  The  cheap  motels  wanted  a week’s 
deposit  upfront.  She  could  think  of  only  one  other  option  as  she  waited  for  maintenance  to  repair  her 
apartment.

WHAT  TO  TELL  A 4-YEAR-OLD 

As  chaotic  as  her  days  were  becoming,  her  nights  were  always  the  same:  She  lay  awake  and  fought  against  her 
brain,  witling  herself  to  think  about  anything  other  than  that  day,  until  insomnia  gave  way  to  fatigue,  and 
fatigue  turned  into  despair  and  suddenly  she  was  back  inside  the  same  recurring  flashback.  They  were  driving 
in  Castile’s  white  Oldsmobile.  They  were  being  pulled  over  again  into  the  right  lane  on  tarpenteur  Avenue, 
except  this  time  it  was  different,  in  the  flashbacks.  Diamond  was  rarely  looking  at  the  man  bleeding  next  to  her 
in  the  front  seat.  She  was  looking  behind  her,  into  the  back  seat,  where  her  daughter  had  the  window  rolled 
halfway  down  and  a small  bottle  of  juice  in  her  hand.  She  had  ribbons  in  her  hair,  and  she  was  buckled  into  a 
pink  car  seat  to  witness  it  all 

“We  need  to  seriously  blow  out  this  birthday  party, “ Diamond  was  saying  to  Dae’Anna  now,  back  at  the  new 
apartment,  as  they  continued  to  wait  for  maintenance  to  begin  repairs.  “ Five  is  a big  birthday,"  she  said.  “Five  is 
Huge.” 
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“l  want  a whole  table  of  different  kinds  of  candy.”  Dae'Anna  said.  “No  limits.  I get  as  much  as  i want.” 

"A  candy  table,"  Diamond  agreed.  “Maybe  wit  h some  party  favor  bags,  so  our  friends  can  take  candy  home, 
too." 

This  had  been  their  main  topic  of  conversation  since  the  shooting:  a late-August  birthday  party  for  Dae’Anna 
that  seemed  to  grow  in  size  every  day.  It  had  started  as  a get-together  for  a small  group  of  friends  at  a 
neighborhood  park,  but  in  the  weeks  since  the  shooting  it  had  built  into  a massive  carnival  staffed  by  a dozen 
volunteers.  Diamond  thought  maybe  she  could  rent  wit  a couple  of  bouncy  castles.  Maybe  she  could  get  a 
photo  booth,  a live  band,  pinatas  and  a cotton-candy  maker  to  crowd  out  the  oilier  images  she  feared  were 
taking  root  inside  her  daughter's  head. 

“I  was  thinking  about  a clown  cake,"  Dae’Anna  said. 

“Can't  have  a down  cake  without  a clown  cake  topper,"  Diamond  said,  adding  that  to  their  long-running 
shopping  list. 

T hey  had  barely  discussed  the.shooting  since  that  day  — not  with  each  other  and  not  with  a professional  — and 
Diamond  thought  maybe  that  was  for  the  best.  But  she  had  gone  back  over  her  Facebook  video  in  an  attempt  to 
understand  exactly  what  Dae  Anna  had  witnessed  from  the  back  seat,  expecting  to  be  unnerved  by  her 
daughter's  screams.  Instead,  for  the  first  four  minutes  of  video,  Dae’Anna  had  said  nothing,  and  so  Diamond 
began  to  wonder.  How  was  that  possible?  How  could  anyone,  much  less  a 4-year-old,  keep  quiet  during  those 
four  minutes?  The  force  of  four  bullets  fired  from  point-blank  range  Shook  the  car.  and  Dae’Anna  was  quiet. 
Castile  rolled  his  head  back  between  the  seats  and  gasped,  *1  can't  breathe,"  arid  Dae'Anna  was  quiet.  The 
officer  screamed.  “Keep  your  hands  where  they  are!”  and  she  was  quiet.  The  gun,  still  aimed  inside  the  car, 
began  to  shake  in  the  officer’s  hand,  and  she  was  quiet.  Diamond  said,  “Please  don’t  tell  me  he's  dead,”  and  she 
was  quiet.  Castile  gripped  his  bleeding  stomach,  moaned,  slid  back  between  the  seats  and  dropped  his  head 
right  toward  Dae’Anna’s  lap,  and  she  was  quiet 

Diamond  had  taught  her  daughter  to  react  that  way.  They  had  been  practicing  what  Diamond  called  “survival 
skills”  since  before  her  daughter  turned  2.  Duck  at  the  sound  of  gunfire.  Make  yourself  small  whenever  you  feel 
threatened.  Never  touch  guns  or  needles.  The  more  scared  you  are,  the  less  noise  you  should  make.  These  were 
some  of  the  lessons  Diamond  had  passed  along  from  one  generation  to  the  next,  and  her  daughter  had  learned 
them  well.  “It’s  okay.  Mommy.  I'm  right  herewith  you,”  Dae’Anna  had  said  that  day,  as  they  sat  together  in  the 
back  of  the  police  car  and  the  video  continued,  and  Diamond  was  still  trying  to  understand  why  that  was  the 
one  sentence  in  10  minutes  of  archived  terror  that  always  made  her  catch  her  breath.

TRYING,  AGAIN,  TO  REMAIN  CALM 

Again  she  took  out  her  phone.  Again  she  clicked  on  the  camera.  “Okay,  everybody,  it’s  finally  happening,"  she 
said,  zooming  in  on  a truck  as  it  pulled  up  to  her  new  apartment.  “We're  moving  in.  Fresh  start.  This  is  it." 


She  live-streamed  as  two  professional  movers  hauled  boxes  up  to  her  entryway.  She  filmed  as  her  sister  and 
daughter  helped  unpack.  One  of  the  movers  recognized  her  from  the  video  and  asked  how  she  had  managed  to 
stay  so  calm.  “I  just  try  to  be  strong."  Diamond  said,  and  then  she  turned  on  music  and  began  placing  furniture 
in  the  living  room.  She  arranged  the  couch  so  it  would  hide  stains  on  the  wall  and  taped  a motivational  quote 
from  Gandhi  over  a hole  in  the  woodwork.  She  bleached  the  sink,  scrubbed  the  bathtub  and  lit  candles  in  the 
kitchen,  and  after  a few  hours  the  place  smelled  of  cleaning  supplies  and  lemon.  Cheddar  was  quiet  and  happy 
in  his  crate.  Dae'Anna  came  rushing  down  the  hall  and  did  somersaults  in  the  living  room. 


This  place  is  huger  she  said.  She  had  never  lived  in  a two-bedroom  before. 

it’s  almost  starting  to  look  like  a place  where  you'd  want  to  live,"  Diamond  agreed.  “We  can  work  with  this. 
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The  movers  finished  their  work,  and  then  her  sister  went  home  on  the  bus.  Diamond  continued  to  unpack  until 
her  back  started  to  ache  and  the  only  boxes  left  to  open  were  the  ones  labeled  "Rest  in  Peace!’'  and  then  she  sat 
down  on  the  couch.

The  apartment  was  quiet  except  for  the  sounds  out  the 
window  of  a car  backfiring,  distant  sirens,  and  now  a dog  just  beginning  to  hark  in  its  crate.  “Can  you  help  me 
get  Cheddar?"  Diamond  asked, Oae’Anna.  Diamond  got  the  leash  and  opened  the  crate,  but  before  they  could 
make  it  to  the  door  Cheddar  was  peeing  on  the  floor.  "Damn  it!”  Diamond  said.  She  dragged  Cheddar  back  into 
the  kitchen.  The  floor  felt  sticky.  The  sink  was  covered  with  grime.  The  windows  were  missing  their  screens. 
Outside  the  sirens  sounded  as  if  they  were  coming  closer. 

*How  long  do  they  expect  me  to  live  like  this?"  Diamond  said.  She  went  downstairs  to  find  maintenance,  and 
one  of  the  workers  was  standing  outside  the  main  entrance  with  a cigarette. 

“Windows,  mirrors,  waits  — come  on  now.  Let’s  go,”  Diamond  told  him.  ‘ You  promised  me  you'd  get  this  done.’ 
“Sorry'.  We’ve  been  extra  busy  today,”  the  maintenance  worker  said. 

"I’m  trying  to  givey’all  a chance,"  Diamond  said.  “I  was  expecting  more." 

"it's  not  usually  like  this,"  he  told  her,  and  when  she  continued  to  press,  he  began  to  explain  the  reason  for  tire 
delay.  Residents  had  been  complaining  about  a tenant  who  lived  down  the  hall  from  Diamond,  ire  said.  There 
had  been  reports  of  people  coming  and  going  with  $20  bills  and  vacant  stares,  and  the  St.  Paul  police  had  sent 
ah  undercover  officer  to  investigate  possible  drug  activity.  Now  two  maintenance  workers  were  busy  helping 
the  officer  gain  access  to  the  suspect’s  apartment. 

“Tire  police  are  up  there  right  now”  he  said. 

Diamond  shook  her  head  in  disbelief.  “This  is  what  l was  trying  to  get  away  from,”  she  said. 

She  stood  there  while  he  finished  bis  cigarette,  waiting  for  him  to  offer  some  kind  of  a solution.  He  stared  back 
at  her  and  shrugged. 

"Sounds  like Tve  found  the  right  place,"  she  said,  and  then,  trying  to  remain  calm,  she  went  back  to  the  boxes 

upstairs.

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On  September  16th,  2016  Special  Agent  Michelle  Frascone  conducted  an  interview  of  witness  Bryan  Darouie,  The  interview  was 
audio  recorded,  transcribed  and  attached  to  this  report  As  a result  of  this  activity  exhibit  2016-433/102.1  was  obtained; 
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On  September  1 6th,  2016  Special  Agent  Michelle  Frascone  conducted  an  interview  of  Bryan  Thomas 
Hooshangh  Darouie  (10/31990)  who  was  described  as  a witness  by  Roseville  Police  Department.  Darouie 
stated  on  July  6^,  2016  he  was  at  his  sister’s  apartment  located  at  1 687  Fry  Street  in  the  City  of  Falcon 
Heights.  Darouie  said  he  and  his  sister  were  sitting  in  her  vehicle  while  he  had  a cigarette  when  they 
observed  a traffic  stop  “parallel'’  for  where  they  were  parked. 

Darouie  said  he  witnessed  the  officer  approach  a vehicle  he  described  as  a white  Oldsmobile,  late  to  early 
90’s.  Darouie  said  he  found  it  odd  because  he  believed  the  officer’s  hand  was  on  his  gun  as  he  approached 
the  vehicle.  Darouie  said  he  believes  the  officer  was  at  the  vehicle  for  approximately  twenty  second  when 
he  heard  “yelling”  and  then  four  or  five  gunshots, 

Darouie  said  the  officer  “seemed  like  he  was  panicking  and  just  started  yelling  fuck  over  and  over  again.” 
Darouie  said  he  then  heard  the  officer  say  “I  told  him  not  to  go  for  it  once  or  twice.”  Darouie  said  the 
passengers  of  the  vehicle  were  removed  after  the  shooting.  Darouie  said  he  then  witnessed  the  officer 
pacing  back  and  forth  on  tire  hill  where  the  traffic  stop  and  shooting  took  place. 

SA  Frascone  asked  Darouie  if  he  recalled  hearing  the  officer  say  anything  as  he  approached  the  vehicle. 
Darouie  stated  “it  was  so  close,  but  at  the  same  time  it  was  so  far  away  too  where  you  can’t  really  hear 
anything  ” Darouie  described  the  traffic  at  the  time  of  the  shooting  as  “medium  light” 

Darouie  admitted  to  taking  a “snap  chat”  of  the  events  after  the  shooting,  but  said  it  has  since  been  deleted.

BD  Yeah. 

MF  Okay.  Can  you  tell  me  what  you  know  about  that  incident? 

BD  Um  so  my  power  was  out  and  my  son  was  just  born  and  I was,  not  my  power  my  girlfriend’s 
power  was  out.  We  are,  currently  a weird  situation.  She  lives  in  a place  and  she’s  tied  down 
by  her  lease  until  this  upcoming  month  here  I’m,  I just  got  a house  so  we’re  getting  into  that. 
But  her  power  was  out  for  a day  or  so  and  the  cat  was  there  and  she  was  at  her  parents  with 
a newborn  because  she  needed  power  and  ail  that.

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On  09/16/2016  SA  Henning  interviewed  Nicole  Eileen  Darouie,  DOB:  07/13/1987.  The 
interview  took  place  at  Caribou  Coffee,  located  at  2 1 1 1 Snelling  Ave,  Roseville,  MN.  SA 
Henning  recorded  the  interview,  acquisition  of  exhibit  2016-433/103.1 . The  recording 
will  be  transcribed  and  attached  to  this  report. 

Nicole  Darouie  had  spoken  with  Roseville  Officers  on  07/06/2016  after  an  officer 
involved  shooting  in  Falcon  Heights.  Darouie  told  SA  Henning  that  she  was  in  the 
parking  lot  of  her  brother  Bryan's  apartment  building  located  at  1687  Fry  SL  in  Falcon 
Heights. 

Darouie  advised  SA  Henning  that  she  was  sitting  in  her  vehicle  with  her  brother  Bryan 
smoking  a cigarette.  Darouie  said  that  she  observed  the  police  stop  a car  on  Larpenteur 
Ave  and  about  20-30  seconds  later  somebody  got  shot  SA  Henning  asked  Darouie  how 
far  away  she  was  from  the  incident.  Darouie  told  SA  Henning  that  she  was  not  very  good 
estimating  distances.  Darouie  told  S A Henning  that  the  incident  occurred  across  a double 
lane  street.  Darouie  recalled  the  vehicle  the  police  had  stopped  was  light  colored. 

Darouie  told  SA  Henning  that  she  believed  that  there  had  been  two  squads  that  had 
stopped  the  lite  colored  car. 

Darouie  advised  SA  Henning  that  after  she  had  heard  the  gunshots  she  observed  one  of 
the  officers  with  a baby.  Darouie  was  asked  if  she  had  been  watching  the  traffic  stop,  she 
said  that  she  had  not  been  watching  and  looked  back  after  hearing  the  gunshots.  Darouie 
said  she  and  her  brother  walked  to  the  street  for  a better  view.  She  told  SA  Henning  that 
she  observed  a female  being  removed  from  the  car  that  had  been  stopped.  Darouie  said 
that  she, stayed  around  until  about  until  about  11:00  PM.  Darouie  showed  SA  Hennine  a 
photograph  she  had  taken  of  the  scene  from  the  parking  lot  across  the  street  from  the 
incident.  The  photograph  showed  several  squads  on  scene  including  St.  Anthony  and 
Roseville  Police.  Darouie  attempted  to  send  the  photographs  to  SA  Henning.  SA  Henning 
has  not  received  the  photographs  as  of  the  time  of  this  report.  S A Henning  has  attempted 
to  reconnect  with  Nicole  Darouie  but  she  has  not  returned  telephone  calls  as  of  yet. 

Darouie  told  SA  Henning  that  she  heard  an  officer  yelling  Fuck  during  the  incident, 
Darouie  said  she  felt  something  bad  had  just  happened.  Darouie  advised  that  she  had 
observed  the  officers  take  a person  from  the  lite  colored  car  and  give  him  CPR.  Darouie 
said  that  she  felt  this  took  a long  time-  She  said  an  ambulance  showed  up  and  transported 
the  person  receiving  medical  attention  shortly  thereafter.  The  interview  was  concluded  at 
this  point.

Results  of  Laboratory'  Examination: 

Ten  holes  and  one  group  of  holes  were  observed  in  the  left  side  of  Item  16B  (a  T-shirt  said  to  be  the  exterior  layer 
of  clo  thing  on  the  upper  body  of  Philando  Castle),  which  were  identified  as  A through  K for  examination  purposes. 
The  areas  around  these  holes  were  visually  examined  and  chemically  processed  for  the  presence  of  gunshot 
residues. 

A pattern  of  residues  was  found  around  Hole  J,  in  the  lower  left  side  of  Item  16B.  Using  Item  15  (a  SIG  Sauer

She  stated  that  she  was  at  North 
Memorial  Urgent  Care(1955  Co.  Rd.  B2  W.,  Roseville,  MN.).  She  then  told  me  that  she  was  meeting 
with  the  doctor  (Jeffery  Flynn;MD)  about  her  wound.  Deanna  then  asked  me  iff  could  go  speak  with 
the  Zaccardis  because  she  was  too  afraid  to  tell  them  about  the  dog  bite  and  ask  them  for  the  dog's 
vaccination  records.  I asked  Deanna  to  describe  the  dog  that  bit  her.  Deanna  told  me  that  it  was  a 
larger  type  dog  that  looked  like  a typical  beagle.  She  described  the  dog  to  have  a black,  white,  and 
brown  colored  coat  and  that  was  it.  I hung  up  and  went  over  to  3105  Bell  Ln. 

I knocked  on  the  front  door  and  Elizabeth  answered.  She  was  confused  as  to  why  I was  there  and 
greeted  me  very  nicely.  I observed  her  beagle  (Lulu)  waddling  around  the  comer  and  come  to  the 
front  door.  I observed  Lulu  and  she  appeared  to  be  healthy.  I told  her  that  I was  meeting  with  her 
because  her  neighbor  reported  that  Lulu  bit  her  at  about  1815  hours.  Elizabeth  became  very  upset  and 
began  to  cry.  Immediately  after,  she  told  me  that  the  dog  bite  could  not  have  happened  because 
nobody  was  home  during  that  time.  Elizabeth  told  me  that  she  will  have  witnesses  come  in  to 
report  that  she  was  at  Grumpy's  in  Northeast  during  that  time.  She  began  to  vent  about  how  much 
stress  Deanna  has  put  their  family  through  because  she  thinks  Elizabeth's  dogs  are  a problem.

I told  Elizabeth  that  she  needed  to  bring  copies  of  Lulu's  dog  vaccines  to  the  police  department 
tomorrow.  Elizabeth  stated  the  vaccinations  are  up  to  date  and  she  will  bring  them  in  even  though  the 
bite  did  not  happen.  I also  told  her  she  needs  to  watch  her  dog  in  a quarantine  type  of  environment. 
She  was  told  to  call  the  police  department  with  any  changes  in  her  dogs  behavior  or  health. 

After  speaking  with  Elizabeth,  I went  to  meet  Deanna  at  urgent  care  in  Roseville.  I was  greeted  by 
the  doctor  (Flynn)  and  Deanna.  I asked  the  doctor  if  he  believed  the  bite  marks  were  consistent  with  a 
dog  bite  and  he  stated  they  were.  I asked  if  they  could  remove  the  bandage  on  Deanna's  wounds 
and  the  bandage  was  removed.  I observed  two  puncture  wounds.  The  wounds  appeared  to  be  clean. 
There  were  no  other  marks,  scrapes,  or  bruising  around  the  punture  wounds.  I took  photos  of  the 
wounds  and  entered  them  into  the  case.  The  bandage  was  put  back  on  the  punture  wounds.  I asked 
Deanna  if  she  saw  the  dog  bite  her  and  she  stated  that  she  did  not.  She  stated  that  she  just  felt  a sharp 
pain.  1 then  asked  Deanna  if  I could  speak  to  her  in  private,  so  we  walked  outside  to  the  front  of  my 
squad.

On  09-1 1-15  at  approximately  1000  hours,  the  dog  owners  (Elizabeth  and  Antonio)  came  to  the  police 
department  to  discuss  the  incident.  They  denied  their  dog  was  even  outside  the  time  of  the  alleged 
bite. 

I (Officer  Moore)  obtained  the  current  vaccination  records  and  added  a copy  to  the  case  file.  The  dog 
is  current  with  the  rabies  vaccination  and  does  not  expire  until  09-17-17. 

At  1050  hours,  Det.  Briski  and  I met  with  Deanna  at  her  residence.  She  gave  the  following  account: 
She  was  doing  yard  maintenance  and  tending  to  the  back  yard  near  her  property  line.  The  dogs  were 
let  out  of  the  back  door  by  Elizabeth  and  were  not  restrained.  The  "Beagle-type"  dog,  "Lulu."  ran  into 
her  yard  and  collided  with  her  left  leg.  She  just  thought  the  dog  ran  into  her  and  did  not  know  or  think 
she  had  been  bitten  until  later.  Her  leg  continued  to  hurt  so  she  looked  at  the  back  of  her  leg  and 
noticed  two  marks  on  the  bottom  of  her  calf  above  her  ankle  (see  attached  photos). 
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I viewed  her  left  leg  and  observed  they  were  2 marks  parallel  with  the  ground.  The  would  was  clean 
and  well  maintained.  I could  not  tell  if  the  marks  were  puncture  wounds  or  surface  abrasions.  I took 
photos  of  the  injury  with  a ruler  to  mark  the  distance  (less  than  an  inch  - 1 3/1 6th's  inch  apart). 

I brought  up  the  fact  of  the  marks  being  so  close  together  with  Deanna,  but  she  claimed  the  doctor  told 
her  it  was  a bite  from  both  the  upper  and  lower  jaws  of  the  dog.  I did  not  view  any  medical  records  at 
that  time. 

1 told  Deanna  I had  the  dog's  vet  records  and  that  it  was  current  on  the  rabies  vaccine.  I explained  the 
home  quarantine  and  that  I would  follow  up  with  her  after  1 0 days. 

I then  followed  up  with  Tony  and  advised  him  about  the  quarantine  process  and  what  his  requirements 
are.  1 did  not  view  the  dog  as  Officer  Yanez  had  the  previous  day. 

On  09-21-15  at  1030  hours,  I met  with  Antonio  and  viewed  the  dog.  Antonio  advised  there  has  been 
no  change  in  health  or  eating  habits.  The  dog  appeared  to  be  healthy  and  had  a playful  demeanor.

Reasonableness" 

(Graham  v.  Connor)  * 

• Totality  of  the  circumstances 

• Officer/Subject  factors 

• Recognizes  an  officers  use  of  force  decision  is 
made  in  a tense,  uncertain  and  rapidly 
evolving  situation 

• No  hindsight  scrutiny  (Use  of  minimal  force  is 
only  capable  with  use  of  hindsight  scrutiny.)

• P & P Definitions 

■-Contact  Weapons  Impact  Weapons:  all  objects  and 

Instruments  which  are  used  or  designed  to  be  used,  to  apply 
force  to  the  person  of  another  by  coming  Into  physical  contact 
with  that  person. 

•—Chemical  Agents  Aerosol  Subject  Restraint  (ASR):  a chemical 
agent  such  as,  chemical  mace,  tear  gas,  and  pepper  mace. 


P&P 

• Great  Bodily  Harm:  Bodily  inj'ury  which  creates 
a high  probability  of  death,  or  which  causes 
serious  permanent  disfigurement,  or  which  . 
causes  a permanent  or  protracted  loss  or 
impairment  of  the  function  of  any  bodily 
member  or  organ,  or  other  serious  bodily 
harm. 


p&p 

• Active  Aggression:  Behavior  initiated  by  a 
subject  that  may  or  may  not  be  in  response  to 
police  efforts  to  bring  the  person  into  custody 
or  control.  A subject  engages  In  active 
aggression  when  presenting  behaviors  that 
constitute  an  assault  or  the  circumstances 
reasonably  indicate  that  an  assault  or  injury  to 
any  person  is  likely  to  occur  at  any  moment. 


P&P 

» Active  Resistance:  A response  to  police  efforts 
to  bring  a person  into  protective  custody, 
control  for  detainment  or  arrest.  A subject 
engages  in  active  resistance  when' engaging  in 
physical  actions  (or  verbal  behavior  reflecting 
an  intention)  to  make  it  more  difficult  for 
officers  to  achieve  actual  physical  control. 


Passive  Resistance:  A response  to  police 
efforts  to  bring  a person  into  protective 
custody,  control  for  detainment  or  arrest  This 
is  behavior  by  a subject,  when  the  subject 
does  not  comply  with  verbal  or  physical 
control  efforts,  yet  the  subject  does  not 
attempt  to  defeat  the  officer's  control  efforts. 


P & P 

Reasonable  use  of  force  options  to  include: 
presence/dialogue,  soft  hands,  aerosol  subject 
restraint  (ASR),  less  lethal  force  options  {hard 
hands/Taser/ASP,  12  Gauge  Bean  Bag),  and 
deadly  force.

Taser  Changes 

The  officer's  had  "qualified  immunity"  from 
prosecution,  because  they  had  not  obtained 
sufficient  guidance  about  how  the  Taser 
should  have  been  used  in  this  situation. 


Taser  Changes 

The  court  provided  guidance  for  the  future: 
Taser  may  only  be  deployed  when  an  officer  is 
confronted  with  an  exigency  that  creates  an 
immediate  safety  risk  and  that  is  reasonably  ’ 
likely  to  be  cured  by  using  the  Taser. 


Taser  Changes 

The  court  distinguished  between  the  force 
being  used  when  a subject  is  actively  attacking 
or  creating  a dangerous  situation  (active 
aggression/resistance)  versus  passive 
resistance  when  someone  only  poses  a risk  to 
themselves  and/or  is  verbally  non-compliant. 


Ruling  Interpretation 

Whether  an  unarmed  subject  is  mentally  ill  or 
not,  and  the  unarmed  subject  exhibits 
behavior  that  will  only  harm  themselves  and 
no  one  else,  other  uses  of  force,  other  than 
the  laser  probe  mode  or  drive-stun,  should  be 
considered  and  reasonably  used  if  feasible. 


Taser  P & P Updates 

The  laser  may  be  used  in  situations  where 
force  is  justified  to  control  an  individual  who  is 
actively  resisting  or  exhibiting  active 
aggression,  thereby  reducing  the  likelihood  of 
injury  to  officers  and  others. 


Taser  P & P Updates 

CEW's  may  be  used  when  force  is  legally 
justified  to  prevent  the  reasonably 
foreseeable  threat  or  actual  attempted  assault 
and/or  injury  to  officers),  other  person  (s), 
and/or  the  subject

Taser  P & P Updates 

• The  Taser  should  not  be  used  on  passively 
resisting  individuals,  unless  situations  exist 
where  officer/subject  factors  reasonably 
indicate  that  the  officer(s),  offender,  and/or 
other  person(s)  may  likely  be  endangered  by 
the  use  of  passive  and/or  active  force  by  the 
subject.

Myth  vs.  Reality 

■ Myth:  a suspect  must  cause  harm  to  an  officer 
or  another  person  before  an  officer  can  use 
force. 

• Reality:  An  officer  may  proactively  use  force  to 
respond  to  impending  harm  to  a person. 

• Bad  Reality:  complacency 

(threat  recognition/body  ianguage/contextuai 
cues  of  assault...Don't  get  "task  oriented"  by 
ignoring  signs  of  imminent  assault) 


Myth  vs.  Reality 

• Myth:  A subject's  known  mental  defect 
precludes  officers  from  using  deadly  force,  or 
at  a minimum  requires  officer  to  try  options 
other  than  deadly  force. 

• Reality:  No  such  prohibition  exists.  A subject's 
known  mental  defect  is  a factor  the  court  will 
consider  in  determining  whether  the 
application  of  force  was  reasonable.

• Officer's  use  of  Deadly  Force  on 
fleeing/resisting  felon  is  limited  to  MN  Statute 
609.066. 

• Officer  should  use  a verbal  warning  prior  to 
use  of  use  of  Deadly  Farce,  when  practical.

• "Bodily  harm"  means  physical  pain  or  injury, 
illness,  or  any  impairment  of  physical 
condition.

• "Substantial  bodily  harm"  means  bodily  injury 
which  involves  a temporary  but  substantial 
disfigurement  or  which  causes  a temporary 
but  substantial  loss  or  impairment  of  the 
function  of  any  bodily  member  or  organ,  or 
which  causes  a fracture  of  any  bodily  member.

• To  protect  himself/herself  or  another  from 
apparent  death  or  great  bodily  harm. 

• To  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the 
escape  of  a person  whom  the  peace  officer 
knows  or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has 
committed  or  attempted  to  commit  a felony 
involving  the  use  or  threatened  use  of  deadly 
force,  or; 


9-16  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

■ To  effect  the  arrest  or  capture,  or  prevent  the 
escape,  of  a person  whom  the  officer  knows 
or  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  has 
committed  or  attempted  to  commit  a felony  if 
the  officer  reasonably  believes  that  the  person 
will  cause  death  or  great  bodily  harm  if 
his/her  apprehension  is  delayed. 


9-16  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

• A police  officer  may  also  discharge  a weapon 
under  the  following  circumstances: 

• a.  During  range  practice  or  competitive 
shooting  events. 

• b.  To  destroy  an  animal  that  represents  a 
threat  to  public  safety,  or  as  a humanitarian 
measure  where  the  animal  is  seriously  injured. 


9-16  Use  of  Deadly  Force 

■ Firing  a weapon  from  or  at  a moving  vehicle  is 
inherently  dangerous  to  both  the, involved 
officer  and  innocentthird  parties.  Therefore, 
officers  should  avoid  firing  weapons  from  or  at 
a moving  vehicle  except  in  circumstances 
permitting  the  use  of  deadly  force  and  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  possibility  of 
collateral  injury  or  death. 


629.32  Minimum  Restraint 


• A peace  officer  making  an  arrest  may  not  subject  the 
person  arrested  to  any  more  restraint  than  is  necessary 
for  the  arrest  and  detention.  The  peace  officer  shall 
inform' the  defendant  that  the  officer  is  acting  under  a 
warrant  and  shall  show  the  warrant  if  requested.  An 
arrest  by  a peace  officer  acting  under  a warrant  is 
lawful  even  though  the  officer  does  not  have  the 
warrant  In  hand  at  the  time  of  the  arrest,  but  if  it  is 
requested,  the  warrant  must  be  shown  as  soon  as 
possible  and  practical.  A peace  officer  may  lawfully 
arrest  a person  when  advised  by  any  other  peace 
officer  In  the  state  that  a warrant  has  been  issued  for 
that  person. 


629.33  Use  of  Force  to  Arrest 

* if  a police  officer  has  informed  a defendant  that 
the  officer  intends  to  arrest  the  defendant,  and  if 
the  defendant  then  flees  or  forcibly  resists  arrest, 
the  officer  may  use  all  necessary  and  lawful 
means  to  make  the  arrest  but  may  not  use  deadly 
force  unless  authorized  to  do  so  under  section 
609.066.  After  giving  notice  of  the  authority  and 
purpose  of  entry,  a police  officer  may  break  open 
an  Inner  or  outer  door  or  window  of  a dwelling 
house  to  execute  a warrant  if:  (next) 


629.33  Use  of  Force  to  Arrest 

1.  the  officer  is  refused  admittance; 

2.  entry  is  necessary  for  the  officer's  own 
liberation;  or 

3.  entry  is  necessary  for  liberating  another 
person  who  is  being  detained  In  the  dwelling 
house  after  entering  to  make  an  arrest. 


Terry  Vs.  Ohio 

• A police  officer  has  the  right  to  detain  and  pat 
down  any  individual,  without  a warrant,  or 
even  probable  cause,  as  long  as  he/she  can 
justify  a reasonable  suspicion  that  the 
individual  may  be  armed. 

• A reasonable  pat  down  search  can  lead  to 
probable  cause  for  arrest. 

• (documentation,  W.l.T.) 


9-18  Use  of  Force  - General  Rules 

• a.  Officers  shall  use  the  reasonable  force 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  intended  goal 
without  impairing  the  safety  of  others.  This 
provision  shall  not  be  construed,  however,  to 
require  officers  to  first  attempt  using  types 
and  degrees  of  force  which  reasonably  appear 
to  be  inadequate  to  accomplish  the  intended 
objective. 


9-18  Use  of  Force  - General  Rules 

• b.  Protracted  hand-to-hand  combat  may  be 
harmful  to  the  public  safety,  the  safety  of  law 
enforcement  personnel,  and  the  safety  of  the 
person  being  arrested  or  captured. 
Accordingly,  it  shall  be  deemed  reasonable  for 
officers  to  use  that  type  and  degree  of  non- 
deadly  force  necessary  to  bring  a subject 
whom  the  officer  intends  to  arrest  or  capture 
quickly  under  control.

• MK-3  First  Defense  Stream/Oleoresin 
Capsicum  (O.C.) 

Main  Ingredients 

* Propellant:  nitrogen 

• Active  Ingredient:  oleoresin  capsicum 

* (3%  capsaicin/500,000  Scoville  Heat  Units) 


Possible  Effects  to  O.C,  Exposure 

• Inflammatory  Agent  (color  code  orange) 
Physiological  and  Psychological  Effects 

* burning  of  the  eyes,  nose,  skin  and  throat

9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

• Chemical  mace  is  classified  as  protective  equipment 
and  its  use,  as  in  the  use  of  all  other  police 
equipment,  must  be  exercised  with  discretion  and 
care.  Chemical  mace  is  intended  primarily  for  use  in 
those  cases  wherein  the  member  Is  attempting  to 
subdue  an  attacker  or  a resisting  suspect  or  under 
other  circumstances  where  the  rule  of  law  permits 
the  lawful  and  necessary  use  of  force  and  which  is 
best  accomplished  by  the  use  of  mace.  Chemical 
mace  shall  never  be  used  indiscriminately. 


9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

• Officers  shall  deploy  their  department 
authorized  aerosol  subject  restraint  at  the 
manufacturer's  recommended  target  areas. 
First  aid  shall  be  provided  to  all  persons 
sprayed  with  a chemical  agent  as  soon  as 
reasonably  possible. 


Positional  Asphyxia: 

death  that  occurs  because  the  position  of  a 
person's  body  interferes  with  respiration, 
causing  the  inability  of  the  lungs  to  fill  with 
oxygen,  and  the  person  cannot  get  out  of  that 
position.  Death  occurs  due  to  the  person's 
inability  to  breathe  anymore. 

(prone  position,  800  lbs.,  4 minutes) 


Excited  Delirium: 

From  a medical  perspective  is  a state  of  mental 
and  physiological  arousal,  agitation, 
hyperpyrexia  (106  degree  or  greater  body 
temp.)  with  epiphora  (overflow  of  tears),  and 
hostility. 
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Excited  Delirium  (L.E.): 

From  a law  enforcement  operational  perspective 
is  a term  used  by  law  enforcement  indicating 
that  a person  whom  officer(s)  are  dealing  with 
exhibits  abnormal  behavior(s)  that  may  result 
in  their  death.

Chemical  mace  is  intended  primarily  for  use  in 
those  cases  wherein  the  member  is  attempting  to 
subdue  an  attacker  or  a resisting  suspect  or  under 
other  circumstances  where  the  rule  of  law  permits 
the  lawful  and  necessary  use  of  force  and  which  is 
best  accomplished  by  the  use  of  mace.  Chemical 
mace  shall  never  be  used  indiscriminately. 


9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

Officers  shall  deploy  their  department 
authorized  aerosol  subject  restraint  at  the 
manufacturer's  recommended  target  areas. 
First  aid  shall  be  provided  to  all  persons 
sprayed  with  a chemical  agent  as  soon  as 
reasonably  possible. 


Positional  Asphyxia:

The  deploying  officer  shall  Inform  officers  of  the 
presence  and/or  planned  use  of  the  Taser  so  the  Taser 
deployment  is  not  mistaken  for  a gun  shot. 

Unless  prevalent  circumstances  suggest  otherwise  ECD 
use  should  not  exceed  fifteen  seconds.

Restricted  Uses: 

The  Taser  shall  not  be  used  on  restrained 
individuals  unless  the  actions  of  the  person 
cause  a potential  threat  of  bodily  harm  to 
themselves  or  any  other  person.

The  right  to  make  an 
arrest  or  investigatory  stop  necessarily  carries 
with  it  the  right  to  use  some  degree  of 
physical  coercion  or  threat  thereof  to  effect  it. 
(Terry  v.  Ohio)

629.32  Minimum  Restraint 

• A peace  officer  making  an  arrest  may  not  subject  the 
person  arrested  to  any  more  restraint  than  Is  necessary 
for  the  arrest  and  detention.'  The  peace  officer  shall 
Inform  the  defendant  that  the  officer  is  acting  under  a 
warrant  and  shall  show  the  warrant  If  requested.  An 
arrest  by  a peace  officer  acting  under  a warrant  Is 
lawful  even  though  the  officer  does  not  have  the 
warrant  in  hand  at  the  time  of  the  arrest,  but  if  It  is 
requested,  the  warrant  must  be  shown  as  soon  as 
possible  and  practical.  A peace  officer  may  lawfully 
arrest  a person  when  advised  by  any  other  peace 
officer  In  the  state  that  a warrant  has  been  issued  for 
that  person.

A reasonable  pat  down  search  can  lead  to 
probable  cause  for  arrest.

Accordingly,  it  shall  be  deemed  reasonable  for 
officers  to  use  that  type  and  degree  of  non- 
deadly  force  necessary  to  bring  a subject 
whom  the  officer  intends  to  arrest  or  capture 
quickly  under  control.

c.  Officers  shall  carry  and  use  only  approved 
weapons,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Section  9-

An  officer  is  equipped  with  a firearm  to  use  as 
a last  resort  in  effecting  the  arrest  of  a 
dangerous  felon.  When  a firearm  is  used  by  an 
officer,  it  must  be  with  the  realization  that  the 
death  of  some  person  may  occur,  not 
necessarily  with  the  intent  that  such  will  be 
the  result. 


9-22  Firearms  as  Last  Resort 

It  Is  the  policy  of  this  Department  that  members 
exhaust  ail  other  reasonable  means  of 
apprehension  and  control  before  resorting  to  the 
use  of  firearms.  It  Is  also  the  policy  of  this 
Department  that  members  shall  not 
unnecessarily  or  unreasonably  endanger 
themselves  in  applying  the  firearms  regulation  to 
actual  situations. 

If  feasible,  an  officer  should  give  warning  before 
using  or  attempting  to  use  deadly  force. 


9-26  Firearms  - Justification  Limited  to 
Facts  Known  to  Officers

9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

Chemical  mace  Is  classified  as  protective  equipment 
and  Its  use,  as  in  the  use  of  all  other  police 
equipment,  must  be  exercised  with  discretion  and 
care.  Chemical  mace  is  Intended  primarily  for  use  in 
those  cases  wherein  the  member  Is  attempting  to 
subdue  an  attacker  or  a resisting  suspect  or  under 
other  circumstances  where  the  rule  of  law  permits 
the  lawful  and  necessary  use  of  force  and  which  is 
best  accomplished  by  the  use  of  mace.  Chemical 
mace  shall  never  be  used  indiscriminately. 


9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

Officers  shall  deploy  their  department 
authorized  aerosol  subject  restraint  at  the 
manufacturer's  recommended  target  areas.

Why  is  the  Use  of  Force  Continuum

Control  V.  Injury  (Damage) 


(ASP  Handbook) 

The  goat  of  a law  enforcement. officer  in  a confrontation  is 
control  of  the  subject  It  is  imperative  that  this  control  cannot  be  a 
50/50  balance.  The  officer  must  win  and  not  just  50%  of  the  time. 
If  half  the  confrontations  result  in  a failure  to  control  the  subject, 
the  officer  and  the  general  public  are  put  in  critical  danger. 

An  officer  needs  to  maintain  control.  Each  technique 
employed  in  a confrontational  situation  must  be  evaluated  in  terms 
of  its  likelihood  to  gain  control  compared  to  its  likelihood  to  cause 
damage.  Those  techniques,  which  offer  a high  degree  of  control 
and  a limited  potential  for  damage,  are  preferred  options.

a.  Officers  shall  use  the  least  amount  of  force 
reasonably  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
intended  goal  without  impairing  the  safety  of 
others.  This  provision  shall  not  be  construed, 
however,  to  require  officers  to  first  attempt 
using  types  and  degrees  of  force  which 
reasonably  appear  to  be  inadequate  to 
accomplish  the  intended  objective. 


b.  Protracted  hand-to-hand  combat  may  be 
harmful  to  the  public  safety,  the  safety  of  taw 
enforcement  personnel,  and  the  safety  of  the 
person  being  arrested  or  captured.

9-22  Firearms  as  Last  Resort 


An  officer  is  equipped  with  a firearm  to  use  as 
a last  resort  in  effecting  the  arrest  of  a 
dangerous  felon.  When  a firearm  is  used  by  an 
officer,  it  must  be  with  the  realization  that  the 
death  of  some  person  may  occur,  not 
necessarily  with  the  intent  that  such  will  be 
the  result. 


It  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  that  members 
exhaust  all  other  reasonable  means  of 
apprehension  and  control  before  resorting  to  the 
use  of  firearms,  it  is  also  the  policy  of  this 
Department  that  members  shall  not 
unnecessarily  or  unreasonably  endanger 
themselves  in  applying  the  firearms  regulation  to 
actual  situations. 

If  feasible,  an  officer  should  give  warning  before 
using  or  attempting  to  use  deadly  force. 


9-26  Firearms  - Justification  Limited  to 
Facts  Known  to  Officers 

• Justification  for  the  use  of  firearms  must  be 
limited  to  what  reasonably  appear  to  be  the 
facts  known  or  perceived  by  an  officer  at  the 
time  he/she  decides  to  shoot.  Facts  unknown 
' to  an  officer,  no  matter  how  compelling, 
cannot  be  considered  in  later  determining 
whether  the  shooting  was  justified.

• Chemical  mace  is  classified  as  protective  equipment 
and  its  use,  as  In  the  use  of  all  other  police 
equipment  must  be  exercised  with  discretion  and 
care.  Chemical  mace  is  intended  primarily  for  use  in 
those  cases  wherein  the  member  Is  attempting  to 
subdue  an  attacker  or  a resisting  suspect  or  under 
other  circumstances  where  the  rule  of  law  permits 
the  lawful  and  necessary  use  offeree  and  which  is 
best  accomplished  by  the  use  of  mace.  Chemical 
mace  shall  never  be  used  indiscriminately.

• Then  the  Quantum  of  Force  Is  compared  to  ("In 
light  of...")  the  government's  interest  in  seizing 
the  subject.  Which  brings  us  to  the  Graham  v. 
Connor  4 pronganalysis...Tense,  uncertain, 
rapidly  evolving  situation. 

• In  documentation.. .Officers  should  articulate  an 
Immediate  threat,  which  Is  specific  and  avoid 
using  possible  threat  which  tends  to  be  vague 
and  subjective,  (descriptive  vs.  conclusive) 


Taser  Case  Law 

■ In  weighing  the  Quantum  of  Force  and  the 
government  Interest  in  seizure  of  a subject 
(Graham  vs.  Connor  4 prong...),  rf  the 
quantum  of  force  outweighs  the  government 
interest  in  seizure,  the  officer's  chosen  force 
option  would  be  considered  unconstitutional. 


Taser  Case  Law 

• Courts  recognize  CEW  in  dart  mode  to  be  an 
intermediate  (significant)  level  of  force  and 
needs  to  be  Justified  by  a strong  government 
interest  in  seizing  the  subject.  Pepper  spray 
and  baton  are  also  considered  to  be 
intermediate...(SAPD  Continuum-weapon) 

(Bryan  v Macpherson) 


Taser  Case  Law 

• Courts  have  ruled  that  it  is  an  excessive  and 
unreasonable  use  of  force  for  a police  officer 
repeatedly  to  administer  electrical  shocks  with 
CEW  on  an  individual  who  no  longer  is  armed, 
has  been  brought  to  the  ground,  has  been 
restrained  physically  by  several  other  officers 
and  no  longer  Is  actively  resisting  arrest,  (de- 
escalate) 

(Meyers  v.  Baltimore  County) 


Taser  Case  Law 

ATaser  application  to  a non-violent 
misdemeanant  who  appears  to  be  no  threat 
and  who  was  given  no  warning,  could  be 
considered  to  be  excessive  force;  Although  it 
is  not  always  required  or  advisable,  if  a verbal 
warning  is  reasonable,  the  courts  have 
preferred  that  one  be  used  prior  to  application 
of  CEW.

Taser  Case  Law 


With  the  application  of  CEW,  each  trigger  pull 
involves  an  individual  application  of  force, 
meaning  each  must  be  reasonable.

Policy).

Myth  vs.  Reality 

■ Myth:  Force  may  only  be  used  to  affect  a 
custodial  arrest. 

• Reality;  Reasonable  force  may  be  used  to 
affect  any  lawful  seizure.  The  right  to  make  an 
arrest  or  investigatory  stop  necessarily  carries 
with  it  the  right  to  use  some  degree  of 
physical  coercion  or  threat  thereof  to  effect  it. 
(Terry  v.  Ohio) 


Myth  vs.  Reality

The  goal  of  a law  enforcement  officer  In  a confrontation  Is 
control  of  the  subject  It  is  imperative  that  this  control  cannot  be  a 
5D/50  balance,  The  officer  must  win  and  not  just  50%  of  th’B  time, 
if  half  the  confrontations  result  in  a failure  to  control  the  subject, 
the  officer  and  the  general  public  are  put  in  critical  danger. 

An  officer  needs  to  maintain  control.  Each  technique 
employed  in  a confrontational  situation  must  be  evaluated  in  terms 
of  hs  likelihood  to  gain  control  compared  to  its  likelihood  to  cause 
damage.  Those  techniques,  which  offer  a high  degree  of  control  ' 
and  a limited  potential  for  damage,  are  preferred  options.  I

In-Custody  Death: 

deaths  of  persons  who  have  been  arrested 
or  otherwise  detained  by  the  police.  It  also 
includes  deaths  occurring  while  a person 
is  being  arrested  or  taken  into  custody. 
The  death  may  have  taken  place  on 
police,  private  or  medical  premises,  in  a 
public  place  or  in  a police  or  other  vehicle. 


In-Custody  Death 

Deaths  In  the  following  circumstances  are  amongst  those 
covered  by  the  definition: 

* the  person  dies  in  or  on  the  way  to  hospital  (or  some 

other  medical  premises)  following  or  during  transfer  from 
police  detention; 

* the  person  dies  after  leaving  pofice  detention  and  it  is 

alleged  there  may  be  a linic  between  that  detention  and 
the  cause  of  death; 

* the  person  is  being  detained  for  the  purposes  of 

exercising  a power  to  stop  and  search; 

* the  person  is  in  the  care  of  the  police  having  been 

detained  under  72  hour  hold; 

•the  person  is  in  police  custody  having  been  arrested  by 
officers 


Positional  Asphyxia: 

death  that  occurs  because  the  position  of  a 
person's  body  interferes  with  respiration, 
causing  the  inability  of  the  lungs  to  fill  with 
oxygen,  and  the  person  cannot  get  out  of 
that  position.  Death  occurs  due  to  the 
person's  inability  to  breathe  anymore. 

(prone  position,  800  lbs.,  4 minutes) 


Excited  Delirium: 

From  a medical  perspective  is  a state  of 
mental  and  physiological  arousal, 
agitation,  hyperpyrexia  (108  degree  or 
greater  body  temp.)  with  epiphora 
(overflow  of  tears),  and  hostility.

Incident  #1  In-Custody  Death 


Laramie  (WY)  police  officers  responded  to  a 
complaint  that  a man,  later  identified  as 
Cruz,  was  running  around  naked.  The  first 
officer  to  arrive  on  the  scene  found  Cruz 
on  an  exterior  landing  of  an  apartment 
building.  Cruz  was  naked,  jumping  up  and 
down  yelling  and  kicking  his  legs  in  the  air. 
He  was  yelling  continuously  about  swarm 
insects  and  was  attempting  to  swat  away 
invisible  objects,  (next) 


One  of  the  first  officers  to  arrive  called  for  an 
ambulance.  The  officers  spoke  to  Cruz, 
got  him  to  calm  down,  and  persuaded  him 
to  come  down  the  steps.  Cruz  tried  to  get 
past  officers  when  he  reached  the  bottom 
of  the  steps.  The  officers  wrestled  Cruz  to 
the  ground  and  handcuffed  him  face  down. 
Cruz  continued  to  yell  and  flail  about. 
Another  officer  used  a nylon  restraint  to 
attach  Cruz's  wrists  and  ankles,  (next) 


Incident  #1  In-Custody  Death 

After  being,  restrained  in  this  matter,  Cruz  calmed 
down  considerably.  Just  before  the  ambulance 
arrived,  one  of  the  officers  noticed  that  Cruz’s 
face  had  lost  its  color.  The  restraints  were 
removed.  Immediately  upon  reaching  the 
scene,  the  ambulance  personnel  initiated  CPR. 
Cruz  was  pronounced  dead  on  arrival  at  the 
hospital. 

Court  decided  the  restraint  was  excessive  per  4th 
amendment,  but  officers  were  not  liable  because 
no  law  was  clearly  established  at  the  time... 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

(2007  case)  Andrew  Sallenger  was  mentally 
ill.  His  sister  called  91 1 and  reported 
Sallenger  was  completely  naked  and 
yelling  at  the  rest  of  the  family.  She 
reported  Sallenger  was  "schizophrenic 
bipolar  manic  depressive”  and  she  had 
gone  to  the  state’s  attorney  that  day  to  ask 
about  having  him  committed,  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

Officers  arrived  on  the  scene  and  found  the 
family  had  left  the  house  and  was  waiting 
outside.  The  sister  told  officers  that 
Sallenger  was  naked,  throwing  things 
around  the  house,  chasing  the  cat  and 
other  family  members.  Officers  found 
Sallenger  in  his  bedroom.  He  was  sitting 
on  the  floor  completely  naked.  He  did  not 
immediately  appear  to  be  aware  the 
officers  were  present,  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

Sallenger  got  up  and  lunged  at  one  of  the 
officers  and  then  stood  in  a boxing 
position.  One  officer  sprayed  Sallenger 
with  OC.  The  officers  then  attempted  to 
handcuff  Sallenger.  He  kept  tucking  his 
arms  underneath  him.  With  all  of  the 
officers  trying  to  control  him  , he  was  still 
able  to  get  up  on  his  hands  and  knees, 
(next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

After  a lengthy  struggle  that  included  punches  with 
closed  fists  and  strikes  with  a flashlight,  the 
officer  eventually  got  Sallenger  handcuffed.  He 
was  then  positioned  with  his  torso  against  the 
bed  and  his  knees  on  the  floor.  Once 
handcuffed,  the  officers  applied  a hobble  that 
attached  Sailenger’s  wrists  to  his  ankles.  It  was 
secured  such  that  Sallenger’s  toes  were  no 
longer  on  the  ground,  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

The  Sgt  On  scene  indicated  he  knew  it  was 
important  to  turn  a person  restrained  in  a 
hobble  position  on  his  side  to  make  sure 
they  could  breathe  properly.  Sallenger, 
however,  was  left  with  his  torso  leaning 
against  the  bed.  Some  time  later,  the 
officers  discovered  Sallenger  had  no 
pulse.  The  officers  performed  CPR.  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

Sallenger  was  declared  brain  dead  within  a 
couple  of  days. 

M.E.  determined  cause  of  death  was 
“cardio-respiratory  arrest  during  prone 
police  restraint  due  to  excited  or  agitated 
delirium.  Also  contributing  was  mental 
illness,  enlarged  heart  and  obesity. 

Court  determined  that  once  hogtied,  there  is 
a necessity  of  placing  subject  on  his  side.

applied  to  a subject  by  two  darts  connected  to 
conducting  wires  propelled  from  a charged  cartridge,  or 
from  direct  contacL  The  unit  uses  an  Electro-Muscular 

Taser 

Disruptive  system,  which  overrides  the  central  nervous 
system  and  effects  the  sensory  and  motor  nervous 
system  resulting  in  temporary,  involuntary  muscle 
contractions.  The  contractions  will  incapacitate  a subject 
so  they  canbeplacedunderthe  control  of  law 
enforcement  officers.

APPLICATION: 

The  Taser  may  be  used  in  situations  where 
force  is  justified  to  control  aggressive  and 
or  combative/non-compliant  subjects, 
thereby  reducing  the  likelihood  of  injury  to 
officers  and  subjects.

• The  deploying  officer  shall  Inform  officers  of  the

• Unless  prevalent  circumstances  suggest  otherwise  ECD 
use  should  not  exceed  fifteen  seconds; 

•.  The  Taser  should  not  be  used  when  the  subject  Is  In 
danger  of  falling  from  a significant  height. 

■ The  Taser  should  not  be  used  when  a subject  is  in  water 
where  drowning  Is  a possibility. 

• Officers  are  to  make  every  effort  to  avoid  dart  placement 
to  the  head,  neck,  groin,  or  chest.

• The  TaserwOI  cycle  fora  period  of  5 seconds,  bulmay  be  turned  off 
sooner  as  the  situation  warrants.  Officers  should  evaluate  Taser 
effectiveness  atthB  end  of  each  5 second  cycle.  Each  cycle  shall  be 
detailed  In  the  narrative  per  9-23. 

• When  feasible,  officers  should  give  verba)  warning  prior  to  ECD 
deployment. 

• Officers  are  authorized  to  remove  darts  from  the  subject  if  the  darts 
are  In  an  area  of  the  body  not  considered  to  bo  soft  Ussue. 

• Used  darts  are  considered  a biohazard  and  must  be  handled 
appropriately.  This  includes  the  use  of  gloves  and  designated 
biohazard  sharps  evidentiary  containers  by  dBpartmenfpersonneL 
Darts  can  be  inverted  and  placed  back  Into  the  cartridge  from  which 
they  were  deployed.

A subject  that  has  been  exposed  to  prolonged 
application,  over  15  second,  shall  be  transported  to  a 
hospital  for  evaluation.

Control  V.  Injury  (Damage) 


(ASP  Handbook) 

Tha  goal  of  a law  enforcement  officer  in  a confrontation  is 
control  of  tha  subject  It  is  imperative  that  this  control  cannot  be  a 
50/50  balance.  The  officer  must  win  and  not  just  50%  of  the  time. 
If  half  the  confrontations  result  in  a failure  to  control  the  subject, 
the  officer  and  the  general  public  are  put  in  critical  danger. 

An  officer  needs  to  maintain  control.  Each  technique 
employed  in  a confrontational  situation  must  be  evaluated  in  terms 
of  its  likelihood  to  gain  control  compared  to  its  likelihood  to  cause 
damage.  Those  techniques,  which  offer  a high  degree  of  control 
and  a limited  potential  for  damage,  are  preferred  options.

In-Custody  Death: 

deaths  of  persons  who  have  been  arrested 
or  otherwise  detained  by  the  police.  It  also 
includes  deaths  occurring  while  a person 
is  being  arrested  or  taken  into  custody. 
The  death  may  have  taken  place  on 
police,  private  or  medical  premises,  in  a 
public  place  or  in  a police  or  other- vehicle.

* the  parson  is  in  the  care  of  the  police  having  been 

detained  under  72  hour  hold; 

* the  person  is  in  police  custody  having  been  arrested  by 

officers 


Positional  Asphyxia: 

death  that  occurs  because  the  position  of  a 
person's  body  interferes  with  respiration, 
causing  the  inability  of  the  iungs  to  fill  with 
oxygen,  and  the  person  cannot  get  out  of 
that  position.  Death  occurs  due  to  the 
person's  inability  to  breathe  anymore.

Incident#!  In-Custody  Death 


Laramie  (WY)  police  officers  responded  to  a 
complaint  that  a man,  later  identified  as 
Cruz,  was  running  around  naked.  The  first 
officer  to  arrive  on  the’ scene  found  Cruz 
on  an  exterior  landing  of  an  apartment 
building.  Cruz  was  naked,  jumping  up  and 
down  yelling  and  kicking  his  legs  in  the  air. 
He  was  yelling  continuously  about  swarm 
insects  and  was  attempting  to  swat  away 
invisible  objects,  (next) 


One  of  the  first  officers  to  arrive  called  for  an 
ambulance.  The  officers  spoke  to  Cruz, 
got  him  to  calm  down,  and  persuaded  him 
to  come  down  the  steps.  Cruz  tried  to  get 
past  officers  when  he  reached  the  bottom 
of  the  steps.  The  officers  wrestled  Cruz  to 
the  ground  and  handcuffed  him  face  down. 
Cruz  continued  to  yell  and  flail  about. 
Another  officer  used  a nylon  restraint  to 
attach  Cruz’s  wrists  and  ankles,  (next) 


Incident#!  In-Custody  Death 

After  being  restrained  in  this  matter,  Cruz  calmed 
down  considerably.  Just  before  the  ambulance 
arrived,  one  of  the  officers  noticed  that  Cruz's 
face  had  lost  its  color.  The  restraints  were 
removed,  immediately  upon  reaching  the 
scene,  the  ambulance  personnel  initiated  CPR. 
Cruz  was  pronounced  dead  on  arrival  at  the 
hospital. 

Court  decided  the  restraint  was  excessive  per  4th 
amendment,  but  officers  were  not  liable  because 
no  law  was  dearly  established  at  the  time... 


Incident  #2  ln-Custody  Death 

(2007  case)  Andrew  Sallenger  was  mentally 
ill.  His  sister  called  911  and  reported 
Sallenger  was  completely  naked  and 
yelling  at  the  rest  of  the  family.  She 
reported  Sallenger  was  "schizophrenic 
bipolar  manic  depressive"  and  she  had 
gone  to  the  state’s  attorney  that  day  to  ask 
about  having  him  committed,  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

Officers  arrived  on  the  scene  and  found  the 
family  had  left  the  house  and  was  waiting 
outside.  The  sister  told  officers  that 
Sallenger  was  naked,  throwing  things  . 
around  the  house,  chasing  the  cat  and 
other  family  members.  Officers  found 
Sallenger  in  his  bedroom.  He  was  sitting 
on  the  floor  completely  naked.  He  did  not 
immediately  appear  to  be  aware  the 
officers  were  present,  (next)

Sallenger  got  up.and  lunged  at  one  of  the 
officers  and  then  stood  in  a boxing 
position.  One  officer  sprayed  Sallenger 
with  OC.  The  officers  then  attempted  to 
handcuff  Sallenger.  He  kept  tucking  his 
arms  underneath  him.  With  all  of  the 
officers  trying  to  control  him  , he  was  still 
able  to  get  up  on  his  hands  and  knees, 
(next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

After  a lengthy  struggle  that  included  punches  with 
closed  fists  and  strikes  with  a flashlight,  the 
officer  eventually  got  Sallenger  handcuffed.  He 
was  then  positioned  with  his  torso  against  the 
bed  and  his  knees  on  the  floor.  Once 
handcuffed,  the  officers  applied  a hobble  that 
attached  Sallenger’s  wrists  to  his  ankles.  It  was 
secured  such  that  Sallenger’s  toes  were  no 
longer  on  the  ground,  (next) 


Incident  #2  In-Custody  Death 

The  Sgt.  On  scene  indicated  he  knew  it  was 
important  to  turn  a person  restrained  in  a 
hobble  position  on  his  side  to  make  sure 
they  could  breathe  properly.  Sallenger, 
however,  was  left  with  his  torso  leaning 
against  the  bed.  Some  time  later,  the 
officers  discovered  Sallenger  had  no 
pulse.  The  officers  performed  GPR.  (next) 


Incident #2  ln-Custody  Death 

Sallenger  was  declared  brain  dead  within  a 
couple  of  days. 

M.E.  determined  cause  of  death  was 
“cardio-respiratory  arrest  during  prone 
police  restraint  due  to  excited  or  agitated 
delirium.  Also  contributing  was  mental 
illness,  enlarged  heart'and  obesity. 

Court  determined  that  once  hogtied,  there  is 
a necessity  of  placing  subject  on  his  side.

Electronic  Control  Device 

The  Taser  Is  a hand  held,  laser  aimed,  battery  operated, 
less  lethal,  electronic  control  device  (ECD)  defined  as  a 
contactweapon  for  purposes  of  this  policy.  Voltage  Is  r 
applied  to  a subject  by  two  darts  connected  to 
conducting  wires  propelled  from  a charged  cartridge,  or 
from  direct  contact  The  unit  uses  an  Electro-Muscular 
Disruptive  system,  which  overrides  the  centra!  nervous 
system  and  effects  the  sensory  and  motor  nervous 
system  resulting  in  temporary,  involuntary  muscle 
contractions.  The  contractions  will  Incapacitate  a subject 
so  they  can  be  placed  under  the  control  of  law 
enforcement  officers.

Law  enforcement  operations  consist  of  many 
diverse  activities  which  are  directed 
toward  the  attainment  of  department 
objectives.  Activities  such  as  patrolling, 
conducting  field  interviews  and  issuing 
traffic  citations  are  not  objectives  in 
themselves;  rather,  they  are  methods  of 
achieving  the  real  objectives  of  preventing 
and  deterring  crime,  arresting  criminal 
offenders  and  preventing  traffic  accidents, 
(cont.)

Decisions  in  law  enforcement  operations 
frequently  must  be  made  In  an  instant,  and 
the  lives  of  officers  and  others  may  depend 
upon  the  quality  of  those  decisions.  An 
officer  Is  confronted  in  stressful  situations 
with  both  criminal  and  non-criminal 
behavior,  and  he/she  must  be  capable  of 
making  a reasonable  response  in  both 
cases.

An  officer  is  equipped  with  a firearm  to  use 
as  a last  resort  in  effecting  the  arrest  of  a 
dangerous  felon.  When  a firearm  is  used 
by  an  officer,  it  must  be  with  the 
realization  that  the  death  of  some  person 
may  occur,  not  necessarily  with  intent  that 
such  will  be  the  result.

b.  In  the  execution  of  legal  process;  or 

c.  In  enforcing  an  order  of  the  court;  or 

d.  In  effecting  any  other  duty  imposed  on  the  officer  by  law. 

9-18  Use  of  Force  - General  Rules 

a.  Officers  shall  use  the  least  amount  of  force  reasonably 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  intended  goal  without  impairing  the  safety 
of  others.  This  provision  shall  not  be  construed,  however,  to  require 
officers  to  first  attempt  using  types  and  degrees  of  force  which 
reasonably  appear  to  be  inadequate  to  accomplish  the  intended 
objective. 

b.  Protracted  hand-to-hand  combat  may  be  harmful  to  the 
public  safety,  the  safety  of  law  enforcement  personnel,  and  the  safety 
of  the  person  being  arrested  or  captured.  Accordingly,  it  shall  be 
deemed  reasonable  for  officers  to  use  that  type  and  degree  of  non- 
deadly  force  necessary  to  bring  a subject  whom  the  officer  intends  to 
arrest  or  capture  quickly  under  control. 
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c.  Officers  shall  carry  and  use  only  approved  weapons,  as 
that  term  is  defined  in  Section  9-23,  unless  circumstances  exist  which 
pose  an  imminent  threat  to  the  safety  of  the  public  or  the  officer 
requiring  the  immediate  use  of  non-approved  weapon  to  counter  such 
a threat. 

d.  No  officer  shall  modify,  alter,  or  cause  to  be  altered  an 
approved  weapon  in  his/her  possession  or  control.  This  provision  shall 
not  be  construed  to  prohibit  officers  from  modifying  grips  on  approved 
firearms  in  the  officer's  possession  or  control. 

e.  Under  no  circumstances  may  any  officer  continue  to  use 
force  (except  mere  physical  restraint)  against  an  individual  who  has 
ceased  to  resist. 

9-19  Contact  Weapons-  Expandable  Baton 

Contact  weapons  shall  be  used  only  where  efforts  involving  the  use  of 
less  force  have  failed,  or  where  it  reasonably  appears  that  such 
methods  would  be  ineffective  if  attempted.  Contact  weapons  may  be 
used  only  in  the  following  manner: 

a.  To  ward  off  blows  or  kicks  from  another  person;  or 

b. To  strike  another  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  that  person 
temporarily  incapacitated;  or 

c.  to  restrain  persons;  or 

-d.  In  appropriate  crowd  control  situations,  to  direct  and 
control  the  movements  of  people  or  persons,  or  as  a barricade. 

e.  officer  shall  not  intentionally  strike  an  individual  above  the 
shoulders  unless  such  action  would  be  justified  under  the  use  of  deadly 
force  guidelines. 
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9-20  Less-Lethal  Impact  Devices 

Purpose 

To  establish  guidelines  and  training  in  the  use  of  department 
authorized  less-lethal  devices. 

Policy 

The  police  department  recognizes  that  combative,  non- 
compliant,  armed  and/or  violent  subjects  cause  handling  and 
control  problems  that,  in  limited  and  controlled  circumstances, 
may  be  addressed  by  less  lethal  weapons.  This  policy  is 
designed  to  assist  officers  with  the  de-escalation  of  potentially 
violent  confrontations. 

Nothing  in  this  policy  shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  an 
officer  must  use  less  lethal  means  when  confronted  with  a 
deadly  force  situation. 

. Intentional  discharge  of  a firearm  loaded  with  less  lethal 
munitions,  used  by  a police  officer  within  the  scope  of  his  or  her 
official  duties,  does  not  constitute  deadly  force. 

Definitions 

Less  Lethal  Force  Philosophy  - A concept  of  planning  and 
force  application,  which  meets  operational  objectives,  with  less 
potential  for  causing  death  or  serious  physical  injury  than 
conventional  police  tactics. 

f 

Kenetic  Energy  Impact  Projectiles  - Flexible  or  non-flexible 
projectiles,  which  are  intended  to  incapacitate  a subject  with 
minimal  potential  for  causing  death  or  serious  physical  injury, 
when  compared  to  conventional  projectiles. 
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Electronic  Control  Device 

The  Taser  is  a hand  held,  laser  aimed,  battery  operated,  less 
lethal,  electronic  control  device  (ECD)  defined  as  a contact 
weapon  for  purposes  of  this  policy.  Voltage  is  applied  to  a 
subject  by  two  darts  connected  to  conducting  wires  propelled 
from  a charged  cartridge,  or  from  direct  contact.  The  unit  uses 
an  Electro-Muscular  Disruptive  system,  which  overrides  the 
central  nervous  system  and  effects  the  sensory  and  motor 
nervous  system  resulting  in  temporary,  involuntary  muscle 
contractions.  The  contractions  will  incapacitate  a subject  so  they 
can  be  placed  under  the  control  of  law  enforcement  officers. 

Safety  Priorities  - The  department's  safety  priorities  are 
established  as  follows: 

• Non-subject  civilians 

• Police  officers 
« Subject(s) 

Less  Lethal  Extended  Range  Devices 

There  are  many  projectiles  considered  "less  lethal."  The  primary 
type  used  by  the  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  is  the  flexible 
baton  - 12  gauge. 

The  authorized  12  gauge  less  lethal  rounds  are  manufactured  by 
CTS  Ballistics  (or  a similar  product).  These  rounds  are  referred 
to  as  the  "Super  Sock  Bean  Bag." 

The  standard  round  is  a two  and  three  quarter  inch  plastic  12 
gauge  cartridge. 
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Evaluation  of  Projectiles 

Kenetic  Energy  Impact  Projectiles  will  be  evaluated  on  the 
following  criteria: 

• Accuracy 

• Effectiveness 

• Potential  for  causing  death  or  serious  physical  injury 

Accuracy 

• This  is  the  primary  consideration  since  proper  shot 
placement  greatly  assists  in  controlling  the  other  two 
evaluation  criteria. 

• This  will  be  evaluated  based  on  the  anticipated 
ranges  of  deployment. 

• Super  Sock  Projectile  is  in  its  deployed  state 
immediately  upon  exiting  the  weapon  barrel.  It  does 
not  require  a minimum  range  to  unfold  or  stabilize. 
Optimal  ranges  are  between  5 and  20  yards. 
However,  it  is  stressed  that  shot  placement,  rather 
than  deployment  range,  is  the  critical  factor  in 
determining  the  extent  of  injury  caused.  Shots  to 
the  head,  neck,  thorax,  heart,  or  spine,  can  result  in 
fatal  or  serious  injury.  Subsequently,  care  should  be 
taken  to  not  target  these  areas. 

Effectiveness 

• This  is  the  potential  of  the  round  to  cause 
incapacitation  and  reduce  the  subject's  ability  to 
continue  their  (non-compliant)  behavior.  The  level 
of  energy  to  cause  incapacitation  creates  the 
potential  for  injury,  but  when  properly  deployed,

with  a low  probability  for  causing  serious  physical 

injury  or  death. 

• The  potential  for  causing  death  or  serious  physical 
injury  with  such  projectiles  is  a reality.  The  potential 
is  greatly  reduced  when  impacts  to  the  head  and 
neck  are  avoided,  and  when  appropriate  medical 
examination  is  provided  in  cases  where  the  subject  is 
struck  in  an  area  that  might  conceal  a closed  injury, 
including  such  areas  as  the  chest,  back,  thoracic, 
and  abdominal  cavities  and  the  groin.  . 

• When  engaging  a target,  the  officer  should  evaluate 
the  effectiveness  of  each  round  during  the  volley. 
Compliance  and/or  incapacitation  is  the  desired  goal, 
and  alternative  target  areas/response  should  be 
considered  when  rounds  are  not  effective. 

Alternative  target  area/response  considerations  will 
be  based  on  the  circumstances  the  officer  is 
encountering  and  the  established  department  safety 
priorities. 

Deployment  Areas 

• The  less  lethal  projectiles  will  be  deh'vered  to  suspect 
target  areas  based  on  the  circumstances,  the 
established  safety  priorities,  and  the  level  of  force 
authorized. 

• The  ASP  Training  Chart  is  the  recognized  department 
model  for  determining  contact  areas  for  Kenetic 
Energy  Impact  Weapons,  based  on  potential  for 
injury. 
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Force  Continuum 

• The  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  recognizes  six 
distinct  levels  of  force.  The  use  of  Kenetic  Energy 
Impact  Projectiles  are  considered  a level  5,  when 
deployed  to  areas  of  the  suspect's  body  that  are 
considered  unlikely  to  cause  death  or  serious  injury. 

• The  uses  of  Kenetic  Energy  Impact  Projectiles  are 
considered  deadly  force  if  intentionally  deployed  at 
the  head  or  neck. 

Deployment  Techniques 

Transition  - When  a qualified  officer  transitions  the  weapon 
from  lethal  to  less  lethal  ammunition  the  following  procedures 
shall  be  performed.  The  officer  is  solely  responsible  for 
the  condition  of  the  weapon  (lethal  vs  less  lethal 
rounds): 

• All  duty  ammunition  will  be  removed  from  the 
weapon  and  remain  under  the  control  of  the  officer. 

• *The  officer  will  visually  and  physically  inspect  the 
chamber  and  magazine  to  insure  that  all  duty 
ammunition  is  removed  from  the  shotgun. 

• *The  officer  will  then  load  the  less  lethal  rounds  into 
the  shotgun,  visually  inspecting  each  round  prior  to 
insertion,  insuring  that  each  round  is,  in  fact,  a less 
lethal  round. 

*When  possible  these  steps  should  be  witnessed  by  a second 
officer 
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Before  transition  to  less  lethal  ammunition,  the  officer  shall  consider: 

• The  level  of  force  being  confronted 

• The  proximity/access  of  subject  to  officer 

• The  department's  safety  priorities. 

The  officer  will  then  determine  if  lethal  cover  is  necessary  and 
appropriate.  Special  consideration  of  lethal  cover  should  be  made  in 
all  cases  involving  subjects  with  firearms. 

Handling  of  Injured  Suspects 

Suspects  who  are  struck  by  a less  lethal  round  shall  be  transported  to 
a medical  facility  for  evaluation/examination. 

Investigation: 

An  investigation  will  be  conducted  into  any  situation  involving  the 
firing  of  a less  lethal  round  at  a suspect.  The  depth  of  the 
investigation  will  be  decided  by  the  duty  commander  (rank  of  Sergeant 
or  above)  and  will  be  based  on  the  extent  of  the  suspect's  injuries. 

The  operational  use  of  a Kenetic  Energy  Impact  Projectile  will  be 
documented  in  the  same  manner  as  an  impact  weapon  per  department 
principles  and  practices  9-23. 

Training 

The  training  in  the  use  of  Extended  Range  Kenetic  Energy  Impact 
Projectiles  will  consist  of  the  approved  department  end-user  program 
and  annual  recertification. 
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Electronic  Control  Devices  (Taserl 

APPLICATION: 

The  Taser  may  be  used  in  situations  where  force  is  justified  to  control 
aggressive  and  or  combative/non-compliant  subjects,  thereby  reducing 
the  likelihood  of  injury  to  officers  and  subjects. 

Dart  Deployment: 

• The  deploying  officer  shall  inform  officers  of  the  presence  and/or 
planned  use  of  the  Taser  so  the  Taser  deployment  is  not 
mistaken  for  a gun  shot. 

• Unless  prevalent  circumstances  suggest  otherwise  ECD  use 
should  not  exceed  fifteen  seconds. 

o The  Taser  should  not  be  used  when  the  subject  is  in  danger  of 
falling  from  a significant  height. 

• The  Taser  should  not  be  used  when  a subject  is  in  water  where 
drowning  is  a possibility. 

• Officers  are  to  make  every  effort  to  avoid  dart  placement  to  the 
head,  neck,  groin,  or  chest. 

• The  Taser  will  cycle  for  a period  of  5 seconds,  but  may  be  turned 
off  sooner  as  the  situation  warrants.  Officers  should  evaluate 
Taser  effectiveness  at  the  end  of  each  5 second  cycle.  Each  cycle 
shall  be  detailed  in  the  narrative  per  9-23. 

• When  feasible,  officers  should  give  verbal  warning  prior  to  ECD 
deployment. 

• Officers  are  authorized  to  remove  darts  from  the  subject  if  the 
darts  are  in  an  area  of  the  body  not  considered  to  be  soft  tissue. 

« Used  darts  are  considered  a biohazard  and  must  be  handled 
appropriately.  This  includes  the  use  of  gloves  and  designated 
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biohazard  sharps  evidentiary  containers  by  department 
personnel.  Darts  can  be  inverted  and  placed  back  into  the 
cartridge  from  which  they  were  deployed. 

Drive  Stun  Deployment 

• Taser  deployment  in  the  drive  stun  mode  is  a pain  compliance 
technique  occupying  the  same  position  as  other  ECD  use  in  the 
Use  of  Force  Continuum. 

Medical  Treatment: 

• For  the  purpose  of  this  policy,  soft  tissue  areas  are  considered  to 
be  the  head,  eyes,  neck,  and  groin/genital  area. 

• When  the  Taser  has  been  used  on  a subject,  he/she  shall  be 
evaluated  by  emergency  medical  responders. 

• A subject  that  has  been  exposed  to  prolonged  application,  over 
15  second,  shall  be  transported  to  a hospital  for  evaluation. 
Personnel  conducting  the  evaluation  should  be  aware  that  the 
subject  has  experienced  the  prolonged  ECD  application. 

• Medical  personnel  must  remove  darts  that  may  have  penetrated 
soft  tissue  areas. 

® An  officer/individual  of  the  same  sex  shall  remove  the  darts  from 
the  subject  in  cases  where  darts  have  penetrated  areas  which 
involve  the  breast,  buttocks,  genitals,  or  inner  thigh. 

Restricted  Uses: 

• The  Taser  shall  not  be  used  on  restrained  individuals  unless 
the  actions  of  the  person  cause  a potential  threat  of  bodily 
harm  to  themselves  or  any  other  person. 
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• The  Taser  shall  not  be  used  when  the  presence  of  flammable 
fumes,  liquids  or  gases  are  known  or  likely. 

• The  Taser  should  not  be  used  on  women  known  to  be 
pregnant  unless  all  other  means  short  of  lethal  force  have 
been  used. 

Documentation: 

• Depending  on  the  penetration  and  the  location  of  the  darts 
and  the  sex  of  the  subject,  officers  must  make  every 
reasonable  effort  to  have  any  dart  impact  areas  on  the 
subject's  person  photographed.  If  the  subject  is  of  the 
opposite  sex  of  the  officer  and  taking  of  the  photographs 
would  require  removal  of  clothing  that  would  expose  the 
breast,  buttocks,  inner  thigh,  or  genital  area,  the  same  sex 
arrangements  must  be  made. 

• Officers  are  required  to  fully  document  the  use  of  the  Taser  in 
the  narrative  per  policy  9-23. 

® Officers  shall  property  inventory  expended  cartridge(s)  into 
evidence. 

• Officers  shall  take  the  unit  out  of  service  until  information 
stored  in  the  unit  can  be  downloaded. 

Portation: 

• When  available,  all  officers  shall  carry  the  department  issued 
Taser  weapon  while  on  duty. 

• Officer  will  be  required  to  carry  the  Taser  on  their  reactionary 
side. 

• Officers  will  be  required  to  secure  the  Taser  in  a department 
approved  duty  belt  holster  or  leg  style  holster.

Training: 

• A certified  Taser  Instructor  must  train  all  officers  who  carry 
and  deploy  the  Taser. 

• Taser  users  must  be  recertified  on  an  annual  basis. 

Force  Continuum: 

• Taser  shall  come  under  the  same  force  continuum  as  aerosol 
subject  restraints. 


9-21  Aerosol  Subject  Restraints 

Chemical  mace  is  classified  as  protective  equipment  and  its  use,  as  in 
the  use  of  all  other  police  equipment,  must  be  exercised  with 
discretion  and  care.  Chemical  mace  is  intended  primarily  for  use  in 
those  cases  wherein  the  member  is  attempting  to  subdue  an  attacker 
or  a resisting  suspect  or  under  other  circumstances  where  the  rule  of 
law  permits  the  lawful  and  necessary  use  of  force  and  which  is  best 
accomplished  by  the  use  of  mace.  Chemical  mace  shall  never  be  used 
indiscriminately. 

Officers  shall  deploy  their  department  authorized  aerosol  subject 
restraint  at  the  manufacturer's  recommended  target  areas.  First  aid 
shall  be  provided  to  all  persons  sprayed  with  a chemical  agent  as  soon 
as  reasonably  possible. 

9-22  Firearms  as  Last  Resort 

An  officer  is  equipped  with  a firearm  to  use  as  a last  resort  in  effecting 
the  arrest  of  a dangerous  felon.  When  a firearm  is  used  by  an  officer, 
it  must  be  with  the  realization  that  the  death  of  some  person  may 
occur,  not  necessarily  with  the  intent  that  such  will  be  the  result. 
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It  is  the  policy  of  this  Department  that  members  exhaust  all  other 
reasonable  means  of  apprehension  and  control  before  resorting  to  the 
use  of  firearms.  It  is  also  the  policy  of  this  Department  that  members 
shall  not  unnecessarily  or  unreasonably  endanger  themselves  in 
applying  the  firearms  regulation  to  actual  situations. 

If  feasible,  an  officer  should  give  warning  before  using  or  attempting 
to  use  deadly  force. 


9-23  Use  of  Force  Reporting  Requirements 

a.  Whenever  an  officer  discharges  a firearm  outside  the  firing 
range  or  is  involved  in  a citizen  contact  that  results  in  death,  great 
bodily  harm,  or  serious  bodily  harm  (as  defined  by  Minnesota  State 
Statute),  he/she  shall  immediately  notify  an  on-duty  or  on-call 
supervisor. 

b.  Whenever  an  officer  is  involved  in  any  use  of  force 
situation  (beyond  routine  escort  procedures  to  control  a resisting 
combative  subject),  a comprehensive  written  report  shall  be  generated 
by  the  involved  officer(s).  An  arrest,  offense,  or  supplement  report 
detailing  the  use  of  force  shall  suffice  for  this  requirement.  See  9-28 
for  procedures  to  be  followed  in  officer  involved  shootings. 

9-24  Firing  Warning  Shot 

Warning  shots  shall  not  be  fired. 

9-25  Firearms  - Minimizing  the  Risk  of  Death 

In  the  extreme  stress  of  a shooting  situation,  an  officer  does  not  have 
the  opportunity  or  ability  to  direct  his/her  shot  to  a non-fatal  area.  To 
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require  the  officer  to  do  so  increases  the  risk  of  harm  to 
himself/herself  or  others. 

9-26  Firearms  - Justification  Limited  to  Facts  Known  to 

Officers 

Justification  for  the  use  of  firearms  must  be  limited  to  what  reasonably 
appear  to  be  the  facts  known  or  perceived  by  an  officer  at  the  time 
he/she  decides  to  shoot.  Facts  unknown  to  an  officer,  no  matter  how 
compelling,  cannot  be  considered  in  later  determining  whether  the 
shooting  was  justified. 

9-27  Firearms  - Preparation  for  Use 

Nothing  in  this  policy  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  an  officer  from 
drawing  his/her  weapon  or  being  prepared  to  use  it,  if  the  officer  feels 
it  is  a threatening  situation. 

9-28  Officer  Involved  Shooting 

The  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  shall  ensure  that  an  investigation 
is  conducted  of  all  incidents  that  are  of  a critical  nature  where  the 
involved  employee  acted  within  the  course  and  scope  of  employment 
and  which  included,  but  are  not  limited  to: 

1.  Officer  involved  use  of  deadly  force  through  the  discharge 
of  a firearm. 

2.  Any  incident  that  has  caused  or  is  likely  to  have  caused 
great  bodily  harm  to  death  to  any  person  to  include  St. 
Anthony  Police  Department  employees. 

3.  Any  incident  deemed  critical  by  the  Chief  or  his  designee. 
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Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  policy  is  to  provide  guidelines  and  procedures  that 
shall  be  uniformly  applied  following  critical  incidents  to  ensure  that  a 
thorough  and  objective  investigation  is  conducted.  It  is  also  the 
purpose  of  this  policy  to  provide  guidelines  and  procedures  to  ensure 
that  appropriate  action  is  taken  after  critical  incidents  to  safeguard  the 
well  being  of  all  involved  personnel. 

Definitions 

Detective:  The  investigator(s)  from  the  agency  which  is  conducting 
the  investigation  of  the  critical  incident. 

Equipment:  This  term  includes  but  is  not  limited  to:  firearms,  taser, 
magazine,  ammunition,  baton,  flashlight,  uniform,  boots,  etc. 

Escort:  An  officers  assigned  by  the  First  Responding  Supervisor  to 
stay  with  involved  employee(s)  and/or  witness  employee(s)  until  the 
escort  is  relieved.  Escorts  shall  be  of  the  rank  of  sergeant  or  above 
whenever  possible. 

First  Responding  Assisting  Employees:  The  first  employees  who 
respond  to  a critical  incident. 

First  Responding  Supervisor:  The  First  St.  Anthony  Police  Department 
supervisor  responding  to  a critical  incident  who  was  not  involved  in  the 
incident  as  neither  aninvolved  person  nor  involved  witness. 

Great  Bodily  Harm:  Bodily  injury  which  creates  a high  probability  of 
death,  or  which  causes  serious  permanent  disfigurement,  or  which 
causes  a permanent  or  protected  loss  or  impairment  of  the  function  of 
any  bodily  member  or  organ  or  other  serious  bodily  harm. 

SAPP  Incident  Commander:  The  first  POST  licensed  St.  Anthony  Police 
Department  supervisor  responding  to  a critical  incident  after  the  First 
Responding  Supervisor. 
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Investigating  Entity:  The  Hennepin  County  Sheriff's  Department  or 
Bureau  of  Criminal  Apprehension  that  may  be  conducting  the  critical 
incident  investigation. 

Investigation  Headquarters:  The  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  or 
other  location  designated  by  the  lead  detective  at  which  involved 
employees  and  witness  employees  gather  immediately  following  a 
critical  incident  to  meet  with  legal  counsel,  detectives  and  to  surrender 
equipment. 

Involved  Employee:  Any  employee  who  appears  to  have  engaged  in 
conduct  constituting  a critical  incident.  This  also  includes  an  employee 
who  is  a victim  of  a critical  incident. 

Lead  Detective:  The  lead  investigator  of  the  critical  incident  or  their 
designee.  The  lead  detective  shall  be  from  the  investigating  entity. 
Report:  Any  written  documentation  from  any  reporting  system  used 
by  the  St.  Anthony  Police  Department. 

Witness  Employee:  An  employee  who  witnesses  a critical  incident,  but 
did  not  engage  in  any  conduct  constituting  a critical  incident. 

Procedure 

Whenever  an  employee  of  the  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  is 
involved  in  a critical  incident,  they  shall  immediately  notify  a 
supervisor.  If  the  incident  occurs  outside  of  St.  Anthony  the  employee 
shall  immediately  notify  the  responsible  law  enforcement  agency  with 
jurisdiction  and  their  supervisor. 

Employees  involved  in  critical  incidents  can  be  profoundly  affected  by 
the  incident.  Anyone  dealing  with  an  employee  involved  in  a 
critical  incident  shall  follow  these  guiding  principles: 

• Do  not  leave  employee  alone  or  ignore  them 
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. • Do  not  take  an  involved  employee's  firearm  unless  a supervisor 
has  reason  to  believe  that  the  involved  employee  poses  a threat 
to  themselves  or  to  others,  or  unless  directed  by  the  lead 
detective. 

• Do  not  allow  employee(s)  to  talk  about  the  incident  to  anyone  at 
the  scene,  except  to  provide  sufficient  information  to  enable  the 
primary  responders  or  detective  to  ensure  public  safety,  officer 
safety,  and  to  preserve  the  scene. 

• Unless  there  is  an  identifiable  reason  for  doing  so,  i.e.  destroying 
obvious  evidence  such  as  washing  blood  off  hands,  do  not  deny 
an  employee  who  requests  access  to: 

o Food  and  drink 
o Restroom  facilities 

o Telephone  to  contact  family  and/or  significant  person 
o A union  or  labor  representative 
o A chaplain  or  other  clergy 
o Legal  counsel 

Responsibilities 

The  Chief  or  his  Designee 

• Determine  whether  the  St.  Anthony  Police  Department  or  an 
outside  agency  will  become  the  investigating  entity. 

® Determine  whether  a criminal  investigation  is  necessary 

• Direct  the  Public  Information  Officer,  if  appropriate,  to  contact 
the  media  and  coordinate  all  media  inquiries  on  the  critical 
incident.

• Notify  the  following  persons: 

o The  Chief  or  his  designee 
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o The  Hennepin  County  Sheriff's  Office  and/or  the  BCA  to 
conduct  the  investigation.  The  BCA  should  be  used  for  all 
incidents  occurring  outside  the  Hennepin  County  portion  of 
St.  Anthony. 

• Assume  command  of  the  scene  upon  arrival. 

9 Ensure  that  the  First  Responding  Supervisor  has  carried  out  all 
duties. 

• Determine  when  the  involved  employee(s)  and  witness 
employee(s)  may  leave  the  scene  for  drug  testing  and/or 
transport  to  Investigation  Headquarters.

• Obtain  from  the  involved  employee(2)  only  the  information 
needed  to  ensure  public  safety,  officer  safety,  and  to  preserve 
the  scene. 

• Reveal  no  information  given  to  you  by  the  involved  empioyee(s) 
except  what  is  necessary  to  protect  public  safety,  officer  safety, 
and  to  preserve  the  scene. 

• Keep  the  involved  employee(s)  and  witness  employee(s) 
separated  from  each  other  when  possible. 

• Set  up  scene  boundaries  and  keep  the  scene  secure. 

• Request  additional  resources  and  personnel  as  necessary. 
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• Assign  a POST  licensed  officer  to  accompany  any  injured  persons 
to  the  hospital. 

• Assign  an  escort(s)  to  accompany  the  involved  employee(s)  to 
the  hospital  for  alcohol  and  drug  testing  and/or  to  investigation 
headquarters  with  instructions  not  to  discuss  the  incident  with 
each  other  or  other  person(s). 

® Determine  whether  an  escort  will  be  assigned  to  the  witness 
employee(s). 

• Allow  involved  employee(s)  and  witness  employee(s)  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  contact  family  members  and/or 
significant  persons  unless  contra-indicated. 

• If  the  involved  employee(s)  or  witness  employee(s)  have 
requested  legal  representation;  they  shall  be  allowed  to  consult 
in  a private  setting. 

• The  first  responding  supervisor  shall  not  take  or  prepare 
any  detailed  statements  or  reports,  written  or  verbal, 
from  the  involved  employee(s). 

® If  directed  by  the  investigating  entity,  complete  a supplemental 
report  documenting  supervisory  actions  taken  including  times, 
specific  assignments  made,  and  the  identities  of  all  personnel 
involved  in  the  critical  incident.

• Remain  at  the  scene. 

• Do  not  speak  to  other  employees  about  the  critical  incident, 
except  to  ensure  public  safety,  officer  safety,  and  to  preserve 
the  scene. 

• Participate  in  alcohol  and  drug  testing  as  soon  as  practical  after 
the  incident. 
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• Upon  arrival  at  investigation  headquarters  the  involved 
employee(s)  must  surrender  equipment  and  any  other  pertinent 
item(s)  needed  when  requested  by  a detective. 

° After  having  an  opportunity  to  consult  with  legal  counsel,  the 
legal  counsel  will  inform  the  lead  detective  or  designee  if  the 
involved  employee(s)  is  willing  to  give  a voluntary  statement. 
Involved  employee(s)  who  are  able  and  willing  to  be  interviewed 
shall  be  interviewed  at  investigation  headquarters  or  such  other 
location  and  time  chosen  by  the  lead  detective  and  the  involved 
employee(s). 

• May  meet  with  a designated  psychologist  within  72  hours  for 
critical  incident  debriefing. 

Witness  Emploveefs) 

• Do  not  speak  to  other  employees  about  the  critical  incident, 
except  to  ensure  public  safety,  officer  safety,  and  to  preserve 
the  scene. 

• Provide  a brief  verbal  account  of  the  incident  to  the  first 
responding  supervisory.  The  account  should  include,  but  is  not 
necessarily  limited  to,  identifying  and  locating  suspects, 
reporting  approximate  number  and  trajectory  of  rounds  fired  or 
exchanged,  and  any  other  information  deemed  pertinent  to 
public  or  officer  safety. 

• Prepared  an  incident  report  or  provide  a question  and  answer 
statement  after  being  directed  to  do  so  by  a detective  and  after 
consulting  with  legal  counsel,  if  desired. 

• Meet  with  an  answer  any  questions  from  a detective. 

° May  request  to  meet  with  a designated  psychologist  within  72 
hours  fro  critical  incident  debriefing. 
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Escort 

• Assume  control  of  the  involved  employee  or  witness  employee  as 
directed  by  the  first  responding  supervisor. 

• Take  the  involved  employee  from  the  scene  to  the  alcohol  and 
drug  testing  site  when  directed  by  the  St.  Anthony  Police 
Department  incident  commander. 

• After  test  samples  are  obtained;  the  escort  shall  transport  the 
involved  employee  to  investigation  headquarters. 

® Advise  the  involved  employee  or  witness  employee  to  remain 
separate  from  other  involved  employee(s)  and  witness 
empioyee(s). 

• Remain  with  the  involved  employee  or  witness  employee  when 
they  are  brought  to  the  investigation  headquarters  and  until  they 
are  turned  over  to  other  supervisory  personnel. 

• Advise  the  involved  employee  or  witness  employee  not  to 
discuss  the  incident  with  anyone  except  an  attorney,  union 
representative,  or  detective. 

• Write  a report  detailing  his/her  actions,  including  who  had  access 
to  the  involved  employee  or  witness  employee  and  specifically 
documenting  whether  the  involved  employee  or  witness 
employee  spoke  with  anyone  about  the  incident  while  in  the 
escort's  presence. 

First  Responding  Assisting  Employee(s) 

• Secure  the  scene  until  arrival  of  the  first  responding  supervisor. 

• Ensure  the  witness  employee(s)  and  the  involved  employee(s) 
do  not  discuss  the  incident. 

Relief  from  Duty

• The  involved  employee  shall  be  relieved  from  active  duty  as  soon 
as  possible  and  may  be  placed  on  paid  administrative  leave. 

• Opportunity  will  be  provided  for  the  employee  to  meet  with 
necessary  individuals  for  critical  incident  debriefing. 

• No  involved  employee  will  return  to  duty  status  without 
authorization  of  the  Chief  or  his  designee. 

• No  involved  employee  shall  be  rearmed  without  the  authorization 
of  the  Chief  or  his  designee. 

• A loaner  handgun  will  be  given  to  the  involved  employee  at  the 
authorization  of  the  Chief  or  his  designee. 

Notification 

The  Chief  shall  notify  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  within  30 
days  of  whenever  a peace  officer  discharges  a firearm  in  the  course 
of  duty,  other  than  for  training  purposes  or  the  killing  of  an  animal 
that  is  sick,  injured,  or  dangerous  per  Minnesota  State  Statute 
626.553. 

9-29  Officers  Surrendering  Weapon 

An  officer  or  partner  may  be  at  the  mercy  of  an  armed  suspect  who 
has  the  advantage,  but  he/she  must  consider  that  the  danger  is  not 
necessarily  reduced  by  giving  up  his/her  gun  upon  demand. 
Surrendering  his/her  weapon  might  mean  giving  away  the  only  chance 
for  survival;  therefore,  an  officer  should  use  every  tactical  tool  at 
his/her  disposal  to  avoid  surrendering  his/her  weapon. 

9-30  Possession  of  Weapons  in  Courthouse  or  Certain  State

Officers  shall  not  be  armed  in  any  courthouse  complex  or  in  any  state 
building  within  the  capitol  area  (described  in  Minnesota  Statute  15.50), 
unless  performing  official  duties  within  the  scope  of  their  employment 
for  the  City  of  St.  Anthony. 

9-31  Barricaded  Suspects 

A barricaded  suspect  poses  an  extreme  danger  not  only  to  officers  who 
seek  to  arrest  him/her,  but  to  other  persons  as  well.  Good  judgment 
demands  that  a tactical  plan  be  developed  rather  than  immediately 
rushing  a barricaded  suspect. 

Officers  should  seal  avenues  of  escape  and  call  for  assistance.  Once 
the  suspect  is  isolated,  time  is  to  the  benefit  of  the  officers,  and  the 
full  resources  of  the  Department  are  available  to  assist  officers  in 
removing  the  suspect  from  his/her  location.  To  minimize  the  possibility 
of  injury  to  officers  and  others,  appropriate  special  equipment  and 
trained  personnel  should  be  requested.  If  possible,  an  effort  should  be 
made  to  contact  the  suspect  in  an  attempt  to  persuade  him/her  to 
voluntarily  surrender  before  force  is  used. 

In  situations  which  develop  from  radio  calls  or  spontaneous  activities, 
the  ranking  officer  is  in  command  until  relieved  by  a supervisor  or 
chief. 

9-32  Hostages 

Criminals  who  use  hostages  to  effect  their  escape  are  desperate 
individuals,  who,  if  allowed,  will  pose  a continuing  threat  to  their 
hostage  and  to  the  public  at  large.  Assurance  that  a hostage  will  be 
released  unharmed  is  a meaningless  promise.  The  Department  does 
not  have  the  ability  to  protect  the  safety  of  a hostage  who  is  allowed 
to  be  removed  from  the  presence  of  officers.  The  safety  of  hostages

can  be  best  assured  by  keeping  them  in  the  presence  of  officers  and 
by  preventing  their  removal  by  the  suspect.  Officers  should  use  every 
verbal  and  tactical  tool  at  their  disposal  to  secure  the  arrest  of  the 
suspect  without  harming  the  hostage.  However,  officers  should  realize 
that  exceptional  situations  could  arise  where  considered  judgment 
might  dictate  allowing  removal  of  a hostage  such  as  where  there  is 
imminent  and  probable  danger  to  a large  group  of  persons. 

9-33  Uniformed  Officers  at  Planned  Arrest  and  Search 
Warrant  Service 


During  the  planning  stage  for  the  service  of  a search  warrant  or  an 
arrest  operation  which  primarily  involves  plain  clothes  personnel, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  deployment  of  at  least  one 
uniformed  officer,  whenever  tactically  feasible,  in  a highly  visible 
position  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  mistaken  identity. 

9-34  Traffic  Enforcement  Objective 

The  traffic  enforcement  objective  of  the  Department  is  to  reduce  traffic 
accidents  and  injuries  and  to  facilitate  the  safe  and  expeditious  flow  of 
vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic  through  the  public's  voluntary 
compliance  with  traffic  regulations.  The  Department  seeks  to  achieve 
this  objective  through  a combination  of  education  and  enforcement. 

The  Department  seeks  to  educate  the  public  regarding  traffic 
regulations  through  programs  aimed  at  exposing  specific  problems,  by 
publishing  traffic  accident  and  injury  statistics,  and  by  giving  notice 
and  warnings  of  changes  in  regulations  prior  to  taking  enforcement 
action. 

The  Department  will  take  enforcement  action  upon  the  detection  of  an 
illegal  and  potentially  hazardous  act  without  regard  for  such  factors  as

JS  Uh,  Sergeant  Bignell.  Dan  Dignell. 

DH  Okay.  And  he  keeps  ail  the  records  and  everything  for  the  trainings? 

JS  For  the  training  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Were  you  one  of  the  field  training  officers  for  uh,  for  Officer  Yanez? 

JS  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Um,.  s-,  just  because,  ‘cuz  I’m  aware  of  how  a general  FTO  program  works  were  you 
the  primary?

force  training.

JS  Which  typically  is  an  8 hour  day  for  our  officers.  Urn,  we  for  the  past  several  years  have 

been  conducting  it  in  the  springtime,  and  we  basically  split  the  department  in  half  just  due  to 
the  schedule  and  what-not.  Have  one  day  with  half  of  the  department,  another  day  for  the 
other  half  of  the  department  (inaudible).  Up  until  this  year,  2016,  I have  co-taught  the  class 
with  our  now  chief  Mangseth.  Urn,  who  has  been  the  leader  in  the  program  I guess,  if  you 
had  to  give  anybody  that,  that  role,  urn,  since  it,  the  beginning  of  when  I entered  in. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Urn,  because  of  new  repsonsibilities  and  what-not  for  then  Sergeant  Mangsesth  um,  we 

pursued  another  person  to  get  involved  with  use  of  for-,  use  of  force  training  and  Officer  Joe 
Kauser  became  aware  of  the  position  and  had  a desire  to  be  in  that  position  um  so  this,  so 
he  actually  took  a couple  classes  regarding  use  of  force  training  and  he  participated  in  our 
use  of  force  of  training  this  past  spring.  So  2016  it  was  Joe  and  I taught  our  use  of  force 
training.

JS  Um,  I make  the  changes,  um,  I do  kinda  the  record-keeping  um,  and  have  and  some  years 

it’s  been  better  record-keeping  than  others  but,  but  nonetheless  I make  the  changes.  Who 
okays  the  changes  woulda  been  Sergeant  Mangseth  at  the  time.  Um,  prior  to  the  it  woulda 
been  Chief  Ohl,  I guess. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  He  participated  in  some  of  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Yes. 

DH  So  before  it  goes  to  the  officers  it’s  a-,  approved  by  somebody  above  you? 

JS  Yes. 

DH  Okay  so.  Okay.  Um,  who  determines  what  outside  training  other  than  this  use  of  force  is 
authorized  to,  by  your  department. 

JS  Who  did,  uh  Lt.  Jeff  Scholl  is  in  charge  of  our  training  I guess. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  • The  record-keepings  and,  and  what-not  for  that. 

DH  Okay,  so...

JS  He,  he  determines  you  know,  if  1 ask  to  go  to  a class  for  something. 

DH  Correct. 

JS  Ultimately  he  knows  where  to  find  the  money  and  decides  whether  or  not  I can  go  to  that 
class.  Not,  not  just  me  specifically  but  everybody. 

DH  And  how  to  you  spell  his  last  name? 

JS  S-C-H-O-L-L 

DH  Okay.  Um,  can  you  describe  for  me  your  interactions  um,  as  it  relates  to  Officer  Yanez’  use 
of  force  training? 

JS  Um,  I guess,  can  you  be  more  specific  I guess? 

DH  , Um. 

JS  (laughs)  just  in  general  terms  of  use  of  force  or... 

DH  In  general  terms  um,  does  he  appear  to  pay  attention  during  class? 

JS  Certainly.  Yes. 

DH  Um,  does  he  appear  engaged  in  what  you’re  teaching? 

JS  Yes. 

DH  Um,  you  as  his  FTO  would’ve  watched  him  apply  what  he  was  taught. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Have  you  seen  him  act  outside  of  policy  or  outside  of  what  he’s  been  taught? 

JS  Not  one  time  that  I can  think  of. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  has  there  ever  been  anybody  on  the  department  that’s  been  chastised  for  like 
not  paying  attention  during  use  of  force  or  anything  like  that.- 1 don’t  need  a name... 

JS  No. 

DH  ...but  generally. 

JS  No,  not  really. 

DH  You’re  officers  are... 

JS  Not  for  not  paying  attention,  no. 

DH  Officers  are,  are  engaged? 

JS  Officers  are  engaged  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  during  use  of  force  training  do  you  teach  anything  about  how  a traffic  stop  should 
be  conducted? 

JS  Specifically  regarding  stopping  cars? 

DH  Yes. 

JS  Um,  there’s  normally  discussion  about  traffic  stops.  I guess  just  because  traffic  stops  can  be 
s-,  can  vary  so  much... 

DH  Right. 

JS  ...I  guess  you  don’t  specifically  you  know,  a lo-,  a lotta  times  during  our  training  when  we’re 
covering  whatever  topic,  um,  things  will  come  up  at  a tangent  to  whatever  topic  it  is,  and 
we’ll  kind  of  elaborate  from  there. 

DH  Okay,  so  tangents  brought  up  by  officers,  or  tangents  brought  up  by  instructors  or  both? 
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JS  both? 

DH  Okay.  Um,  so  it’s  more  or  less  an  open  dialogue  training,  it  isn’t... 

JS  Absolutely. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Absolutely. 

DH  Um,  can  you  tell  me  as  the  u-,  the  use  of  force  instructor  and  FP-,  and  FTO,  what  a,  a new 

officer  at  St.  Anthony  would  be  taught  about  traffic  stops  or,  how  to  conduct  'em. 

JS  Certainly.  Can  I tell  you  how? 

DH  Absolutely.  Yeah. 

JS  Um,  like  I said,  traffic  stops  can  vary  so  much.. 

DH  Um-hm. 

JS  ...but  just  a,  I mean,  you  mean  the  fundamentals  or  what  do  you  mean,  I guess? 

DH  Yeah,  yeah  I would  say  the  fundamentals.  And  fundamentally  how  do  you  conduct  a traffic 
stop  and  then  I would  say  even  going  a step  further,  how  would,  how  has,  you  taught  Officer 
Yanez  how  to  conduct  a,  a felony  stop.  Or,  or  anything  in  between. 

JS  Okay.  Um... 

DH  So  we  can  start  with  a basic  if  you  want  and  then  we’ll  just/cuz  it’ll  probably  be  easier  to 
keep  you  on  point. 

JS  (laugh)  Well  I gue-,  I mean  it’s,  it’s,  it’s  really  kinda  hard  to,  to  lay  out  the  exact,  you  know 
how,  how  we  train  traffic  stops  but  um,  I mean  there’s  so  much  leading  up  to  that.  I mean  of 
course  when,  when  I have  somebody  in  field  training,  at  the  beginning  they’re  not,  they’re 
not  able  to  make  a traffic  stop. 

DH  Right. 

JS  Um,  you  know  so... 

DH  Well  explain  that. 

JS  Well,  I mean  I can  even  go  before  that  and,  and  I’ve  been  involved  in  our  interview  and  our 
hiring  process  and,  and  uh,  with  our  officers  and  we’re  looking  for,  for  officers  that  can 
communicate  well.  Um,  are  gonna  present  well  to  the  public,  and,  and  be  able  to  handle 
themselves.  1 mean  just  in  that  initial  interview  process.  And  that’s  what  we’re  looking  for. 
Um,  you  know  it  all  kinda  translates  into  how  this  person’s  gonna  hopefully  deal  with  people 
and  the  public  and  handle  themselves.  In  field  training  process  I guess,  and  just  the  training 
in  general,  safety  is  our  biggest  concern. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um,  we,  and  then  communication  is  huge.  I mean  that,  through  our,  our  given  day  of,  of  the 
use  of,  use  of  force  training  or  even  in  the  field  training  process  we  talk  about 
communication  being  big.  You  know,  we’re  looking  for  that.  We,  we  take  pride  in  our  officers 
being  able  to  communicate  with  people.  Um,  and  from  a use  of  force  standpoint,  you  know, 

1, 1 want  this  guy  to  talk  to  the  people,  tell  ‘em  what  you  want  'em  to  do.  Um,  create 
witnesses  and  just  keep  that  officer  breathing  in  a possible  tense  situation.  Um,  you  know, 
that,  that’s  kinda  where,  my,  my  base. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know  taking  into  account  um,  you  know  different  statutes  and  case  law  and  what-not, 
but  uh,  from  a,  I’m  getting  off  on  a tangent  here,  but  from  traffic  stop  point  of  view,  um... 
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CO  What,  what  are. . . 

JS  ...like  I said  safety  is  (inaudible). 

CO  ...What  are  the  critical  components  of  a traffic  stop  as  you’re  training  uh,  officers  in  terms  of 
positioning  of  the  squad... 

JS  Okay. 

CO  ..related  to  the  vehicle  stop,  positioning  of  the  office,  all  sort  of  safety  things  that  are  um,  you 
would  probably  consider  as  a (inaudible). 

JS  (inaudible)  the  actual  traffic  stop  itself? 

CO  ...to  be  vitally  important?  Yeah. 

JS  Okay.  Um,  I,  1 guess  our  location,  you  know  if  we  can,  we,  we  don’t  always  have  that 
decision  because  people  tend  to  stop  where  they  want  sometimes  but  location. 

CO  So  that’s  somethin’  you  teach. 

JS  Certainly. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Certainly.  You  know,  uh,  we,  we  try  to  dictate  that  as  much  as  we  can.  ’Cuz  we  can  you 
know  we  have  knowledge  of  the  area  and  what-not  so  we  dictate,  we  try  and  dictate  um 
where  a stop  happens.  Um,  usually  you  know,  in  a,  in  a traffic  stop  we’re  tryin’  to,  you  know 
like  I said  safety’s  important.  We’re  tryin’  to  shut  down  a lane  if  needed.  So  we  have  a good 
avenue  to,  to  approach  that  vehicle.  Um,  which  of  course  we  typically  if  a violator  will  stop 
on  the  right  side  of  the  road,  we’ll  position  our  squad  a reasonable  distance  behind  that. 
Kinda  depends  on  the  circumstances  but  usually  30  feet  behind  the  car.  Somethin’  like  that. 

DH  So  one  to  two  car  lengths? 

JS  Yeah. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  off-set  a little  bit  so  in  other  words,  kinda  taking  up  a lane,  um,  and  making  our 
approach.  Um. 

DH  You  quickly  talked  about  location,  what  kinda  things  would  you  um,  tell  a new  officer  as  far 
as  attempting  to  choose  a location  if  it’s  up  to  you  know  him  or  her? 

JS  Well  like  I said  earlier,  safety  is  a big  concern  so  if  we’re,  we’re  on  a road  that  happens  to  be 
windy  you  know  we  wanna  try  and  avoid  you  know  a position  where  cars  are  gonna  be  all  of 
a sudden  on  you  and  not  realize  it  ‘til  the  last  second.  We’re  on  a straight  roadway  um,  you 
know,  hopefully  we  can  do  it  in,  in  a spot  that  doesn’t  have  a lotta  traffic  but  that’s  not  always 
the  case.  Um,... 

DH  If  it’s  at  night. 

JS  Maybe  well  lit,  if  it’s  at  night,  um,  we  try  and  avoid  parking  lots  and  things  like  that  just 

because  there’s  a little  bit  more  unknown  there.  We’d  rather  be  kind  of  out  in  the,  in  the  eye 
of  street  lights,  and  the  public  and... 

DH  Okay. 

JS  ...what-not,  in,  in  conducting  those.  Um,  does  that  answer  your  question?  (laughs) 

CO  Yeah.  It  helped  provide  some  clarification,  thank  you. 

JS  Okay.  Okay. 

DH  So  is,  is  there  anything  that  you  teach  the  officers  specifically  like  when  you  uh,  you  do  a 

felony  stop  versus  something  less  than  that? 
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JS  The  difference  between  a,  like  a high  risk  stop  and  a basic  stop? 

DH  Yeah  like  okay,  say  I was,  I was  driving  down  the  street.  You  were  gonna  stop  me.  I came 
back  with  a felony  check  forgery  warrant. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Would  that  be  a felony  stop? 

JS  Check  forgery? 

DH  Yeah. 

JS  It  depends  on  the  circumstances  but  possibly. 

DH  So  either  is,  okay. 

JS  Possibly.  I would  say. 

DH  Okay,  (inaudible)  if  it’s  a warrant  for  check  forgery. . . . 

JS  Versus... 

DH  ...but  I’ve  got  a long  list  of  assaultive  history. 

JS  Correct. 

DH  Then  you  might  (inaudible). 

JS  Or  maybe  I know  this  guy  and  l know  he  has  weapons. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  I know  he’s  assaultive  toward  police. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  I mean  it’s  the,  the  totality  of  circumstances. 

DH  Okay,  and  that’s  what  the  officers  are  taught. 

JS  Correct. 

DH  You  take  into  everything  at  the  time  and... 

JS  Absolutely. 

DH  ...  determine  what  is  the  best  course. 

JS  Absolutely. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  have  you  ever  attended  any  training  specifically  um,  as  it  relates  to  the  Bullet 
Proof  Mind? 

JS  Um... 

DH  By  Lt.  Grossman? 

JS  Yes,  I believe  so. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  what  you  recall  about  that  training? 

JS  Um,  what  1 r-,  if  I’m  pretty  sure  it’s  what  I’m  thinking  of,  um,  he  is  very  um,  into  the 

Tennessee  versus  Garner,  or  I’m  sorry,  not  Tennessee,  Graham  versus  Connor  case  law. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um,  he  really  hits  hard  at  the  totality  of  the  circumstances  um,  that  encompass  the  officer  at 
the  time  of  a,  um,  a critical  incident.  Um,  and  then  just  you  know  relying  on  what  state  laws 
are  and  things  like  that  in  regards  to  our  use  offeree  decision-making  process. 
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DH  Okay.  So,  so  now  you  brought  it  up,  can  you  tell  me,  lemme  see  here,  it’s  on  page,  page  1 
of  you’re  uh,  it’d  be  your  power  point  that  you  use  to  teach  the  officers. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  You  take  a look  at  that  and  just  tell  me  if  that  appears  to  be  your  power  point,  or,  or  the 

power  point  that  you  guys  use  at  St.  Anthony. 

JS  (inaudible)  okay. 

DH  Yup. 

JS  Yeah. 

DH  Does,  does  this  appear  to  be  your  power  point? 

JS  Yeah  I mean  I,  I make  the  power  point. 

DH  Okay.  Now  you  brought  up  the  uh,  the  Graham  versus  Connor  court  decision.  Can  you  tell 
me  specifically  what  you  teach  um,  you  know  my  experience  with,  with,  with  power  point  is, 
is  this  is  a uh,  an  outline  for  you  to  teach  from.  * 

JS  Right. 

DH  With  some  teaching  points. 

JS  Yup. 

DH  Can  you  tell  us  specifically  what  you,  you  teach  the  officers  on  Graham  versus  Connor. 

JS  We  talk  about  as,  as  I mentioned  earlier  was  Graham  versus  Connor  um,  we  talk  about 
totality  of  the  circumstances  is,  is  a big  thing.  And,  and,  what,  what  is  that  to  an  officer. 

DH  Right. 

JS  Um,  and  we,  we  actually,  we  teach  um,  the  use  of  the  ASP  baton,  and  uh,  um,  in  the  ASP, 
ASP  training  they  offer  um,  some  ways  of  creating  that  totality  of  the  circumstances  which 
include  officer/subject  factors  is  what  we  term  them  in  special  circumstances.  Officer/subject 
factors  um,  are  factors  that  are  related  to  the  officer,  whatever  the  totality  of  the 
circumstances  is  bringing.  How  many  officers  are  there. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  How  many  people  are  we  dealing  with.  What,  what  uh,  um,  you  know  how  many  suspects? 
How  many  by-standers.  Um,  how  many  you  know  cars  are  we  dealing  with.  How  many  um, 
what  type  of  skills  do  1 have  in  a situation.  Um,  what  type  do  they  have?  Have  I you  know, 
when  I encounter  a use  of  force  situation  did  I just,  you  know,  run  a mile  chasing  this  person 
and  now  I need  to  make  a decision?  You  know  that  factors  in  to  our  you  know. 

DH  What  kind  of  shape... 

JS  Decision-making  process. 

DH  ...the  officer’s  in? 

JS  well  right.  But,  but  just  our  decision  making  process  you  know. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um,  you  know  what,  and,  and  special  circumstances  can  be  um,  proximity  to  a weapon  or 

environment  um,  special  knowledge.  We  get  called  ta,  to  incidents  where  you  know  possibly 
the  dispatch  gives  a,  some  information  and  we  get  to  a scene  it’s  completely  the  opposite  or 
it’s,  it  just  doesn’t,  it,  it,  it,  it’s  the  call  but  it  just  got  lost  in  translation  when  (inaudible)... 

DH  Right. 

JS  ...the  9-1-1  call  was  uh  processed.  Um. 
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DH  I think  what  you're  tryin’  to  say  is  when  you  go  to  these,  things  aren’t  always  what  they 
appear  to  be. 

JS  Correct.  Correct.  Yup. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  um,  we  let’s  see,  so  as  far,  just  getting  back  to  Graham  versus  Connor  specifically 

(inaudible)  um,  that  case  law  we’re  taking  into  account  you  know  what  type  of,  uh,  what  level 
of  crime  are  we  dealing  with.  You  know.  Um,  and  that,  and  that’s  where  you  know 
sometimes  things  change  quickly.  Um,  Graham  versus  Connor  um,  the  severity  of  the  crime 
at  hand,  you  know.  Am  I dealing  with  somebody  that  just  stole  a pack  of  gum,  or  am  I 
dealing  with  somebody  that  just  robbed  a bank. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  At  gunpoint.  You  know,  I mean  that,  that  factors  into  our  use  of  force  decision  making 

process.  Um,  is  the  person  resisting?  Are  they  actively  resisting.  Are  they  fleeing?  Um,  and 
that  sorta  thing  um.  Is  that? 

DH  Anything  else? 

CO  No  I’m  covered  on  Graham.  I got  some  follow-up  questions  but  I’ll  wait  ‘til  the  end. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  is,  is  this  Bullet  Proof  Mind  training,  is  it  mandatory  at  your  department  or  it  is  a... 

JS  The  Bullet  Proof  Mind?  No.  Um,  I think  that  was  just  something  that  I requested  to  go  to.  I, 

I’m,  I'm  tryin’  to  remember  that  was.  It  musta  been  6 or  7 or  8 years  (inaudible). 

DH  Okay.  On  page  6,  the  uh  slide  in  the  middle  here,  says  prepared  for  deadly  force,  assault. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  what  you’re  trying  to  teach  the  students? 

JS  Okay.  Um,  we,  over  the  years,  as  I said  ! co-,  co-taught  with  Sergeant  now  Chief  Mangseth. 
We,  we  talk  about  pre-practice  plan  a lot  ‘cuz  you  know  in  law  enforcement  we  recognize 
that  um,  any  given  situation  can  change  so  much,  can  be  perceived  differently  from  officer  to 
officer.  But  nonetheless,  um,  you  know  I always  relate  back  to  I was,  1 was  did  a lotta  sports 
as  a kid  and  uh,  you  know,  the  night  before  a big  event  or  what  have  you,  I was  um, 
formulated  in  my  head  how  I wanted  things  to  go.  So  relating  that  to  the  pre-practice  plan  in 
law  enforcement  I guess,  it’s  just  a way  um,  that,  when  I have  a field  training  officer,  when 
I’m  training  somebody,  I tell  'em  hey,  look.  Listen  to  radio  calls.  You  know,  we’re,  we’re  not 
that  busy  of  an  agency,  okay?  So  listen  to  the  radio  calls.  Think  about  how  you  would 
respond  to  that  call.  You  know  do  i need  additional  assistance,  do  I need  another,  do  I need 
to  go  code  3,  um,  you  know  what,  what  is  my  thought  process.  Have  a pre-practice  plan  you 
know,  pay  attention  to  these  things  that  are  going  around  so  you  can  use  ‘em  as  kinda 
practice  to  yourself.  So  you  can  prepare.  So  when  you  get  called  to  that  call,  you  can 
already  have  these  decisions  made  for  yourself.  And  uh,  so  we  talk  about  pre-practice  plan 
a lot.  Um,  and  as  I mentioned,  the  self-visualization.  You  know  we  talk,  one  of  us  haven’t 
assaulted. 

DH  Right. 

JS  You  know  I mean  in,  in  our  jobs.  And  some  of  us  have,  some  of  us  haven’t  but  uh,  imagine 
what  it’s  like  to  be  in,  to  be  assaulted  by  somebody.  Imagine  what  it’s  like  to  be  shot  by 
somebody.  You  know.  To,  to  not  have  use  of  your  leg  ‘cuz  you  got  shot  in  your  leg.  Imagine 
yourself  in  that  position.  And  think  about  you  know,  how,  how  would  you  react  and  try  and 
develop  that  winning  attitude.  Get  them  to  think  that  hey,  we  gotta  get  outta  this.  We  gotta 
survive.  We  need  ta,  it’s  a deadly  force  situation.  We  need  to  use  deadly  force  or  you  know 
whatever.  Um,  and  specifically  in  deadly  force  think  about  hey,  if  I’m  involved  in  a deadly 
force  situation,  (inaudible)  think  it,  think  it  through.  Um,  we,  'cuz  we  ultimately  don’t  know.

If  we’re  confronted  with  a deadly  force  situation,  we  don’t  know  if  we,  we’re  gonna  be  able  to 
pull  the  trigger.  You  know,  (inaudible)  we’re  just  simply,  we  train  and  train  and  train 
regarding  firearms  and  what  not  but  until  we’re  put  in  that  position  we  don’t  know  if  we’re 
gonna  be  able  to  pull  the  trigger.  So,  so  imagine.  Uh,  so  that,  that’s  kinda  what  we  talk 
about. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So. 

DH  We  go  to,  it’s  a little  farther  back,  tryin’  to... 

JS  Okay. 

DH  ...the  de-escalation. 

JS  All  right. 

DH  And  the  PERF  slides. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Actually  go  all  the  way... 

JS  And  the,  in  the  PERF  thing  was,  that,  of  course  that  was  an  addition  this  year.  Um,  and  we 
prior  to  the  class  um,  Sergeant  Mangseth  well  actually  Chief  Ohl  at  the  time,  talks  about  the 
PERF  um,  review  and  (inaudible)  the  kinda  guidelines  that  they  were  putting  forth  and  uh, 
talked  about  how  a lot  of  it,  we  were  talking  about  how,  a lot  of  what  they’re  suggesting  we 
already  do. 

DH  Um-hm. 

JS  So  hey,  great.  Um,  and  we  were  actually  this  year  we  were  in  the  process  of  trying  to  figure 
out  how  that  info  made  in  to  department  policy.  Hey  we  air-,  we  already  do  these  things. 

Let’s  somehow  put  some  of  the  things  that  they  bring  up  into  our  department  policy  and 
that’s  kinda  what  I did  this  year. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um,  but  nonetheless  we  wanted  to  go  to  something  specific  on  this. 

DH  Yeah.  On  page  4. 

JS  All  right. 

DH  On  the,  the  de-escalation. 

JS  Yup. 

DH  Can  you  talk  to  us  about  that  up,  in  the  upper  left  hand  corner? 

JS  Okay. 

DH  it’s  actually... 

JS  Well. 

DH  ...  the  two  top  slides. 

JS  Yup.  And  my,  my  big  reason  in,  in  um,  in,  in  the  slides  regarding  de-escalation... 

DH  (inaudible)  page  3 before  is  where  it  starts  (inaudible). 

JS  Okay.  Yup.  Um  my  big  thing  with  de-escalation  is  in,  in  the  past,  usually  we’ve  always  talked 
about  de-escalation  of  course,  you  know,  per  state  statute.  Once  we’ve  got  control  of 
somebody  we  need  to  de-escalate  our  force,  and  bring  that  to  a minimum.  Um. 

DH  Now  is  it  something  new  for  this  year  that  you  taught  de-escalation  or  is  that... 
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JS  No. 

DH  ...  something  that’s  been  taught  the  whole  time. 

JS  Well,  well  and  that’s  the  thing  is  de-escalation  to  us  was  always  your  de-escalation  of  force. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  now  I’ve,  I’ve  hit  somebody  with  my  ASP.  And  now  they,  hey,  you  know  I’m,  I’m 

compliant  at  that,  at  this  point.  You  know  they’re,  the  person’s  compliant.  They  go  into 
handcuffs  and  what  not  so  I’ve  de-escalated  my  for-,  they’re  saying  you  know  I'm,  I’m  o-,  I’m 
not  gonna  fight  anymore.  You  know  here  are  my  hands,  they’re,  we  get  the  control  of  them 
so  we  need  to  de-escalate  our  force.  That’s  what  we’ve  traditionally  taught.  Okay.  So  now 
I... 

DH  So  it’s  been  the  same,  somewhat  the  same  thing  but  using  different  terms. 

JS  Correct.  So,  so  what  I wanted  to  clarify  was  with  PERF  because  their,  their  definition  of  de- 

escalation  is  different  than  what  we’ve  used  in  the  past. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  That  word  de-,  de-escalating  force  you  know  so... 

DH  Right. 

JS  ...if  we,  if  we  have  urn,  our  force  options,  you  know  maybe  we’re  going  down  from  you  know 
like  I said  the  ASP  to  handcuffing  or  we’ve  minimized  that  force,  so  we’re  acting  as  a 
reasonable  officer.  Now  with  PERF  it’s  changed.  De-escalation  is  more  of  a defusing  of  a 
situation  so,  if,  if  that’s  practical. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know.  So  we’re  dealing  with  a subject  out  in  the  field  and  they  urn,  are  you  know, 

saying  that  they’re  gonna  assault  me  or  what,  I gues  I can  imagine  many  things  that  might 
happen,  but  we’re  gonna  try  and  defuse  that  situation.  We’re  gonna  try  and  buy  time  so  we 
get  other  officers  to  come  and  help,  (inaudible)  so  hopefully  we  won’t  have  to  use  you  know 
whatever  level  of  force  and  we  can  urn,  minimize  our  use  of  force  and  (inaudible)  nothing 
else.  So  I,  I wanted  to  just  differentiate  what  we’ve  always  taught  de-escalation  was  and 
then  it  was  different  then  PERF’s  so  that’s  what  I,  kinda  what  1 was  doing  there,  (inaudible) 

DH  Okay.  So  PERF  wants  you,  it’s  more  of  a de-fusing  situation. 

JS  Right. 

DH  Bringing,  you  use  the  example  bringing  more  officers  in  so  you  would  have  to  use  less 
force... 

JS  Yup. 

DH  ...to  gain  compliance. 

JS  Yup. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  go  to  the  next  page,  it  talks  about  delaying... 

JS  Yup. 

DH  ...use  of  force. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  Can  you  explain  that? 

JS  Well  and  that  was  part  of  the  de-escalation  that  PERF  was,  was  providing  is  to,  you  know 

when  practical,  we’re  gonna  try  and,  and,  and  delay  it  ta  appropriate  those  resources 
(inaudible)  so  you  know,  if,  if  I can  just  um,  talk  to  this  person,  communicate  him,  commu-, 
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communicate  to  them  and  hopefully  delay  my  need  to  use  force  against  them  to  get  control 
of  them,  until  I’ve  got  other  resources  there  to  hopefully  minimize  the  use  of  force  that  I,  I 
may  need  to  use. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  That’s  what  delaying,  buying  time,  we  talk  about  buying  time  I guess  in  training  (inaudible) 
make  sense? 

DH  Right.  It  does.  In  most  cases  though  who  dictates  the  amount  of  force  an  officer  would  use? 

JS  The  subject  dictates  the  amount  of,  of  force  that  we  use. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Or  the  type  of  force  that  we  use. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Yes. 

DH  And  that’s,  and  that’s  based  on  the  circumstances  at  the  time. 

JS  Totality  of  the  circumstances  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Also  with  the  de-escalation  you  said,  you  said  getting  more  officers  there?  You  also 
referenced  separation?  In  your,  in  your  slides? 

JS  Okay. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  what  you  mean  by  that? 

JS  Um,  can  I,  see  if  I can  reference  a slide. 

DH  Yup. 

JS  And  what  context  that  is.  I'm  tryin’  to  remember  where  I got  it  from. 

??  I’ll  be  right  (inaudible). 

DH  So  you  can  use  (inaudible)... 

JS  Yeah  when... 

DH  ...to  increase  physical... 

JS  l think  uh,  I think  what  I was  in  that,  in  that  example  I would  just  in  dealing  with  somebody 
you  know,  we  talk  about  reactionary  gap  and  what  not.  We  were  dealing  with  somebody 
that’s  potentially  assaultive  toward  us  or  what  have  you.  Um,  we  want  a certain  distance. 
The  situation  does  dictate  but  in  a lotta  times  we  can’t,  you  know  if  we’re  in  close  quarters 
or  you  know  or  maybe  on  a traffic  stop  we  just  can’t  um,  we  have  to  be  within  proximity  to  be 
able  to  communicate  with  the  person.  You  know  to  see  things,  and  and  what-not  so. 

DH  What  type  of  things? 

JS  What  do  ya  mean? 

DH  You  said  you  need  to  see  things. 

JS  Um,  we  need  to  see  non-verbal  behavior  for  example. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  We  need  to  see  weapons.  We  need  to  see  um,  whether  or  not  a person’s  reachin’  for 
somethin’.  Hiding  something. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Those  sorts  of  things. 
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DH  So  you’re,  and  officer’s  observations  of  a motorist. 

JS  Yeah. 

DH  Does  that  start  when  they’re  at  the  window  of  a car? . 

JS  Absolutely.  When  we’re,  we’ve  approached  and  we’re  at  the  window? 

DH  You’re  already  at  the  window. 

JS  Our  observa-,  no  our  observations  have  began  before  that. 

DH  Okay.  When  do  they  start? 

JS  Urn... 

DH  Say  you’re  gonna  stop  me.  I’m  dirvin’  down  the  road.  What’re  you  looking  for  me  before  ya 
even  turn  the  lights  and  sirens  on? 

JS  Looking  for  number  of  occupants  in  the  car.  Urn,  maybe  the  location.  Urn,  and  day, 

environment.  You  know  is  it  raining  out?  Is  this  somebody  I’ve  dealt  with  before?  Um,  are 
the  vehicles  windows  tinted  you  know  where  I can’t  see  the  occupants?  Um,  does  that 
answer  your  question? 

DH  Yeah  it  does. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  There’s  also  one  of  the,  one  of  the  PERF  slides.  It's  actually  number  1,  can  you  explain  to 
me  the  sanctity  of  life  slide  and  what  you’re  trying  to  teach  the  uh,  the  officers? 

JS  A-,  as  I mentioned  earlier,  we  had  looked  at  the  PERF  um,  standards,  the  principles  that 

they  had  offered  and  we  were  tryin’  to  figure  out  how  to  put  ’em  in  our,  our  policy,  ‘cuz  like  I 
said  earlier,  we  felt  a lot  of  the  uh,  the  principles  that  PERF  offered  um,  we,  we  are  already 
doing. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  taking  the  sanctity  of  life  into  account  in  any  situation  we  felt  that,  that’s,  that’s  what  we’re 
doing  anyway.  So  we  wanted  to  implement  (inaudible)  department  policy.  Um,  and  we 
haven’t  put  it  into  department  policy  as  of  yet.  We  have  been  working  on  this.  This  is, 
basically  what  I did  was,  and  Sergeant  Mangseth  at  the  time,  we  wanted  to  discuss  the 
PERF  principles  with  our  officers. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um,  and  decide  you  know  kinda  how  what  things  we’re  doing  that  already  that  kinda  relate 
to  the,  the  PERF  principles  and  we  were  gonna  just  tell  'em  hey  look,  we’re  looking  at 
putting  some  of  this  stuff  into  department  policy.  ' 

DH  Um-hm. 

JS  What  do  you  think?  You  know  if,  if  we  put  this  in  there. 

DH  And  that  was  done... 

JS  So  we  talked  about. 

DH  ...  during  your  training  this  year? 

JS  Yes.  Yes. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  that?  About  how  that  conversation  went? 

JS  Our  officers  were  receptive  to  that.  I think  they  recognized  that  a lot  of  what  the,  the 
principles  are,  are  kind  of  asking  of  agency  we  were,  we’re  already  doing. 

DH  'Kay. 
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JS  So,  the  officers  were  perceptive  to  it  and  I think  they  agreed  with  it.  With  that  specific  one. 

DH  Oh...  Number  nine. 

CO  Which  slide  is  it? 

DH  It’s  the  uh,  firearms  as  a last  resort. 

JS  Uh  yeah  (inaudible).  Was  that,  the  beginning. 

(background  noise) 

JS  Able  to  find  it? 

(background  noise) 

JS  I think,  I mean  are  you,  you’re  referring  to  something  from  department  policy? 

DH  No,  uh. 

JS  Is  that  was  you  were...  talking  about  or. 

DH  No,  there  was  a slide.  Okay.  That’s  alright.  We  can  come  back  to  it.  Can  you  talk  to  us  about 
what  you  teach  the  officers  on  threat  recognition? 

JS  Yes.  We,  let  me  see  here  we  got,  do  you  mind  if  1 reference... 

DH  No,  go  ahead.  Yep. 

JS  I think  there  is...  a slide  in  here  somewhere. 

(inaudible  voice  in  background) 

JS  Threat  recognition.  Okay.  A-and  it,  we  talk  to  our,  our  officers  about  you  know  is  an  assault 
imminent.  You  know  and,  and  what,  what  are  cues  that,  that,  that  signify  that.  You  know  so 
when  we’re  dealing  with  a suspect  and  we’re  dealing  with  whoever  urn,  are  they  giving  us 
possibly  non-verbal  communication  that  says  that  they’re  gonna  be  assaultive  toward  me, 
toward  another  officer,  toward  another  person.  And  I,  specifically  to  that  slide  these  are  just 
some  things  that  they  might  um,  see  in  a person  that  would  make  them  think  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  so  we  talk  about  these,  these  items  um,  with  the  officers. 

DH  So  when  you  go  over  the  threat  recognition  do  you,  but  you  said  this  is  interactive  training. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Do  you  talk  about  times  when  you’ve,  you’ve,  you  dealt  with  a threat  or,  or  do  you  have  the 
officers  talk  about  uh,  specific  instances  where,  where  they’ve  dealt  with  a threat  during  the 
year  to  kinda  drive  this  home? 

JS  Yeah,  I mean  uh  a lot  (inaudible)  we’ll  go  through  this  and  sometimes  people  will  say  well 
you  know  maybe  this  is  something  that  I saw  in  this  situation  this  year  and  kinda  go  off  on 
maybe  a little  bit  of  tangent  there  and  talk  about  that,  but  yeah.  Specific  to  incidents  yes. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  now  specifically  I wanna  talk  to  you  about,  so  officer,  this  Officer  Yanez  has  had 
ah,  some  significant  trainings  during  his,  his  time  there. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  Um.  Is,  is  this,  is  this  training  that  all  your  officers  go  to  or  is  this  all  individual?  Like 
specifically  in  2012  he  went,  uh,  to  officer  survival  and  he  had  twenty  hours  of  it. 
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JS  It’s  not,  it,  it’s,  I would  guess  that  there  probably  other  officers  that  went  to  it.  It’s  not,  I 

wouldn’t  say  it’s  mandatory.  It’s  kind  of  you  know  did  I,  maybe  I get  an  email  and  I see  that 
there’s  this  officer  survival  training  and  it,  it  looks  like  something  that  interests  me,  I would 
then  talk  to  Lieutenant  Schol!  and  say  hey  is  it  possible  that  I can  go  to  this  class. 

DH  Okay.  Are  you  aware  of  the  officers  ever  going  to  trainings  outside,  outside  what’s  approved 
for  the  department? 

JS  Urn. 

DH  Or  anybody  paying  for  their  own  training? 

JS  Uh... 

DH  If  you're  not,  it’s  okay. 

JS  It,  I mean,  related  to  relating  to  um,  use  of  force,  I mean  l know  Officer  Kauser’s  into  Jujitsu. 
DH  ‘Kay. 

JS  You  know.  And  I think  he’s  had  some  training  in  lateral  vascular  neck  restraints. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  I mean  but  you  know  other  than  that,  no  I can’t  really  think  of  any. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Other  than  classes  that  pop  up  like  this  that  people  go  to. 

DH  Okay  and  street  survival... 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  ...  Bulletproof  Mind,  those  are  all  trainings  where,  where  the  officer  would  of  of  uh  put  in  a 
request... 

JS  Correct. 

DH  ...to  the  lieutenant. 

JS  Yeah. 

DH  Lieutenant  then  evaluates  the  request? 

JS  Evaluates  it  um,  maybe  the  timing,  he’s  gotta  check  the  schedule,  the  budget... 

DH  Yeah. 

JS  ..  .you  know,  maybe  maybe  he  thinks  oh  maybe  it’s  better  send  two  people  to  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  then  he  asks  is  anybody  else  interested,  and  maybe  it’s  cheaper  to  send  more  than  one 
person  some  times. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  and  then  in  2016  there’s  two  hours  of  de-escalation. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  That  was  the  training  that  was  offered  by  Officer  South? 

JS  Correct. 

DH  Did  Officer? 

JS  Yeah,  Officer  South. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  okay.  Have,  have  you  viewed  the  video  of  uh,  Officer  Yanez’s  traffic  stop  of 
Philando  Castile? 

JS  No. 
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DH  Um,  have  you  spoken  with  Officer  Yanez? 

JS  Certainly.  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Have  you  discussed  this  incident  with  him? 

JS  No. 

DH  Um...  (inaudible)  wanna  go  back  to  uh,  uh,  training  question. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  Do  you  or  are  you  aware  the  other  instructors  or  FTO’s  have  they  taught  any  of  your  officers 
or  trainees  um,  about  what  to  do  when  stopping  a driver  that  is  armed  or  notifies  the  officer 
they  have  permit  to  carry? 

JS  Inmywha... 

DH  So. 

JS  (inaudible)  are  you  asking  me  are  other  officers  training  that? 

DH  No,  no,  no. 

JS  Is  what  you’re  saying,  what  he... 

DH  Are  the  FTO’s... 

JS  Okay. 

DH  ...or  any  of  the  use  of  force  instructors  training  the  officers  either  whether  they  are  as  a 
trainee  or  how  to  deal  with  a,  a person  that  has  a permit  to  carry  and  says  hey... 

JS  1 mean  I... 

DH  ...Cm  armed. 

JS  ...can  speak  for  myself  from  a field  training  perspective. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  I’ve... 

DH  Please  do. 

JS  ...  I’ve  talked  about,  I mean  I certainly  talk  about  that  with,  with  my  guys  that  I’ve  had. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Um...  ail  specific  to  permit  to  carry  we  also  um,  e-e-each  year  we  try  and  bring  up  you  know 
one  prevailing  topic. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  This  year  was  the  PERF  Principfes. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  we  talked  about  um,  in  2015  I believe  or  2014  I guess  I’d  have  ta  check  the,  the 
records,  he  brought  up  the  topic  of  permit  to  carry. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  He  just,  in  in  the  initial  discussion  was  because  it  went  off  on  a tangent  from  there,  um,  was 
if  we  deal  with  a person,  ‘cuz  i wanted  everybody  ta  kinda  be  in  on  what  our  line  of  thinking 
should  be. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  if  we  deal  with  somebody  that  is  openly  carrying  a,  a firearm. 
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DH  Okay. 

JS  Walking  down  the  sidewalk  urn,  potentially  they  are  a person  that  is  just  trying  to  provoke 
the  police  inta,  encountering  them. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JS  I wanted  to  be  clear  urn,  with  our  officers  regarding  that  specifically  so  I brought  it  up  and  at 
the  time  Chief  Oh!  said,  what  my  question  was  and  I want  our  guys  to  know  this  if  I deal  with 
that  guy.  That’s  openly  carrying,  can  I identify  that  person.  You  know. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Hey,  check,  check  if  he’s  got  a per,  permit. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JS  Can  I do  that?  And  you  know  if  it’s  just  the  the  random  guy  that’s  ju,  walking  down  the 
sidewalk,  it's  an  abnormal  situation. 

DH  And  what  was  taught  in,  in  the  first  case? 

JS  What  do  you  mean? 

DH  What,  what  uh  was  the  conclusion  of  that? 

JS  What... 

DH  Did  you  guys  come  to  the  point. . . 

JS  ...what  we  came  to  conclusion  that  if  it’s  just  that.... 

DH  Yep. 

JS  ...one  guy  walking  down  the  street  um,  which  is  completely  abnormal  for  the  area  um, 
maybe  you  don’t  know  the  person... 

DH  Um-hm. 

JS  ...and  can  i stop  that  guy;  check  for  his  permit  and  what  not. 

DH  Yep. 

JS  And  the  answer  was  yes. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  can. 

DH  So  did  you  go  farther  and  do  any  type  of  discussion  on  okay,  you  do  a traffic  stop  and  the 

motorist  says  I’ve  got,  I’ve  got  a gun... 

JS  Yep. 

DH  ...  or  I’ve  got  a permit  to  carry. 

JS  And  that’s  come  up  over  the  years  too  and  just  in  kinda  the  prevailing  thought  on  it  is  no,  no 
specific  situation  is  gonna  be  the  same  as  any  other. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  it’s  really,  it’s  hard  to  say  well,  this  is,  this  is  one,  two,  three,  four,  five,  and  six  what  I 
would  do  if  somebody  has  a permit  to  carry  and  they  say  they,  they  have  a gun. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know  it  depends  on  the  totality  of  circumstances  um,  where  is  the  gun.  Is  this,  does  this, 

is  this  a person  I know.  You  know  Graham  versus  Conner,  what’s  the  severity  of  crime,  the 
severity  of  the  crime  at  hand. 
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DH  Yep. 

JS  You  know  am  I dealing  with  an  armed  robbery  suspect  or  a ya  know  somebody  that  just 

robbed  a bank  or  robbed  a subway  or  what  have  you  urn,  where  is  the  gun,  is  it  on  the,  you 
know  maybe  they’re  telling  and  maybe  they’re  not  It’s  maybe  it’s  in  the  glove  box.  Is  it 
loaded,  you  know  there  are  a lot  of  different  circumstances  that  I could  probably  point  out 
that  would  just  differ,  you  know  urn,  in  specifically  dealing  with  that.  So... 

DH  Have  you  ever  stopped  anybody  that’s  said  they’ve  had  a permit  to  carry? 

JS  Yes. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  that  and  how  you  handled  it? 

JS  Urn,  I,  how  I’ve  handled  it?  Um...  the  fairly  recently  just  made  a traffic  stop  for  speeding  and 
the  gentleman  had  a permit  to  carry. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  He  told  me. 

DH  'Kay. 

JS  He  told  me  he  had  and  I just  said  just  keep  your  hands  on  the  steering  wheel  and  you  know. 

I’m  gonna  go  about  my  business  and  I’m  na  and  and  come  back  and  and  uh,  yeah. 

DH  Did  he  listen  to  you  during... 

JS  Yep. 

DH  ...  that  encounter? 

JS  Yep. 

DH  He  followed  your  direction? 

JS  Yep. 

DH  And  you  wrote  him  a citation. 

JS  Ticket  or  wha,  I can’t  remember  if  it  was  a ticket  or  verbal  warning  or... 

DH  Okay. 

JS  ...what  have  you.  Yeah. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  And  no,  no  problem. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know. 

DH  Um...  Any  questions  Chris? 

CO  Couple  follow-up  questions.  Um,  have  ta  do  with  the  traffic  stops  going  back  to  the 
beginning... 

JS  Okay. 

CO  ...  of  this  conversation.  So,  we  talked  a little  bit  about  the  safe  positioning  of  a squad  car 

um,  for  both  the  person  being  stopped  and  officer  uh,  how  about  or  do  you  train  specifically 
on  how  to  approach  a vehicle,  where  to  stand  in  relation  to  the  vehicle  as  you’re  talking  to 
the  occupant.  Um,  if  there  are  more  than  one  officer  present  what  are  the  protocols  that  are 
taught.  Can  you  talk  a little  bit  about  that? 

JS  Yeah.

CO  Okay. 

JS  And,  and  I mean  sometimes  it  does  depend  on  the  environment  but  an  average  traffic  stop 
um,  where  a person  pulls  off  to  the  right  side  of  the  road,  there’s  not  a lot  of  traffic,  the  the 
officer  approach  would  be  to  the  driver’s  side  of  vehicle.  Okay.  So  you’ve  created  somewhat 
of  an  avenue  because  you’re  offset  a little  bit  with  that  vehicle.  Approach  the  vehicle  always 
maintaining  visual  contact  with  it  um,  and  uh. 

CO  And  specifically  do  you  uh,  teach  your  officers  about  where  to  stand  and  for  example 

relation  to  the  V-Pillar  or  um,  you  know  where  on  that  vehicle  is  the  best  ideal  place  to... 

JS  Right. 

CO  ...stand. 

JS  And  we’re  communicating  with  people  um,  I guess  uh  eh,  i hate  to  use  average  but  typically 
where  we’re  gonna  stand  you  know  just  behind  the,  the  opening  of  the  window,  the  driver’s 
window.  Um,  but  of  course  it  might  depend  on  occupants  too.  (inaudible)  occupants  you 
might  adjust  that  maybe  stand  back  further  um,  or  maybe  because  of  the,  the  way  the 
vehicle  is  situated,  window  tint,  and  what  not  maybe  that  position  doesn’t  offer  the  good 
visibility.  Maybe  it’s  somebody  that  you,  you  know  and  is  known  to  carry  weapons  and 
maybe  1 wanna  get  a better  look  in  that  car,  make  sure  I can  keep  an  eye  on  the  person’s 
hands  or  passenger’s  hand  or  what  have  you  and  that  might  change.  So  I mean,  but 
typically  yes,  behind  the  V-pillar,  just  beyond,  behind  the  uh,  the  driver’s  window. 

CO  Okay.  Uh,  are  you  uh  we  talked  about  training  uh,  outside  the  scope  of  what  was  approved 
by  uh  Lieutenant  Scholl,  do  you  know  of  any  training  that  uh,  Officer  Yanez  has  had  uh  that 
would  be  on  the  scope  of  what’s  been  documented?  Uh,  any  kinda  specific  training  that  he 
may  have  attended  or  possess? 

JS  I don’t  know  of  any. 

CO  Okay.  When  uh,  is  there  any  discussions  in  the  part  of  your  use  of  force  training  at  traffic 
stops  about  when  felony  stops  are  justified  or  is  that  on  a case  by  case  basis  or  there’s 
certain  thresholds  where  you  will  uh,  make  a felony  stop,  are  there  any  kind  of  thresholds  or 
lines  like  that? 

JS  I mean  I hate  to  keep  bringing  up  the  totality  of  the  circumstance  but  it  does  depend.  I mean 
it,  as  um,  Investigator  Henning  offered  earlier  um,  if  we’re  stopping  somebody  with  a felony 
for  check  forgery,  you  might  handle  that  differently  than  somebody  that’s  got  a felony 
warrant  for  armed  robbery.  You  know  we’re,  we’re  likely  gonna  take  that  person  out  on  a 
felony  stop.  Um,  where  as  the  check  forger  maybe  not. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  So,  it  it  really  depends  on  the  circumstances. 

CO-  Where  did  you  um,  so  you’re  a use  of  force  instructor,  right? 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  Okay.  Um,  you  get  any  specific  training  for  that? 

JS  Um,  yeah  over  the  years  I have  um,  I’ve  become  a Taser  instructor  an  ASP  instructor.  Um, 

I’ve  taken  a couple  just  use  of  force  instructor  classes  um,  in  the  past  and  um,  where  um,  I 

think  specifically  to  a use  of  force  instruction  I think  the  last  one  was,  was  ANS  training  if  I 

remember  right.  It  was  quite  a few  years  ago  that  uh... 

CO  We  uh,  at  some  point,  is  there  anything  that  we  haven’t  asked  you  at  this  juncture  that  uh, 
you  think  is  important  for  us  to  know  as  investigators  relative  to  this  event. 

JS  I guess  I can’t  think  of  any  questions  that  I have  at  this  point. 
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CO  So  what,  I think  we  would  like  to  do. 

DH  Just  take  a quick  break. 

CO  Talk  a quick  caucus,  we’II  turn  the  tape  recorder  off,  we’ll  state  the  time  and  then  uh,  we 
may  or  may  not  return  with  uh  some  additional  questions  if  that’s  okay? 

JS  Okay. 

?F  You  did  start  down  the,  the  road  about  firearms  as  a last  resort?  Are  you  going  ta? 

??  (inaudible)  that,  that's... 

??  Yeah  we,  we’ll... 

?F  Gonna  (inaudible)  aft-  afterwards? 

CO  Yup. 

(inaudible,  everyone  talking) 

DH  Okay.  I’m  gonna  turn  off  the  recorder.  Time  right  now  is  10:55. 

DH  Okay  the  recorder’s  back  on.  The  time  right  now  is  11:12  AM.  Urn,  so  a,  a,  a couple  things 

specifically  at,  I wanna  go  back  over  the  urn,  what  is  specifically  taught  or  what  do  you  teach 
your  trainees  or,  or  the  other  officers  how  to  handle  some  guy  that  says  ‘hey  I’ve  got  a gun’ 
or  ‘I’ve  got  a permit  to  carry’? 

JS  Okay. 

DH  What  specifically  do  you  tell  them? 

JS  What’s,  I mean  I don’t  know  if  there’s  anything  specifically  that  we  tell  them.  It’s  more  of 

discussion  I guess.  But  um,  I,  an  example  of  when  we  brought  up  the  uh,  permit  to  carry  in 
our,  in  our  training  last  year,  um,  pulled  out  the  statute. 

DH  Right. 

JS  You  know,  these  are,  this  is  what  he,  this,  permit  to  carry,  this  person  that  has  a permit  to 
carry  needs  to  do. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  They  need  ta  show  identification.  They  need  to  show  that  permit  to  carry.  You  know,  it’s  a, 
it’s  an  offense  if  they,  they  don’t. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know,  it’s  minimal  as  it  can  be.  They  need  to  have  it  with  them.  Once  they  prove  that 
they  have  a permit  to  carry,  um,  they  can  get  the  occupants  um,  relinquished  or  what  have 
you  but  uh. 

??  Officer  talk  about  the,  the  law  regarding  it  I guess. 

CO  So  that  the  legal  aspect  is  what  you  guys  articulate  in  training? 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Yeah,  I mean  1 specifically  brought  that  statute  up  on  the  pow-,  or  on  our  power  point. 

CO  So  (inaudible). 

JS  Not  power  point  but  on  the,  the  uh  smart  board. 
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CO  How  about  officer  safety?  Uh,  so  kinda  parallel  to  that  what  are  the  officers  being  told  with 
respect  to  the  best  practices,  uh,  if  that’s  happening. 

JS  And  I g-,  the.... 

CO  Maybe  your  traffic  stop  would  be  a good  example  if  you  could  just  walk  us  through  that.  ‘Cuz 
the  guy  had  his  hands  on  the  wheel  right? 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  I mean,  you  keep  an  eye  on  the  hands,  but  at  some  point  you  have  the  challenge  of  getting 
a driver’s  license.  You  have  the  challenges  associated  with  the  traffic  stop,  and  the 
continuation  of  the  traffic  stop. 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  What,  what  is  being  taught  with  respect  to  those  issues? 

JS  Urn,  I guess  from  a field  training  officer  myself,  it,  I mean,  1 ha-,  hate  to  keep  going  back  on 
the  totality  of  the  circumstances  but  it  depends  on  you  know  do  I know  this  person.  Do  they 
have,  for  some  reason  do  they  a propensity  to  have  a weapon.  Do  1,  are  there  other 
occupants  in  the  vehicle.  Um,  have  they  told  me  that  they  have  a permit  to  carry.  You  know 
sometimes  people  when  they  identify  themselves,  they’ll  give  you  their  driver’s  license  and 
permit  to  carry  and  don’t  really  say  anything.  You  know,  so  once  that,  that  happens,  are  you 
carrying?  You  know.  Ask  questions  about  it  and  you  suspect  that  somebody’s  carrying  a 
gun,  um,  whether  they’ve  told  you  or  whether,  whether  you  think  that  maybe  they  are,  ask 
questions,  you  know  communicate  with  them.  Get  them  to  do  what  they  want.  Get  them  to 
hopefully  cooperate  with  you.

DH  So  specifically,  your  traffic  stop  that  you  just  had  recently  that  you  talked  to  us  about. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Tell  us,  you  walked  up. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  And  this  person  had  their  hands  on  the  wheel. 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Is  that  correct? 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  Um,  what  happened  from  that  point  forward?  What  did  you  do  to  obtain  the  driver’s  license? 
What  did  you  do  to  get  through  the  traffic  stop.  Can  you  t-,  walk  us  through  the  whole  thing? 

JS  And  I don’t  remember  where  that  guy  had  his  gun.  He  told  me,  I can’t  remember  where.  Um, 
and,  and  I guess  I don’t  recall  where  he  got  his  driver’s  license  from.  But  I think  I told  him  to 
keep  your  hands  on  the  steering  wheel  initially  as  I said  but  uh,  um,  guess  I don’t  recall 
specifically  but  I think  I wanted  to  know  where  he’s  getting  his  driver’s  license  from. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Related  to  where  that,  that  weapon  might  be. 

DH  Okay,  and  then  I’m  guessing... 

JS  Then... 

DH  ...he  told  you. 

JS  ...and  then  he  told  me,  yup.  Okay.  And  then,  I told  'em,  well  if  you’re  reaching,  whatever,  l 
can’t  remember  where  it  was.  Where  his  driver’s  license  was.  \ 
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DH  Okay. 

JS  If  it  was  in  his  back  pocket  or  front  pocket  or  what  have  you  but  I told  him  that  uh,  urn,  okay 
that’s,  that’s  where  I’m  okay  with  you  reaching  there  but  you  know,  that’s  the  only  place  I 
want  you  to  be  reaching,  and  then... 

DH  So  once  he  told  you  he  had  a gun,  did  that  make  you  more  cautious  or  less  cautious. 

JS  More  cautious. 

DH  (inaudible)  okay. 

JS  Yeah. 

DH  Um,  did  you  do  anything  at  that  point  that  you  recall? 

JS  What  do  you  mean  I guess? 

DH  Did  you  reach  down  and  index  your  firearm,  did  you  pull  it  out  and  cheek  it? 

JS  I guess  when  I approach  a car,  I’m  kind  of  um,  in,  in  that  position  where  I’m  able  ta,  ta  grab 

my  firearm  if  I need  it. 

DH  Yup. 

JS  Just,  and  I lean  in  and  it’s  kinda  there  where  my  hand  is... 

DH  Okay. 

JS  ...’cuz  my  hands  are  kind  of  always  up  anyways. 

DH  Right. 

JS  So  I don’t  know  if... 

DH  Is  that  something  you  were  taught? 

JS  ...I  don’t  know  that  it  cha-,... 

DH  That's  something  you’ve  been  taught  ta  have  your  hands  up  in  front  of  you  and... 

JS  Certainly. 

DH  ...like  an  interview  stance? 

JS  Yup.  Yeah.  Yeah,  just  more  of  a defensive-type  position. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  (inaudible)  your  hands  are,  we  call  it  at-ready  position. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  You  know  your  hands  are  up.  You’re  not,  they’re  not  in  your  pockets,  um,  so  yeah. 

DH  In  a position  to... 

JS  Possibly. 

DH  ...react? 

JS  To  react,  to  ward  off  blows,  ta  acess  whatever  you  have  on  your  belt. 

DH  Okay 

JS  You  know,  communicate,  ta  take  notes  ta,  you  know  your  hands  are,  hands  are  kind  of  up  at 
a ready  position. 

DH  In  case.  So  kind  of  a follow-up  question  now  to  your,  so,  I’m  not  gonna  walk  away  from  this 
for  a second  but  we’ll  go  back  to  that.  So  to  get  through  this  traffic  stop... 
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JS  Um-hm. 

DH  ...you  needed  to  get  a driver’s  license. 

JS  Yu  p. 

DH  Well  would  it  be  fair  to  say  that  he,  he  immediately  said  Tve  got  a permit  to  carry’?  Or  did  he 
say  Tve  got  a gun  in  the  car’?  Do  you  recall? 

JS  Aw  I don’t  remember  if  he  said,  he  said  one  of  the  two.  I,  I believe  the  guy  said  that  he  has  a 
permit  to  carry. 

DH  Okay,  so  once  he  said  that  to  you... 

JS  Um-hm. 

DH  ...  you're  intent  was  to  what? 

JS  Ta  go,  move  on  with  the,  the  traffic  stop. 

DH  Right. 

JS  Ge-,  make  myself  safe.  Make  myself  in  my  head  feel  that  now  I’m  safe. 

DH  (inaudible) 

JS  Safe  enough  to  return  to  my  squad  car  and  do  whatever  I need  to  do.  And  then  re-approach. 
DH  Okay.  Urn... 

JS  And  I felt  comfortable  doing  that  I guess. 

DH  Based  on... his  acitons? 

JS  Based  on  his  actions,  based  on  his  willingness  ta  you  know,  be  honest  with  me,  where  he 
put  his  hands,  always  cooperative.

nonetheless,  do  we  communicate  yes.  Do  we  run  a license  plate  if  we  can?  It’s  not  always 
practical  but  yes.  You  know,  ‘cuz  I,  I hate  to  go  up  to  a car  and  not  realize  it  was  a stolen 
car. 

DH  Right.  Is  there  um,  before  you  stop  a car  can  you  check  the  driver  or  the  registered  owner 
for  warrants? 

JS  We,  when  we  run  a license  plate  on  a vehicle,  it,  it,  and  it,  it  runs  properly,  assuming  the 
computer’s  working  properly,  whether  or  not  the  vehicle’s  stolen,  it’ll  give  you  the,  the 
registered  owner’s  driver’s  license  information;  the  first  registered  owner’s  driver’s  license 
information.  Maybe  if  they’re  valid  or  revoked  or  whatever.  Um,  it  also  give  MINCIS, 
Minnesota  warrants,  warrant  checks,  and  then  NCIC  warrants... 

DH  (inaudible) 

JS  ...  (inaudible)  the  first  registered  owner  on  the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  So  those  are  things,  and,  and  sometimes  maybe  I’ll,  before  I approach  the  vehicle  I’ll  just 
additionally  take  dr,  run  the  driver’s  license  of  that  registered  owner,  assuming  the  driver  is 
possible  (inaudible)  then  1,  I know.  He’s  been  arrested  for  DW1  five  times  so  that  might  be 
another  additional  check  (inaudible)  but  not  always. 

DH  Okay.  So  back  to  the,  the  permit  to  carry.  There’s  no  standard  practice  is  there,  that  you 
teach?  This  is  exactly  how  you  deal  with  somebody... 

JS  No. 

DH  ...when  they  have  a permit? 

JS  I wish  there  was  but  there  isn’t. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  Wish  there  was. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  now  I referenced  earlier  about  firearms  as  a last  resort,  I found  it. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  It’s  in  the  2014... 

JS  Okay. 

DH  ...there  it  is  right  there. 

JS  Okay. 

DH  Um,  can  you  talk  to  us  about  that? 

JS  An  officer  is... 

DH  What  those  teaching  points  are?  Now  they  were  in,  this  is  in  2014  but  it’s  been  removed  it 
looks  in  2015... 

JS  Okay. 

DH  ...and  2016. 

JS  And  what  I,  I have  these  power  points  and  what  I do  a lot  of  the  time  especially  now  that  our 
department  policy  isn’t  actually  on-line... 

DH  Um-hm. 

JS  ...  I’ll  li-,  literally  pull-it  up  on  line  and  go  from  there  just  so  it’s  not  in  this,  it’s  more  in  the,  this 
is  how  I’m  gonna  look  it  up  if  I need  to  look  it  up...

This  is 
in  regards  to  BCA  Case  number  42,  correction  2016-433.  Jim  ah,  I appreciate  you  coming 
down. 

JS  Um-hmm. 

CO  I’m  gonna  show  this  to  you  and  ah  counselor  it’s  ah  uh,  criminal  investigation  warning  I’d  like 
ya  ta,  just  I just  kinda  wanna  reiterate  to  you  that  we  are  conducting  a criminal  investigation 
warning  ah  that  your  presence  here  is  voluntary.  Urn,  and  if  you  wouldn’t  mind  just  taking  a 
moment  or  so  to  review  that  with  counsel  and  then  if  you  agree  with  it,  would  you  sign  it  and 
I’ll  have  your  counselor  uh,  sign  it  as  a witness. 

(background  noise) 

CO  I’ll  leave  those  with  you. 

JS  Okay  alright. 

CO  Thank  you.  So  I’m  just  gonna  go  through  some  biological  information.  Uh,  Officer  James 
South  ah  3301  Silver  Lake  Road,  um  Saint  Anthony,  Minnesota  55418.  Is  that  address  for 
the  police  department? 

JS  Yes. 

CO  Okay.  And  the  phone  number  of  the  PD  is  6-1-2-7-8-2-3-3-5-0,  is  that  correct? 

JS  That’s  correct. 

CO  What  is  your  POST  number? 

JS  1-8-3-5-4. 

CO  Okay.  And  your  badge  number? 

JS  1-4-3. 

CO  And  you’ve  been  employed  ah  with  the  Saint  Anthony  Police  Department  since... 
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JS  October  of  2005. 

CO  Continuously? 

JS  Yes. 

CO  Prior  to  that  were  you  employed  with  any  other  law  enforcement  agencies? 

JS  No,  I was  not. 

CO  Okay.  We’re  gonna  go  through  this  interview  will  be  shorter  than  last  one  in  case  you’re 
wondering. 

JS  Um-hmm. 

CO  Urn,  but  I we’ve  got  some  questions  that  we're  gonna  ask  you  urn,  my  partner  and  I and  uh, 
maybe  Agent  Kane  might  chime  in  ah  with  an  occasional  question  here.  Before  I get  started 
do  you  have  any  questions  for  me  about  this  process? 

JS  Not  that!... 

CO  Okay. 

JS  ...  have  at  this  point  in  time  now. 

CO  Okay.  You’ve  read,  you  understood  the  warning,  you  signed  it  urn,  and  are  you,  it’s  my 

understanding  you’re  not  a use  of  force  instructor,  is  that  right? 

JS  That’s  correct,  i am  not. 

CO  Okay.  You  do  provide  some  training,  is  that  correct? 

JS  Ah  yes  ! do. 

CO  To  the  department? 

JS  Yes. 

CO  Okay.  What  is  your  specific  role  uh,  in  that? 

JS  I am  a uh,  I’m,  I’m  a CIT  Trainer  so  urn  training  in  de-escalation  techniques. 

CO  Okay.  And  can  you  uh,  articulate  for  me  what,  what  that  entails  or  what  does  that  involve? 

JS  Well  crisis  intervention  training,  it’s  uh  it’s  kinda  based  um,  mostly  for  mental  he],  people  in 

mental  health  crisis. 

CO  Um-hm. 

JS  Um,  so  you  go  to  a situation  and  some  of  you  could  definitely  tell  somebodies  not  in  their 

right  state  of  mind  and  it’s  a way  of  try  in’  ta  get  them  to  the  point  where  you  can  get  them  to 
the  hospital  and  get  them  the  help,  help  that  they  need.  That’s  the,  that’s  the  core  of  the,  of 
the  CIT  Model  is  crisis  intervention  training.  Um,  and  but  it  can  be  used  you  know  outside  of 
just  people  with,  with  mental  health  issues. 

CO  Okay,  so  it  has  applications  to  um,  other  non-diagnosed  mentally  ill. 

JS  i use  them  with  my  daughter. 

CO  Okay. 

(everyone  laughs). 

JS  She’s  fifteen.  Sometimes  it’s,  comes  in  helpful. 
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CO  Have  you  been  te-,  what  period  of  time  have  you  been  uh,  teaching  that  uh? 

JS  Urn,  to  be  honest  I just  got  certified  in  in  uh,  April  of  this  year. 

CO  Okay,  so  2016. 

JS  Yes,  April  of  2016  I uh  completed  my  um  train  the  trainer  um  training  through  the  Barbara 
Schneider  Foundation. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  And  um  so  this  was  actually  the  first  training  I did  and  it  was,  it  wasn’t  a full,  full  on  um  CIT 
training  uh  full  CIT  training  is  40  hours. 

CO  Correct. 

JS  Uh,  I only  did  uh,  uh  two  hour  presentation  on  just  kind  of  the  bare  bones  basics  of  de- 
escalation. 

CO  I don’t  wanna  put  words  in  your  mouth  but  was  that  just  sort  of  an  overview  then?  Is  that 
uh... 

JS  Uh,  a very  small,  yeah,  yeah  it  was  a quick  kind  of  this  is  kind  of  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  what 
this  is  about  um  and  then  you  know  obviously  we’re  working  towards  getting  more  fully 
involved  training  in  the  future  here. 

CO  And  I’m  just  curious  is  this  something  uh  that  was  brought  forward  by  you  or  is  this  uh  a 
need  that  the  department  uh  did  they  send  you  to  become  certified  in  this  uh? 

JS  Yes,  this  has  been  uh  um  something  that’s  been  on  the  radar  for  a while  and  um  when  the 
opportunity  came  around  for  me  to  become  a trainer  um  we  jumped  on  that.  I was  originally 
gonna  go  um  back  in  November  but  because  of  my  family  schedule  and  things  going  on  I 
couldn’t  go  to  that  training  in  November  to  be  certified  in  that  point  in  time  so  I had  to  push  I 
back  to  push  it  back  to  April. 

CO  This  is  something  you  volunteered  for  and  uh  as  supposed  to  being  ordered  to  do? 

JS  Yes,  absolutely. 

CO  I understand.  Do  you  recall  uh  during  this  year’s  training,  cuz  you’ve  only  done  it  once, 
right? 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  Look  at  some  training  record  it  appears  as  though  Officer  Yanez  was  present  in  the  class  uh 
is  that  right?  Do  you  have  any  memory  of  that? 

JS  Uh,  I believe  so,  yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  (inaudible) 

CO  Is  there  anything  uh  let’s  go  back  a little  bit.  The  two  hour  overview,  what,  without  going  into 
the  entire  two  hours  can  you  just  in  detail,  in  bullet  point  form  kind  a tell  me  what  you  shared 
with  uh  the  trainees. 

JS  Sure,  um  uh  I started  off  with  uh  just  kind  of  a basic  overview  of,  of  trauma  and  what,  what 
trauma  is.  Um,  you  know  kind  of  life  events,  you  know  different  life  events  can  cause  people 
to  have  trauma  in  their  life  um  and  cause  them  to,  their  personalities  to  change  and  what 
not,  especially  sometimes  if  you  mental  illness  it  kind  a heightens  things  and  makes  things 
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worse.  Um,  so  that  1 was  kind  of  the  that  was  the  short  part,  portion  of  it  um  just  kind  of  do 
that  overview  of  trauma  and  then  I went  into  um  kind  of  de-escalation  strategies  and  how 
you  go  about  um  getting  somebody  to  the  point  where  you  get  them  cooperative  and,  and 
get  them  possibly  go  to  the  hospital  or  whatever  part  of  that  is  um  part  of  that  is  the  if  you 
sell  your  behavioral  change  scale  which  is  um  you  know  your  active  listening  skills  and  then 
um  showing  empathy  and  then  building  rapport  and  then  um  you  know  eventually  getting  to 
the  behavioral  change  and  all  the  different  steps  in  each  one  of  those  categories  that  you 
need  to  do  in  order  to  get  to  the  point  where  you  can  get  the  person  to,  to  get  some 
behavioral  change. 

CO  So  did  you  talk  about  those  steps  and  how  to  get  uh  how  to  initiate  uh  those  steps  or? 

JS  Yes  um  I did  and  um  1 also  advised  everybody  that’s  not  always  a hundred  percent.  You 

can’t  always  do  it  and  depending  on  the  situation  it’s,  sometimes  you  don’t  have  time  to  do  it 
sometimes  the  person  isn’t  gonna  be  willing  to  um  you  know  or  in  the  in  state  of  mind  to  do 
it.  I just  had  a situation  two  weeks  ago,  a guy  was  high  on  acid  and  pep  and  I went  in  there 
and  tried  to  start  having  conversation  with  him  and  he  was  to  the  point  where  I mean  he 
wasn’t  hearing  anything  I was  saying  and  anything  that  was  coming  out  of  his  mouth  wasn’t 
making  any  sense  and  he  was  so  out  of  control  that,  that  it  wasn’t  an  option. 

CO  He  was  incoherent? 

JS  Yeah,  I mean  so  it’s  not  a hundred  percent,  you  can’t  you  know  use  it  in  every  situation, 
every  situation  it’s  not  applicable  to. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  But  it’s,  it’s  another  tool  that  we  can  have  in  our  tool  belt  to  use. 

CO  Okay.  Want  to  talk  about  department  training  uh  just  a little  bit  here. 

JS  Okay. 

CO  You’ve  been  uh  with  this  department  since  2005,  is  that  right? 

JS  That’s  correct. 

CO  Okay.  Have  you  attended  uh  specific  training  uh  labeled  as  bullet  proof  mind  training? 

JS  I have  not. 

CO  Okay.  Can  you  speak  to  what  that  is? 

JS  I don’t  have  any  knowledge  of  it  at  all. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  i never  looked  into  it,  never  read  about  it. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  I don’t  know  anything  about  it. 

CO  Have  you  uh  received  any  training  uh  officer  survival,  street  survival? 

JS  I did  go  to  a street  survival  school,  yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  I don’t  remember  what  year  that  was. 

CO  It  wasn’t  recent? 
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JS  No. 

CO  Okay.  Can  you  speak  uh  do  you  recall  any  of  what  was  taught? 

JS  Um,  very,  very  sketchy  to  me,  I,  I to  be  honest  I really  don’t  remember  a lot  of  it. 

CO  Sure. 

JS  Um,  that  was  a big  giant  room  with  probably  a hundred  different  people  in  it. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Um,  you  know  just  I,  I guess  it  was  just  being  you  know  um  vigilant  more  than  anything  it’s 
kind  of  what  I got  out  of  it. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Making  sure  you’re  vigilant  with  everything  that  you’re  doing  and  seeing  things,  paying 
attention  to  you  know  different  officers  other  factors. 

CO  So,  I realize  you’re  not  a use  of  force  trainer  and,  and  uh  but  I do  have  a couple  questions 
about  that  training  you’ve  received. 

JS  Um-hm. 

CO  Uh  specifically  with  regard  to  uh  initiating  traffic  stops  um  do  you  recall  any  specific  training 
you’ve  uh  received  from  while  you  were  at  St  Anthony  PD  with  respect  to  either  squad 
positioning  or  the  positioning  of  the  officer  once  the  stop  is  made  or  uh  protocols  prior  to  a 
traffic  stop? 

JS  Um,  you  know  prior  to  traffic  stop  we  always  call  out  on  it  our  channel,  um  we  let  our 

partners  know  hey  this  is  where  we’re  at,  this  is  where  we’re  gonna  stop  the  vehicle  uh  just 
so  they  know  where  we  are  uh  cuz  we  are  one  man  squads.  Um,  as  far  as  the  training  goes 
and  FTO  I mean  when  I went  through  skills  you  know  1 had  a,  a traffic  stops  portion  of  my 
skills  program  and  um  when  I got  into  FTO  I used  those  things  that  I learned  in  skills  and 
nobody  corrected  me  and  said  no  this  is  the  way  we  do  it  or  you  know  uh  as  far  as  squad 
positioning  goes  that  was  kind  of  they  were  okay  with  how  I was  doing  it  based  on  how  I 
learned  it  when  I was  in  skills.  So  I,  nobody’s  ever  corrected  me  as  to  you  know  how  to 
position  my  squad  for  a traffic  stop. 

CO  And  that’s  not,  as  far  as  you  can  remember  not  incorporated  uh  as  a big  component  in  the 
training  from  St  Anthony.  I mean  beyond  the  FTO  this  isn’t  something  that  is  taught 
annually,  uh? 

JS  No,  no. 

CO  Alright.  Uh  have  you  had  a chance  to  uh  view  the  traffic  stop,  traffic  uh  video  from  Officer 
Yanez’  stop? 

JS  1 have  not  seen  it. 

CO  Okay.  Have  you  had  occasion  to  speak  with  Yanez  uh  about  this  event  or  incident? 

JS  Nope. 

CO  Okay.  Have  you  spoken  with  Yanez  uh  since  the  event? 

JS  I have  spoken  to  him  yes. 

CO  Okay. 
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JS  (inaudible)  about  this. 

CO  Not  about  (inaudible) 

JS  Absolutely  not. 

CO  Okay.  Go  ahead. 

DH  Are  you  one  of  the  FTOs?  Are  you  a Field  Training  Officer? 

JS  I am  not  a FTO. 

DH  You’re  not.  Urn,  when  you  went  through  FTO  or  since  the  time  that  you  went  through  field 
training  which  was  the  first  year,  right,  that  you  got  hired? 

JS  Yeah,  well  the  first,  yeah  four  months  (inaudible) 

DH  Or  since  then  have  you  had  any  or  has  the  department  given  you  any  formal  training  on  how 
to  deal  with  a person  that  has  a permit  to  carry  or? 

JS  Uh,  no  formal  training,  no. 

DH  Has  there  been  formal  training? 

JS  Urn,  there  may  have  been  you  know  it’s  hard  for  me  to  remember  if  there  was  any  informal 
training  or  not  you  know  by  a you  know  sometimes  we  do  what  you  know  watch  web  videos 
and  stuff  like  that. 

DH  Yeah. 

JS  That  makes  you  know  get  from  a supervisor  hey  watch  this  or  whatever  but  I can’t 

remember  specifically  urn  any  training  as  I said  there  wasn’t  or  maybe  there  was  I,  I,  I don’t 
specifically  remember  anything. 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  have  you  ever  stopped  anybody  that’s  told  you  that  they’ve  got  a permit  to  carry? 

JS  Yes. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  that? 

JS  Sure,  urn  you  know  it  happens,  it  doesn’t  happen  all  the  time  but  does  happen  occasionally 
um  it,  it  depends  on  the  person  that  you’re,  you’re  stopping.  I’ve  had  people  that  say,  hey 
just  so  you  know  I’m  armed.  They  already  have  their  id  and  their,  you  know  permit  to  carry  in 
their  hand  on  the  steering  wheel. 

DH  Okay. 

JS  They  hand  that  to  me  and  I say  okay  where,  where’s  your  weapon  and  they’ll  tell  me  and  uh 
the  two  incidents  that  I can  remember  you  know  vividly  in  my  head  both  of  the  people  in  the 
car  said,  sir  if  it’ll  make  you  feel  safer  you  can  go  ahead  and  disarm  me.  Um,  and  then  we 
can  go  about  the  traffic  stop  um  and  I was  totally  okay  with  that.  Uh  I do  remember  one 
situation  where  the  guy  had  the,  had  his  weapon  in  his  center  console. 

DH  Yep. 

JS  And  so  at  that  point  in  time  I said  um  it  make  me  feel  more  comfortable  if  you’d  mind 

stepping  out  and  walking  to  the  back  of  the  car  that  way  we  can  separate  you  from  your 
weapon  and  we  won’t  have  any  issues  and  he’s  like  absolutely  no  problem  um  so  it,  I guess 
it  just  kinda  depends  on  the  situation  um  but  all  the  situations  that  I’ve  had  they’ve  been 
pretty  compliant  always  have  their  ID  and  their  permit  to  carry  ready  and  waiting  for  me 
when  they... 
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DH  Okay. 

JS  ...when,  when  I walk  up  to  the  car. 

DH  Okay  but,  but  that  you  can  recall  there’s  been  no  formal  training  on  how  to  handle  that? 

JS  No. 

DH  Okay.  U 

JS  Not  that  I can  remember  anyway. 

DH  Okay.  I don’t  have  anything  else.  Do  wanna,  can  you  give  us  a minute. 

CO  Yeah,  just  need  to  caucus  for  a minute  and  if  you  guys  uh... 

??  Yeah. 

CO  ...  would  be  so  kind  I’ll  call  you  back  here  in  just  a couple  minutes,  (inaudible)  time  now  is 
uh  1157. 

CO  Okay  we’re  back  on  the  record  now.  Time  is  uh  1201.  Welcome  back.  A couple  follow  up 
questions  Jim. 

JS  Sure. 

CO  Urn,  so  we  noticed  some  of  the  uh  training  slides  um  some  of  these  PERF  slides  are 

comingled  with  de-escalate  uh  is  that  a part  of  what  you’re  teaching  and  I got  you  queued  up 
to  the  right  spot  here.  Actually,  no,  yeah  so  here’s  a PERF  slide  uh  that  talks  about  de- 
escalation.  Are  these  materials  that  you’re  familiar  with  or  part  of  the... 

JS  This  isn’t  part  of  my  training... 

CO  Okay. 

JS  ...that  I give,  no. 

CO  Okay,  which... 

JS  I think  you  guys  should  have  a copy  the  training... 

CO  Right. 

JS  ...  that  I did,  right? 

DH  So. 

JS  This  isn’t  anything  that  I’ve  um. 

DH  So  this  is  all  stuff  that  was  done  by  the  Use  of  Force  instructors?  Cuz  this  is  actually  their 
power  point. 

JS  Yeah  this  doesn’t,  this  is  nothing  that  I’ve  put  together  nor  this  is  has  anything  to  do  with  um, 
with  what  1,  what  1 teach. 

CO  Okay.  So  if  we  uh  if  there  was  a slide  in  there  that  talked  about  the  sanctity  of  life  um  as  it 
relates  to  de-escalation  perf  that’s  not  really  in  your  purview. 

JS  Thats  no. 

CO  Okay.  And  it’s  your  uh  sounds  like  your  training  is,  is  very  specific  to  mental  health  and  has 

applications  maybe  in  other  situations  but  it’s  predominately  directed  towards  mentally  ill 
people? 
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JS  Correct.  I mean  that’s,  that’s  kind  of  the  basis  of  the  whole  uh  idea  of  the  of  the,  of  the  CIT 
model. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Urn  however  you  know  it  does  have  some  other  applications. 

CO  Alright  and  you’re,  you  received  the  training,  the  40  hours  and  the  certification  to  teach.  Is 

that  right? 

JS  Correct. 

CO  That’s  additional  training? 

JS  Yep  and  I’m  also  urn  I’m  also  certified  coach  which  wasn’t,  in  the  additional  trainings  so 
when  they  have  trainings  um  they  do  urn  scenario  based  training  so  they  have  a 
professional  actors  come  in  who  train  to  um  kind  of  mirror  what  mental  health  people  in 
crises  look  like  so  when  they  do  these  trainings  I’m  a coach  so  when  the,  when  the  student 
goes  in  to  kind  a do  the  scenario  I’m  there  to  kind  of  assist  them  and  help  teach  them  how  to 
better  um  use  the  skills  that  they’re  learning  in  class. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Um... 

CO  Perfect.  What  is  your  uh  relationship  with  Officer  Yanez?  How  would  you  characterize  it? 

JS  My  co-worker. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Um  I would  consider  him  my  friend.  Um  l don’t  spend  a lot  of  time  with  him. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Um,  he  lives  in  one  area  of  the  metro  I live  way  far  away  so  I mean  there’s  not  really  an 

opportunity  to  get  together  outside  the  home.  I think  we’ve  gone  fishing  a couple  times  in  the 
middle  of  the  night  but. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  You  know  he’s  a,  he’s  a friend  but  not  somebody  that  I’m  really  close  to. 

CO  Okay.  So  you  have  seen  him  socially  just  not  with  any  regularity  or  frequency? 

JS  No. 

CO  Okay.  Alright  um  have  you  gone  out  socially  with  him  since  this  uh  incident? 

JS  No. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  I had  him,  I had  him  and  his  wife  and  child  over  my  house  for  dinner  one  night.  My  wife  and  I 

did. 

CO  Okay.  Since  the  event  or? 

JS  Yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

JS  Since  the  event  and  that  was  it. 

\ 
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CO  Alright.  I think  1 asked  you  this  earlier  but  I just  want  to  be  clear.  You  have  not  discussed  any 
of  the  details  of  the  event  with  him? 

JS  No,  no  my  family’s  around  1,  no,  there’s  no  way  I’m  gonna  do  that  and  plus  I,  it’s  just  not 
ethical. 

CO  I understand. 

DH  1 don’t  have  anything  else. 

CO  Alright,  no  more  questions? 

JS  No. 

CO  Alright ! appreciate  you  coming  in  we’re  gonna  end  this  statement  now,  it  is  1204  hours.

JiK  Aw,  just  over  two  years  now,  since  fall  of  2014. 

CO  Okay.  Did  you  receive  any  specific  training,  uh,  to  become  a use  of  force  instructor  and  if  so 
what  was,  what  was  that  training? 

JK  Urn,  I’ve  been  certified  as  an  instructor  in  Taser,  and  Asp. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  As  far  as  what  is  applied  with  our  department. 

CO  Okay.  And  is  your  training  specific  to  those  two  areas? 

JK  Yes  it  is. 

CO  Okay.  Do  you  have  any  role  in  uh,  uh,  being  a firearms  instructor  or  uh,  defensive  tactics  or 

anything  else  or  is  it  just  limited  to  those  two? 

JK  Uh,  defensive  tactics  as  well  but  not  firearms. 

CO  Okay.  All  right.  And  we  have  uh,  several  years  of  uh,  use  of  force  training  materials  as  a part 
of  this  investigation,  and  we’ve  noted  that  occasionally  there’s  modifications  or  changes  that 
occur  from  one  year  to  the  next.  Urn,  what  is  your  role,  if  any,  in  that  process? 

JK  Officer  Sroga  is  the  lead  use  of  force  instructor.  He  puts  together  all  the  materials.  Um,  and  I 
pretty  much  teach  just  based  off  of  laser’s  materials  and  Asp’s  materials. 

CO  Okay.  All  right.  So  you  wouldn’t  be  making  any  changes  unless  it  was  specific  to  those  two 
categories? 

JK  Correct,  and  that  would  still  go  through  Officer  Sroga. 

CO  All  right.  He  would  have  to  give  it  the  final  blessing? 

JK  Correct. 

CO  All  right.  So  for  two  years  uh,  your  officers  that  received  training  sign-off  as  being  present, 
usually  put  their  POST  or  something  like  that. 

JK  Signature,  sign  in  date,  yeah. 

CO  Okay.  All  right.  So  with  respect  to  uh,  training,  have  you  received  any  training  on  traffic 

stops,  specifically.  Uh,  either  positioning  protocols  um,  uh,  at,  while  at  St.  Anthony  PD.  And 
I’m  sure  you  did  in  skills,  um. 

JK  I did  in  skills  and  then  through  the  FTO  process  in  St.  Anthony. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  So  and  that’s  approximately  12  to  16  weeks  of  training. 

CO  So  uh,  do  you,  uh,  who  was  your  FTO?  Your  primary  FTO? 

JK  My  primary  FTO  was  Officer  Sroga. 

CO  Okay.  And  is,  can  you  articulate  the  training  you  received  with  respect  to  traffic  stops  um, 

both  with  the  positioning  of  vehicles  and  uh,  officer,  uh,  as  it  related  to  that  training  your 
received. 

JK  Okay.  Um,  you  know  we’re  taught  to  initiate  a traffic  stop  when  we  feel  it’s  in  a safe  area  to 
do  so.  Position  the  squad  just  kind  of  offset  to  the  uh,  subject  vehicle.  Approach  and 
typically  stand  behind  what’s  called  the  B-pillar  which  is  the  pillar  right  behind  the,  right  in 
between  the  driver’s  door  and  rear  passenger’s  door  if  there  is  one.  Um,  make  contact  with 
the  driver.  Identify  why  you  stopped  the  driver  and  so  on. 
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CO  Okay.  And  then  with  respect  to  the  traffic  stop  or  the  location,  you’re,  you’re  cognizant  of  the 
following  uh  safety  concerns  right  (inaudible). 

JK  Correct. 

CO  What,  what  are  the  things  that  are  contemplated  when  picking  a position  to  stop  a vehicle? 

JK  Vehicle  over  all  safety  for  the  person  and  the  officer  as  far  as  not  getting  struck  by  another 

vehicle. 

CO  Okay.  And  with  respect  to  where  you’re  standing,  in  relation  uh,  uh,  where  you’re  physically 
standing,  uh  what  are  the  considerations  uh,  that  you’re  contemplating  in  picking  that 
position  behind  the  B-pillar. 

JK  Uh,  we’re  taught  in  skills  primarily  that’s  where  most  of  the  stuff  was  kinda  ingrained  in  ya,  to 
stand  behind  the  B-pillar  just  for  officer  safety  if  someone  does  decide  to  grab  at  ya  or  has  a 
weapon  it’s  generally  a safe  area  for  you. 

CO  Okay.  And  just  ta,  just  so  I’m  clear,  there’s  no  specific  training  that  you  can  recall  that  you 
received  at  St.  Anthony  PD  with  respect  to  urn,  traffic  stops? 

JK  Not  how  ta,  not  how  to  exactly  do  a traffic  stop.  It’s,  it’s  all  kind  of,  you  watch  specific  officers 
and  you  pick  things  that  you  like  from  so-and-so  and  so-and-so  and  you  make  it  your  own. 

CO  Okay.  Personalized  your  approach  is  what  you’re  saying. 

JK  Correct. 

CO  Have  you  uh,  you  attended  a fair  amount  of  training  since,  you’ve  been  in  St.  Anthony  is  that 
right? 

JK  Correct. 

CO  And  uh,  have  you  attended  anything  called  Bullet  Proof  Mind? 

JK  Not  that  I can  recall. 

CO  Okay.  So  I’m  guessing  uh,  you  can’t  speak  to  what  that  training  consists  of  or  can  you? 

JK  I cannot,  no. 

CO  Okay.  All  right.  Have  you  attended  urn,  training  specifically  called  Officer  Survival? 

JK  Not  ringin’  any  bells. 

CO  It’s  a 20  hour  course. 

JK  Uh,  l don’t,  I don’t  think  so.  Not  that  I recall. 

CO  Okay.  Street  Survival? 

JK  I don’t  believe  so. 

CO  You  have  attended  something  internally  here  at  St.  Anthony,  de-escalation  uh,  uh,  as  part  of 
your  use  of  force  training  right? 

JK  Correct. 

CO  Okay.  Can  you  recall  what  that  consisted  of? 

JK  Uh,  just  to  be  clear,  is  that  urn,  are  we  speaking  to  what  Officer  South... 

CO  Yes. 

JK  ...teaches?  Okay.  Um,  it  speaks  about  take  into  consideration  urn,  EDP  calls,  emotionally 
disturbed  persons,  and  how  to  de-escaiate  situations.  How  to  you  know,  build  rapport  with 
people,  and  empathize  and  try  to  find  out  as  much  as  you  can  and  not  just  jumping  to 
conclusions  about  why  they’re  acting  the  way  they  are. 
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CO  Okay.  How  ‘bout  uh,  the  other  de-escalation  uh,  have  you  received  any  training  uh,  by 
someone  other  than  South  with  respect  to  de-escalation? 

JK  Um,  I think  we  talked  about  it,  you  know,  generally  during  use  of  force.  I,  I can’t  recall 
specifics. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  Um,  and  I also  did  a,  a course  in  college  that  was  an  entire  semester  on  pol-,  police 
emergency  response  procedures. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  So  and  that  touched  on  de-escalation  (inaudible). 

CO  And  is  that,  once  force  has  been  initiated  or  approaching  a situation  that  force  may  be 
required  or  both? 

JK  It’s  um,  while  approaching  a situation  and  determining  you  know  whether  or  not  you’re 
gonna  have  to  use  force  and  try  to  de-escalate  things  prior  to  using  force. 

CO  Okay.  But  you  haven’t  provided  any  specific  training  to  your  department  uh,  on,  on  the  topic 
or  course  work  from  college. 

JK  I have  not,  no. 

CO  Okay.  Have  you  uh,  spoke  with  Officer  Yanez  since  this  incident? 

JK  I have. 

CO  Okay.  Several  times? 

JK  Uh,  yes. 

CO  Okay.  Have  you  and  he  spoken  uh  specifically  about  the  event  or  the  details  of  the  event? 
JK  Officer  Yanez  and  I had  a debriefing,  an  official  debriefing. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  And  uh,  we  have  spoken  about  events  during  the  debriefing. 

CO  Okay.  When  did  that  take  place? 

JK  Um,  I can’t,  I can’t  give  you  an  exact  date,  um,  it  was  with  a,  a licensed  psychologist  or 
psychiatrist. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  And  that  was  set  up  by  uh,  uh,  Sergeant  Brian  Casey  with  St.  Paul. 

CO  Yes.  Okay.  That  was  sorta  contemporaneous  to  the  event  or  was  it  months  later? 

JK  An  estimate,  maybe  4 to  6 weeks,  I don’t  recall  exactly. 

CO  Okay.  All  right. 

JP  There  was  just  the  two  of  you  there  or? 

JK  Just  (inaudible)  just  uh,  Yanez,  myself,  and  the,  the  psychologist  or  psychiatrist. 

CO  So  Sergeant  Casey  didn’t  participate,  he  helped  uh  facilitate  it. 

JK  Correct.  He  recommended  um,  a psychologist  that  he  had  become  familiar  with  through  his 
profession  and  his  career  and  he  recommended  one  to  me  and  that's  who  I sought  out. 

CO  Okay. 
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DH  So  you,  you  do  some  training  or  assist  with  the  uh,  the  defensive  tactics? 

JK  Yes. 

DH  What  certification  have  you  got  for  doing  that  training? 

f 

JK  I’m  certified  as  a,  a ground  control  tactics  instructor. 

DH  Okay  and  who  gave  you  that  training. 

JK  Uh  it  would’ve  been  dong  through  uh,  I,  I’d  have  to  look  at  my,  my  certification  um,  but  it’s  a 
POST,  it’s  156  hour  POST-accredited  course. 

DH  Okay.  Is  that  here  in  Minnesota  or... 

JK  Yes. 

DH  ...outside? 

JK  It  is  here  in  Minnesota. 

DH  Okay.  Was  it,  was  it  done,  do  you  remember  who  put  it  on? 

JK  It’s,  it’s  held  by  where  I do  Jujitsu.  Um... 

DH  Okay. 

JK  ...the  instructor  is  Damian  Hertz. 

DH  Okay. 

JK  So.  And  I'm  also  instructed  in  vascular  neck  restraint  but  we  don’t  teach  that,  (inaudible) 

DH  And  that’s  not  something  approved  that,  that’s  approved  for  use  in  St.  Anthony? 

JK  It’s  not,  no.  We  haven’t  approved  it.  It’s  not  in  our,  it’s  not  in  our  use  of  force  policy  or 

anything  like  that. 

CO  Is  it  neither  forbidden  or  is  it  even  addressed  or? 

JK  To  be  honest  with  ya,  I’d  have  ta  look  at  our,  our,  our  policy  in  general.  Um,  I’ve  tried  to  find, 
I’ve  tried  to  search  key  words  like  choke,  neck  restraint,  vascular,  and  I can’t  find  it  in  our 
policies  and  procedures.  So  I thought  it  was  in  there  but  I haven’t,  I haven’t  been  able  to 
locate  it  so. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  just  a couple  questions  then. 

JK  Um-hm. 

DH  Have  you  received  any  specific  training  or,  either  formal  or  informal,  about  how  to  handle  a 
traffic  stop  with  somebody  with  a firearm? 

JK  Uh,  other  than  skills,  and  just  discussing  it  and  going  through  scenarios  in,  in  FTO,  no.  No 
like  classes  on  it.  Or  certi-,  you  know  no  like  POST-accredited  courses  on  it  that  I can  recall. 

DH  Could  you  recall  what  they  taught  you  in  skills? 

JK  Uh,  you  know  safe  spot  to  pullover  vehicle  you  know,  approach,  where  to  stand,  and  that’s, 
that’s  pretty  much  it  so,  observe  and  that’s  it. 

DH  Specifically  a person  with  a permit  to  carry? 

JK  No. 

DH  No,  no,  no. 

JK  No. 
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DH  Okay. 

JK  Not  that  I can  recall. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  You  personally  had  uh  train  or  through  your  experience  had  occasion  to  puli  someone  over 
uh  with  a permit  to  carry  that  you  can  recall? 

JK  Urn,  I’ve  never  been  on  a,  a traffic  stop  where  I’ve  asked  somebody.  I mean  I’ve... 

CO  - Has  anybody  volunteered  a,  an  occupant  of  a vehicle  uh  either  driver  or  passenger  did  they 

have  permit  to  carry? 

JK  Not  that  I can  recall. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  No. 

CO  in  your  experience  has  anyone  ever  um  said  that  they  were  possessing  a firearm,  for 
example  if  you  pulled  over  an  officer? 

JK  Um,  I pulled  over  a couple  cops.  I don't  remember  if  they’ve  told  me  that  they  were  armed  or 
not. 

CO  Okay. 

DH  But  they  told  you  they  were  cops  right  away? 

JK  I just,  i could  tell  they  were  wearing  their  uniform  while  they  were  driving  home  so. 

DH  That’s  a,  that’s  a clear  sign. 

JK  Yeah,  usually,  usually  that  helps. 

(laughing) 

??  (inaudible) 

JK  That’s  what  I do. 

DH . You  also  mentioned  that  there  was  some  informal  training  about  the  permit  to  carry  stuff  in 
FTO?  Do  you  remember  what  that  consisted  of? 

JK  Um,  I don’t  recall  specifics.  Um,  just  um  if  somebody  does  say  that  they’re  possessing  a 
firearm  just  keep  their  hands  in  view,  you  know  don’t  touch  the  firearm. 

DH  Okay. 

JK  And  that’s,  that’s  pretty  much  all. 

CO  Uh  I have  nothing  further,  Agent  Kane  do  you  have  anything? 

KK  Naw  just  I guess  I just  have  one  about  verba!  commands  when  you’re  talking  to,  to 

somebody  that  you  stopped.  How  do  you  go  about  giving  commands  (inaudible)? 

JK  Um,  as  far  as  like  high  risk  stops  or  just  regular  traffic  stops  and  just  kind  a going  with  the 
flow? 

KK  I guess,  I know  that  there’s  always  like  a difference,  about  the  totality  of  the  circumstances. 

JK  Yeah. 

KK  (inaudible)  how  would  you,  if  you  were  requesting  somebody  to  do  something  for  you  how 
would  you  go  about  doing  that? 

JK  Uh,  usually  I’ll,  it’s  hard  to  say  like  specifically  without  like  running  through  a scenario  um  I 
typically  just  walk  up  and  tell  somebody  the  reason  I stopped  'em,  ask  for  their  id  and  proof 
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of  insurance  and  then  surprisingly  people  will  say,  do  you  mind  if  I reach  for  my  insurance  in 
the  glove  box  or  you  know  my  wallets  in  my  back  pocket  urn  they  reach  for  it  and  that’s 
pretty  much,  that’s  pretty  much  it  unless  you’re  on  a high  risk  stop  or  you’re  calling  someone 
out  at  gunpoint  for  a stolen  car  or  something. 

KK  Okay.  So  are  your  commands  pretty  clear  when  you  give  ’em  or  do  you? 

JK  I,  I would  think  so.  I haven’t  been,  I haven’t  been  questioned  a bunch  on  it  so. 

KK  ' Alright.  I’m  not  trying  to  lead  you  somewhere  I just  in  order  to  what’s  the  most  effective  way 
to  get  somebody  to  do  what  you’re  asking  them? 

JK  Ask  'em  politely  I guess. 

KK  Okay.  And  they  seem  to  understand  when  you  ask  ’em  for  a,  to  do  a task? 

JK  Yeah,  yep,  I don’t,  I don’t  have  a whole  lot  of  incidents  where  people  have  been  urn... 

DH  Uncooperative? 

JK  Uncooperative,  yeah  I mean  almost  everybody  gives  me  there,  there  stuff  upon  request. 

KK  If  somebody  told  you  that  they  had  a gun,  i know  that  you  said  that  you  haven’t  had  it  come 

up  yet  but  if  somebody  told  you,  hey  I have  a gun,  you  stopped  me  and  I said  I’m  not  law 
enforcement  right  now  I’m  just  a person  and  I said  I got  a CPL  what  would,  how  would  you 
handle  that  incident? 

JK  I would  probably  ask  'em  where  it  is  urn  tell  'em  to  keep  their  hands  on  the  steering  wheel 
wear  1 can  see  ’em  and  then  you  know  if  they  are  gonna,  if  they  have  to  reach  for  an  item 
that  I requested,  ask  'em  to  do  it  slowly  you  know  keep  the  other  hand  on  the  wheel  or 
whatever  just  move  slowly  and  make  sure  I can  see  your  hands  so  I don’t  feel  threatened  at 
all. 

KK  That’s  another  one  of  those  I’m  sure  that  it  depends  on  the  circumstances,  night,  day... 

JK  Absolutely. 

KK  ...highway,  street  and  stuff  but. 

‘ JK  Absolutely. 

KK  Is  that  something  that  you  just  probably  just  do  the  safest  way  possible?  Is  that... 

JK  Yep.  I mean  it’s  all  kinda  um  your  comfort  level  I guess  and  visibility  and  how  many  people 

are  in  the  car  and  how  many  things  are  you  watching  so  reason  for  the  stop. 

KK  Do  you  ever  do  anything  before  a stop  in  order  to  increase  or  decrease  your  comfort  level 
with  somebody? 

JK  Um,  occasionally  I’ll  req-,  I’ll  request  assistance  I mean  if  I see  somebody  swerving  i 

anticipate  I’m  gonna  be  on  field  sobriety  I’ll  have  another  officer  there  if  it’s  uh,  a warrant  or 
um  you  know  somebody  we  know  is  uncooperative  with  police,  yeah  I’ll  typically  request 
another  car. 

DH  Do  you  run,  and  maybe  what  he  was  getting  into  run  a license  plate  or... 

JK  Yeah. 

DH  ...registered  owner. 

JK  Oh  yeah  absolutely. 

KK  This  is  one  of  those  things  that  I’m  sure  it’s  probably  standard  so  you  don’t  even  think  about 
it  when  asked  but  do  you  do  things  like  that  in  order  to  get  kind  of  a background  on  who 
you're  about  to  face  or  (inaudible)? 
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JK  I don't  know  if  it’s  so  much  background  I mean  I don’t,  i don’t  run  people  driving  records 

typically  prior  to  approaching  the  vehicle  urn  but  yeah  I’ll  run  the  license  plate  to  find  out  you 
know  do  they  have  a warrant,  is  it  a stolen  car,  urn  you  know  sometimes  we’ll  get  an  alert 
saying  they’re  uh  hostile  towards  law  enforcement  so  yeah  I mean  the  more  you  know 
approaching  a vehicle  the  safer  in  my,  my  opinion  the  safer  you  are. 

CO  Uh  Joe  one  question... 

JK  Yeah. 

CO  ...I  neglected  to  ask,  have  you  had  an  occasion  to  review  any  of  the  squad  car  video  from 
this  date,  July  6th? 

JK  Not  the  squad  car  video,  no. 

CO  Have  you  seen  any  video  with  respect  to  this  event? 

JK  I've  seen  uh  portions  of  on  Diamond  Reynold’s  is  that  her  name,  I’ve  seen  portions  of  the 
ceil  phone  video. 

CO  Okay.  You  probably  saw  the  same  place  we  all  saw  it,  right? 

JK  Uh. 

CO  On  the  news  or? 

JK  Yeah  on  the  news  and... 

CO  Okay. 

JK  People  have  sent  it  to  me  so. 

CO  Urn,  do  you  have  any  knowledge  of  anyone  uh  that  may  have  a been  able  or  has  anyone 
viewed  that  squad  car  video  to  your  knowledge? 

JK  Not  that  I’m  aware  of  when  I,  when  I was  brought  back  to  the  PD  that  day  I was  pretty  much 
segregated  so  I don’t,  I know  that  urn  a couple,  couple  brass  members  I don’t  even  know 
which  ones  pulled  the  memory  card  from  the  squad  and  I don't  know  if  they  provided  it  to 
you  or  one  of  the  other,  one  of  the  other  agents  there  so. 

CO  Alright.  So  what  I’d  like  to  do  right  now  Joe  is  just  caucus  a momentarily  with  the  group  here 
if  you  wouldn’t  mind  you  and  Kim  can  step  out  and  I'll  call  you  back  in  here  in  a few  minutes. 

JK  Sure. 

CO  Okay.  The  time  now  is  1230. 

CO  Alright.  We’re  back  on  the  record  here.  The  time  is  1236  hours.  Thank  you  for  returning.  Just 
a couple  clarific  -,  uh  clarification  questions  Joe  um  this  de,  de-briefing  occurred  uh  with  a 
psychiatrist  or... 

JK  Psychologist  or  psychiatrist,  mental  health  professional. 

CO  Do  you  recall  who  that  person  was? 

JK  Um,  I just  called  her  doctor  Susan.  1 don’t... 

CO  Okay. 

JK  I think  it’s  in...  Minnetonka  maybe. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  I don’t,  J don’t  recall  exactly. 

CO  Um,  I’m  assuming  it  was  a female  doctor. 

JK  Yes. 
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CO  Urn... 

DH  Was  at  her  office? 

JK  I believe  so. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  Was  that,  was  that  both  of  you  gentlemen  talking  individually  or  collectively  uh  at  the  same 
time  or? 

JK  It  was  urn,  we  were  both  in  the  room  at  the  same  time. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  Urn,  talking  about  you  know  the  after  effects  of  it  you  know  how  we  feel,  how  it’s  affected  us 
how  it’s  affected  our  families  all  that  stuff. 

CO  It  was  the  topic  then  were  uh  kind  of  more  the  emotional  component  of  this.  Did  you  talk 
about  any  details  uh  about  this  specific  event? 

JK  We  talked  about  the  observations  that  day.  Urn,  talked  about  what  1 observed  being  the  uh 
the  backup  officer  on  it. 

CO  Okay. 

JK  And  um  my  partner  discussed  what  he  observed. 

CO  Okay.  And  before  I forget  did  um  so  its  Doctor  Susan  uh  you  gave  a statement  to  the  BCA. 
Have  you  given  any  sort  of  formal  account  or  informal  account  of  this  event  to  anyone 
besides  those  two? 

JK  I wouldn’t  say,  I wouldn’t  say  a whole  lot  other  than  just  you  know  a lot  of  people  see  me 

and  ask  me.  Um,  I say  !’m  pretty  much  just  a witness  I didn’t  really  have  anything  to  do  with 
of  what  transpired  other  than  being  a witness  and  standing  on  the  passenger  side  of  the  car, 
so. 

CO  Okay.  Did  you  provide  any  details  to  anyone? 

JK  No. 

CO  Uh,  okay. 

JK  Nope  I mean  everybody  seen  everything  on-line,  usually  people  are  asking  me  or  providing 
me  with  details  so. 

CO  Okay. 

JP  Do  you  know  if  the  thing  with  Doctor  Susan  was  recorded  in  anyway  or  memorialized  in 
anyway? 

JK  Not  that  I recall,  I don’t  recall  an  audio  recorder  or  anything.  I don't  even  think  she  takes 
notes. 

JP  Did  she,  was  the  purpose  to  write  a report  or  something  or? 

JK  No,  she  works,  she  works  um,  not  primarily  with  law  enforcement  but  um  with  a lot  of  law 

enforcement  officers  and  critical  incidents.  Um  so  I think  it  was  Brian  Casey,  Sergeant  Brian 
Casey  was  uh  I don’t  know  how  he  was  put  in  charge  of  kind  of  helping  the  department  with 
the  after-effects  of  everything  um  but  he  was  the  one  that  coordinated  it  so. 

JP  Did  the  department  pay  for  it  I suppose? 

JK  I would  assume  so.  I don’t  know.  I didn't,  no  1 didn’t  get  billed,  no. 

JP  And  (inaudible)  there  was  not  video  or  anything  like  that? 
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JK  No  there  was  no  video  camera  unless  she  has  hidden  cameras.  There  was  no  audio 
recorder  out  that  I was  aware  of  and  she  doesn’t  even  take  notes  so. 

JP  I guess  I think  it  was  asked  but  other  than  talking  to  the  BCA  and  today  and  Doctor  Susan, 
have  you  given  any  sort  of  debriefed  anybody  else? 

JK  No,  like  I said  I mean  I,  my,  my  people  will  ask  me  and  I'll  say  pretty  much  my,  my  whole 

involvement  was  being  a witness  and  standing  on  the  passenger  side  of  the  car.  You  know  l 
have  no  communication  with  the  driver.  I had  no  physical  interaction  with  the  driver.  So  my, 
my  involvement  was  that  of  a witness  so. 

CO  Alright,  I’ve  exhausted  my  questions.  Do  you  have  anything? 

DH  Yeah,  can  you  tell  us  about  what  your  personal  relationship  is  or  your  relationship  with 
Officer  Yanez?

together  in  fall  of  2006  or  2006  I’m  sorry  um  I can  tell  you  the  class  but  I don’t  remember  him 
being  in  the  class.  Um,  and  then  we  kind  a became  acquainted  through  just  the  genera! 
classes  in  the  law  enforcement  program.  We  probably  had  I don’t  know  maybe  four  or  five 
classes  together  maybe  more.  It’s  hard  to  recall. 

DH  Okay. 

JK  Um,  became  good  friends  and  after  graduating  skills  in  2010  we  stayed  in  touch.  We 

contacted  each  other  probably  I don’t  know  a few  times  a year,  saw  each  other  maybe  once 
or  twice  a year  and  then  it  was  actually  him  that  called  me  and  told  me  St  Anthony  was 
hiring  so. 

DH  Okay. 

JK  We,  I mean  we’re  still  good  friends  to  this  day. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  You  see  each  other  socially  and? 

JK  Yeah,  I mean  he  lives  up  in  the  north  metro  and  l live  in  the  south  metro  but  we  get  together 
maybe  twice  a year.

JM  Yes  that’s  correct. 

DH  And  you  represented  here  by  counsel  John  Marti  and  Shannon  Bjorklund.  Uh  also  present 
with  me  is  Senior  Special  Agent  Chris  Olson  also  with  the  BCA,  urn  Rick  Dusterhoft  with 
Ramsey  County  Attorney’s  Office,  uh  Jeff  Paulsen  with  the  US  Attorney’s  Office,  Kevin  Kane 
with  the  FBI.  Um  Mr.  Paulsen  and  Mr.  Kane  are  here  at  the  request  the  Ramsey  County 
Attorney’s  Office  um  and  we  just  wanna  make  sure  that  you  understand  this  is  a voluntary 
statement  on  your  part. 

JM  I do. 

DH  Okay.  Um  then  we’ll  get  started.  I,  I talked  to  you  before  we  scheduled  this.  I told  you  that 
we  wanted  you  to  come  in  because  in  the  past  you’ve  been  the  lead  of  thee  uh  Use  of  Force 
program  at  St.  Anthony. 

JM  That’s  correct. 

DH  And  you’re  now  the  current  lead;  the  chief? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  So  you  would  make  any  kinda  decisions  as  to  your  department’s  training? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  And  before  we  even  started  I,  I provided  you  with  a,  a criminal  investigative  warning? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  Which  you  are  able  to  review  with  your  counsel  and  you  understand  that? 

JM  1 do  understand  that. 
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DH  And  you  signed  it? 

JM  ! did  sign  it. 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  can  you  just  tell  us  about  your  experience  and  then  your  current  position  and 
what  other  positions  that  you’ve  held  with  St.  Anthony? 

JM  Want  me  to  start  from... 

DH  Sure. 

JM  ...day  one? 

DH  Yes. 

JM  I was  hired  back  in  January  of  1 995  with  my  starting  date  was  January  9th  and  i started  as 
Patrol  Officer  working  night  shift  and  as  I proceeded  through  field  training  and,  and  through 
uh  my  first  year  I was  uh  I eventually  got  into  that  second  year  and  became  a Crime 
Prevention  Officer  so  I was  dedicated  as  a Patrol  Officer  but  1 went  to  the  BCA’s  week  long 
Crime  Prevention  School  and  became  a Crime  Prevention  Officer.  1 was  assigned  to  uh  be 
that  police  department  liaison  with  the  city  of  Falcon  Heights  cuz  the  contract  for  Falcon 
Heights  actually  started  in  January  of  that  year  as  well. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  In  ’95  and  uh  roughly  a year  after  that  I uh  began  uh  was  selected  to  be  one  of  the  uh 

department’s  next  uh  Use  of  Force  instructors.  So  I became  that,  1 uh  started  that  process. 
One  of  my  first  classes  was  a week-long  instructor  and  development  class.  That  was 
actually  put  on  by  uh  then  Chief  Scott  Bechthold  with  1 believe  it  was  Brooklyn  Center  and 
then  uh  Special  Agent  Jeff  Luther  with  the,  with  the  BCA. 

DH  ’Kay. 

JM  Uh  1 actually  ended  up  having  two  one-week  Instructor  Development  classes  with  those  two 
gentlemen  over  the,  over  that  first  five  years  of  I’d  s'  I’ll  call  it  Instructor  Development  With 
Defensive  Tactics  Use  of  Force  instruction.  Urn  there  were  some  other  classes  that  I ended 
up  attending  as  well  with  all  ultimately  uh  1 became, ! took  over  the  do’  the  roll  of  uh  Use  of 
Force  Instructor  from  Ben,  was  he  at  the  time  Lieutenant?  If  not,  no  not  the  captain  at  the 
time  but  Lieutenant  Jeff  or  J’ John  Ohl. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  the  former  chief. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  I began,  l-l  picked  up  that  program  where  he  had  left  off  with  it  which  was,  it  was  very, 
very  ground  floor. 

DH  So  at  that  time  were  you  the  Lone  Ranger  then?  You... 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  ...you  did  all  the  training? 

JM  1 developed  the  training.  I paid  particular  attention  to  uh  the  Post  Board  mandates  for  Use  of 
Force  and  what  we,  what,  what  targets,  what  we  needed  to  hit. 

DH  Okay.  ' 

JM  Urn... 

DH  What  the  mandates  were? 

JM  ...  and  are  yearly  were,  yep  I paid  attention  to  you  know  how  I uh,  how  that  instructional 
process  could  be  delivered;  whether  it  was  via  watching  videos  or  giving  homework 
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assignments  or,  or  actual  classroom  instruction  or,  or  um  you  know  uh  roll  playing  type 
exercises  whatever. 

DH  Yeah. 

JM  You  know  whatever  everything  that  was  detailed  in  there  I,  I paid  particular  attention  to  uh 
what  those,  what  those  uh  requirements  were  and  then  I developed  a program  to  where  you 
know,  where  1 left  it  as  I,  as  I promoted  to  chief  uh... 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  ...  and  I left  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Officer  Jeremy  Sroga. 

DH  Okay.  Um  so  what  year  did  Jeremy  take  over  as  the  uh,  the  lead  instructor  I guess. 

JM  Let’s,  you  know  that,  that’s  a real  soft  my,  m’  my  best  answer  is  that’s  kind  of  a,  there’s  not 

real,  one  real  hard  date  that  okay  you  you’re  it,  Pm  done. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  It  was  a,  it  was  a transition  period  there  uh  from  the  time  he  started  taking  his  first  entry  level 
class  and  Use  of  Force.  You  know  it,  one  thing  I recognized  through  my  uh,  my  progression 
through  being  a Use  of  Force  instructor  is  that  just  because  you  go  through  that  first,  that 
first  ah  one-week  Use  of  Force  Instructor  Development  class  you’re  just  not,  you’re,  you’re 
not  all  of  a sudden  the  guy.  It  takes  not  only  time  ah  in,  in  those  types  of  classes;  those  in, 

in  development  classes,  but  it  also  takes  time  honing  in  those  auxiliary  classes  whether  it’s 

let  say  you  know  something  that  wouldn’t  necessarily  entail  a week  long  instructor  class 
environment.  Maybe  it’s  a two-day  class  and  asks  certification. 

DH  ‘Kay  so  I think  what  you’re  telling  me  is  that  you,  over  a period  of  time  a new  instructor 
■ coming  in  would  not  be  just  giving  the,  the  leash  and  said  so  here  you  go? 

JM  Wouldn’t  be  given  the  keys... 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  ...on  one  day  and  say  that  you’re  it  so. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  It  was  a,  it  was,  it’s  been  a progression  in  transition  to  the  point  where  of  uh  Officer  Joe 
Kauser  is  transitioned  in  to  be  with  Jeremy... 

DH'  Okay. 

JM  ...and  then  i ultimately  transitioned  out. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  When  I became  the  chief.  * 

DH  Okay  so  if  there’s,  if  there’s  any  changes  that  get  made  to  the  training;  any,  any  additions, 

subtractions,  now  I wanna  go  all  the  way  back  to  when  you  were  doing  it,  did  you  run  that  by 

anybody? 

JM  Yeah.  That  was  run  by  the,  that  was  run  by  the  command  staff. 

DH  Okay  so  the  changes... 

JM  Ultimately  with  the  chief. 

DH  And  has  that  changed  now  or  is  that  still  the  same  process? 

JM  Same  process. 

DH  So  Jeremy  wants  to  change  something,  add  something,  take  something  out,  that  still  has  to 
be  approved  by  you? 
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JM  Right 

DH  For,  for  your  entire  staff? 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  Okay.  So  how  does  that  happen?  Can  you  tell  me  that?  If,  if  say  I wanna  take  out  s’  slide 
so  and  so  and  add  something’? 

JM  That,  that  the  free  reign  for  that  type  of  decision  making  is  provided  with  that,  the  uh  the 
person  that  is  instructing  that  particular  part  of  whatever  is  being  taught 

DH  Okay.  Um,  okay.  If,  if  there’s  any,  any  outside  training  that  the  officers  wanna  go  to,  can 
you  explain  to  me  how  that  is  um  handled? 

JM  Um-hm. 

DH  What,  what  procedure  ‘eh,  you  know  if  I was  one  of  your  officers  and  I wanted  to  go  some 
outside  stuff,  how  would  I go  about  doing  that? 

JM  Wei!  that  request  would  go  to  Lt.  Jeff  Scholl  who  runs  our  training  program. 

DH.  Okay. 

JM  What  I mean  by  running  the  training  program  he,  he  takes  into  consideration  the  training  that 
officers  wanna  go  to,  the  schedule,  the  training  budget  and  he’s  got  a better  idea  of  what  the 
schedule  is  like  and  what  the  long  term  training  budget  is  going  out  for  the  year  so  that  he 
be  the  ultimate  gate  keeper  you  know.  I need  to  send  Officer  X,  Y and  2 in  you  know 
August  of  this  year  to  these  classes  so  I’ve  got  to  be  very,  very  careful  of  what  uh  what  I 
allow  officers  to  do  you  know.  He’s  he  he’s  really  the  one  that’s  really  massaging  the  budget 
and,  you  know.  He’ll  also  take  into  account  what  need  is  there  out  there.  What  uh  like  you 
know  what  mandatory  training? 

DH  Okay. 

JM  You  know  what’s,  what  mandatory  training  did  do  we  need  to?  What,  you  know,  what  did 
the  legislature  say  this  year. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  No  so  he’s  really  making  those  types  of  decisions  and  then  you  know  ultimately  bringing 
them  up  the  chain  of,  the  chain  a command;  to  me  or. 

DH  Is  there  ever  a time  where  the  officers  are  said  or,  or,  or  told  you  can’t  go  to  som£  this? 

JM  Yes 

DH  Okay.  Um  specifically  uh  some  training  called  Bullet  Proof  Mind. 

JM  Right. 

DH  Have  you  ever  been  to  that? 

JM  (pause)  I,  I believe  i have  been  to  that  training. 

DH  Okay.  ; 

JM  • Lt.  Colonel  Grossman. 

DH  Yes. 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  about  that  what  you  recall  from  it? 

JM  Well  it’s,  it’s  been  awhile  since  I... 

DH  'Kay. 
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JM  ...was  in  that  training  so  1 can,  you  know  I don’t  recall  much  of  that  training.  I re’,  I recall 
more  of  his  personal  stories. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Um,  and  what  I remember  it,  it  was  just  ‘eh  the  training  the  it  was,  it  was  training  the  mindset 
of  an  individual  that  had  to  engage  in  high  risk  encounters  and  things  like  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Engaging  that,  that  mind  that,  that  thought  process  what  you  need  to  have  or  what  you,  what 
you  should  be  considering  when  you’re  involved  and  let’s  say  high  s’  high  stress  situation. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Is  what  I can  recall. 

DH  Okay.  Um  is  that  something  that’s  mandatory  with  your  department? 

JM  No. 

DH  So  that’s  something  that  an  officer  would  have  to  ask  for? 

JM  Correct. 

DH  Okay.  Um  are  you  aware  if  anybody’s  ever  been  turned  down  to  go  to  that,  that  training? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  You  do  recall? 

JM  Yeah.  I can’t  remember  who  that  person  was  but  I know  that  people  have  been  turned 
down  for  that  training  due  to,  more  than  anything  probably  due  to  scheduling  and  other 
types  of  issues. 

DH  Okay  but  it  wouldn’t  be  the  training  itself?  It’d  be  just  scheduling  or... 

JM  Not  necessarily. 

DH  ...budgetary  issues?  Okay.  Um,  can  you  describe  your,  your  interactions  as  a Use  of  Force 
instructor  with  the  Officer  Yanez? 

JM  Well  he  came  out  of  department  I don’t  know,  somewhere  in  neighborhood  four  years  ago 
and  at  that  time  I w’  I would  have  to  say  Jeremy  Sroga  was,  was  doing  more  of  the  lion 
share  of  the  training. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Uh  Jeremy  would  articulate  at  the  beginning  of  when  we  were,  when  we  were  set  to,  we 
when  we  i’,  we  identified  our  two  training  days  in  the  spring.  We  would  uh  kinda  go  over 
what,  what  are,  what  we  were  gonna  be  doing  and  then  he  would  kinda  would  let  me  know 
where  he  would  like  me  to  take  the  lead  on  certain  aspects  of  training.  Uh  so  I normally  as, 
as  we  transitioned  ! believe,  you  know  when  1 trained,  when  we  trained  Yanez  and  as  I know 
I did  not,  I know  I did  not  and  do  his  initially  Use  of  Force  training  when  he  went,  so  the  first 
two  days  he  came  on  the  department  and... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...field  training,  I didn’t  do  that  training.  And  that  any  of  the  training  environments  that 
Jeremy. and  I would’ve  taught  our  department  and  I woulda,  it  woulda  been  my,  I woulda 
been  secondary  roll  there. 

DH  And  it,  would  that  of  been  a group,  a group  environment  like  classroom? 

JM  Yeah.  Classroom  environments  where  we  were  instructing  uh  we  were  doing  our 

recertifications  I should  say  cuz  they  were  basically,  that  eight  hour  day  was  recertifications. 
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They  weren't,  you  know  we  weren’t  certifying  anybody.  We  at  most  we  were  recertifying  and 
refreshing  uh  but  yeah  been  at  a training  environment  slash  class  room  environment. 

DH  Okay.  UM  can  you  tell  us  how  officers  are  trained  with  your  department  to  conduct  traffic 
stops;  either  uh  low  risk  or  high  risk,  urn  either  in  your  yearly  trainings  or  as  an  FTO  or  in  a, 
in  that  training  period? 

JM  I’ve  never  been  a Field  Training  Officer. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  I,  they,  the  particulars  and  the  in’s  and  out’s  I,  I can’t  teil  you  it.  I can’t  tell  you  what  those 
might  be. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Um,  you  know,  officers  need  to  come  in,  officers  come  in  to  department  with  a,  with  a,  with  a 
skill  set  from  their  skills  training. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  From  what,  what  they’re  required  to  obtain. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  You  know,  to  become  post  eligible  to  be  licensed. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  I guess  I don’t  really  know  what  they  got  through  for  skills  other  than  I can  recall  23  plus 
years  ago  when  I went  through  skills. 

DH  Yeah. 

JM  So  they  would  come  in  with  those  hard  skills  and  then  going  through  field  training... 

DH  Okay. 

JM  ...they  would  learn  those  uh  those  nuances  maybe  through  the  field  training  program. 

DH  Okay  so  it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  the,  the  FTO’s  will  observe  and  change  behavior  or,  or 
dictate  how  your  department  does  things.  Cuz  every,  every  department  does  things  a little 
different  (phone  vibrating  sound), -would  that  be  a fair  statement? 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  Okay.  So  who  runs  the  FTO  program? 

JM  Sgt.  Dan  Diegnau. 

DH  Okay.  And  when  a n’,  a new  officer  comes  in,  and  I was  an  FTO,  so  are  they  assigned  a,  a 
primary  FTO? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  So  will,  so  during  this  process  does  the  Sergeant  ever  come  back  to  you  and  kinda  give  you 
updates  on  how  the  officers  are  doing? 

JM  The  uh  yeah  the  Sergeant  w’  will  the,  the  F the  Field  Training  Officers  will  write  a,  will  write 
the  do  their  daily  observation  reports;  those  field  training  officers  will  write  a report  reflective 
of  their,  that  training  period -is  four  phase  training  programs... 

DH  (Jm-hm. 

JM  ...so  let’s  say  I’ve  had  so  and  so  officer  for  phase  II... 

DH  'Kay. 
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JM  ...this  is  my  end  evaluation. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  This  is  my  recommendation  to  the  Sergeant.  Sergeant  would  take  that  recommendation 
onto  the  chief  as  far  as  let’s  say  passing  them  on  to  the  next  phase... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...  or  whether  they’re  gonna  extend  them  in  that  phase. 

DH  Are  you  aware  when  Officer  Yanez  went  through  field  training  if  there  was  any,  any 

reservations  for  him  moving  forward? 

JM  I’m  not  aware  of  any  reservations. 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  so  for  quite  a while  Graham  vs.  Connor  has  been  part  of  our  as,  as  cops  in 

every  department,  has  been  part  of  our  teachings.  Can  you  tell  me  what  is  taught  to  your 
department  about  that  court  decision? 

JM  That,  that  uh,  the  references  to  that  court  case  in  our,  in  our  field  training  manuaL 

DH  Yep.  Urn... 

JM  That’s  suffice  to  say  you  know  that’s  one  of  the  things  when  I went  through  my  first  instructor 
development  class,  that  was,  that  was  a,  that  was  a strong  foundation  and  that,  and  that 
was  a strong,  that  was  a s’  uh  s’,  that  was  it  that,  that,  that’s  what  I brought  back  to  my 
department  and  that’s  what  s’  immediately  started  training  off  of.  Is  Graham  vs.  Connor  of 
the,  the  Graham  factors. 

DH  Okay  so  what  is,  what  are  those  factors?  What  are  the  officers  taught? 

JM  Severity  of  the  crime  and  you  know  we’re  looking  at  uh  there'll  be  no  arm  chair 

quarterbacking  in  regards  to  that  Use  of  Force  decision  making  uh  officers  will  be  found  to 
uh  ta  make  to,  based  on  what  they  knew  at  the  time  that  incident  occurred. 

DH  'Kay.  - 

JM  That  type  a thing. 

DH  'Kay.  And  one  thing  I didn’t  say  to  you  before  we  started,  there’s  right  in  front  of  you  is  a 
room  copy  of  training  materials... 

JM  Yes. 

DH  ...we  didn’t  really... 

JM  The  elephant  on  the  table  right? 

DH  So  anytime  you  wanna  go  through  this  if  you  want  to  urn  yeah  as  we  move  forward  s’  some 
of  things  I’m  gonna  be  referencing  and  asking  are  s’  are  specific  to  slides  in  there  and  if,  you 
know  we  can  go  in  and  I’ll  tell  you  where  they  are  if  you  want  to  look  at  'them  because  I’m,  I 
mean  really  as  far  as  I know  but  I’ll  ask  you  when  you  teach  off  of  a power  point  is,  is,  is 
everything  in  that  slide  what  you’re  gonna  say  or  are  those  more  teaching  points? 

CO  Let... 

DH  Teaching  points,  so  being  an  outline  for  your  speaking  as  you,  as  you  instruct  the 
department  or,  or  the  other  Use  of  Force  instructors? 

JM  That’d  be  fair  to  say,  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  can  you,  if  you  wanna,  if  you  wanna  just  this,  just  this  top  one  there  it’s  page 
four  of  this — I wanna  talk  about  the  de-escalation,  will  wanna  go  back  a little.  There’s  a 
couple  page  fours  (sound  of  pages  turning)  think  it’s  a little  bit  farther  (sound  of  more  pages 
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turning).  Right  here,  (pause)  Can  you  ex’  explain  to  us  that  these  are  all  slides  about  de- 
escalation  on  Use  of  Force. 

JM  Right. 

DH  Can  you  s’  just  start  at  the  top  and  work  through  those  and  kinda  tell  us  what  is,  is  being 

taught  to  the  officers  as  you  use  these  slides  and  talk  about  de-escalation?  And  what  PERF 
is?  You  wanna  start  with  what  PERF  is. 

JM  PERF  is  the  Police  Executive  Research  Forum. 

DH  ‘Okay. 

JM  And  they  publish  a document  with  what  30  guiding  principles  containing  text,  explanation  for 
those  guiding  principles. 

DH  As  it  relates  to  police  departments  and  law... 

JM  Right. 

DH  ..-.enforcement? 

JM  Right. 

DH  'Okay. 

(pause) 

DH  And  are  these  principles  that  you’ve  adopted  at  St.  Anthony  or  are  these  principles  that  you 
using  as  guidelines  or? 

JM  Well  there,  there  were,  there  things  that  we  you  know  earlier,  well  that  we  may  you  know  we 
are,  we’re  trying  to  look  at  uh  incorporating  maybe  into  our,  into  our  Use  of  Force  Policy.  I 
that  and  going  back  to  January  of  this  year  I’ll,  I’ll,  I’ll  tell  you  that  you  know  one  of  my  first 
tasks  that  ah  1 went  way,  I was  going  to  undertake  us,  Police  Chief  was  going  to  be  taking  a 
look  at  our  principles  practices.

something  that  I wanted  to  shoulder  with  the  s’  my  staff  or  whether  we  were  gonna  look  at 
uh  an  outside  uh  urn  service  to  assist  us  with  uh,  with  uh  doing  that  policy  procedure  review. 

DH  Okay.  So  really  what  did,  what  are  these  slides? 

JM  These  slides  were... 

DH  What  was  told  to  the  officers  and. . . 

JM  ...these,  these  slides  were,  were,  weren’t  crafted  by  me.  They  were  crafted  by  Officer 
Sroga... 

DH  Okay 

JM  ...and  these  were,  these  are... 

DH  (inaudible) 

JM  ...these  are  things  to  help  you  know,  for  this  dialog  let’s  say  among... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...our  group  when  we  were  in  you  know  whatever  group  you  know  we’ve  fell  in  on  that 
(inaudible)  two  training  days  just  ta’  to  talk  about  these  things.  Just  talk  about  uh  these, 
these  concept,  these  subjects  and,  and  you  know  so  we  can  help  guide  our  training  and 
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guide  how  we  are  going  to  act  as  a unit  when  we’re  out  on  the,  when  we’re  out  on  patrol 
working. 

DH  ‘Kay.  What  if,  if  you  know,  what  is  taught  specifically  in  a,  in  a,  a use  of,  a Use  of  Force 
encounter  about  separation  or  working  with  your  partner,  you  recall? 

JM  Well  I can  recall  is  communication.  Try  to  be  you  know  be  situationally  aware  where 
everybody  is.  That’s  not  always  easy  and  use  of  force  encounters  because  we’re  also 
taught  that  you  know  use  and,  use  of  force  encounters  are,  are,  can  be  intense.  Can  be 
rapidly  involving.  Can  be  unpredictable.  Can  be  the  need  for  split  second  decision  making. 
I know  those  are  certain  of  back  to  Graham  versus  Connor,  but  those  are  those  things  that 
are  taught  to  us  any  is  in  any,  a lot  of  Use  of  Force  classes  that  we  go  to.  Not  just  our  in- 
house  ones. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Yeah. 

(pause) 

DH  If  we  wanna  go  back  a couple  pages,  these  uh  (pages  turning)  slide  on  Sanctity  of  Life. 

JM  Alright. 

DH  So  I just  have  one  more  question.  So  when  this  was  being  taught  most  recently,  ’were  you 
taking  it  as  a student  or,  or  as  an  instructor  or,  or  both  this? 

JM  I was  in,  i w’  this  go  around  I was  a student. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  I was  in  one  class.  I didn’t  attend  both.  Um  i had  to  fight  back  the  urge  sometimes  maybe 
to  add  my  two  cents  but  you  know,  it  was  Officer  Sroga’s  and  Officer  Kausehs  you  know 
training. 

DH  So  is  it  fair  to  say  your  role  has  really  changed  or  is  it,  is  in  transition  here? 

JM  It’s,  it,  it  was  in  transition,  it’s  now  changed. 

DH  Then  now  changed? 

JM  I mean  it  I uh  this  year  it,  it  was  changed  yes. 

DH  Okay.  So  what  do  you  recall  on  the  uh  the  PERF  slide  on  Sanctity  of  Life?  Do  you 
remember  what  officers  or  whoever  taught  the  department? 

(pause) 

JM  Well,  the  second  one  here,  the  Sanctity  of  Life  should  be  considered  in  all  we  do.  I,  I 

remember  him  specifically  making  reference  to  that.  Um  you  know,  the  first  thing  that  jumps 
out  at  me  when  I,  when  i read  that  too  and  when  even  in  that  class  I can  recall  that  you 
know,  those  types  of  Sanctity  of  Life  in  quotes  is  does  not  appear  in  our  policy  procedure 
manual  but  it,  it’s  a tone  that  is  carried  in,  in  our  policy  and  procedure... 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  ...different  points  in  our  policy  and  procedure. 

DH  Okay  is... 

JM  I’d  have  to  go  through  the  document  but  I recall  as  a Use  of  Force  instructor  having  that 
feeling  in  my  head. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  that’s  a feeling  I had  when  I or  thought  I had  in  my  head  when  he  brought  this  up. 
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DH  And  it’s,  so  just  to  paraphrase,  it  would  be  more  of  a general  tone  of  your  policy? 

JM  Absolutely. 

DH  Okay  um  in  the  second  bullet  point,  the  general  public  street  contacts  and  officers  should  be 
treated  with  dignity  and  re’  respect.  Do  you  remember  ’em  teaching  that? 

JM  I don’t  recall  him  actually  specifically  saying  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Other  than  it  being  on  a slide  again. 

DH  Okay.  And  again  these  are,  this  is  an  outline  and  these  are  teaching  points. 

JM  Um-hm. 

' DH  Okay. 

(pause) 

DH  So  in',  apologize  here.  I’m  gonna  go  back  to,  this  is  and  instead  of  digging  through  that 

whole  pile  of  paper,  !’m  just  gonna  show  you  I’ve  got  marked  here,  this  is  the  uh,  this  is  the 
2014  Use  of  Force... 

JM  ‘Kay. 

DH  ...power  point  and  this  is  got  uh  this  Officer  Sroga  and,  and  yourself... 

JM  Right. 

DH  ...as  the  instructors  and  then  one  of  the,  actually  two  of  the  slides  that  we  wanted  to  talk,  I 
just  want  you  to  talk  about  how  they  pertain  to  what  you  taught  was  the  uh  firearms  as  the 
Mast  resort. 

JM  Um-hm. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me  what  was  meant  then?  What  you  and  uh  Officer  Sroga  taught  the  group? 

JM  Well  the  general  spirit  of  having  these  in  slides  is  to  re-acquaint  or  refresh  officers  every 

year  with  what’s  in  our  policy  and  procedure  manual  and  then  you  know  generally  speaking 
the  and  they’re  in  a slide  Jeremy  will  pretty  much  read  them  off... 

DH  Okay. 

JM  ...like  to,  to  the  audience.  If  there  is  you  know,  if  something  elicits  evac  from,  from  the  class 
we,  we  would  discuss  it.  i can’t  recall  that  uh  anything  in  relation  to  these  two  actually  listed 
any  conversation. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  it  woulda  more  than  likely  have  been  read. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  then  if  there  was  nothing,  nothing  uh  no,  no  con’  no  conversation  in  suit  then  we 
would’ve  moved  on. 

DH  S’  so  your  trainings  that  you’re  aware  of  are  more  interactive? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  So  the  officers  if  they  have  question  in  the  middle  of  the  training  they’re  open  to  ask? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  And,  and  ask  for  clarification  if  they  don’t  understand  something? 

JM  Yes. 
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DH  It  isn’t  uh  like  they  sit  in  a classroom  like  robots?  There’s,  this  is  (inaudible)... 

JM  (inaudible) 

DH  ...  meant  to  be  interactive? 

JM  This  is  interactive.  This  is  meant  to  be  an  eight  hours  of  interactive  training.  The  you  know 
our,  our,  at  no  time  is  our,  is,  did  I ever  mean  to  have  our  training  be  cookie  cutter. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Urn  training  has  to  be  evolving.  We’re  given  eight  hours  a year  with  these  officers  as,  as 
Use  of  Force  instructors.  We’re  given  eight  hours,  it’s  not  eight  hours.  There’s  bathroom 
breaks.  There’s  breaks,  there’s  lunch,  there’s  urn  you  know  uh  there’s  things... 

DH  It’s  an  eight  hour  day. 

JM  It’s  not  mu’,  really  it’s  n’  that’s  not  a lotta  time. 

DH  Yeah. 

JM  When  I,  when  I,  when  I,  when  I look  at  it  from  a,  from  a training  instructor’s  uh  eyes. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  we  have  to  be  interactive.  We  have  to  have  uh  our  participants  interactive.  They  have 
questions  let’s  hear  'em.  That’s  been  something  that’s  been  re-enforced  over  and  over 
again  for,  for  all  the  years  I’ve  been  doing  it. 

DH  Have  you  ever  had  an  officer  that  really  hasn’t  been  engaged  in  the,  in  these  trainings? 

JM  Really  the,  the  days  are  long  gone  of  that  uh  that  old  timer  on  patrol... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...that  sits  in  the  back  of  the  room  with  his  feet  up  and  his  arms  crossed  for  eight  hours. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Yeah.  We  don't  have  that  case. 

DH  Specifically  now  I wanna  ask  you  about  Officer  Yanez.  Um  the  four  years  that  he’s  been  in 
Use  of  Force  is  he  engaged? 

JM  To  my,  to  my  observation  yes. 

DH  ’Kay  so  he’s,  he’s  interactive? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  Um  can  you  tell  me  and  I’m  just  gonna  w’,  I’m  all  done  unless  you  have  anything  else 
that  you  wanna  add  on  those. 

JM  No. 

DH  Okay.  Can  you  tell  me  what  is  taught?  What  you’ve  taught  in  the  past  and  what  is,  what  is 
currently  being  taught  to  the  officers  on  threat  recognition? 

JM  Well,  I’ve  had  a slide,  many  years  ago  I had  a slide  that  it  was,  it  was  called  recognizing  a 
threat. 

DH  ’Kay. 

JM  So  we  would  go  over  those,  there  were,  there  was  a list  of  bullet  points  that  I brought  back 
from  a some  class  I went  to  and  that  was  meant  to  be  just  another  training  slide  and,  and 
food  for  discussion  in  the  group  of  here’s  what  should  be  looking  at  when  we  are 
approaching  a,  an  individual. 
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DH  And  what  kinda  things,  how  were  they? 

JM  We’re  looking  at  the,  the  clenched  fist.  The,  the,  you  know  the  clenched  teeth  the,  you  know 
the  are  they  sweating,  are  they,  what  is  their  general  appearance?  What  is  there,  what  are 
they  saying?  You  know  it’s  all  those  recognizable  uh  things  that  you,  you  can,  you  can  do 
while  you’re  approaching  the  situation. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  I don’t  have  to  be  this  close  to  you  to  start  developing.  You  know  my,  my  uh  perspective  on 
what  I’m  walking  into. 

CO  So  is  this  the  slide  you’re  referring  to  on  page  6 of  the  2016  turn? 

JM  Yes. 

CO  Okay.  Alright. 

DH  Is  it,  is  that  pretty  much  the  same  it  was,  it  was  as,  as  when  you  inserted  it  or  are  there 
changes  to  it? 

JM  It  might  be,  there,  there  may  have  been  changes  and  maybe  some,  just  some  were  taken 
out  just  for,  just  for  ease  of  going  through  training. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Mean  do  we  need  a list  of  50  or  can  we  have  a list  like  this?  I remem’,  I recall  my  original  list 
to  be  a little  bit  bigger  than  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  So  these  are,  and  again  these  are  just  talking  points. 

JM  These  are  talking  points  for  class  discussion. 

DH  Okay  and  an,  if  an  officer  had  a,  something  they  dealt  with  during  the  year  where  they  felt 
that  wow  this  is  weird  and  this  guy  acts  weird  that  they’d  be  free  to  bring  that  up? 

JM  (No  audible  response) 

DH  Okay.  Can  you — I wanna  talk  a little  bit  about  specifically  about  ah  officer  you  began  as  this 

training... 

JM  Um-hm. 

DH  ...the  four  years  and  I’ll  just  show  you  in,  in  2012  he  attended  20  hours  of  officer  survival. 

Do  you  know  what  that  is? 

JM  Can  1 see? 

DH  Yes. 

JM . I recall  there  were  maybe  there’s  I’ve  I just  recall  in,  in  the  past  that  there’s  a couple  different 
officer  survival  type,  the  classes  with  those  words  as... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...the  title... 

DH  Yep. 

JM  ...one  us  I think  sponsored  by  St.  Paul  PD  there  were  where  they  had  trainers  come  in.  I,  so 
no  I can’t  tell  you  that  specific  what  specifically  that  was. 

DH  Okay  how  ‘bout  the  next  in  2013? 
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JM  Not  like  when... 

DH  Need  the  street  survival  for  1 6 hours? 

JM  Again  no  I don’t.  I,  you  know,  i,  just,  just  due  the  fact  that  one’s  16  and  one’s  20  it,  it’s  telling 
me  that’s  a,  a,  different  venue. 

DH  Okay  so,  so  maybe  a two  day  course  and  maybe  two  and  a half? 

JM  Right. 

DH  Okay.  And,  and  we  already  discussed  the  bullet  proof  mind. 

JM  Right. 

DH  Okay.  And  how  ‘bout  in  201 6 he  had  two  hours  of  it,  of  de-escalation? 

JM  Um-hm. 

DH  What,  if,  if  you  recall,  was  it  something  that  your  whole  department  attended? 

JM  That  was  something  our,  it,  it  appears  our  whole  department  attend  and  just,  and  I’m  just 

based  on  the  fact  that  I’ve  2016  Officer  South  did  two  hours  of  de-escalation  training  in  our, 
in,  in  our,  during  our  eight-hour  in-house  training  day. 

DH  Okay  and  was  that  specific  to,  I guess  was  that  specific  to  any,  any  kind  of  situation?  That 
training  or  was  it  general? 

JM  Well  I,  I believe  it  was  more  in  tuned  to  uh  mentally  ill  of  the  not  in  say  it’s  see... 

DH  (inaudible)  in  crisis? 

JM  ...people  in  crisis... 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  Yeah.  Took  the  words  out  of  my  mouth  there. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  People  in  crisis  but  I,  but  I found  the  in  that  and  that  two  that  those  two  hours  that  there  were 
principles  that  were  taught  there  that  are  you  know  they  don’t  just  stay,  you  know  just  stay 
with  that  one  side  person  in  crisis  it  you  know,  they  can  be  used. 

DH  Okay.  So  it  wasn’t  really  training  geared  towards  like  de-escalation  in  a use  of  force 

situation?  It  was  more  towards  uh  crisis,  how  ta,  how  t’,  how  to  de-escalate  people  in  crisis. 

JM  More  towards  but  I,  I,  1 do  believe  that  that  yeah  the  training  was  meant  for  that  but  I do 
believe  that  in  that  training  there  was  you  know  things  were  I,  I perceived  things  in  that 
training  that  could  be  used...  < 

DH  Universally? 

JM  Universally,  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Urn  have  you  viewed  the  video  of  Officer  Yenaz’s  traffic  stop  with  Philando  Castile? 

JM  No. 

DH  Okay.  Have  you  spoken  with  Officer  Yen az? 

JM  In  relation  to  the  video  or? 

DH  Generally. 

JM  No  I,  yes  I have. 

DH  Okay. 
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JM  (inaudible) 

DH  Have  you  talked  to  him  specifically  about  this  incident? 

JM  No. 

DH  So  no  details?  Didn’t  discuss  the  details  of  the  incident  other  than  some  type  of  public  safety 
statement  which  you  may  or  may  not  have  taken? 

JM  In  terms  of  the,  yeah  public  safety  statements  that  I've  made. 

DH  At  the  time  of  the  incident. 

JM  Um,  I,  I did  put  him,  I did  bring  him  back  in  off  of  administrative  leave  and  then  have  to  put 
him  back  on  administrative  leave  so  I had,  I talked  to  him  in  terms  of  having  to  do  that. 

DH  Okay.  So  but  not  about  this  incident? 

JM  No. 

DH  Okay.  Um,  I wanna  go  back  quick.  On  your  Use  of  Force  training  when  you  were  the,  the 

lead  instructor  and  then  again  now  in  a different,  do  you  guys  use  a role  playing  or  scenarios 
during  your  training? 

JM  Scenario  based  training,  yeah. 

DH  Okay.  So  during  that  training  um  is,  is  every  situation  a use  of  deadly  force  situation? 

JM  No. 

DH  Can  you  describe  to  me  an  incident  where  or  a scenario  that  you’ve  done  in  the  past  where 
um  it  first  explain  one  that’s  been  used  in  the  past  where  it  wasn’t  a deadly  force  situation 
and  then  if  you  recall  another  one  where  deadly  force  was  expected  to  be  used  by  the 
officers,  if  you  recall. 

JM  Well,  situational  based  training  in  regards  to  um  let’s  say  recognizing  that  an  individual  is  uh 
there’s  something  going  on.  They’re  not,  they’re,  they’re  a threat  maybe  to  the,  to  the  those 
around  them  but  there’s,  there’s  an  underlying,  we’re  getting  the  sense  through  the 
scenario,  the  scenario  is  setup  so  that  maybe  this,  that  the  subject  of  the  scenario  is  uh,  is, 
is  uh  feeling  what  we’ve  been  trained  to  observe  are  the  effects  of  excited  delirium. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Where  you  know  yes  it  could  be  a deadly  force  encounter  here  due  to  just  due  to  the  way 
the,  the  events  unfold. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  But  you  know  the  event,  the,  the,  the;  the  scenario  itself  is  setup  to  ultimately  have  that 

officer  recognize  that  this  individual  maybe  um  succumbing  to  the  effects  of  excited  delirium. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  then  you  know  maybe  make  proper  radio  notifications  for  EMS  and,  and,  and  additional 
um  help,  additional  partners  to  the  scene. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Because  other  tactic,  tactics  are  gonna  have  to  be  employed  so  that  uh  this  doesn’t  become 
uh  deadly  force  due  to  how,  how  we  let’s  say  react  to  that  individual. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  If  you  force  that  individual,  you  know  things  could  go  bad  quickly. 

DH  Okay.. 
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JM  So  we  have  to  take  other  tactics  here.  So  yes  we’ve  had  those  types  of  scenarios  before 

and  then  we’ve  had  other  types  of  scenarios  where  you  know  that  the  subject  was  uh  or  the 
let’s  say  the,  the  actor,  so  our  bad  guy  actor  you  know  was  going  to  use,  was  gonna  use 
deadly  force. 

DH  Okay. , 

JM  Based  on  the  responses  from  those  officers  that  were  engaging. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  You  know  we  tried  to  have  our  instructors  when,  when  were  in  our  red  man  suit  or  where 
were  in  that  type  of  a roll  we  try  to  elicit  certain  responses  out  of  officers. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  We  try  to  you  know  tailor  that  training  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  so  that  we’re  you  know 
we’re  keeping  those,  we’re  keeping  the  officers  mindful  of  what  they  just  went  through 
throughout  the  course  of  8 hours  or  you  know  let’s  say  6 hours  cuz  2 hours  maybe  scenario 
based  training. 

DH  So  let  me  ask  you  this  if  your,  if  your,  you  mention  the  red  man  suit. 

JM  Right. 

DH  If,  have  you  ever  worn  the  red  man  suit? 

JM  I have. 

DH  And,  anqi  as,  so  people  that  don’t  know  what  that  is,  that’s  a suit  that’s  ail  made  out  of 
padding. 

JM  Yeah. 

DH  And  your,  so  you  would  able,  so  you  would  be  able  to  withstand  strikes  and  other  things 
from  the  officer  as  you  work  through  this  scenario. 

JM  Right. 

DH  Urn,  do  you  change  your  responses  during  those,  those  role  playing  activities  based  on  the 
officer  you  know  what  the  officer  does? 

JM  Yeah,  1 mean  I’m  not  a formally  trained  actor  but  I do  try  to  act  and,  and  be  as  realistic  as  I 

can  be  as  a trainer  or  as  a person  as  to  how,  how  would  I react  if  I got,  just  got  struck  in  the 

leg  with  a extend,  expandable  baton. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  ' Or  who  would  I feel  based  on  my  training  and  experience  how  would  I feel  if  I,  i got,  if  I got 
two  good  darts  placed  in  my  upper  back  and  my  buttock,  you  know. 

DH  Darts... 

JM  (inaudible) 

DH  ...  being  darts  from  a taser? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  And  then  elect,  electronic  was  it  ES  is  it  ESW?  What’s  the  acronym  for  electronic  stun 
weapon  or  electric  stun  weapon? 

JM  Electronic  conductive  device. 

DH  Elect,  that’s  what  it  is. 

JM  They  changed  it  actually  in  the  last  couple  of  years  they  changed  that  ECD... 
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DH'  Okay. 

JM  ...a  couple  but  at  least  two  times. 

-DH  The  acronyms. 

JM  Yeah,  yeah  they  changed  to  word  of  the  acronym.  The  acronym  still  stayed  the  same  ECD 
with  (inaudible) 

DH  Okay.  Urn,  are  you  aware  or  what  is  taught  by  your  departments  to"  officers  about  either 

conducting  traffic  stops  or,  or  having  contact  with,  with  people  that  are  uh  have  firearms  on 
them,  permit  to  carry  holders? 

JM  We  don't  have  a formal  class  on  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  No,  we  don’t.  We,  it’s  more  you  know  officer  uh  educating  ourselves  on,  on,  on  those  types 
of  encounters. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Urn,  and  then  talking  about  it  among,  amongst,  amongst  ourselves; 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  how,  how,  you  know  my  theme  has  always  been  is  to  you  know  the  less,  less  is  more 
approach  for  this  1 mean  the  individual  has  a permit  to  carry. 

DH  Um-hm. 

JM  Um,  we  can,  they  have  rights  that  go  along  with  that  permit  to  carry. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  That  we  need  to  be  mindful  of  that  when  we  have  encounters. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  Is  that  specifically  uh  taught  at  Use  of  Force  training? 

JM  No. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  Not  specifically,  maybe  I didn’t,  I,  that’s  a bullet  point  somewhere  in  any  of  the  training  that 
I’ve  ever  delivered  though. 

CO  Okay.  So  there’s  not  uh,  a protocol  that  exists.  This  is  somebody  identifies  themselves  as 
having  a permit  to  carry  we’re  gonna  follow  the  following  protocol.  That  doesn’t  exist. 

JM  Yeah,  no. 

CO  Okay.  Alright. 

DH  Can  you  tell  me,  I wanna  go  back  to  your  Use  of  Force  training  again,  what,  what  specifically 
are  the  officers... 

JP  So  there  is  not  a policy  for  permit  to  carry? 

JM  I specifically  can’t  recall  when  in  this,  in  our  rules  and  regulations,  our  policy,  principles  and 
practices  manual  per  se. 

JP  So  what  does  that  mean  in  terms  of  the  officer’s  reaction  or  responses  to  that  situation? 

JM  Could  you... 

JP  If  there’s  no  policy  or  procedure,  what  is  an  officer  supposed  to  do  when  the  motorist  says  1 
have  a firearm  on. me? 
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JM  You,  you,  you  caught  me  off  guard  here.  I mean  i just,  I’m  not  recalling  a policy  right  now  on 
it.  What  is  an  officer  supposed  to  do? 

JP  What... 

JM  What  would  1,  are  you  asking  me  what  I would  do  or  what  an  officer  should  do? 

JP  As  a trainer  what  would  you  advise  officers  to  do  when  a motorist  pulled  over  for  whatever 
reason  says  officer  um  I have  a firearm  on  me  or  I have  a permit  to  carry. 

Marti  This  is  a hypothetical  question.  It  doesn’t  deal  with  a particular  situation  or  any  training  that 
he’s  conducted  in  the  past  or  is  it,  are  you  asking  for  what  he  would  advise  in  the  future  as 
compared  to  what  the  training  advice  was  in  the  past? 

JP  I’m  not  asking  for  what  you  advise  in  the  future.  I’m  asking  for  what  uh  what  you  would  tell  a 
patrol  officer  prior  to  this  incident. 

JM  Weil  I... 

Marti  Just  a moment,  if  we  could  focus  on  what  he  did  do  and  not  hypothetically  about  situations 
um  that  looking  back  on  thinking  about  what  he  might  have  done. 

Marti  Were  there  situations  where  you  advised  or  trained? 

JM  I,  no  I don't,  I never  trained  officers  on  what  to  do  on  traffic  stops  when  they  encounter  an 
individual  with  a permit  to  carry. 

CO  And  have  you  in  your  occasion  while  you’re  working  on  a patrol  capacity  had  occasion  to 
pull  someone  over  with  a conceal  and  carry  permit? 

JM  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  I’m  not  saying  that  didn’t  happen. 

CO  I,  but  not... 

JM  Not  that  naive  but... 

CO  (inaudible)  this  interview? 

JM  No. 

CO  Okay. 

DH  So  can.  you  tell  me,  I apologize.  Um,  can  you  tel)  me  what  is,  what  is  taught  to  the  off,  what 
you  have  taught  the  officers  in  the  past  when  you  were  the  lead  instructor  or  a instructor  and 
what  the  officers  are  taught  now  about  the  use  of  deadly  force? 

JM  . What  I’ve  taught  them  is  what  uh  what  would  appear  on  slides  that  uh  that  are  directly  reflect 
the  uh  state  statute. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Regarding  deadly  force  and  then  that  stat,  that  language  is  mirrored  in  our  policy  so  that’s 
what  we’d  go  over  and  that’s  what  I would  teach. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  And  that’s  609.066? 

JM  Right. 

CO  Okay. 

DH  So  do  you  or  have  you  ever  in  the  past,  in  the  past  let’s  say  four  and  a half  years,  ever  use 
any  type  of  FATS  training  which  is  which  is  a uh  Firearm  Simulator? 
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JM  Yeah,  Officer  Schrowvan  of  uh  obtaining  that  the  software,  laptop,  etcetera  from  I think  it 
was  Columbia  Heights  Police  Department. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So  we  did  do  that  training  and  we  did  uh... 

DH  Do  you  remember  when  (inaudible). 

JM  Not  necessarily  as  depart,  uh  as  defensive  tactics  trainers  I mean  we  were,  we  were  in  the 
room  but  we  also  had  our  firearms  instructors  there  as  weli  at  least  one  I believe  it  was. 

DH  So  did  you  go  to  Columbia  Heights  and  do  it  then? 

JM  No,  we  brought,  we  had  this  was,  this  is  simply  a laptop. 

DH  Right. 

JM  That  is  able  to  load  software  with  a projector  and  then  uh  props  so  to  speak  so  let's  say  an 
OC  canister  or  an  old  you  know  our  pepper  spray  uh  canister  uh  I believe  there  was  a uh 
there  was  a taser  and  then  there  was  a,  there  was  a firearm.  There  was  some  issues  with 
the  software  that  I,  that  I remember  and  with  the  props  that  I think  the  firearm  was  the  only 
thing  that  was  interactively  responsive  with  the,  with  the  uh,  with  the  training  uh  examples 
that  were  provided  officers.  That  was... 

DH  Do  you  remember  when  you  did  that?  Was  it  this  year? 

JM  Two  if  not  three  years  ago.  ' 

DH  Okay. 

JM  I'd  have  to,  I’d  have  to  refer  to  the  training  logs  or. 

DH  Okay. 

CO  With  respect  to  that  training,  did  all  of  those  scenarios  end  with  the  uh  officer’s  applying 
deadly  force  or  was  the  whole  purpose  of  that,  what’s  the  purpose  of  the  FATS  training  in 
your  estimation? 

JM  The  purpose  of  the  FATS  training  was  to  give  had,  do  some  other  type  of  of  uh  scenario 
based  training  outside  of  having  the,  the  physical  actors  you  know  like  for  example 
somebody  in  a red  man  suit  or  whatever  involved.  It  was  just  another  way  to,  to  do  some 
scenario  based  training. 

CO  Just  for  the  benefit  to  those  that  will  maybe  reviewing  this  later.  FATS  training  is  involves  a 

person  that  control  the  outcome  of  the  scenario  that’s  being  displayed  uh  and  change  it  uh, 
uh.  • 

JM  The,  that  might  be  accurate  but  the,  what  we  had  I don’t  know  that  it  was  necessarily  FATS, 
the  FATS  product. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  The  product  we  had,  there  were,  there  were  only,  there  were  limited  things  we  could  do  in 

response  to  the  training  video  per  se  with  the  actors  in  there.  For  example,  1 could  push  a . 
button  when  the  officer  decided  they  were  gonna  de,  deploy  OC  and  that  was  supposed  to 
cue  the  video  but  there  were  certain  things  that  weren’t  working  with  that  software  so  we 
couldn’t  necessarily  you  know  really  to  my  knowledge  or  recollection  change  the  outcomes 
per  se. 

CO  Okay.  So  it  wasn’t  a great  training  experience  due  to  some  software  glitches? 

JM  It,  it’s,  it,  it  there  was  room  for  improvement,  yeah. 
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CO  But  the  purpose  of  that  type  of  training  is  uh  to  provide  ongoing  quick  responses  to  changing 
situations  and,  and  having  the  officer  try  to  uh  (earn  and  improve  their  ability  to,  to  use  a 
certain  level  of  force? 

JM  Right. 

CO  And  do  you  use  any  de-escalation  um  as  a part  of  that  process  is  the  de-escalation  um  is 
that  incorporated  into  that  training? 

JM  Well  de-escalation  in  terms  of  uh  you  know  teaching  our  officers  1 mean  I know  for  a fact,  me 
personally  teaching  our  officers  when  we  look  at  our,  our  use  of  force  continuums  and  things 
like  that,  you  know  dialogue  and  presence  are  the  first  two  items  on  those  what  we  call 
continuums  you  know  um  J’ve  always  prided  our  department  in,  in  having  uh  higher  than 
average  communications  skills  (inaudible)  and  so  just  in  general  you  know  we  should  be 
while  we’re  moving,  while  we’re  transitioning  into  a call  we  should  be,  just  by  our  mire 
presence  we’re  having  an  effect  and  were  modifying  the  environment.  When  we  start  with 
verbal,  when  we  say  hello  or  when  we  do  anything  we  you  know  we  need  to  sustain  a 
. dialogue  and  we  need  to  find  out  what  is  happening  and  what  is  going  on  and  people  start 
getting  hostile  and  people  start  getting  upset  we  need  to  use  those,  that,  those  skills,  those 
present,  our  presence  and  our  verbal  skills  to  help  de-escalate  that  individual  so  we  can  get 
at  that  root  of  what  the  problem  is. 

CO  Okay,  thank  you. 

JM  That,  to  me,  1 want  to  add  that’s  the,  you  know  that’s,  that’s  an  overshadowing  uh  that 
overshadows  every  training  that  I’ve  ever  been  and  not  only  our  department  training  but 
training  1 go  to  in' other  venues. 

CO  That’s  kind  of  at  the  core  of  everything  your  officers  do? 

JM  Absolutely. 

CO  (inaudibleO  component. 

JM  AH  officers,  not  just  my  officers,  all  officers  do. 

DH  So  talking  with  de-escalation  a little  bit  more  um  and  I just  wanna  go  back  to  the  red  man 
suit. 

JM  Um-hm. 

DH  Um,  as  a trainer,  as  an  actor  in  the  past  if  you,  example  would  there  ever  be  a time  where 
you  would  present  a threat  to  the  officers  while  you  were  in  the  red  man  suit? 

JM  Yes. 

DH-  Okay.  Um,  how  would  that  go  forward?  If,  if  the  officers  gave  you  the  proper  commands, 
would  you  then... 

JM  Comply? 

DH  Yeah  comply? 

JM  Yes. 

DH  Okay.  And  then  as  you  complied  their  force  would,  would  de-escalate? 

JM  That  would  be  our  target  and  result,  yes. 

DH  Okay.  Is  there  ever  a time  that  you  can  recall  that  you  were  in  the  red  man  suit  working  with 
uh  Officer  Yanez  that  he  didn’t,  he  didn’t  comply  or  do  what  he  was,  what  would’ve  been  a 
customary  or  appropriate  for  that  situation? 

JM  No. 
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DH  Okay.  Is  there  ever  a time  where,  and  this  is  training,  where  were  any  of  your  officers  have, 
have  done  something  that  you  have  to  council  them  on,  in  their,  their  use  of  force? 

JM  That,  the  counseling  per  se  would  come  more  than  likely  in  that  refreshment,  the 
refreshment  stage  where  we’re,  we’re  just  refreshing  the  skill. 

DH  Yep. 

JM  So  we’re  doing  straight  strikes  you  know,  reactionary  strikes,  those,  you  know  and  we’re 
going,  we’re,  we’re  in  the  drill  floor  so  to  speak... 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Going  through  the  drills.  That’s  where  the  time  for,  for,  for  that  would’ve,  would’ve  been 

done  I mean  I don’t  really  recall  being  in  a training  environment  either  as  the  officer  that’s  on 
over  watch  over  this,  over  the  red  man  interaction. 

DH  Yep. 

JM  Other  than  you  know  maybe  correcting  somebody’s  form. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  So,  no. 

DH  Okay.  So  I’ll  move  on.  In  those  scenarios  or,  or  in  your  training,  have  you  ever  used  any, 
any  traffic  ty— , traffic  stop  type  training  with  the  officers? 

JM  The  only  thing  that  I’ve  used  ever  is  urn  you  know  attempting  to  safely  extract  somebody  out 
of  a vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Urn... 

DH  And  that... 

JM  And  we’ve  employed  the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  There’s  been  other  times  on  the  firing  range  where  our  officers  uh  and  our  out  department 
outdoor  shoot  that  we  do  once  a year  we’ve  been  able  to  you  know  exit  a vehicle  or  maybe 
shoot  through  a window,  those  types  of  things  but  uh  that  would  be  about  the  extent  of 
where  we’ve  used,  I’ve  used  the  vehicle  per  se  or  been  involved  in  that  type  of  training. 

DH  Just  so  I’m  clear,  at  the  range  you’re  parking  a squad? 

JM  Right,  we’re  rolling  up  as  the  officer... 

DH  And  they’re  reacting  to  some  type  of  threat? 

JM  Right.  So  we’re  either  let’s  say  we’re,  we’re  disengaging  a long  gun  out  of  a,  out  of  a 
secured  gun  lock. 

DH  Yep. 

JM  You  know  normally  you  know  officers  don’t  practice  doing  that  so  that  one  time  of  year  we 
can  get  that  exposure  for  officers  with  their  long  guns  to  okay  let’s  get  it  out  of  the,  this  lock. 
Does  everybody  remember  where  the  locks  are  first  off  you  know  that  type  of  stuff  and  then 
uh  yeah  but  as  far  as  deploying  the  weapon,  no. 

DH  Okay.  Chris? 

CO  I’ve  got  a couple  follow  up  questions  and  just  we  didn’t  state  this  in  the  beginning  but  I think 
what  we  have  been  doing  is  uh  adjourning  the  meeting  temporarily  and  then  we’re  gonna 
caucus  briefly  and  maybe  invite  you  back  for  a couple  follow  up  questions  if  that’s  okay. 
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??  (inaudible) 

CO  Okay.  And  uh  before  we  do  that  uh  when,  when  were  you  a chief  or  when  was  when  did  that 
transition  take  place?  Is  there  a date? 

JM  That  was  a soft  draw  transition  I’ll  tell  you  that  was  uh 

CO  Handing  over.... 

JM  When  I realized  I was  chief  versus  when  the  city  manager  realized  I was  chief,  the  hard  date 
was  set  to  be  September  1st. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  That,  that  didn’t  happen.  Um,  you  know  the,  the  transition  was  setup  between  the  former 
chief  and  the  city  manager  and  I’ll  let  them  speak  to  what  that  transition  was  supposed  to 
be.  I was  set  to  be  chief  on  September  1st. 

CO  Okay  so  at  the  time  of  this  event  you  were  acting? 

JM  I was  acting  um  I became  formally  became  chief  and  I I’d  have  to  get,  you'd  have  to  get  me 
a calendar  out.  I’d  have  to  look.  It  was,  it  was,  it  was  uh  I want  to  say  right  around  the  week 
in,  whatever  those  dates  were,  August  1 5-1 6th- 1 7 range,  that  week. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  It  was  a Tuesday  I remember  that  because  I was  having  some  rather  uh  heavy  discussions 
with  some  of  my  staff,  my  sergeants  and  I had  just  realized  at  that  point  that  you  know  I,  I uh 
I need  to  reconnoiter  with  the,  with  the  chief,  with  the,  with  the  city  manager  here  and 
ultimately  the  a,  the,  I was,  I was,  I was  made  chief  at  that  point. 

CO  Okay,  that’s  okay  I just  was  just  trying  to  verify  you  were  acting. 

JM  I was  act. 

CO  Okay  thank  you,  the  exact  date  actually  isn’t... 

JM  Yeah. 

CO  ...not  that  important  to  me.  Thank  you.  Uh  do  you  have  any  concerns  uh,  w1  but  first  of  all 
what  kind  of  relationship  do  you  have  with  uh  Officer  Yanez?  Um  can  you  articulate  that? 

JM  Well  it  be  you  know  relationship  with  Officer  Yanez  was  Sergeant  Officer... 

CO  Supervisor? 

JM  ...supervisor... 

CO  (inaudible) 

JM  ...so  yeah. 

CO  Um  for  four,  four  and  a half  years  or  however  long  it’s  been.  So  you,  you’ve  always  been  a 
Sergeant  since  he  came  on  with  the  department? 

JM  Yes. 

CO  So  you’ve  always  been  (inaudible)? 

JM  I wa’  I’ve  always  been  a s’  a supervisor  to  him  yes. 

CO  D’  do  you  have  any  kind  of  personal  relationship  with  him  outside  the  scope  of  work? 

JM  No. 

CO  Okay.  Ah  do  you  have  any  concerns  uh  with  Yanez  with  respect  to  uh  during  his  FTO  as 
Patrol  Officer  uh  during  your  Use  of  Force  uh  instruction  period,  do  you  have  any  concerns 
in  capacity? 
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JM  Well  if,  no.  You  know.  I,  I w'  I,  I provided  an  interview  to  the  MPR  uh  to  uh,  to  uh  no  wait 
was  it  to,  which  one  of  uh  and  in,  I did  anyway,  I did  a,  I-l  did  a,  I did  a in  person  interview. 

CO  Um-hm. 

JM  Where  that  very  same  question  was  asked  of  me  yeah. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  Up  to  this  point  I’ve  had  no,  I’ve  had  no  reservations  at  all. 

CO  Okay.  And  do  you,  you’re  not  aware  of?  You  would  be  aware  of  if  there’s  any  (inaudible) 
disciplinary  action  uh  for  Officer... 

JM  To  my  knowledge  there  is  not. 

CO  Okay.  There’s  a slide  I wanna  talk  about  briefly  that’s  on  ah  page  6 (inaudible). 

JM  Of  which? 

CO  And  it’s  uh  Prepare  for  Deadly  f Force  comma  Assault  question  mark.  Urn  yeah  which  page 
6 is  the  question,  yeah  it’s  right  here.  This  is  what  I’m  lookin’  at.  Uh  this  from  the  2016  uh 
training  materials  that  we  received,  give  you  a chance  to  review  that  briefly,  (pages  turning) 
There’s  a,  at  the  very,  the  very  last  bullet  is  W-I-T  uh  and  then  parentheses  it  says  whatever 
it  takes.  Can  you  just  articulate  or  expound  on  that?  Uh... 

JM  Uh... 

CO  . . . give  some  context  maybe. 

JM  Well  you’re  in  the,  when  you’re  in  the  heat  of  a deadly  force  encounter  and  I’m,  and  I’m,  I’m 
speaking  to  what  it  means  to  be  up  close  and  personal,  and  now  it’s  either,  it’s,  it,  it’s,  it, 
you’re  life  is  going  to  be  taken  from  you  if  you  don’t  do,  whatever  it  takes.  You’ve  gotta  do 
whatever  it  takes. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  Because  you  know,  I’ve  ultimately  have  an  obligation  to  myself  as  a police  officer  to  that  you 
know  and,  and  a family  at  home  that  I’m  gonna  come  home  at  the  end  of  the  shift.  That  if 
that,  I’m  (inaudible),  I’ll  put  it  in  contacts  for... 

CO  Um-hm. 

JM  ...for  me.  And  as  a training  officer  whatever  it  takes  in  terms  of  being  in  the  heat  of  that, 
encounter  and  it,  if  your  life  is  going  to  be  taken  from  you. 

CO  So  this  slide  is  addressing  a critical  life  and  death  event?  Urn  and  it’s  a,  I don’t  wanna  put 
words  in  your  but... 

JM  Well  1 uh  if  you’re  speaking  to  the  whole,  if  you’re  speaking  to  w’  whatever  it  takes  that’s 

what  it,  that’s  what  I’m  speaking  to.  If  you’re  speaking  to  this  slide  and  having  a pre-practice 
plan,  which  you  brought  up  before  that,  1 mean  that’s  been  a training  Muttra  for  me  as  an 
instructor  and  as  a police  officer  having  pre-practice  plans.  You  know,  1 don’t  know  how 
every  encounter  is  going  to  shake  out,  but  what  I’ve  used  this  in  explanation  to  officers  it  that 
I’ve  taught  is  that  you  know,  the  location  of  uh  the  uh  gas  station  at  the  corner  of  33rd  and 
Stinson,  it’s  not  moving.  It’s  not  changing.  We  called  to  a robbery  in  progress  so  to  speak, 
we’re  gonna  approach  that  based  on  what  our  dispatcher’s  able  to  tell  us.  There’s  only  a 
few  ways  we  can  approach  that  building.  Right?  So  we,  we  can  have  pre-practice  plans  for 
those,  for  those  types  of  involvements,  but  we  can  also  have  pre-practice  plans  set  up  in  our 
minds  of  how  we’re  we  are  going  to  react  if  somebody  pulls  a gun  out  of  their  pocket  or  a 
knife  out  of  their  pocket,  or  is  walking  towards  us  with  a tree  branch  in  their  hand.  How  are 
we  gonna  react  to  those?  We  should  start  mulling  that  over  in  our  heads  cuz  we  should 
have  you  know,  with  physical  training  comes  mental  training  and  you  see  Olympic  athletes 
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doing  that  and  now  I’m  saying  I’m  bringing  that  type  of  training  into  our,  into  our  police 
department  but  we  should  all  be  taught  this  end  of  the  fact  that  we,  we  have  to  have  a,  we 
should  be  having  pre-practice  plans. 

CO  Vis’  it,  visualization. 

JM  Yeah  visualization. 

CO  Okay. 

JM  As  a training  aid. 

CO  Alright  thank  you.  Uh,  just  can  you  articulate  to  the  extent  that  you  can  uh  Yanez’s 

temperament?  Uh  his,  his  disposition  at  work,  uh,  uh  both  in  terms  of— there  are  different 
personality  types  in  law  enforcement  and  uh  and  just  as  there  ail  in  all  professions,  just  to 
the  extent  that  you  can,  how  would  you  describe  Yanez’s  temperament? 

JM  Easy  going.  Uh  I,  I would  remark  at  the,  the  young  men  that  I had  working  on  my  crew.  Uh 
he,  he  being  one  of  ’em  at  in  different  rotations  and  how  well  they  got  along  together,  the 
ease  at  which  they  got  along  together  ya  know. 

CO  Yeah. 

JM  They’re  very  e’  even  tempered  individuals. 

CO  And  uh  how  uh  treated  citizens  uh  whether  they  be  suspects  or  victims  or  what’s  his? 

JM  As  I also  indicated  in  that  uh,  in  that  uh,  Associated  Press  interview  that  I gave  was  one  of 

the  reasons  why  he  was  accepted  into  that  Crime  Prevention  Program  as,  a Crime 
Prevention  Officer,  is  his  ability  to  interact. 

CO  Well  uh  I’m  jumping  all  over  and  I appreciate  ya  following  along  with  me  but  we  talked  briefly 
about  threat  recognition  (inaudible)  at  one  point  those  were  your  bullets  and,  and  modified, 
what’s  the  purpose  of  teaching  threat  recognition?  What’s? 

JM  Well  the  purpose  of  teaching  threat  recognition  is  because  we  all  would,  we  do  'em  as  police 
officers,  as  officers  in  general,  we  do  not  know  what  we’re  walking  into. 

CO  Alright.  So  it’s  an  officer  safety? 

JM  Yes  it’s  officer  safety  and  also  you  know  getting  to  that  excited  delirium  and  other  things  1,1, 
I’ll,  I feel  1 need  to  expound  on  a little  bit  is  that  there  are  so  many  more  things  that  officers 
maybe  we  should  chan’  change  this  recognize  the  threat  to  recognizing  what’s  going  on.  I 
don’t  know  what,  what  we  could  better  term  that  as  because  w’  were  not  training  to 
recognize  the  threat  as  much  to  as  where  now  we’re  training  much  more  broadly  to 
recognize  okay  what  are  we  dealing  with?  Is  this  excited  delirium?  Is  this,  yes  this  is  a 
threat  but  what  type  a threat  is  it?  You  know,  is  the  medical  issue?  Is  this  a,  uh  you  know, 
uh,  a,  a chemically  induced  issue  that  we’re,  we’re  having  to  manage  here?  Or  is  this  just 
somebody  that’s  heck  bent  on  hurting  somebody?  You  know,  because  they  want  to. 

CO  There’s  several  bullets  listed  there  and  uh  one  of  multiple  whatever  present  uh  you  train  our 
officers  uh  to  respond  differently. 

JM  Yeah. 

CO  Okay.  That  response,  that  different  response  would  involve  uh,  what?  If  you,  if  you,  what 
would  that? 

JM  It  involve  training  and  experience.  Is  that  fair  to  say? 

CO  1 think  so.  Urn  cuz  video... 

DH  I just... 

CO  Oh  go  ahead. 
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DH  ...just  ask  one  thing.  In  a use  of  force  encounter,  who,  who  typically  will,  will  determine  the 
amount  of  force  used? 

JM  The  subject  is  gonna,  is  gonna  dictate  that. 

DH  Okay.  Chris. 

CO  And  I think  maybe  we  asked  this  uh  already  but  there’s  no  specific  training  that  St.  Anthony 
offers  with  respect  to  squad  positioning  on  traffic  stops.  Uh  I mean  maybe  during  an  FTO 
process  but  not  during  a formal  training. 

JM  Hard  formal  training  no  not  that  !’m  aware  of. 

CO  Squat  positioning,  officer  positioning,  with  respect  to  the  (inaudible)  of  the  car,  the  window, 
that’s,  to  your  recollection  that’s  not... 

JM  To  my  recollection  that  was  field  training  101  that  was  uh  skills... 

CO  '...skills. 

JM  ...101  before  I got  into  the  police  department. 

CO  Okay.  Does  anyone — 1 know  you  haven’t  viewed  the  video,  uh  has  do  you  have  anyone 
else,  have  anyone  uh  from  your  department  that  viewed  the  Yanez... 

JM  No. 

CO  ...squad  video? 

JM  No  (inaudible). 

CO  Alright.  So  (inaudible)  at  this  time  Agent  Kane? 

DH  Just  wanna... 

KK  (inaudible),  the  break  here. 

CO  Okay.  Alright. 

DH  We  could  just,  and  then  we’ll  just  take  a break: 

CO  Sure.  Alright. 

DH  The  time  right  now  is  10:22.  I’m  gonna  stop  the  recording. 

(Break) 

DH  We’re  back  on  the  record.  Ah  everybody  that  was  uh  originally  identified  is,  is  present  again 
in  the  room.  The  time  right  now  is  10:40. am  and  we  will  uh  continue  this,  this  interview.  Um 
the  first  thing  I’d  like  to  go  back  over  is,  does  your  department  have  a s’  a standard  for  traffic 
stops?  I mean  how  the  officers  are  taught  to  do  a traffic  stop.  So  if  you  hire  a guy  that  you 
know  has  went  through  skills  and  had  the  basics  but,  is  doing  something  wrong  or  unsafe, 
how  are  they  taught  to  do  traffic  stop? 

JM  There  a policy  and  procedure  in  the  manual  related  to  traffic  stops,  but  you  know  again  that 
gets  back  to  the  hard  skills  are  taught  or  are  gonna  be  uh  accessed  and  developed  in  field 
training. 

DH  Okay.  So  what,  what  would  an  officer  be  taught  on  how  to  do  a traffic  stop  like... 

JM  Pre-exit  activity  let’s  say. 

DH  Okay  and  what  that  include? 

JM  For  the  time  you  observe,  let’s  say  that  traffic  violation  you  have  pre-exit  or  you  know  pre- 
stop things  that  you’re  gonna  have  to  think  about  and  I’m  only... 

DH  Right. 
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JM  ...I’m  only  going  back  c’  now  this  is  my  perception  here  of  it... 

DH  Okay. 

JM  ...  is  that  you  know,  where  am  I at?  I’ve  gotta  safely  move  this  vehicle,  this  squad  car  I’m 
driving... 

DH  Um-hm. 

JM  ...either  around  on  that  vehicle  or  position  it  with  that  vehicle  in  traffic  and  safely  stop  on  the 
side  of  the  road. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Okay.  What  are  all  those  considerations  that  go  into  it?  You  know  you  gotta  have  your 
head,  it’s  gotta  be  a 360. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  You’ve  observed  the  violation.  You’ve  made  a successful  safe  stop.  You  positioned  your 
squad  on  the  side  of  the  road,  you  know  maybe  some  officers  may  choose  the  squad; 
canting  it.  Some  may  do  less  of  that,  you  know  ah  maybe  position  it  farther  in  on  the  should 
you  know,  who  knows. 

DH  And  the  reason  for  canting  it  would  be  to  create  a safe  lane. 

JM  Safe  zone. 

DH  Safe  zone... 

JM  Safe  zone. 

DH  ...  for  the  officer  to  approach  correct? 

JM  Now  pre-,  pre-stop,  pre-exit  would  be  you  know  let’s  say  either  notifying  partners  via  radio  or 
maybe  notifying  dispatch  and  thus  notifying  partners  that  you’re  making  this  stop,  where 
you’re  at,  what  you’re  doing  and  then  recording  license,  running  a license  plate,  trying  to 
ascertain  who  is  in  that  vehicle,  how  many  occupants  are  there.  Lotta  times  when  vehicles 
are  whizzing  by  us  at  55-60-70  miles  an  'hour  we  see  a driver,  we  see  a violation,  but  we 
don’t  see  that  there’s  a kid  in  the  car  seat.  There  is,  and  there’s  three  adult  occupants  ya 
know. 

DH  Yeah. 

JM  I mean  so  we,  we’re  making  as  man’,  what  ‘eh,  what,  what  can  we  observe  of  our  uh  of  our 
environment. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Of  that  vehicle,  what’s  around  us  now. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Hopefully  we  chosen  the  good  place  to  make  this  traffic  stop. 

DH  So  I wanna  go  back  to  the  radio.  Is,  is,  is  there  a hard  fast  rule  that  the  officers  have  to  call 

in  their  s’  (inaudible)? 

JM  No  hard  fast  rules  as  far  as  calling  anything  out  to  the  main  dispatcher. 

DH  ‘Kay.  And  why  is  that? 

JM  You  tie  up  uh,  you  tie  up  uh  a written,  main  radio  time. 

DH  Okay  so  there  isn’t  per  say  a main  channel  for  normal  traffic  and  then  a side  channel  for 
traffic? 
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JM  We  have  secondary  channel  that  we  use. 

DH  Okay  and  is  that  a... 

JM  It’s  not  a monitored  channel. 

DH  (inaudible) 

JM  What  l listen,  you  and  I are  out  working  the  street  and  I’m  letting  you  know  that  we’re  going 
on  traffic. 

DH  So  car  to  car? 

JM  Car  to  car. 

DH  So  that  isn’t  a channel  that  is  monitored  by  the  Comm  Center? 

JM  No. 

DH  So  the  officers  aren’t  per  say  calling  the  Comm  Center,  they’re  calling  their  partners? 

JM  Correct. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  hopefully  their  partners  are  monitoring. 

DH  Okay  and  the  reason  that  you  don’t  call  the  dispatchers  because  uh  radio  traffic  is  at  a 
premium? 

JM  Sure. 

DH  Okay.  So  then  we’il  go  forward.  You’re  stopping  the  car.  I make  some  type  a radio  traffic; 
either  my  partners  or  somebody  else  and  then  and,  and  what  other  things  happen?  Like 
would  you  run... 

JM  Say  that  again. 

DH  ...a  plate? 

JM  (inaudible) 

DH  You’d  r’,  you’d  run  the  plate  urn... 

JM  So  the  registered  owner’s  information  comes  up. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  Driver’s  license  information  if,  if  I keep  hit  my  buttons  on  my  screen  ta  advance  things,  I’ve 
tried  to  make  a general  you  know,  I’ve  tried  to  make  some  kind  a general  observation  is,  is 
what  I’m  seeing  on  this  computer  screen  which  is  limited  information  matching  what  I have 
let’s  say  in  the  cockpit  of  that  car. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  it’s  a,  it’s  a... 

DH  Or  does  the  plate  match  the  car  out  (inaudible)? 

JM  It  matches  all  kinds  of  things  like  that. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  We’re,  we’re  trying  to  match  up  whatever  data  we  can  get  out  of  that  to  what  we’re  able  to 
observe. 

DH  Okay  so  we’re  at  the  point  where  we’ve,  we’ve  actually  activated  our  emergency  lights? 

JM  Um-hm. 
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DH  Is,  is  there  any  type  a policy  that  says  lights  and  sirens  or  lights  or? 

JM  Acting  you’re  a,  you’re  activating  your,  you’re  activating  your  intentions  meaning  your,  your, 

your  lights  to... 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  ...to  signal  that  driver  to  pull  over. 

DH  Okay.  And  then  what  happens  after  you  have  the  car  pulled  over? 

JM  Well  position  hopefully  accordingly. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  Now  you’re  scanning  environment  again,  360,  but  you  know  observing  what’s  going  on  in 
that  vehicle.  Are  there  any  people  moving  in,  we,  we  call  'em  furtive  you  know  ways. 

DH  Yep. 

JM  And  then  uh  ultimately  exit  the  vehicle  and  approach  that  vehicle.  I exit  our  squad  and 
approach  the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay  and... 

??  Do  you  have  the  policies  here;  the  documents? 

DH  Uh  I’ve,  I’ve  only  got  the  Use  of  Force  policy.  I do  not  have  all  of  them. 

.??  The  training  or  the  (inaudible)? 

DH  No  I do  not  have  the  training  manual.  I’ve  not  asked  for  the  training  manual. 

JM  So  I’m  s’,  so  I’m  speaking  to  these  soft  skills  that  we  all  glean  through.  Again  going  back  to 

going  through  uh,  going  through  skills. 

DH  So  and,  and  I just  wanna  make  sure  I heard  you  right.  There  is  that  you’re  aware  of,  there’s 
no  hard  and  fast  policy  on  how  to  do  a traffic  stop? 

JM  ■ The,  no. 

DH  Okay.  Urn  so  I’m  just,  I’m  just  trying  to  get  a general  idea  of  how  St.  Anthony,  it  conducts  a 
traffic  stop.  It’s  and  from  department  to  department  there’s,  there’s  nuances,  there’s  uh 
different  things  that  people  do,  some,  some  departments  will  require;  you  heard  the  chief 
say  that,  that  they’ll  cant  their  vehicle?  Some  departments  are  hard  and  fast  and  require 
that  you,  you  cant  your  vehicle;  turn  your  wheels  a certain  way  to  create  that  safe  zone  as 
well  as  if  the  squad  car  gets  hit  the  reason  you  turn  the  wheels  so  it  pushes  the  squad  and 
then,  away  from  the  officer  and,  and  the  motorists  are.

JM  As  you’re  approaching  you’re  looking  at  what’s  in  the  vehicle. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  What  can  you  see  in  the  vehicle? 

DH  Okay. 

JM  • Is  there  anybody  hiding  in  the  vehicle?  Okay  all,  you’re,  you’re,  you’re  being  as  observant 
diligent  as  you  possibly  (inaudible)... 
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DH  Um-hm. 

JM  ...knowing  fu!J  well  that  you  don’t  know  anybody  that,  you  know.

DH  ...  is  different  and  the  officer  has  to  act  to  the  fact. . . 

JM  That’s  one  of  them. 

DH  Okay.  Um  does  your  department  specifically  have  any  training  on  how  to  handle  um  a 
permit  to  carry  holder? 

JM  No. 

DH  Either  in  the  car  or  on  foot? 
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No. 

Okay. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  (inaudible)? 

Specifically  designed  for  police  officers  no. 

‘Kay.  How  would  you  if.  you  officer  come  to  you  right  now,  how  would  you  and  say  if  I 
encounter  a permit  to  carry  holder  how  would  you  direct  them  to  handle  that? 

So  this  again  is  a hypothetical  question? 

Yes. 

Based  on  exercise  of  his  judgment  right  now  but  not  policy  or  practice. or  training  being 
conducted  at  the  department,  that  be  accurate? 

That’d  be  accurate.  This,  I’m  asking  him  as  the  chief  if  Pm  one  of  your  officers  and  I came 
up  to  this  afternoon  and  said  chief  1 encounter  permit  to  carry  holder  what  should  1 do? 

And  that,  and  that  answer  would  be  based  not  only  on  your  experience  but  in  training 
including  your  experience  leading  up  the  incident  of  s’  subject  of  the  investigation. 

Okay. 

If  you’re  willing. 

You’re  asking  me  what  I’d  do  as  the  chief  or  what  I do  as  another  officer  or  Pm  doing  as  a 
Sergeant  or? 

Why  don’t  you  tell  me  what  you  would  do  if,  be  how  you  would  handle  it  if  you,  you  pulled 
me  over  I would  say... 

I would  handle... 

...and  I’d  say... 

...here’s  what  how  I would  handle  it.  I’d  handle  it  knowledge  is  power.  ‘Kay?  And  I would 
uh  consult  I would  figure  out  the  who  the  reces3  uh  resource  started  consult  and  if  need  be  I 
would,  I would  attempt  to  get  some  training  for  that  officer. 

Okay.  So  what  you’re  telling  me  is... 

i can,  M could  speak  in  generalizations  with  that  officer  that  if  I was  in  your  shoes,  this  is 
how  I’d  handle  it  but  that  would,  that’s  not  formal  training. 

Right.  S’  so  you’d  tell  me  that  you’d  look  into  it  and  you’d  get  back  to  me? 

Yeah. 

Okay.  Fair  enough.  Urn... 

T’  I’m,  I’m  just  uh,  I know  for  (inaudible)  questions  (inaudible),  just  generally  speaking  is 
there,  as  a seasoned  police  officer  who’s  made  hundreds  if  not  thousands  of  traffic  stops, 
um  what  would  a,  a prudent  and  a reasonable  response  be?  The;  in  the  St.  Anthony  Police 
Department  uh  what  would  like  to  see  your  officers  doing  in  that  situation?  There’s 
thousands  of  concealed  carry  permits  (inaudible)  so... 

1 would  like  to  see  my  officers  open  dialog  and  have  that  permit  on  you.  Go  through  these, 
those  check  questions.  Do  you  have  your,  do  you  have  your  driver’s  license  and  proof  of 
insurance?  Do  you  have  your  permit  to  carry  card? 

You  but  want  them  to  be  cognizance  of  what... 

Can  1 see  your  hands?  You  know  just  keep  your  hands  up  on — I’d  you  know  honestly  as  a, 
as  an  experience  officer,  all  of  this  would  be  done  conversational. 
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CO  Right. 

JM  Won't  be,  you  know  I,  there  would,  there  would  be  a soft  approach  to  this.  No  that  let’s  keep 
our  heads  and  you  know  lets,  let’s  try  to  be  reason’  unless  some’  something  was  given  to 
me  that  where  1,  where,  where  I felt  that  there  was  some  type  of  threat.

Over  the  past  four  years  have  you  ever,  ever  done  any  type 
of  training  where  you  teach  the  officers  to  look  at  the  background  of  what  they’re  shooting 
at?  . 

JM  I’m  not  a firearms  instructor. 

DH  ‘Kay. 

JM  I don’t  do  that  training.  Urn,  I could  you  know,  hypothetically  speaking  if,  if,  if  I was  standing 
in  a training  room  training,  the  training  officer  or  not  and  I,  and  I thought  (inaudible)  hey  wait 
a minute  you  know.

JM  ...  and  we’ve,  we’ve  gotta  clear  that  hallway  and  clear  that  room. 

DH  Okay. 

JM  And  there’s  uh  there’s,  there’s  instru’  you  know  verbal  instruction  and  just  dialog  as,  as  it 

pertains  to  you  know  recognizing  the  threat.  Rec’  recognition  and  then  you  know  what  else 
is  in  the  room?

DH  I don’t  have  any... 

CO  Uh  what  uh  real  quickly,  you  share  that  channel  from  St.  Anthony  that,  that  main  dispatch 
channel  with  a variety  of  agencies  right? 

DH  Yes. 

CO  Do  you  know  who  those  other  agencies  are  or  how  many  there  are? 

JM  I wouldn’t  be  able  to  give  you  a hard  count  on  how  many  there  are  fcuz  there’s,  there’s  but 

suffice  to  say  there’s  Ramsey  County,  there’s,  there’s  ah  Roseville  and  New  Brighton  and 
Moundsview. 

DH  A multitude  of  law  enforcement  agencies  sharing  one  channel. 

JM  Just,  just  among  the  sheriff’s  office  alone  there’s  multiple  departments  within  that 

organization,  not  just  their  patrol  officers  but  transport  deputies  and  other  things  that  are 
using  that  channel. 

CO  Okay.

CO  So  on  a high  risk  stop  situation  I understand  it  different  from  the  ordinary  pulling  somebody  ' 
over  for  speeding  or  whatever  but  if  the  officer  thinks  it’s  gonna  be  a high  risk  situation  urn, 
what  is  the  supposed  to  do  with  (inaudible)? 
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JM  There  should  be,  you  should  be  notifying  dispatch  of  ah,  the  nature  of  the  stop,  location,  you 
wanna  notify  your  partners.  You  may  be  asking  for  resources  that  the  dispatchers  going  to 
obtain  for  you  in  regards  to  this  stop,  before  the  stop  is  even  happening.  Hopefully  you’re, 
you’re  able  to  somewhat  dictate  where  that  stop  is  occurring  now  if  it's  a police  chase  they 
don’t  have,  you’re  not  dictating  that  at  all. 

CO  For  the  purpose  of  notifying  dispatch  in  a high  risk  situations,  what? 

JM  Let  everybody  know  where  you’re  at. 

CO  I have  nothing  else  uh  thank  you  for  coming  in  Chief... 

JM  Hm. 

CO  ...appreciate  it  ah... 

DH  I’m  gonna  end  the  recording,  the  time  right  now  is  10:59  a.m.

Title:  Robbery 

On  07/02/16  at  about  1937  hours.  I (Sunde)  squad  6921  and  6920  (Yanez)  were  dispatched  to  2424 
Larpenteur  Ave  (Super  USA)  for  a robbery  that  had  just  occurred.  While  enroute,  squads  were 
updated  that  2 males  had  entered  the  store,  pointed  guns  at  the  clerk,  stole  money  and  fled  in  an 
unknown  direction. 

1 was  about  2 blocks  away  at  the  time  of  the  call  and  requested  a description  of  the  males  and 
direction  of  travel.  There  was  no  further  information  given  upon  my  arrival. 

I entered  the  store  and  could  not  see  the  clerk,  there  was  a customer  standing  at  the  counter.  The  male 
clerk,  (Beyene)  came  out  from  the  back  room  and  was  on  the  telephone.  I asked  him  what  direction 
the  males  had  left  and  a description.  He  pointed  toward  Eustis’St  to  the  south  and  said  they  were 
black  males  with  handguns. 

I aired  the  information  to  Office  Yanez  while  he  was  enroute  and  left  the  scene  to  do  a quick  search  of 
the  area.  I drove  southbound  on  Eustis  and  visually  checked  the  parking  lots  of  the  apartment 
complexes  and  businesses  along  the  way.  1 did  not  see  anyone  running  away  or  who  looked  to  have 
been  involved  in  the  robbery. 

I returned  to  the  scene  and  Officer  Yanez  took  over  the  scene  from  the  outside  of  the  store  as  I relayed 
information.  Roseville  Police  sent  2 officers  to  assist  with  a perimeter  and  St  Paul  K9  was  requested 
to  assist  with  searching. 

I advised  Beyene  to  contact  the  owner  (Tensae)  to  come  to  the  scene  so  we  could  access  video. 

Tensae  arrived  a short  time  later  and  allowed  me  to  access  the  camera  system. 

I viewed  the  cameras  and  found  on  the  system  that  at  1 936  hours  (time  on  the  system,  unsure  of  the 
accuracy),  2 black  males  entered  the  store,  the  first  male  was  wearing  blue  jeans,  a green  plaid  (small 
checks),  long  sleeved  shirt,  a baseball  hat  with  marijuana  leaves  on  it,  had  longer  then  shoulder  length 
dreadlocks,  dark  colored  shoes  with  white  on  them  and  wearing  glasses.  He  also  had  a black  and  blue 
bag  hanging  ’cross  body'.  He  possibly  had  a mustache  but  was  hard  to  see  in  the  video.

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The  second  male  was  wearing  tan  pants,  tan  shoes  with  white  soles,  a green  long  sleeve  jacket,  a green 
baseball  hat  and  had  shoulder  length  dreadlocks.  Some  of  the  dreadlocks  had  been  pulled  into  a bun 
and  were  pulled  thru  the  snap  on  the  back  of  the  baseball  hat.  He  was  also  wearing  glasses,  had  a 
small  mustache  and  some  facial  hair  on  his  chin.  He  pulled  a dark  colored  gun  from  the  right  side  of 
his  waistband  and  pointed  it  at  Beyene.  I saw  Beyene  open  the  register  and  back  away  from  the 
counter.  It  appeared  in  the  video  that  Beyene  then  laid  down  on  the  floor. 

The  male  in  the  plaid  shirt  walked  casually  behind  the  counter,  went  into  the  back  room,  grabbed  3 
cartons  of  Newport  cigarettes  then  walked  over  to  the  register  and  took  the  cash  out  of  the  drawer 
using  his  left  hand.  He  was  holding  a small  gun  in  his  right  hand,  he  did  grab  the  inside  of  the  drawer 
and  lift  it  up  to  look  underneath  for  larger  bills.  He  did  not  appear  to  be  wearing  gloves. 

The  male  leaning  over  the  counter  then  put  the  gun  back  into  his  waistband  as  a female  entered  the 
store  and  walked  toward  the  back  by  the  coolers.  Both  males  then  left  the  store.  Beyene  got  up  and 
pressed  the  alarm  button  under  the  counter.  The  suspects  were  in  the  store  for  approximately  1 minute 
and  7 seconds. 

St  Paul  K.9  (166)  officer  arrived  and  started  a track  from  the  last  known  location.  They  tracked  south 
toward  Idaho  and  then  east  toward  the  apartment  buildings  before  losing  the  scent.  While  speaking 
with  another  St  Paul  squad,  they  advised  they  had  stopped  a vehicle  around  1700  hours  bearing 
MN#382ULH  and  one  of  the  occupants.  Brown  (nmn)  Dennis  (07/10/93)  looked  strikingly  like  one  of 
the  suspects  from  the  robbery.  They  advised  me  they  have  squad  video  that  can  be  obtained  if  needed. 

Ramsey  County  Crime  Lab  Deputy  Haider  arrived  onscene  to  process  the  scene.  (CN  16029808).

On  7/2/16  at  1937  hours,  Officer  Sunde  and  myself  were  dispatched  to  2424  Larp.  Ave.  W.  (Super 
USA)  for  a robbery  at  gunpoint.  The  only  information  we  were  given  while  in  route,  was  that  it  was 
two  suspects  and  one  of  them  had  a gun.  I arrived  to  the  area  and  was  updated  with  information  the 
suspects  may  have  fled  southbound  Eustis  St.  from  Larp.  Ave,  W. 

I positioned  my  squad  to  block  the  east  entrance  to  the  parking  lot.  Mikias  Beyene 
(RP/Victim/Super  USA  Employee)  came  outside  of  the  business  and  Officer  Sunde  arrived  after 
checking  the  area.  There  were  still  other  customers  on  scene  and  they  were  told  to  leave.  Note  that 
all  of  the  customers  that  were  there  when  we  arrived  were  not  witnesses  to  the  robbery.  They 
arrived  as  we  were  pulling  up  on  scene.  I went  to  speak  with  Mikias  for  suspect  information. 

Mikias  told  me  the  two  suspects  were  African-American  Males  in  their  mid  to  late  20's  and  both  of 
them  had  dreadlocks.  He  stated  they  were  both  wearing  "Snap-back"  type  hats.  One  male  had  dark 
sunglasses  and  the  other  had  regular  glasses  on.  He  also  told  me  that  both  of  the  suspect  males  both 
had  black  handguns.  I aired  the  information  for  squads  coming  into  the  area  to  assist  us. 

A perimeter  was  setup  and  the  information  was  aired  about  the  suspects.  Two  St.  Paul  Squads  (one 
K-9  and  one  two  person  squad)  came  to  perform  a K-9  Track.  Two  Roseville  squads  were  sent  to 
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assist  with  the  perimeter.  Officer  Rushton  came  to  assist  on  a perimeter  position  as  well.  The  K-9 
track  went  southbound  Eustis  St.  and  ended  approximately  three-four  blocks  southeast  of  our  location, 
in  the  parking  lot  of  1570  Eustis  St.  The  St.  Paul  K-9  Officer  told  me  the  suspects  may  have  got  into  a 
"get-away"  vehicle  in  the  parking  lot. 

1 went  inside  of  the  business  to  review  video  to  give  information  about  the  crime  scene  to  Ramsey 
County  Crime  Lab  before  requesting  them.  I observed  four  females  (3  Caucasian  and  1 African- 
American  Female)  and  one  Caucasian  male  at  the  register  counter.  It  was  difficult  to  tell  if  any  of 
them  made  contact  with  the  register  counter.  These  customers  arrived  after  the  robbery  happened  and 
they  were  not  witnesses. 

I requested  Ramsey  County  Crime  Lab  to  our  location.  Ramsey  County  Deputy  Haider  came  to 
process  the  scene.

On  07-05-2016  I (Officer  Huddle)  contacted, Super  USA  owner  Samuel  Tensae  regarding  obtaining  a 
copy  of  the  store  video  at  the  time  of  the  robbery.  Tensae  stated  he  would  obtain  a flash  drive  or 
DVD  to  record  the  video  later  today.  1 advised  him  that  I had  a flash  drive  available  and  would  be 
able  to  meet  him  at  the  store  to  copy  the  video  onto  it. 

I met  with  Tensae  at  the  store  at  approximately  0715  hours.  I assisted  him  in  attempting  to  record  a 
copy  of  the  video  onto  the  flash  drive,  but  was  unsuccessful  at  that  time,  as  Tensae  was  not  familiar 
enough  with  the  system  to  copy  the  video.  He  reach  and  IT  support  person  who  stated  he  would  be 
able  to  assist  Tensae  in  obtaining  video  later  today.  I left  the  USB  drive  with  Tensae  to  copy  the 
video  onto. 

Tensae  later  notified  me  that  the  video  of  the  robbery'  was  available.  I returned  to  the  store  and 
recovered  the  USB  flash  drive  that. Tensae  copied  the  video  onto.  The  flash  drive  was  property 
inventoried  as  evidence  at  the  Police  Department. 

I created  several  still  photos  of  the  suspects  inside  the  store.  The  photos  will  be  used  for  a crime  alert 
to  be  sent  to  the  metro  area,  The  photos  were  uploaded  to  the  media  section  of  this  case  file. 

The  video  shows  two  suspects,  both  thin  build  African  American  males,  enter  the  store  at  19:36:32 
hours.  A suspect  with  braided,  or  dreadlocked  hair,  wearing  a baseball  cap  with  marijuana  leaves 
printed  on  it,  glasses,  a checkered  shirt,  blue  jeans,  and  carrying  a blue  and  black  back  slung  across  his 
body  entered  the  store  first.  He  bypassed  the  point  of  sale  and  walked  the  length  of  the  checkout 
counter  and  walked  around  to  the  cask  register  area  where  the  clerk  was  standing.  A second  suspect 
entered  the  store  at  the  same  time.  This  suspect  (#2)  also  had  braided  or  dreadlocked  shoulder  length 
hair,  but  the  hair  was  pulled  back  under  a baseball  cap  with  the  #3  on  the  left  side.  He  was  wearing 
dark  sunglasses,  had  a mustache, 

and  was  wearing  a gray  or  green  colored  jacket  and  light  colored  pants.  He  immediately  pulled  out  a 
handgun  from  the  right  side  of  his  waistband  with  his  right  hand.  He  pointed  it  directly  at  the  store 
clerk  across  the  checkout  counter.  The  weapon  appeared  to  be  a semi-automatic  Luger  or  Ruger  style 
handgun  with  a wooden,  or  brown  colored,  grip.  This  suspect  ordered  the  clerk  to  open  the  cash 
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drawer  and  then  made  him  lay  down  on  the  floor  at  gunpoint  as  the  first  suspect  walked  to  the  open 
cash  drawer  behind  the  point  of  sale  counter. 

The  first  suspect,  now  also  holding  a compact  sized  semi-automatic  handgun  in  his  right  hand,  pointed 
the  gun  at  the  clerk  until  he  was  on  the  floor,  then  moved  to  the  open  cash  register  drawer.  He 
removed  an  unknown  amount  of  cash  from  the  drawer  and  placed  it  into  his  left  front  pants  pocket. 

He  then  moved  to  the  office  area  behind  the  counter,  entered  the  office  and  took  several  cartons  of 
cigarettes.  Both  suspects  then  left  the  store  at  19:337:39  hours. 

I made  contact  with  the  Corval  Group,  a business  located  directly  south  of  the  Super  USA  building.  I 
was  informed  that  the  Corval  building  does  not  have  video  cameras  on  the  exterior  of  the  building  in 
the  area  of  the  robbery  or  facing  Eustis  St. 

I made  contact  with  the  BP  station  across  the  street.  The  BP  has  exterior  cameras  that  face  only  their 
own  fuel  pumps  and  would  not  have  video  of  the  Super  USA  across  the  street. 

I placed  a request  with  St.  Paul  PD  records  for  a copy  of  the  SPPD  Police  report  (CN  16132923)  and 
squad  video  (Squad  166)  related  to  the  traffic  stop  on  MN  license  382ULH  and  its  occupants  in  an 
attempt  to  identify  a possible  suspect  or  rule  the  parties  out.  as  Officer  Sunde's  initial  report  states  that 
a male  occupant  of  the  vehicle  was  "strikingly"  similar  in  description  to  one  of  the  robbery  suspects. 
The  vehicle  was  stopped  on  07-02-2016  at  1 700  hours  on  University  Ave  at  Asbury  St  in  St.  Paul.

On  07-06-2016  I returned  a phone  call  to  a party  (R.  Cannon)  who  reported  observing  two  males  that 
match  the  description  of  the  robbery  suspects.  She  stated  that  she  works  at  a the  Broadway  Family 
Medical  Clinic,  1020  W.  Broadway  Ave,  in  Minneapolis.  Cannon  stated  that  she  saw  information 
disseminated  about  the  robbery  in  Lauderdale  and  that  she  has  observed  two  African  American  males 
with  "dreadlocks"  that  match  die  description  of  the  suspects  around  the  clinic  on  a daily  basis. 

She  stated  she  suspects  the  males  to  be  selling  drugs  near  the  clinic  and  there  have  been  several 
reports  of  gunfire  in  the  area  that  have  been  reported  to  Minneapolis  PD. 
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I forwarded  (via  email)  photos  of  the  suspects  taken  from  the  robbery  video  and  forwarded  them  to 
Cannon  in  an  attempt  to  match  the  suspects  to  the  males  she  observed,  or  rule  them  out  as  suspects  at 
all.  Cannon  will  show  the  photos  to  her  co-workers  to  assist  in  this  matter.

On  07/02/2016  at  approximately  1 950  hours  I Deputy  D.  Haider  was  dispatched  to  2424  Larpentuer  Ave  in  the  city 
of  St.  Anthony  IVIN.  Per  Commander  Loots  St,  Anthony  P.D.  needed  our  assistance  in  processing  a crime  scene. 

When  I arrived  on  scene  St.  Anthony  officer  J.  Yanez  #151  informed  me  that  two  black  males  robbed  the  store  at 
2424  Larpentuer  Ave.  Both  displayed  handguns  and  took  money  and  cigarettes.  Officer  Yanez  showed  me  a 
short  clip  of  the  security  video  to  see  where  the  male  suspects  might  have  touched  the  counter  to  lift  possible  finger 
prints.  After  watching  the  video  I attempted  to  lift  two  possible  palm/finger  prints  within  the  area  of  where  the  one 
suspect  touched  the  counter  top.  The  video  appeared  as  if  both  suspects  were  not  wearing  gloves  during  the 
crime.

The  facts  tending  to  establish  the  foregoing  grounds  for  issuance  of  a search  warrant  are  as  follows: 

At  the  direction  of  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney's  Office,  portions  of  the  criminal  complaint  against  Officer 
Yancz  have  been  included  in  the  application  of  the  search  warrant  As  follows; 

On  July  2,  2016,  a Super  USA  convenience  store  in  Lauderdale , Minnesota , was  robbed  by  two  black  males. 
Video  surveillance  of  that  robbery  showed  two  black  male  suspects,  both  with  dreadlocks,  glasses,  baseball 
hats  and  firearms.  Saint  Anthony  Police  Officer  Jeronimo  Yanez  was  one  of  the  responding  officers  to  the 
robbery. 


On  July  6 , 20 16,  just  after  9:00  P.M.,  Yanez  was  on  patrol  when  he  noticed  a vehicle  being  driven  by 
Philando  Dival  Castile,  a 22-year-old  black  male  with  dreadlocks  who  wore  glasses,  and  was  driving 
eastbound  on  Larpenteur  Avenue  in  Lauderdale  near  the  scene  of  the  unsolved  Super  U.S.A.  robbery. 
Accompanying  Castile  in  the  vehicle  was  his  girlfriend  Diamond  Reynolds  seated  in  the  front  passenger  seat, 
and  Reynold’s  4-year-old  daughter,  DFR,  seated  in  a child  seat  in  the  right  side  rear  passenger  seat. 

Yanez  communicated  his  intent  to  pull  over  Castile’s  vehicle  by  radio  to  Saint  Anthony  Police  Officer  Joseph 
Kauser  who  was  on  patrol  nearby.  Yanez  told  Kauser  that  he  had  reason  to  pull  the  vehicle  over  and  that  the 
occupants  ’just  look  like  the  people  that  were  involved  in  a robbery. " Yanez  further  stated  that  ”lhe  driver 
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looks  more  like  one  of  our  suspects  just  because  of  the  wide  set  nose . " Yanez  noted  that  he  also  had  reason  to 
stop  the  vehicle  because  it  had  a non-working  brake  light.  Yanez  followed  Castile’s  vehicle,  waiting  until 
Kauser  arrived  as  back-up. 

At  9:02:05  P.M.,  Yanez  queried  Castile’s  license  plate  number.  The  query  results  showed  that  the  vehicle  was 
registered  to  Castile , it  was  not  listed  as  stolen i,  and  there  were  no  warrants  for  his  arrest.  Yanez  did  not  notify 
dispatchers  that  he  was  conducting  the  stop  or  that  he  suspected  that  a robbery  suspect  was  in  the  vehicle.  At 
9:04:48  P.M.,  Yanez  activated  his  squad  lights  signaling  Castile  to  pull  over.  Castile  complied  by  immediately 
pulling  over  on  the  eastbound  side  of  Larpenteur  Avenue,  near  Fry  Street  in  Falcon  Heights,  Ramsey  County, 
Minnesota. 

Approximately  one  minute  later , Yanez  shot  Castile  seven  times,  killing  him.  The  following  is  a summary  of  the 
events  immediately  preceding  the  shooting , based  on  squad  car  audio  and  video  recordings  of  the  stop: 

9:05:00  P.M.  - Castile’s  vehicle  came  to  a complete  stop  next  to  the  curb. 

9:05: 15  P.M.-9: 05:22  P.M.-  Yanez  approached  the  driver's  side  of  Castile’s  vehicle.  As  he  walked 
toward  the  vehicle , Yanez  had  his  right  hand  on  the  right  side  of  his  duty  belt  near  his  gun 
Castile  was  buckled  in  his  seatbelt. 

9:05:22  P.  M.-9:Q5:38  P.M.  - Yanez  leaned  down  with  bis  head  near  to  and  in front  of  the  driver’s 
side  window,  exchanged  greetings  with  Castile,  and  infotmed  Castile  of  the  brake  light 
problem. 

9:05:33  P.M.  - Kauser  approached  on  the  sidewalk  on  the  passenger  side  of  Castile’s  vehicle,  and 
stopped  near  the  rear  seat  passenger  door. 

9:05:38  P.M.  - Yanez  asked  for  Castile's  driver’s  license  and  proof  of  insurance. 

9:05:48  P.M.  - Castile  provided  Yanez  with  his  proof  of  insurance  card. 

9:05:49  P. M. - 9: 05: 52  P, M.  - Yanez  appeared  to  look  at  Castile’s  insurance  information  and  then 
tucked  the  card  in  his  outer  pocket. 

9:05:52  P.M.-9:05:55  P.M.  - Castile  calmly  informed  Yanez:  ’Sir,  / have  to  tell  you  that  1 do  have 
a firearm  on  me.  "Before  Castile  completed  the  sentence,  Yanez  Interrupted  and  calmly  replied 
"Okay  "and  placed  his  right  hand  on  the  holster  of  his  own  holster ed  gun , 

9:05:55  P.M.-9:06:02  P.M.  - Yanez  said  "Okay,  don't  reach  for  it,  then.”  Castile 
responded:  "Pm. ..Pm  ...[inaudible]  reaching before  being  again  interrupted  by  Yanez,  who 
said  "Don’t  pull  it  out."  Castile  responded  "Pm  not  pulling  it  out",  and  Reynolds  also  said  "He’s 
not  pulling  it  out.”  Yanez  screamed  "Don’t  pull  it  out n and  quickly  pulled  his  own  gun  with  his 
right  hand  while  he  reached  inside  the  driver's  side  window  with  his  left  hand.  Yanez  removed 
his  left  arm  from  the  car,  then  fired  seven  shots  in  the  direction  of  Castile  in  rapid  succession. 
The  seventh  shot  was  fired  at  9:06:02  P.M.  During  the  incident,  Kauser  did  not  touch  or  remove 
his  gun. 

9:06:03  P.M. -9:06:04  P.M.  - Reynolds  yelled  ‘You  just  killed  my  boyfriend !” 

9:06:04  P.M.-9:06:05  P.M.  - Castile  moaned  and  said  ”T  wasn’t  reaching  for  it. " 

9:06:05  P.M.-9:06:09  P.M.  - Reynolds  loudly  said  "He  wasn't  reaching  for  it."  Before  she 
completed  her  sentence,  Yanez  again  screamed  "Don’t  pull  it  out!”  Reynolds  responded 
"He  wasn’t. " Yanez  yelled  "Don't  move ! Fuck!" 


Audio  and  video  was  also  livestreamed  by  Reynolds,  using  her  Apple  iPhone  model  5S,  on  Facebook 
immediately  after  the  shooting  and  while  Yanez  had  his  gun  drawn  and  pointed  toward  the  mortally 
wounded  Castile.  In  the  audio  recorded  by  this  livestream  starting  at  9:06:42  P.M.,  Reynolds  stated 
that  Castile  "...  was  trying  to  gel  out  his  ID  in  his  wallet  out  his  wn  pocket  and  he  let  the  officer  know 
that  he  was,  reach  he  had  a firearm  and  he  was  reaching  for  his  wallet  and  the  officer  just  shot  him  in  his 
arm. " The  following  interchange  between  Yanez  and  Reynolds  was  also  recorded: 
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Reynolds:  " Stay  with  me.  We  got  pulled  over  for  a busted  tail  light  in  the  back.  And  the  police 
just  he's,  he's,  he’s  covered.  He,  they  just  killed  my  boyfriend." 

Yanez:  "Fuck" 

Reynolds:  "He's  licensed. ' He's  carried,  he  is  licensed 
to  carry. " 

Yanez:  "Ma'am just  keep  your  hands  where  they 
are. " 

Reynolds:  "I  will  sir.  No  worries.  / will. " 

Yanez:  "Fuck!!' 

Reynolds:  "He just  shot  his  arm  off  We  got  pulled 
over... " 

Yanez:  fuck" 

Reynolds:  "...on  Larpenteur." 

Yanez:  "l  told  him  not  to  reach  for  it.  I told  him  to  get  his  hand  off  of  it. " 

Reynolds:  "He  had,  you  told  him  to  get  his  ID  sir  and  his  driver's  license.  Oh  my  God  please  don't 
tell  me  he's  dead." 


Assisting  officers  arrived,  unbuckled  Castile's  seatbelt,  andremoved  Castilefrom  thevehicle.  They 
performed  CPR  on  Castile  until  paramedics  arrived  and  took  over.  When  officers  and paramedics 
rolled  Castile  to  his  right  side  so  that  a backboard  could  be  put  under  him,  they  saw  and  removed  a. 40 
caliber  semiautomatic  handgun  from  inside  the  large  right  front  pocket  of  Castile’s  shorts  (measuring 
approximately  12" deep  x 6"  wide).  The  gun  contained  a loaded  magazine  but  did  not  have  a round  in 
the  chamber.  Castile  was  transported  to  Hennepin  County  Medical  Center  (HCMC).  In  the  HCMC 
emergency  department,  medical  personnel  recovered  ahoister  and  wallet  from  one  of  Castile's 
pockets,  although  it  was  unclear  which  pocket  these  items  were  in  at  the  time  of  the  shooting.  In 
Castile's  wallet  was  his  Minnesota  Driver’s  license  and  his  Permit  to  Carry  a Pistol 


Within  minutes  after  the  shooting,  Yanez  spoke  with  Saint  Anthony  Police  Officer  Tressa  Sunde  at  the 
scene  of  the  shooting.  During  that  conversation,  which  was  captured  on  Yanez ‘s  squad  microphone  and 
recorded  at  9:13:00  P.M.,  Yanez  said: 


..He  [Castile]  was  sitting  in  the  car,  seat  belted.  I told  him,  can  I see  your  license.  And  then,  he  told  me 
he  had  a firearm.  I told  him  not  to  reach  for  it  and  (sigh)  when  he  went  down  to  grab,  I told  him  not  to 
reach  for  it  (clears  throat)  and  then  he  kept  it  right  there , and  I told  him  to  take  his  hands  off  of  it,  and 
then  he  (sigh)  he  had  his,  his  grip  a lot  wider  than  a wallet.  Yanez  went  on  to  say: 

"And  / don  V know  where  the  gun  was,  he  didn't  tell  me  where  the  fucking  gun  was  and  then  it 
was  just  getting  kinky,  he  gave,  he  was  just  staring  straight  ahead,  and  the  I was  gettingfucking 
nervous,  and  then  I told  him,  I know  I fucking  told  him  to  get  his  fucking  hand  off  his  gun." 

Yanez  was  interviewed  by  BCA  investigators  the  following  day  on  July  7 at  1:42  P.M.  During  that 
interview  Yanez  said  that  when  he  first  approached  Castile's  driver's  side  window  he  smelled  burnt 
marijuana  coming  from  inside  the  vehicle.  Yanez  said  he  also  noticed  a female  child  in  the  back  seat 
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and  an  adult  female  in  the  front  passenger  seat.  Yarns  described  Castile  as  initially  having  'his  left 
arm  over  the  steering  wheel ” with  "both  hands  in  view . " 


Yanez  said  he  did  not  mention  anything  about  the  marijuana  smell  to  Castile  so  as  not  to  "scare 
[Castile]  or  have  him  react  in  a defensive  manner Yanez  said  that  Castile  "kept  his,  hands  in  view"  up 
until  the  point  at  which  he  asked  for  Castile's  license  and  insurance.  After  receipt  of  his  proof  of 
insurance,  Yanez  said  Castile  told  him  that  he  had  a firearm  at  the  same  time  that  "he  reached"  down 
between  his  right  leg,  his  right  thigh  area  and  the  center  console Yanez  said  that,  as  Castile  was 
reaching  down  to  his  right,  'he  turned  his  shoulder,  kept  his  left  hand  on  the  steering  wheel  and  then 
canted  his  upper  body  and  blocked  my  view  of  his  right  hand. " 


Yanez  said: 


"And,  at  that  point  I,  was  scared  and  / was,  in  fear  for  my  life  and  my  partner's  life . And  for  the 
little  girl  in  the  back  and  the  front  seat  passenger  and  he  dropped  his  hand  down  and,  can't 
remember  what  1 was  telling  him  but  I was  telling  something  as  his  hand  went  down  / think. 
And,  he  put  his  hand  around  something.  And  his  hand  made  like  a C shape  type  urn  type  shape 
and  it  appeared  to  me  that  he  was  wrapping  something  around  his  fingers  and  almost  like  if  I 
were  to  put  my  uh  hand  around  my  gun  like  putting  my  hand  up  to  the  butt  of  the  gun.' ... 

And  then  I lost  view  of  it.  Cuz  he  kept  canting  his  shoulder  and  then  1 believe  I told  him  again 
/ can't  remember  don't  do  it.  And  then  he  still  kept  moving  his  hand  and  at  this  point  I looked 
and  saw  something  hi  his  hand.  It  was  dark  inside  the  vehicle . / was  trying  to  Jumble  my  way 
through  under  stress  to  look  and  see  what  it  was  to  make  sure  uh  what  / was  seeing.  But  / 
wasn  't  given  enough  time  and  like  I said  he  had  no  regard  for  what  l was  saying.  Didn't 
follow  my  direction.  And,  uh  he  started  reaching  out  and  then  pulling  uh  away  from  his  uh  his 
right  thigh.  I don't  know  if  it  was  in  his  pocket  or  in  between  the  seats  or  the  center  console. 
But  I,  / know  he  had  an  object  and  it  was  dark.  And  he  was  pulling  it  out  with  his  right  hand. 
And  as  he  was  pulling  it  out  I,  a million  things  started  going  through  my  head.  And  I thought  I 
was  gonna  die.  And,  I was  scared  because,  I didn't  know  if  he  was  gonna,  I didn't  know  what 
he  was  gonna  do.  He  just  had  somethin'  uh  his  hands  and  he,  the  first  words  that  he  said  to  me 
were,  some  of  the  first  words  he  said  is  that  he  had  a gun.  And.  / thought  he  was  reaching  for 
the  gun.  I thought  he  had  the  gun  in  his  hand,  in  his  right  hand.  And  / thought  he  had  it 
enough  to  where  all  he  had  to  do  is  just  pull  it  out,  point  it  at  me,  move  his  trigger  finger  down 
on  the  trigger  and  let  off  rounds.  And  I had  no  other  option  than,  to  take  out  my  firearm  and, 
and  I shot  Urn  f shot  him.  I don't  remember  the  first  couple  shots.  /,  believe  I remember  the 
last  two  shots.  And  1 believe  one  of  the  shots  went  into  his  left  arm.  Um,  as  / was  shooting  uh  I, 
I kept  watching  him.  And  I,  / remember  smelling  the  gun  smoke  and  the  bright  flashes  from  the 
muzzle.  And  then  I heard,  a couple  pops  up  from  my  firearm.  Um  and  then  my  partner  was  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  vehicle.  Uh  watch,  looking  in  and  I directed  my  gunfire  down  as  best  as 
I could.  Away  from,  not  trying  to  put  the  little  girl’s  life  at  jeopardy  or  the  passenger  or  my 
partner  because  they  were,  in  the  line  of  my  fire. " 


Kauser  was  interviewed  by  BCA  investigators  at  l :10  AM  on  July  7.  During  that  interview, 

Kauser  said  the  following: 

"Um  1 couldn't  hear  the  conversation  going  an  inside  the  vehicle.  / could  hear  what  my  partner  was 
saying.  And,  1,  I don't  remember  the  entire  conversation.  I know  my  partner  said  don't  reach  for  it. 
And  the  passenger  kinda  leaned  on  his  right  butt  cheek  and  he  put  his  hand  on  his  right  hip.  I don't 
know  if  he  was  reaching  for  a firearm  or  wallet.  I couldn't  see.  I just  saw  that  he  had  his  right 
hand  on  his  hip.  Like  l said  my  partner  said  don't  reach  for  it.  And  then  there  were  shots  fired.,, 
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Kauser  also  said  that  he  did  not  see  Yanez'  gun  until  he  began  shooting.  Yanez  gave  no  warning  to  Kauser 
that  Castile  had  a gun.  When  asked  if  he  was  surprised  when  Yanez  began  shooting,  Kauser  replied 
"absolutely. " 

An  autopsy  concluded  that  Castile  died  of  exsanguination  due  to  multiple  gunshot  wounds.  Toxicology  testing 
showed  that  Castile  was  positive  for  THC  at  the  time  of  this  death.  A bullet  fired  by  Yanez  passed  through  the 
driver's  seat  and  struck  the  rear  seat  on  the  driver's  side.  Diamond  Reynold's  child \ in  her  car  seat,  was  on 
the  passenger  side  of  the  rear  seat.  Another  buJlet  fired  by  Yanez  struck  the  armrest  between  Castile  and 
Reynolds. 

The  robbery  of  the  Super  USA  in  Lauderdale  remains  unsolved,  but  subsequent  investigation  has  ruled  out 
Castile  as  a suspect  in  that  robbery . Video  of a robbery  (committed  in  Blaine  after  the  time  of  Castile's 
death)  shows  a suspect  whose  physical  features  resemble  the  suspect  from  the' Lauderdale  robbery , and 
displaying  a gun  that  appears  to  be  the  same  gun  as  the  one  used  in  the  Lauderdale  robbery.  The  gun  used  in 
the  Lauderdale  and  Blaine  robberies  also  appears  to  be  different  than  Castile ’s  gun. 

According  to  Jeffrey  J.  Noble,  an  expert  on  police  procedure  retained  by  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney's 
Office,  the  totality  of the  circumstances  indicate  that  Yanez'  use  of deadly  force  against  Castile  during  the 
July  6 stop  was  not  necessary!,  was  objectively  unreasonable  and  was  inconsistent  with  generally  accepted 
police  practices. 

In  addition,  under  the  same  circumstances,  Yanez’s  discharge  of  his firearm  seven  times  into  a vehicle  in 
very  close  proximity  to  and  towards  Reynolds  and  her  four  year-old  daughter  endangered  their  safety . 

Officer  Yanez  was  charged  with  Manslaughter  in  the  Second  Degree  and  two  counts  of  Dangerous 
Discharge  of  a Firearm.  Based  upon  the  foregoing,  Judge  William  Leary  found  probable  cause  for  those 
charges  on  February  27,  2017. 


During  a review  of  Officer  Yanez’s  squad  video,  occupants  of  the  vehicle  can  be  seen  moving  around  inside 
the  car.  It  appears  that  prior  to  Officer  Yanez  exiting  his  squad,  the  passenger  (Diamond  Reynolds)  may  have 
been  utilizing  her  cellular  telephone  to  possibly  photograph  or  video  the  officers  prior  to  live  streaming  the 
events  on  Facebook. 

Your  affiant  has  been  able  to  capture  the  video  that  was  live  streamed  onto  the  internet  via  Facebook. 
However,  your  affiant  knows  that  digital  video  and  photographic  files  stored  on  electronic  devices  arc  at 
times  only  partially  transmitted.  These  files  are  at  times  compressed  for  the  purposes  of  data  sharing.  Your 
affiant  knows  that  if  the  original  devices  are  searched  they  could  provide  additional  video  or  photographic 
footage.  Your  affiant  knows  that  iPhones  and  other  smart  telephones  are  capable  of  running  multiple 
applications  at  one  time. 

Your  affiant  believes  that  Reynolds  may  have  recorded  additional  footage  using  other  applications.  This 
belief  is  further  supported  by  Diamond  Reynolds  statements  published  in  the  Washington  Post  on  September 
I5th,  2016.  Per  the  article,  Reynold  reports  that  she  has  recorded  previous  traffic  stops  involving  Castile 
using  her  cellular  telephone.  Your  affiant  wishes  to  review  any  additional  photographs,  video  footage  or 
audio  recordings  contained  on  Reynold’s  Apple  iPhone  5s,  which  pertain  to  this  investigation.  Your  affiant 
believes  that  these  files,  should  they  exist,  will  further  shed  light  on  the  exact  actions  taken  by  all  persons 
involved  in  this  incident 

Your  affiant  has  contacted  agencies  and  businesses  involved  in  forensically  searching  Smartphones  which 
include  iPhones.  Your  affiant  was  initially  advised  that  technology  does  not  exist  to  break  the  encryption  of 
the  iPhone  5s  utilized  by  Reynolds  to  live  stream  video  of  the  events  after  Officer  Yanez  shot  Philando 
Castile.  Your  affiant  has  recently  learned  the  forensic  capabilities  now  exist  allowing  for  a forensic  exam  of 
the  cell  phoue.  Throughout  this  investigation,  attempts  have  been  made  to  contact  Diamond  Reynolds  to 
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request  her  assistance  and  consent  gaining  entry  into  her  iPhone.  Agents  have  received  correspondence  from 
Reynold’s  attorney,  Larry  Rogers.  Mr.  Rogers  has  requested  that  the  court  be  made  aware  that  they  do  not 
agree  with  the  seizure  of  his  client’s  cellular  telephone.  Mr.  Rogers  also  requests  that  the  MN  BCA  return  his 
clients  telephone  and  any  duplicates  made  of  the  telephones  contents.  BCA  Agents  were  recently  made  aware 
that  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney’s  Office  had  been  in  contact  with  Diamond  Reynolds  attorney,  Larry 
Rogers.  Rogers  advised  that  Diamond  Renyolds  can  not  recall  the  password  to  the  cell  phone  that  is  currently 
in  the  possession  of  the  BCA.  Your  affiant  and  her  agency  believe  that  the  search  of  this  iPhone  may  hold 
critical  evidence  in  a furtherance  of  this  investigation. 


WHEREFORE,  Affiant  requests  a search  warrant  be  issued,  commanding  Special  Agent  Michelle  Frascone, 
Special  Agent  in  Charge  Scott  Mueller,  Special  Agent  in  Charge  Donny  Cheung,  Special  Agent  Doug  Henning 
and  Senior  Special  Agent  Chris  Olson  (a)  peace  officers),  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  all  other  personnel 
under  your  direction  and  control  inside  the  hours  of  7:00  a.m.  and  8:00  p.m.  to  search  the  hereinbefore 
described  premises  for  the  described  property  and  things  and  to  seize  said  property  and  things  and  keep  said 
property  and  things  in  custody  until  the  same  be  dealt  with  according  to  law.

WHEREAS,  the  application  and  supporting  affidavit  of  Michelle  Frascone  was/were  duly  presented  and  read  by  the 
Court,  and  being  fully  advised  in  the  premises  and  vehicle. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  Court  finds  that  probable  cause  exists  for  the  issuance  of  a search  warrant  upon  the 
following  grounds: 


- The  property  above-described  constitutes  evidence  which  tends  to  show  a crime  has  been  committed,  or 
tends  to  show  that  a particular  person  has  committed  a crime.

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On  Thursday,  May  5,  2017,  at  the  request  of  Assistant  Ramsey  County  Attorney  Clayton 
Robinson,  SSA  Olson  attended  a trial  preparation  meeting  with  Diamond  Reynolds.  SSA 
Olson  arrived  at  the  meeting  at  about  1250  hours.  The  meeting  took  place  in  a conference 
room  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Ramsey  County  Criminal  Division  located  at  345  Wabasha, 
St.  Paul,  MN.  In  additional  to  Ms.  Reynolds  the  following  people  were  present; 

Karlowba  R.  Adams  Powell  (counsel  to  Reynolds),  attorney  Rick  Dusterhoft,  Victim 
Witness  Coordinator  Doua  Xiong,  attorney  Jeff  Paulsen,  and  attorney  Clayton  Robinson. 
Attorney  Larry  Rogers  (counsel  to  Reynolds)  was  not  present,  but  on  speakerphone. 

SSA  Olson  learned  that  prior  to  SSA  Olson’s  arrival  Ms.  Reynolds  had  an  opportunity  to 
review  her  transcript  and  listen  to  the  corresponding  audio. 

Ms.  Reynolds  provided  historical  information  pertaining  to  her  relationship  with  Philando 
Castile  (Phil).  She  reported  her  daughter  comments  frequently  about  missing  Phil.  Ms. 
Reynolds  recalled  Phil  got  up  early  on  July  6,  2016,  at  about  0530  hours,  and  that  he  left 
the  house  by  0630  stating  that  he  had  an  appointment  to  get  his  hair  done  after  work.  She 
did  not  recall  where  he  went  to  get  his  hair  cut,  but  recalled  that  it  was  the  same  person 
with  whom  he  always  went,  and  that  it  was  somewhere  in  Minneapolis. 

Ms.  Reynold  indicated  she  dropped  her  daughter  off  at  daycare  at  about  0800  hours.  She 
stated  they  did  not,  and  they  do  not  normally  text  each  other  while  they  are  working.  She 
recalled  he  texted  her  after  he  was  off  work  that  he  was  getting  his  hair  done.  Ms. 
Reynolds  said  she  was  on  the  bus  with  her  sister  when  he  texted.  She  said  he  texted  that 
he  would  be  stopping  briefly  at  his  mother’s  house  before  returning  to  St.  Paul. 

Ms.  Reynolds  reported  she  arrived  home  and  smoked  marijuana  and  changed  clothes. 

She  believed  she  was  there  for  about  one  hour,  or  about  1440  — 1540  hours.  Phil  arrived 
at  about  1600  hours.  She  said  Phil  did  not  smoke  marijuana  or  use  alcohol  on  July  6, 

20 1 7.  She  said  they  left  her  house  to  run  errands  and  to  pick  up  weed.  She  indicated  they 
picked  up  marijuana,  but  did  not  smoke  in  the  vehicle.  She  reported  they  went  to  the 
grocery  store  after  picking  up  marijuana. 

Ms.  Reynold  reported  after  dropping  off  her  sister  Ariel  at  her  home  a squad  pulled  in 
behind  them  and  pulled  them  over.  She  reported  Phil’s  driving  conduct  was  normal  and 
unremarkable.  She  indicated  that  Phil  has  been  pulled  over  several  times  and  that  his 
behavior  was  calm.  She  stated  he  always  carries  a firearm  (except  when  he  was  working 
at  school  where  he  leaves  it  in  the  glove  box  of  the  vehicle)  in  the  front  waistband  of  his 
pants.  Ms.  Reynolds  said  the  firearm  was  not  visible  because  his  shirt  hangs  over  the 
front  of  his  pants. 

Ms.  Reynolds  reported  first  noticing  the  squad  in  the  rearview  mirror.  She  reported  that 
after  the  traffic  stop  was  initiated  the  glove  compartment  may  have  been  opened  to 
retrieve  the  vehicle  registration,  but  added  that  it  may  have  come  from  somewhere  else  in 
the  vehicle.  Initially  Ms.  Reynolds  believed  one  of  the  officers  might  have  gone  back  to 
the  squad  car.  She  indicated  that  she  has  always  known  Phil  to  carry  a thick  leather 


wallet  in  his  left  rear  pocket,  and  said  he  was  dominate  right  hand.  She  said  she  believed 
Phil  always  carried  his  firearm  in  the  same  position  holstered  inside  the  front  of  his  pants. 

At  about  1315  hours,  Jeff  Paulsen,  Clayton  Robinson,  and  Rick  Dusterhoft  met  briefly  in 
the  hallway  outside  the  conference  room. 

At  about  1320  hours,  Ms.  Reynolds  reviewed  the  squad  video  from  Officer  Yanez’s 
squad.  She  reviewed  the  video  again  at  about  1326  hours.  She  became  emotional  and 
cried  while  watching  the  video  and  noted  she  had  no  idea  her  daughter  opened  the  rear 
passenger  door  to  their  vehicle  immediately  after  the  shots  were  fired. 

Ms.  Reynolds  reported  Phil’s  left  arm  was  up  in  the  air  when  the  officer  fired  and  said  he 
was  reaching  for  his  license  with  his  right  hand.  She  indicated  his  t-shirt  was  covering 
his  weapon  during  the  traffic  stop  and  that  it  was  not  visible  to  the  officer.  Ms.  Reynolds 
indicated  it  was  possible  Phil’s  left  arm  may  have  obstructed  the  officers  view  into  the 
passenger  compartment  and  said  he  may  have  been  reaching  for  his  seat  belt. 

Ms.  Reynolds  said  she  did  not  observe  Phil  smoking  marijuana  on  July  6,  2017,  and  does 
not  believe  he  would  have  had  time  with  all  the  errands  and  stops  he  needed  to  make  after 
work.  She  did  recall  he  smoked  marijuana  on  July  5,  2017.  She  said  the  marijuana  they 
picked  up  that  day  would  not  have  been  visible  to  the  officer  as  it  was  hidden  under  the 
front  seat  of  the  vehicle.  She  reported  they  have  smoked  marijuana  in  the  vehicle  on  prior 
occasions,  but  not  recently  and  she  did  not  think  the  vehicle  would  have  smelled  of 
marijuana. 

Ms.  Reynolds  indicated  there  were  no  furtive  moments  made  by  her  or  Phil,  and  said  her 
daughter  may  have  been  moving  around  in  the  back  seat  after  the  traffic  stop  had  been 
initiated. 

At  about  1340  hours,  Ms.  Adams  Powell  requested  a break.  Both  Ms.  Adams  Powell  and 
Ms.  Reynolds  left  the  room.  The  telephone  call  with  Larry  Rogers  was  disconnected. 

At  about  1400  hours,  the  meeting  reconvened.  The  speakerphone  was  reconnected  to 
Larry  Rogers. 

Ms.  Reynolds  indicated  she  had  not  previously  reviewed  her  Facebook  video.  She 
viewed  the  video  during  the  meeting. 

Ms.  Reynolds  acknowledged  providing  information  to  the  Washington  Post,  but  denied 
stating  information  about  previous  traffic  stops  during  that  interview.  Ms.  Reynolds  said 
she  has  not  previously  been  in  a vehicle  with  Phil  when  he  had  been  stopped  by  police. 

Ms.  Reynold  reported  Phil  was  not,  nor  has  he  ever  been  associated  with  a gang.  She 
stated  they  she  only  was  aware  of  his  firearm  being  used  on  a gun  range. 


Ms.  Reynolds  stated  Phil  was  not  aggressive,  often  spoke  in  a whisper  voice,  and  was 
happy  and  loving. 

The  meeting  concluded  at  about  1422  hours. 

Clayton  Robinson  provided  Ms.  Reynolds  with  a copy  of  the  extraction  report  related  to 
her  cellular  telephone.

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On  05/3 1/2017  at  about  12:24  PM,  SA  Henning  attended  a pretrial  interview  of  Diamond 
Reynolds  at  the  Ramsey  County  Attorney’s  Office  in  St.  Paul.  Reynolds  appeared  for  the 
interview  with  her  mother  Dafina  Doty  and  her  counsel  Michael  Padden  and  Karlowba 
Adams  Powell.  Ramsey  County  was  represented  by  Rick  Dusterhoft,  Clayton  Robinson 
and  AUSA  Jeff  Paulsen. 

Paulsen  started  the  meeting  by  asking  Reynolds  about  a drug  transaction  that  she  had 
talked  about  in  a previous  interview.  Reynolds  said  that  she  was  not  with  Phil  during  the 
purchase  of  the  marijuana  in  a previous  interview.  Reynolds  said  that  Castile  purchased 
the  drugs  (marijuana)  when  she  wasn’t  present  on  the  day  of  the  shooting.  Reynolds  was 
asked  if  she  knew  the  source  of  the  marijuana,  and  she  said  that  she  thought  it  was  either 
a friend  or  family  of  Castile.  Reynolds  said  that  she  was  unaware  that  Castile  had 
purchased  marijuana  until  the  jar  had  rolled  out  from  under  her  seat  in  Castile’s  car. 
Reynolds  said  that  she  noticed  the  marijuana  after  they  had  been  grocery  shopping. 
Attorneys  asked  Reynolds  if  she  knew  when  Castile  had  purchased  the  marijuana  that  day 
she  repeatedly  said  she  did  not.  Reynolds  was  also  asked  why  she  had  said  in  previous 
interviews  the  marijuana  was  hers.  She  indicated  she  said  that  because  she  thought  it  was 
only  a small  amount.  Reynolds  referred  to  the  marijuana  as  a smoke  sack,  and  he  said  he 
had  obtained  the  marijuana  to  celebrate  his  birthday.  During  the  interview  Reynolds  told 
the  group  that  she  and  Castile  smoked  marijuana  daily. 

Reynolds  was  asked  if  she  knew  where  Castile  had  been  the  day  of  the  shooting. 

Reynolds  told  the  group  that  Castile  normally  leaves  work  about  2:00  PM.  Reynolds  said 
castile  had  told  her  he  was  leaving  work  and  going  to  get  his  hair  done,  then  stopping  at 
his  mother’s  house  and  was  then -coming  home.  Reynolds  said  that  she  had  received  a 
telephone  call  from  Castile  at  some  point  during  the  day. 

Reynolds  was  asked  about  what  she  had  done  during  the  day.  Reynolds  said  that  she  had 
worked  at  the  Embassy  Suites.  After  some  discussion  she  believed  that  she  had  probably 
worked  at  the  Family  Dollar  store.  Reynolds  said  that  her  sister  had  come  to  her  work  and 
rode  the  bus  with  her  home.  Reynolds  said  that  she  exited  the  bus  at  the  Super  America  in 

St.  Paul  at  E.  7^  St.  and  Wall.  Reynolds  said  the  two  then  walked  to  her  house  at  917 
Rainy.  Reynolds  said  that  she  smoked  marijuana  when  she  was  home  and  freshened  up 
before  going  out.  r 

Attorneys  asked  Reynolds  when  she  had  picked  up' her  daughter  that  day.  Reynolds 
couldn’t  recall  if  she  or  Castile  had  picked  up  her  daughter.  Reynolds  did  say  that  it 
would  have  to  have  been  prior  to  6:00  PM,  because  the  New  Horizon  Daycare  closed  at 
6:00  PM.  Attorneys  asked  about  telephone  calls  from  Castile  at  about  7:45  to  8:00  PM 
while  she  was  shopping.  Reynolds  said  she  was  asking  Castile  what  he  wanted  from  the 
store. 

Attorneys  asked  Reynolds  what  Castile  was  like  when  he  smoked  marijuana.  Reynolds 
said  that  he  was  super  laid  back  and  you  wouldn’t  be  able  to  tell  if  he  had  smoked 


marijuana.  Reynolds  told  attorneys  that  she  has  been  unable  to  tell  if  Castile  had  been 
smoking. 

Attorneys  reviewed  telephone  calls  and  texts  with  Reynolds  from  the  data  which  was 
extracted  from  her  telephone.  Reynolds  identified  all  but  one  number  with  a 404  area 
code,  she  said  she  didn’t  recall.  Reynolds  said  the  police  took  the  marijuana  from  the  jar 
or  removed  the  top.  She  recalled  the  top  being  on  the  jar  and  said  the  police  must  have 
opened  the  jar. 

Attorneys  asked  about  why  Castile  carried  a gun.  Reynolds  said  that  Castile’s  mother 
condoned  both  Philando  and  his  sister  carrying  guns.  Reynolds  said  that  Phil  and  his 
sister  took  a gun  safety  class.  Reynolds  said  that  Castile  carried  the  pistol  for  safety. 
Reynolds  told  the  group  that  the  area  they  lived  in  had  two  murders  since  they  had  lived 
in  there.  Reynolds  said  that  Castile  had  owned  the  gun  prior  to  moving  to  St.  Paul. 

Attorneys  asked  about  where  Castile  carried  his  wallet.  She  said  that  he  carried  it  in  his 
right  rear  pocket.  Attorneys  pointed  out  that  she  had  made  different  claims  about  where 
he  carried  his  wallet  during  the  course  of  this  investigation.  During  this  interview  she  said 
that  Castile  was  right  handed  and  carried  his  wallet  in  his  right  rear  pocket.  Reynolds 
described  Castile’s  wallet  as  being  thick  and  full  of  man  stuff  and  cards.  Reynolds  said 
that  she  didn’t  think  Castile  was  lean  to  his  right  during  the  traffic  stop.  She  said  Castile 
was  attempting  to  get  his  wallet  and  take  his  seat  belt  off.  Attorneys  showed  several 
pictures  of  the  inside  of  Castile’s  car  and  the  seat  belt  receiver.  Reynolds  said  that  Castile 
could  have  been  reaching  for  the  seat  belt  receiver  to  unbuckle  his  seat  belt  also. 

Attorneys  asked  if  Castile  had  any  ill  feelings  towards  police.  Reynolds  said  that  she 
didn’t  know  of  any.  Reynolds  said  that  they  would  attend  police  sponsored  barbeques 
because  they  had  free  food.  Reynolds  said  that  Phil  did  not  want  to  kill  a cop. 

The  attorneys  spoke  with  Reynolds  about  attire  for  court  as  well  as  advised  about  how  to 
handle  questions  from  the  defense  attorneys.  Clayton  Robinson  explained  to  Reynolds 
that  the  defense  attorneys  had  made  a request  to  interview  her.  One  of  Reynold’s 
attorneys,  Michael  Padden  said  that  he  had  been  contacted  by  Paul  Engh  who  is  part  of 
the  defense  team.
